Ilumilton especially had a 
purlicular bias, and was a prejudice<l, although prn- 
liably an honest man. The books of Iciist ini|Mirtance 
in the uompilatioii of this little work have been 
standard histories { for they are not drawn from 
original sources, and sometimes their facts are squeezed 
into a shape which best suits their writer’s puqxisc, or 
is most ornamental to hia pages. 

In searching original Manuscripts, the object has 
uot beeu to note down facts which have already 
appearwl in the pages of authentic writers. Tluit 
would have eoiisunijod much time, with no other result 
than the Lorreetion of a few mul unimportunt nm- 
Uikes. Tlie aim has a imply been to supplement 
histories, amt to record circuiastancce which hod Ijoen 
concealed from obsorvation threugh the neglet^t of 
inqiiirera, a low egtimate of their valne, or timiility in 
exposing »udo and ugly truths.

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Thk history of tlie English in Western India may be 
divided into Five Periods. The first period com¬ 
mences with the cstablishnient of a Factory nt finrat; 
the second with the formation of a settlement ot 
Ihindxiy; the third with the siiproniacy which the 
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GoTcmmcnt of Bombay was authorize<l by tbc 
Honourablt! Company to assume over its other fac¬ 
tories and BOttlements in India j the ffiurth with the 
annexation of territory in the ncighbourlitiod of Bom- 
bay, Gnzerat, and other pkees; the fifth, with the 
l<«s of that anpremacy which Bombay for lon^f enjoyed, 
and its subjection to the GoTemi>r-G«iieral of Tnclia. 
The follow!nfT History is designed to embmoe the 
thnjo first of these pcriotls- 

Thc narrative of an Empira’a rise and progress 
usually tells how the brook became a rivor, (md tho 
river became a sea. But the history of British India 
* is peculiar and ineongnious. It began without a strip 
of territotyv A warehouse was expanded Into a pra- 
viucc; a province into an Empire. I propose to 
collect some tales of the WarehouKe, and to record 
the early history of tho Province ; hut i do not aspire 
to relate the annals of an Empire. 

My aim, moreover, is to furnish a few sketches of 
men and manners, without devoting an exclusive atten¬ 
tion to the grcttt and illustrious. In moat liisUirical 
pictures, kings, statesmen, and warriors stand con- 
spicuotts, whilst the ninltitudo are grouped together, 
and their separate features are scarcely perceptible. 
But in modem ages a spirit of reaeoitdi Im led 
students to iiitiuire into the habits and characters of 
the many, and their minute discoverii's have supplied 
defects in History; throwing, aa they do, light not only 
upm heroes, but on Man. 

The following work is not indeed antiquariau, but 
yet its design is to exhume from the graves in which 
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they have beon buried, th<? and acts of 

mdiridiial& As students of jmiiqmtj% by finding a 
bone bere, a piece of tesselatod pavement there, in 
another place some pottery nr rust^ton weapons, 
have caught glimpses of the KomanV domestic lite and 
social condition; so now it is hoped, that hy collectmg 
heterogeneous facta from now and old books and frain 
mouldy recnnls, we shall be able to form a museum, in 
which will be exhibited the social and moral condition 
not only of the orchitoclB by whom the foundations 
were laid, and the building superintended, hut also of 
those who were work-people in tho constrnction of our 
Anglo-Indian Empire* And when expatiating “free 
o'er all this scene of man*" it will bo our olijcct to 
show, that although “a tniglity tomec," it k “not 
without a plan," 

In writing the word “Empire^ we are reminded 
how ill it assorts itself with the facts which are here 
to be reconleil. The word conveys ideas of grandeur, 
wealthp and power; whereas this and the two following 
chapters arc aimak of mediocrity ancl weaktu^: 
sometimes of drivelling bascncas* The instruments, 
which ProvidcTice employed to create a British power 
in India, were often of the basest motuL But such 
answer the same purpos^es as the hn^t, in the hands of 
Infinite Wisdom. And though we may feel dis¬ 
appointed, wre ought not to ho Burprised, when we see 
httle to ailmire in the pioneers of our Eastern Empire, 
and find that some were amongst the nmnnest of 
mankinds 

Yet, hiul ns wero such ngumts, it will, I think. 
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apppHr io this work that BritiBb power hiis hern 
established bv the moral force of British character. 
A writer of Ani'lu-liiiliiui TTUtory mueit imked soil 
Ills t>apoi* witli narmtives, from which virtue atiil 
honesty torn with disgust. But here ia a ciistuiction : 
truth and sincerity have Itcen, in the main, character¬ 
istics of the British; and the opiKieito vices, exeuptioiis. 
With the Oriental races amongst wlinm they have 
lieen located, fraud, chicanery, and intrigue hare been 
the usual engines of truth and sinccrily 

have boon rare as flowers in a sandy soil. When 
British mcrcliants or statesmen iiavc formed compacts, 
^ven pledges, or made promises, they have usually— 
though not in all instances—ohscrvcil their compacts, 
redeemed their pledges, anil lid filled their promises; 
and the natives have gv?nerally acknowledged tlus, eo 
that, aUhough their coiiddciicc lia±i Imcu sometimes 
misplaced, and has received a few severe shocks, they 
have continued to rely upou the good faith of English- 
mon. On the other hand, they him* rarely plaetHl 
dependence on one another, and whilst somo have heen 
distinguished for their virtawa in private life, their 
rule has ever been, to regard each other with suspicion 
and mistrust. 

But let us sec the step which led to the first eatah- 
lisbmeut of the English itt India. So early ns the 
commencement of the fourteenth century, certain Euro¬ 
peans, who have left aecountB of their travels, visited 
the Western c^past, and mentioned places well known 
at the present day—such as Cambay, BaEsem, Choul, 
and Tanna. In the earliest English hook that has 
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ever appeaml iti pritit,* the marvellous historii' vm\- 
{)oacd A.D. 1236 by Sir Johii ilnadevnie of Si* 
AJbans, there h a vague degeriptiou of the eoimtiy ; 
hut tho credulous knighi does not atato whether he 
had himself visited it. There b also u curious and 
fragmentun^ nuirative, published about 1330, in Laiiii, 
which sets forth tliAt it was takeii bv William Jo 
Solanga from the hps of OdorieuB^ atJ Ttidsau friar of 
the onler of Minorite^ or fmirt^^ rniMtex, a brsmeh of 
the Franciscans. From Omius* Odorieus jiasscd in 
twenty-eight days Uj Tanmi, where four cif his Chris¬ 
tian hrothren siiJFered martyrdoni- He specitically 
calls the ship in which he gailed a “jahii,” ^be generic 
name hv which vessels of all kinds are known in India, 
and lie w^aa surprised, as niiUiy othor Europeans have 
liccn, to Bflo that such wore tnade of bamboos without 
any ap[M?anmce of I wing fsistened hy Iron bedt^.f Ho 
tdm notices with quaint hroviiy the flying foxes, and 
baudieote rats, which were so lai^ that eats could not 
kill them, tho toobtsl tree standing before the houses 
of idolaters, and their superhumano praetice of feeding 
outa and pismires. 

Soon aftor the Portugae«e hail diseDvered the 
Aiigo hv the Capo of Good Hope, they formed settle¬ 
ments at Diu, Damaun, Goo, Caiicut, Cochin, and

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Other places on the Wcatem coaat. The (leeUsof liigli 
(kring^ irhich the? wron^fht, iuid the wealth whieli 
their deeply laden carmcks bore to Europe, spread 
their reputation iar and wide, nod inspired the English 
in particular with a desire to shore the risks and 
proiits uf Eastern adventure. 

In 1563 Master Cjfsar Frederick, a Venc^an mer¬ 
chant, traTellod by way of the Persian Gulf to these 
parts. He describes Cambay, where the marine 
supremacy of the Portuguese was acknowledged, and 
Ahmedaltad; both of which pluccs wcinj renmrkahlc 
for their catensive trade. When journeying in a 
palanquin from Ankolit to Goa, he was assailed by 
robbers, stripped naked, and would have been plun¬ 
dered of all that he possessed, if he had not, before 
starting, taken the precaution to conceal his valuables 
in a liamboo. 

Thomas Stephens Is the Urst Englishman of whom 
we are sure that he visited the Western shores of India. 
Wlien there, he was only known as a Jesuit; but he 
luul been originally educated at New College, Ovford, 
On the fourth of April 1579 he sailed &om Lisboa, 
and the following October reached Goa, where ho 
lived many years. A letter which he wrote to his 
father, a London merchant, soon after his orrivaJ, is 
printed in Hakluyt a collection of Voyagea, It not 
only contains a particular and interesting deBciiption 
of his perilous navigation round the Capo, but many 
sage remarks are made, in quite a mercantile spirit, on 
the state of Portiigucso trade, of which ho evidently 
desires that his countrymen should obtain a ahaiv. 
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Tho ruailor is Burpri»>(Ml Ui find a Roman ocokieiaatic 
cntorinj:^ with sucli eajierncsB and peniitraviun inio 
Atmiiiiprcial affairs. Probably Stephana’ atl vices were 
tbo etrongost iiiducemcnta whicb L/Jiidoit merehniitfl 
liad been offered to embark in Indian s|jeciilations} 
and certainlv they bcjOjan front this period to fit out 
tfipeditions for the £ast. Pyrard de Litvalf who was 
a prisoner at Goa in ItiOd, states that Stephoiui was 
then Rector of a CoUej^e on Salsotte; by which he 
probably means the provmco of tbut name m tho 
Goanese territory. Tlie English Jeenii was a kind- 
hearted man, and truo friend in need to Bcveral of his 
countrymen, who within tho space of a few ycara 
found their way to Indio.* 

The advance guard to on army of English adven- 
tarers now made their appearance. In 1593 Leodcs, 
HidjiU Fitch, John Ncwlucrry, and flomc others, entered 
India by the route whith Cmsar Frederick had fol¬ 
lowed. A auspiuion that they were engaged in trade 
wall sufficient to alarm tho jealous Portuguese, who 
threw them into prison at Ormns, where they endured 
much suffering. After a short detention, however, 
ihoy were set sit liberty and permitted to prosecute 
their journey j but no sooner did they reach Gna than 
they were again arrested and imprisonoiK They tell 
us that first of all they were ** examined whether thi^ 
were gotxl ChristiaiiH or no," that is, whether they 
were Rt>tium Catholics; and as their Protestant 
scruples did ti<it boggle a Ue, thflir

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approved. In fecit tli®y jmsatHl themsclvog off as 
real Catholics, ” although strongly suspected of 
English heresy* One of tlioir party hml some skill 
la pomting, and as his art was in great request at Groa 
for the doooratifni of its magnificent churches, be was 
induced to regiun bis liberty by becoming a Jesuit, 
and naturalixe<l Inhabitant of the place. Indulgence 
was also shown to the rest, through the good offices of 
Thomas Stephens, and after enjoying partial freedom 
they at last contrived to effect their escape, leaving 
the pointer behind them. When too late, he repented 
of baling changed hla religion, and although he had 
no intention of leaving Goa, persuasion was in min 
used to retain him in a cloister. He opened a shop, 
carried on a lucrative business, and married the 
daughter of an indo-Portuguese. As for Iltcjh, he 
returned to England after u lengthened porogrination, 
and Leedes onleretl the service of the Great Mosul*. 

Pyrard dj? who, cotribiiimg business irith 

pleasure, left St. Maloea on tlio 18th May 1601, and 
stayed maniT years at G-oa, mot them with Spaniards, 
Yenetians and other ItaJnms, Germans, Flenungs, 
Arraeiiiansi a English, and only three Frcnch- 
njea*t The English were cbielly prisoners, who had 
been surprised at the l>iir of the Surat riirer by a 
oowamlly stmtagem of the Portuguese, Probably tliey 
had belonged to the expedition of Captain Hawkins,

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whoso long-lHiot with twcntY-scven uioii and flomo 
valuable giHxls wtia seizcih Laval oiorclv 8tatc$ that 
they bad been employed in traffic, and a genilmnan 
who liad come with them had gone on to the Great 
Mogul's Court, where he hail been well neoeived. 
Wliilst their shipfl were at anchor, seventeen persons 
hud left them in two lionts Imlen with merchandise, 
which they intended to excliange for indigo. Their 
movements, however, had been watchal from sotno 
Portuguese coasting vesaels, the commander of which 
lutre dtiwn upon them, cut off their retreat, and car¬ 
ried them all to Goa. Confinement and neglect soon 
hrought on disease, and in a short time there were but 
six or seven snirivore. 

Six months before he left Goo, FtTurd met another 
English prisoner, who seemed a person of some dis- 
tinctlun, luid had been surprised in the same way os 
the others, when he was taking soimdings. Ho 
accusc<l the Purtuguoac of savage feroaty, declining 
that they hail slaughtered his cousin in cold blood, 
and placed bis head upon a piko os a trojihy. His 
own life had been in great danger, for hl8 captors, 
knowing that he had been surveying the coast, re¬ 
garded him with peculiar suspicion. After a long 
imprisonment he was suSered to depart. 

Four months after this gentleman had been seized, 
the imluck}' ship to which he belonged was wrecked 
on the coast. The crew, twenty-four in number, 
having contrived to reach the shore neat* Surat aith 
their money and other property, wens well treated by 
the native authorities. They then divided themselves 
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into two parties | the winm adventurous spirits making 
an attempt to return home by way of TartarVi the 
others remaining at SurdU The former were enablod 
by passports, which they prooureil at the Moguls 
court, to through his dominioirs, hut were not 
jwmutttHl to enter the eountr}' of the Tartars, and 
after a fruitk^ journey thej^ retnmod to Surah AU 
the survivors repairetl t-o Qoa, imtl sailod from thence 
to England.* Every Ettglishtiian on whom iho For- 
tugnesc could lay their hands was treated by them as 
a prisoner, and whon Laval was about to leave Indiap 
several Englishmen were actually hronght on board in 
irofUs-t Yet even when in this sad plight they ap 
pcariMl to liim a proud set, who took every opportunitg? 
of showing their contempt for French men* J 

Such was Purtugnese hospitality! Shipwrecked 
mariners, instead of Tcceiving from them generous fare 
uud clothings or at least protectioti and sympathy, 
were condemned to oat the bread and water of afltic^ 
tiozi in a dimgoon^ and if they survived such treat* 
meut, were sent to their owm country with ignominy. 
Exclusiveness and illibemlity are the sure tbrenttmeta 
of dcgeneracvi and the English are avenged- Being 
now the doniinant partly they can return good for 
evil, by bled^ing the descendants of these persecutors 
^viih religious toleration and political freedom. 

Mildcnhall, a Loudun merchant, was sent out from 
that capital by a conmtercial association in lii99; but,

bo illd not reach Ajjni until 16031 His ohj^twas 
to obtain from the Emperor a ffrioan, authorimig the 
EnfrlJsli to trade in big tlomiiiions. After waiti^^ 
three years, and defeating tlve mtohinattons of Jesuit 
and two Italian morchantsr hii was BatUfied with 1^ 
success, and returned to England. We hear of him 
as being agBin at Agra in l6l'4, but ha^e no %ery 
clear account of his liistory. It is «dd tluit he went 
in 1610 to Persia, whore he was joined in a com- 
tnisgiun with two young men, wliom ho piiaoned, and 
having possessed himseli' of their property, repaired 
to Agiu. Bcligion, of course, sat looaely on such a 
character, and to soon as Iw found it convcmciit 
to bo a RtTOuiii Catholic, he threw off his^Protcetaat 
faith. It was not long before he was himself poisonfti, 
and dying, left his money to a Froachman, whoso 
daughter he had intended to marr)'.* 

Two years after MUdenhall had left Agra to give 
an account of himself in England, Captain llawkina, 
of the ship //ector, came to Surat. He tells ua that 
he was kindly rocoived by the nativcfl, "after their 
biirburoiiB mimncri'’ but was much hartosod by the 
Portuguese, whrt, however, permitted him to land his 
Erou and lead, with wime treasure- ^ soon as pos¬ 
sible, he started with a letter from King Jamea to the 
Great Mogul, for Agra, where he arrived at the cud 
of May 1609, after being in conrinual fow that he 
would be assassinated by his attendant* at the biiid-

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j^tion of the Portuguese. Ilis reception ut court was 
flattering, anti he was assured that he abould have 
pemiission to establish a Factory at Surat, The 
Grout Mogul, wishing to engage his services anti ktwp 
him in the country, ofleml him a pension and a wife, 
Ilawkina was not averse to either. Although ho 
called himself on English ambosstulor, he fUd not 
scruple to accept a salair, which, however, was very 
irregularly paid; an<l ns the imptndal harem contuliied 
a large ossortmeut of ladies varying in race, colour, 
and religion, he was provided with a bride to his 
taste, who was both a Christian and a maiden. He 
neems to have reallv loved his wife, ami to have re- 
solved not to forsake hor. StUl, he did not forget tlie 
iiitere«t5 ot liis EnglUli employers; ho repeatedly de¬ 
manded the privileges which they required, was fre- 
quontJy promised them, and as frGC[uentlj dlsap 
pointed. At laat, UrifBed by the intrigues of the For- 
tiigiicse, and disgustciJ with the wavering counsels of 
the Emperor, he gave up hk eftorts^ in de^piur, and 
requestetl his dismissui. The Indian potentate did 
not condegoend to fpvo any answer to King Jameses 
letter, and Ilawkins, after a prutmeted contest with 
hifi ndfe^s brothers, who wished to prevent her from 
leatdng the country, contrived to take her on board an 
English ship at Cambay, from whence he sailed with 
her tm the 26lh of January l6l2, to Europe.* 

Wlien Hawkins went up the country, he left 
William Finch, and throe or four Englidi sen'ania,

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at Surat, that they miglii ilkpose of such gtHxls as he 
hjul landtHh Finch’s stay was brief, for in Jivnuary 
1610, at the sumtnoiiB of his superior, he started for 
A^, anil from thence travelled by way of the Pun¬ 
jab and Persia to Englaml. Bat before Icaring Sumt, 
he liaJ an oppcirtunity of rendering important ser- 
Tices to many of bis distreflaml countrymen- 

Tho ship Ascmtsiori baring Iwen on a voyage from 
England to the Rod Swi, hml arrivtal off the coast of 
Guzemt, and was wrecked at Giiiulavco- Covert®, 
tho cliief offitsjr, who wrote an atwoont of the whole 
TOjiigc, puhlishcd in black iotwr, qmrto, at London, 
in ltil2, attributes this mishap to the neglect of 
Alexander Sharpey, the comrawidor, who refusetl 
to take a pilot on hoanl, and used no proper pre¬ 
cautions ft>r avoiding danger. When there was no 
longer any ho^w of Bavitig his ship, SUarpey pennittctl 
his crow to make fro© Ufic of the treasure, anvoimting 
to ten thousand pounds, which was on board, and by 
this means they were enahlctl to purchase necessaries 
on landing, and to secure respectful treatmeut, 
Sovon tv-five escaped, and made the beet of their way 
to Surat, but. not being suffered to enter tho city, they 
were maintained by Finch, at a neighbouring vilJagi% 
Most of them seem to havo been dispersed over the 
country; but Thomas Jones, one of their number, 
induced a Pt»rtugu*‘se priest to befriend him, and by 
his help travoUcil with three comrades to Daniaun, 
thence to Ghoul and Goa, fruni w'hich place they wore 
taheu in the Portv^ucse fleet to Europe. These, 
probably, were the EngUshmen whom Pyrarrl de 
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Laval nun. Sharpey ^tas eTiii3loT«l by the Enipc«roi‘ 
to build a ship at Surat, wbicb, when Ihlidill^ton 
{urrived, was nearly ready to be launehed. 

Sir Henry Middleton left Enolixnd in 1610, witli 
four abips, one, the Feppercftm, being commanded by 
Downton, of whom we shall have occasion to say more 
hereafter. The expedidan first visitod the Bed Sea, 
and was received tavourably at Aden; but at Moeba, 
Middleton and some of Ilia officers were treacbcrouiSily 
seized and imprisonotl. Only after a todioua and 
diatresaing confinement did they regmn their liberty, 
when hearing ftnm the crews of nativo veasehs that 
the English were welcomed at Sumt, and that Captain 
Hawkins had been miule a great lord at the Mognl'^s 
court, they made for that port> and entered the roods 
on the 26th. September, l6lL Seven Portugucsti 
num-ot-war were ridiug there, under the command of 
an officer atyled Captain-Major of the North, who 
declared that he was resolved to prevent Sir Henry 
from trading. Nicholas Bangham, a carpenter, waa 
tho only Englishman who happened to he at that time 
in Snrat, and he brought on board a letter which 
Wilfiam Finch had despatched from Lahore, where 
he had arrived on bia route to England. The native 
Governor, also, sent a polite message, affirming that he 
Wits deairous of opening commercial trnnsactiotis with 
the English, but ho waa restrained by the power of the 
rortiigiMwe. Middleton resolved to do his utmost t friv 
quontly landed his men, who were ititerceptol by the 
rortugiiese ; and the little sand-hills nenr Surat were 
the scouts of many confficta, in which the enemy wore 
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always worsted and put to Hight, although their largo 
nmnliera rendered eventual suecess hopeless. At this 
crisis, Khojah Nassau, the Governor, was by the 
Emperor's orders, deprived of his office; and na, by 
his tiiekury JUid prevarication, ho hatl caiisetl great 
oonuyancu to the English, Middleton was so ill-uMbisod 
as to £0120 him and confine him on btaird tlio Pr^t^er- 
ctirn- Although the new Govemi^r had consented to 
this net, it gave great tiffenca to Moknb Khan, the 
powerful Governor of Cumhay, who refused pemussion 
to estahlish a Eaetoiy, and gave the English sucii 
positive orders to depart, that they had no choice hut 
to comply. In revenge for this mercantile failure, 
Middleton soems to have turned pirate, mtd to have 
pillaged such Lulion vesaOs as fell in his way.* 

Eipwiitions from EnglamJ to iho western coast ot 
fmlm liecamc now more frequent. The object of all 
was purely coramorcial, hut it was an utniuons filet 
that Englishmen only obtained respect and Lufliicinje 
amongst the natives by means of hard fighting. Their 
laurels were first gathensl at Swally near Surat, The 
managers of a Factory which had a few years pn?- 
viously been ustablished at Bantam in Java, had 
tveominendcd that a trade should be opened at Surat 
jmd Cambav for the soke of supplying them with cloths 
and calicoes, and Sir Henry Middleton's viiyago waH 
undertaken in ooinplianco with their suggestion i but 
his efforts, ns we linvo seen, were frustrated, iMirtly 
through his outi unfair dealing and insolent treatment 
irf B native chief, partly by Portugiieflc ratrigue,

October, 16J 2; Two PortiigneBe armaments sne-^ 

ccssItoIy threw themselves in lik ivaj at iho rivor^s 
mouth I but after ^vere struggles, the skill and cou- 
rage of himself and men prevailed against both. Tlie 
groat Mogul then sent down to him a €rniart authof- 
iziiig an English Mimster to resido at Court, and 
opening to English subjects the trade of Surat* This 
imperial ortiinance was forwariled to Tk^st as an ordi- 
nan‘ letter, but he had by this time Jjecome aware of 
his own power, and of the impression which a little 
display makes upon native niinils. He therefore wisely 
insisted that tlie u^ual ceremonies should be observed, 
and the firman was formally presented to him by the 
Goveraor of Surat, who came in state to Swally for 
the purptjse* Boat then sailed awa}’, first Icaring at 
Surat ten peraons to dispose of the goods which lie 
hfut brought and with a stock of four thousand poiuids 
to pimcUase the manuthclures of India, That was the 
first rising of the British star, and the Portdpfuefte 
paletl before it- In vain did they afterwards endeavour 
to underraiue by intrigue the jnfiuenco which was 
hnilt upon conduct and bravery^ Englishmen hml 
loft an unprt?3sion which was never to he efTaced. * ^

Canning, ladng 
sont with a king© letter to Agra, was attacked on th© 
road bv robbers, who wonnilwl him and ojEiutlier 
Englishman, and killed one of bis escort. Ho caJTit'<t 
with him a present for the gn^at Mogul, but It was ul 
so little value that it was recoivod with eonlempt, and 
tho disappointed ttionarch asked if that was sent by the 
iCing of England- He was iti cK^nstont ilread of being 
poUoiied, and as be died on th© iJDth of May, tli© 
Portuguese Jesuits, whom the Fatturs lielicved capable 
of eonimitting any crime, wore suspected of ho’^ing 
cansctl his death. 

AUlwortb anti Withinglon travelled in Novetnlior 
from Surat to inspect Broach, Jumhooacer, Bannin, 
anil Alimwlabad, with a view to ascertain tlie state of 
their markets. At Broacb and Ahmcdabiul they 
hiretl houses on the Company’s account, and left 
brokers to transact their business. A Id worth was for 
Mime,'time the principal merchant at Surat, and di^jtl 
ill l6l5 at Abmcdalauh 

At tliLi place Wilhiiigton heard a rcfH>rt that llirw 
English vessels were tying in tho IinluF, and itiivnedi- 
ately stArteil ©n a most perilous journey overlunil to 
Itsaist them with bis coiiuscL He had better have 
rMnaincil where he was. He never reached the Indus, 
hot lieing plunilered by the prwhilory tribes of all that 
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be |>osaDssiHl, and reduced to sustain life hy 
alms, was eampBllerl to retrace bis stepa. After an 
abscDDC of a hundml and elcTcn days, during which 
he bad suffered intetiM; mii^ry, he thought hiiuaelf 
husky in April 1615 to set his foot again in Ahmed- 
uhoil. Bium afterwards he was fient fur to Agra, that 
ho might secure the effects of Mildenhall, who had 
lately deceased** 

This season Captain Nicholas Dowiiton susfaiiuxl 
the riiputation of which Captain Best Imd laid the 
foundation. IIo was the chief cuminandcr, or^ as such 
officers were then stj led, “ the General of four 
English ships. At Surat ho found three English 
Fat:tors, A id worth, Biddnlph, and Kichard Steele; the 
last of whom had lately wtm from Aleppo. Ilis first 
stop was, to demand redross for extortion in the 
customs; his second was to mpiirc, like a tmo Eng¬ 
lishman, that a markot for beaf shoukl be catablkhed 
nt Sw"allj% The first application was met by cv^ion; 
the second by a declaration that beef could not be had, 
.as the bim} Bs, by whom the preecn ation of animai 
life was xeganlcd in the light of a religions duty, had 
paiil a hirge mm to prevent bullocks from being 
slaughtered* 

The Emperor anti lietty princes of tiie Deccan were 
united in an attempt to drive the Portugupso out of 
India, and no soemor had Downton arriTeib than the 
Governor <if Surat invited his co-operation. But as 
Portugal and Jicr possessions were then subject to the 
Spanish crnivn, and there was peiure lietwcftm Spain 
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and England, the English Captain dwlined this invi- 
tatlon I which so annoyofJ the Gnvcmtir, tlmt he in tnm 
refused him all assistances and on a Mvolous pirte^t 
threw the English Factors into prison. Down tons 
forhcaranco was but ill-requitcd bv the Portuguese; 
for they falsoly represented to tho (roveroor that ho 
had oonsentod to join them in an attack ujxm Surat* 
Thoir own sets, however, sciofi refuted this calumny. 
With flii galleonit of from four to eight hundroil tons 
burden, throe other vessels of eoiisiikrable size, and 
sixty smallor ones, mounting in all a hundred and 
thirty-four pieces of ordnance, the riceroj of Gm 
attoekoil the four English ships, which could only 
mount eighty guns of inferior colibne* To the astonieh- 
ment of the natives, the assailants were defeatetl as 
Bignally as in the prorious year, so that their glory and 
renown wore for over transferred to their conquorors. 
Downton was no longer treated w itli roughness and 
insolence, but before leaving Surat received from the 
pliant Governor and principal men of the place dis¬ 
tinguished marks of courtesy and re^spert. He dievl 
at Bantam on the sixth of the following August^ 
'^Imnentod, admired, and uncquiUlwh"* 

The report which had induced Withington to at- 
tempt his hazardijiLs journey * was an eisiiggeraticiii; but 
one English ship Imd actually arrived at the indus^ 
On boartl wore Sir Bobcrl; Shirlcyi who waa returning 
from England, whither he had boon sent as the King nf 
Persians A mbassadors and Sir Thomas Powell, who had 
been sent to that monarch on an embassy by King 
* Dnnc'f FngttieatA. Mkcpbcrwo'* ItiiUsfy. CpUjabiiain^t TVntiiv. 
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Jaiiifis. Dpbarretl by tbe Portuguese from passiug 
the Straibi of 0niiu3 iut(» the PerMan Gulf, the two 
ainbaasadors and their wives attefupted to Innil in 
Bsdooehistlmn, where they narrowly esoapotl Ijeing mur- 
tlered. At lost they di&emharked at Diul on the 
Indus, and there again were lE-treatcd and dotoinod 
by tho Governor, whom tlio Portugnesc had cither 
bribed or inliuiidatctl. Sir Tbomae Powoll and one 
of his followers died; but Sir Robert Shirley per¬ 
sisted itj setting off for Persia, N^o sooner, however,' 
bad he put off from the shore, and was afloat on the 
river Indus, than an armed force hrought him hack. 
A frav ensued, in which his companion, Mr. Wiini, 
fired hia pistol in the face of a trofJi>er, and was in* 
atantly shot dead by another trooper. At this juncture 
Sir Thomas FowcUs widow wiis confined, and died 
with her infant 4 as did also Michael, the brother of 
Sir Thomas. Sliirley at length escaped from the 
hands of his harharous tormentors, and reached Agra, 
whore lie was cotirteously reeeiTcd hy iTchangetw, who 
sent him forward on his journey with rich presents, 
eq^uipages, provisions, and an escort.* 

By this time a regular Facton' had been establisbcd 
at Surat. It was usually styled “tlie English Houfle,” 
and was presided over by Kerridge. A Factor named 
Edwards hail also been left at .^hmodahad, and it was 
arranged between the two that he should proceed on a 
mission to the Mogul Court, lie was provided with 
a letter from King James; and Korridge, having an 
eve to business, made him take with him on investment

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of tlullis, lijolung-gbissci?, nud sword blodcE* lltilf 
Ambiissniior and half hawker, lio thus went to A^a, 
where he was presented to tlie Emperor by Asof 
Khan, dm Prime Minister and favourite Sultuita’s 
brother. By a judicious distril^ution of prraentB he 
obtained all that he asked. To the Emperor himself 
he deliTensl portraits of Kin^ James and tho 
family. But his most acceptabte ofTering was a large 
mastiff, of which Kerridgn wrote ns follows 

“ Mr. Edwardes presented the Kinge a luastife, and 
spe akmg w of tho dog’s ooQT&ge, tlio Kinge cawsed a 
vongo Icopardo to bo hroiight to make trj'all, wliieli 
the dogge noe pinchtt, tlmtt fewer howrea after tho 
Icopiinie dyed* Synce, tlie Kiuge of Persia, with a 
preeeiitt, sent heather haulfe a dozen degges—the 
Kinge cawsed hoarcs to bo brought to fight with them, 
puttingc two or throe dogges to a buaro, yet none of 
them sensed ; and rotuemheringe his owne di>ggo, 
Gcntt for him, who preicntly fastened on tho boare, so 
disgraueil tho Persian doggs, wherewith tiie Kingo 
waa eieeediogly pleased* Two or throe; tnastiffes, 
a couple of Irish groyliowndce, and a couple of 
well-taught water spanyells, wold give him greato 
contente." 

No ncc^ly client ever studied a patrician’s whims 
aiul caprices more attentively than did the Engiish 
Factors study the Great Mogul's* In 1612 they luwl 
Hpecially rccommendeil that toys and bull-dogs should 
he sent for presents to liim and his courtiers; and 
now Edwards desired that iantUcapes, such pictures as 
rttpresented the manners and customs of England, 
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portraits of the nobility, and scinto fino betivor bats, 
should be fon^arded.* 

Although Hawkins, Cannliig, Kemdge, and Ed¬ 
wards had assumed the imposing title of Amhasaatlor, 
yet they were mcwly hmnblo agents of the Company. 
It was now reaolyn^ to try what effect the digmty of a 
Eoyal Embassy wonld have. Sir TfaoniiLB Roe wan 
chosen to make the experiment^ and there could 
scarcely have been a bettor Eclection. The object of 
his embaBv«jy was twoMd — ‘to arrange the tenns of a 
treaty, and to recover large sums of money dno to the 
Company frxnn persons about the Court. He brought 
witli him tlic draft of a treaty comprising nineteen 
articles, the firji seven teen of which related to ihe 
protection and encouragement of trade, the last two 
to an alliance offensive and defensive between the 
Emperor and the English people. 

Having left England on the sixth of Marih he 
arrived at Surat on the twenty-fourth of September 
1615, and was receivetl in an opcm tent by the chief 
officers of the city with distinguished honour. On 
this, as well as all other occasions—whether ho was 
admitted to interviews with groat ehlefig, the Prince 
Ihijul, or the Emperor himself—he refused to com- 
prt:»misG the dignit}' of England by making those 
slarish prostmtiGns which Indian des|X}ts cxpectcxl 
from the representatives of foreign powers. 

Fnmi Surat Sir Thomas marched to Burhampoor, 
where he was most courteously and honourably 
ccivctl by Parvecz, ono of the Emperoris yuungor sons.

A‘ hmidrctJ 
imtivo gt^ntkmcii on Imnseback fonnctl a bmo in ihd 
outer court of tbe |julncO;p tIiTOVi|rb which the Ambas- 
siubr waa conducted. Parveez himself sat under a 
canopy in tho inner oovirt, and his nobles woro ranged 
on either side of him, aocording to their rank* An 
interpreter standing npoii tlio stops of the tUmno was 
the mediimi of cornmnnication. Many of the usnol 
ceremonies wore dispensed with, that the Prince might 
]my Sir Thoinas the oompUtnent of receiving him 
acLxirdittg to the customs of England. 

** An iifficer told nio os I approacheth" wTitcw Sir 
Thomas, “ 1 must totieh the ground with my head 
liaro, which I refused, and went an to a place right 
under him railed in, with an ascent of tliroe »te|i 4 i, 
where 1 made him reverence^ and ho bowed his IxMly;

The Emperor was reaiiling at Ajuii^^r. The day 
iRfforc the Ambassador arrii'cd then? he wrija met by 
Kdw imls and Corjat* lie fountl the Court in the midst 
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of jipyoufi ^UJ(^ was w'oU pleased with ItU recep- 

tion; butcomplained that the meanDcss of the presents 
w'hich he Uwk with hiiD proved a serious drawback. In 
spite of the earc with which their Factors had drawn 
their attention to the subject, the Company did not under¬ 
stand how to gratify the taste of an Oriental potentate. 
The presents were ill selected, unworthy of the monarch 
hy n'hom Sir Thomas was accredited, and, as he well 
knew, wore spoken of with contempt by the Emperor, 
An English carriage was accepteil grueionaly, bnt was 
not sufBiicntly gaudy to please a native of India. As 
Ijefore, so now, some noble mastic hml on inx'sktible 
charm for the Lnperial sportsman, who was, however, 
much disappointed when he found them was no ** great 
English horse," for which ho would have given a lakh 
of rupees. And then his inquisitive Maja^ty began to 
fumble in the Amtiassador's chests, until by ill-luck he 
drew out a picture. The subject was Venus loading 
a Satyr by the nose." “ UTiat is the meaning of this?'’ 
asked Jehangeer. The Ambassador really (lid not 
know, Ilis Chaplain was then asked for an caplana- 
tion I but he also pleailcd ignorance. So the Emperor 
pertinently demanded why they brought to him things 
which they did not understand. His suspicions soon 
suggested to him on interpretation. He decided that 
it was an allegory and caricature uf himself and people. 
The SatjT was black; so he must represent the 
natives of India. Venus leading him hv the larec 
s}TDtK>lizcd the great influenre wliich women wore sup- 
IKJsed to exercise over men in Hindoostan. His Majesty 
was in high duilgeun for some tiuic after the dwcovery 
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of this iogtjiiious ef^lution. It was natural that it 
should occur to tho Imsband of the botitiiiful and all* 
powarful Noor Jehan, better known to the rewlers of 
Enj^lish jKMJtry by the luiunc of Nourmuhol, bis 
hArcca''s light*’* 

Sir Thooios Eoc'b liberality was soon exhausted in 
attempting: to cram the maw of an Indian monarch 
(Uid hU greedy eourticra. On New Year's Day ho had 
so little left that he could only offer the Emperor “ a 
couple of fine knives, and six glaBsee,” to Asof Khan 
“ a pair of gloves, and a curiuus nightcap,” the funner 
uf which was rvturaed os ^ of no use in India.'* Tho 
neglect with w‘htcb he was occasionally treated, was 
attributed by him to these evidences of poverty; yet 
on the w'hule ha was honoured wdth marked distinction. 

lu his case there were few of those barriers which 
are now roisctl lietween Europeans and natives, lie 
did not indeed, when invited to groat men’s houses, 
partake with them of the Bamo dishes; hut sat with 
his chaplain: at a separate table : except in one 
memorable instance, when Asof Khan listened to his 
remonstrances, and sharctl a meal with him. But this 
restriction upon social intercourse at fonnnl hamjucts 
w'os amply compensated by the admission which ha 
freely gained to drinking bouts. Like the i^positi 
and i'vtamiitmfiimet of the Greeks and liumons, these 
were so^iarate euteriainmcnts, conducted with the 
utmost frotHlom and joviality. For although Jehan- 
geer and his courtiers were strict obBcrvcrs of the 
Koran by day, at ni^it they felt absolved from all 
attention to its abstemious principles. On ono occusluu 
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tho AinliBssailor noted a curioua suido tiif fulWa;_ 

“ 1 jirfsentctl the Kin|^ with u eurioUtf plctitro 1 liail 
of a friend of niine, wliich pleaiscd him highly, und ho 
showed it to all the company. The KingB chief 
painter beiag sent for, protended he could mako as 
good ; which I denying, a wager of a horse was lajil 
about it between me and Asof Khaij, in the Moguls 
presciiee, and to ploase liim; but Asof Khan af^ter- 
wjinis fell off. Tliia done, tho Mogul fell to dHnking 
of Aiicant wine I hail presented him, ;^ving tastes of 
it to several about him, and then sent Ibr n full bottle, 
and drinking a cup, sent it to me saying, it liegan to 
sour so last it would be spoiled belbre he could tlrink 
it, atul 1 had none. This done, he turned to sleep; 
the candles were popped o ut, and I groped my way out 
in tho dork. Xhe wine of iVlieant was always in 
great request,and acx^epted without scruple; but “the 
Lijrd of the world called also for a more potent 
draught. The liquor of which he drank deep was so 
strong that the more fumes made the Ambossudor 
sneeze. Then his Imperial Majesty pasB&l through 
tho stages of tntoaicadon known as “laughing" and 
“crying drunk." Now in tho warmth of Ids heart he 
vowal that he would ret^ignise no distiuctloim between 
Christians, Moors, and Jews, for that all should share 
his fiivour equally? now “sighs stole out, and tearw 
Ijegan to flow." Next day lie had forgotten all about 
Ills debauch, and when it was it'fijircd to, c alm for 
the list of persons who had been present, “and firiwl 
jwino one, smno two, and tome three tbousand rupt^es; 
nnd some that were nearer Ids person ho caused to 1» 
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wliipt before him, they recoKiiig a. hundred and thirty 
stript'E with a terrible inetrunicnt, having at the end 
of four cords irons like spur-rowels, so tliat evety 
stroke made four wounds. When they lay fur dead on 
the ground, ho eonumnded the standers^by to spurn 
them, and after that the porters to break their staves 
upon them. Thus roost cruelly mangled and faruiBt'd 
they were carried out; one of them died on tho 
aixit." 

The Ambassador having iliscovered his Majesty's 
taste, took tho hint as usual, and in writiug to the 
directors of the East India Company offeretl them his 
advimt thus i —There is nothing more welcome here, 
nor did I ever see men so fond of drink, as tiiu King 
and Prioco nro of red wine, whereof tho Governor of 
Surat sent up some bottles; and tho King has ever 
since solicited for more. 1 think four or hve casks tif 
that wine will be more welcome than tho rieliest jewel 
in Chcapside."*

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Altliough Sir Thomas waa inortifictl by many 
rvl'usiUa and evasions, yet ho obtainEKl more success at 
hist tlian he could have anticipabKl. Ho so cam¬ 
ple tcly brought Asot' Khan over to his intcfcsta, that 
even a stout appusition of the heir to the throne was 
overcome. The separata articles of hia treaty w'ore 
indeed rejuctodt “yet by piecemeals,'* he wrote, “1 
have got as much as I desired at once. I have 
recovered all bribes, extortions, and debts made and 
contracted before my tima till tliie day, or at least an 
honourublo composition,’* He gained also permisaiou 
to establish a Factory at Broach, w'hich, ulttaough its 
fortunes varied, was so flourishing in 1683, thiit an 
investment of fifty-five thousand pieces of doth was 
sent from it in that single year to England. 

Sir Thomas was much vexed and retarded in hit: 
operations by difficulties which the Factors of Surat 
threw in his way, probably at the suggestion of lludr 
English masters. The East Tmlia Company have 
always been jealous of such servants of tho Crown as 
have been mixed up with their affiurs, and the Am¬ 
bassador was convinced that ihoy were so in his ffiae 
III’ writes;— 

Your Factors sent me four or five clauses of vour 
commission that concemed Persia, a fort, a plantation 
in Bengok, all which they knew were not of use; 
with no other pn>pnsitLiLin or resolu6on they will 
acqimiiit me. They caiuiot ahidc I should understand 
or direct them. If tliey resolve of anything in their 
opinion for your profit, I will elTect the Court part; 
hut you will find in my letters and jaumev how they 
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U 5 C roe, which doubtless at first traa sowed by some 
jealousy of yours, wHeb will coat you dearly." And 
a^'uin ho writes;— 

“ Steele, Kerridi^e, and others, arc very fond of 
their notions, insomuch that they do not pay me the 
respect which they ought, and are every day at 
daggers-drawn with my parson- I have told Steele, 
hia wife cannot live in this country, for she would 
draw many mtonveuieneca upon us, and therefore ho 
must flcml her back to England." No wonder if poor 
Richard Steele was from that time his cticmy. 

It la creditable to tho gowl sense of bttlh parti<w 
that tbev understood each other at last, and when Sir 
Thom-is’lcft the country tlie Factors parted with him 
on g«»d terms- 

On the whole, the result of the embassy must be 
pronoune(j<l a triumph of diplomacy. Its display was 
indeed insignificant as compared with the splendour of 
the Court to which it was dcepatohctl, and at one 
time it was on this account threatened with failure. 
Yet such as it was, it proved in the end so espeiisive, 
that—as the thrifty King threw the burden uptm iho 
Company—their finances were draiited nlanninglT- 
Happily, Sir Thomas Boo was gifted with judgment 
and tact, and he iiarl the good fortune to visit a 
communicative and sotuable, if not a liberal and 
enlightcucfl Emperor. So that, although eighty years 
or more afterw'ards the character of the Britiah nation 
was lowered by an embassy cn trusted to the vacillating 
and tni8gui<led Sir Willtam Norris, it was at thU lime 
eiialted. The condescension, affability, even friendli- 
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nflss, with which Sir Thomas was received hv the 
occupant of the peacock throne, caused the English 
to shine in native eves with lustre refiected from 
Imperial glory** 

So faighlr were the Company jdeased with Sir 
Thomas Hoc's conduct, that when he retunied to 
England, they paid him the cumpliment of offering 
him an honurary^ scat in their Court of Commit toes, 
and more substantially rewarded him with a pension 
of two himdrefl poumls i^er annum.f He aftor^Tards 
obtained a scat in rorliamcnt, where ho snppirted the 
Company’s interests. So late as 1643 his name 
appears in English histoiy, lie was then sent as 
Ambassador Extraordinary by Charles the First to 
tho Eaiperor and Princes of Germany t and was the 
subject of unjust accusations, whiob woro eecretlv 
submitted by tbo French Ambossailor to the English 
Parliament, § 

In Mareli 1616 Keeling, “the General"Jl of tlm 
four ships with which Sir Thomas Hoti arriviHl at 
Surat, made a strenuous eJFort to establish a Factort'

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at Gnmgsinor. The Zamorin, bb the ruler of the 
countTT was stvlcd, having heard the fimie of Down- 
totiV exploits, sent his mi Ulster to meet Keolin]^ at 
Calicut, ami inrifcMl him to a oonforent*. The Eng¬ 
lish captain ttxik the precaution to secure a hostaifc 
for hU safe return, and then wont to the neiphbour- 
hootl of Crangatior, which the Zamorin was liesiepng. 
IIo woe rflceived with great poUtenoss, ami soon con¬ 
cluded a traatr, W'hich commenced with the heathen 
ruler’s words, thus :—“ As I have been otct an euemy 
1o tho PortngnoBc, so do I purpose to continue for 
crer." lie then promises to gire the fort of Cranga- 
nor — when captured—the islands, and nine miles of 
uonat to the English; also with tboir aid to take 
Cochin, and then transfer it to them with all its 
territorr; finally he stipulates to exempt them from 
all payment of duties mid customs. It is scarcely 
necessary to say that these terms were too favourable 
for the English to be observed. However, Keeling 
left at Cranganor tliree Eactora and a lad, as also 
a gunner, who entered the Zomorins senicc. It was 
not long before the Factore found themselves the 
victiins of gross extortion, iostcml of being encouraged. 
They' seixed the first opportunity of escaping with 
their gnotls to Calient, wliere they remained in spite 
of the many difficulties with which they had to con¬ 
tend. Thus the English Factory of Calient had its 
orifpn,* The place, wc may be sure, was celebrated 
for the produce of its looms, from tho fact of its name 
having been given to our ordinary cotton fabrics.

General Jt>scph* At the head of the channel Iwtween 
Madagascar and the AMcon coast, they descried a 
Portuguese cmrack of enormous sisicv wbicli pro veil to 
be commanded hy Don &ranuel do Ifenczea. Although 
England and Purtugid wore at peace, yet in the Indian 
eeas there waa a smouldering emnitv between the sea- 
men of the two nations^ which was always ready to 
burst into a flame. The Glot^e, a small but fast 
sailing vesBcl of Joseph's squadron, gave cha^e to the 
carrack, and on coming up was saluted ivitli oppro¬ 
brious language^ and an order to Gdl tn leewanl* As 
obedience was not promptly paid, the Portuguese fii-ed 
five large shot at her. By this time Joseph himsidf 
had come up in hk large ship, the Ch^rles^ and called 
out that the Commander of the carrack must come on 
txiard^ As the ea:cus6 was mode that they had no 
boat, Jcjseph sent his own, which brought three officers 
with a message, that Don Mcnezes had promised 
his master, the King of Spain, not to quit his ship, 
out of which he might bo forced, but never cum- 
inanded," Joseph replied, ‘‘that ho would sink by 
his side, or compol him*** After these words of defi¬ 
ance had been exchanged, the fight begun, Joseph 
was killed in a few'minutes, and lik command assumed 
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by Captiun PcpwcD. Nigbt came mi; but the cbi* 
Talroiis Mcnczes Ecomcd to fiVulk away in the dark- 
neaa, imd huiij^ out a light to guide hiii encmiea. The 
following day and nighl pasaed without any con* 
tinuanco of the stmgglet hut it wsis renewed at smirbo 
on tho BCHcond mornings Pep well was wounded in the 
jaw and leg, and hia eye wiis atruek out. The car- 
rack*s main and mizen rnagts were brought down, and 
her fore-top shot away* String their foe in this plight, 
the English sent a boat to him, with lilr* Cormack, 
the principal merchant, bearing a flag of truce ; and 
Menezes roccived him courteously, but declarwl Ids 
rf^lution to rDnew the cctuti=^t on the morrow* Un¬ 
happily for tho gallant Don, hia slup struck on the 
rocks during the uiglil# The crew set her on fire, 
and made their escape with treasure to a large amount^ 
but beiug OTCrpowerijd and plundered by the nativ<^ 
were reduced to great distress* Menezes at last con¬ 
trived to reach Gm^ where he was received with great 
respect on account of his valotir and misfortimcs* lie 
was also much honoured on his return to his country", 
nud, 03 his force hg/l been fiir inferior to that of his 
enemies, his defeat was conaidered equivalent lu a 
victory.* 

One of tho most peculiar feat ares in this curly i^urt 
of English history is the evidence of a jealousy and 
luitrctl with which all who were in the Company'si 
employ, md their rivals in trade, mutually regandett 
each other, Tlie French had not yet apjwared in 
India, if wo except the three whom Laval met at Goa, 
^ Omw^i Fnkgniantiw Tetrj'i Vfi^rafC- 
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anti a few whom Bemicr found employed by the 
KnijXiror cannonGcrs. But the Portuguese luid been 
there so long that they had passed their zenith, and 
were in the deseeiidniit. They had formed settle- 
nients at Calicut, Mangiilor, Gt>a, Bombay, balisette, 
Bassein, and Daman. As they always Bcemed igno¬ 
rant how to use victory with moderation, their haugh¬ 
tiness and insolence had prei)arod the natives to look 
with favonr upon any rival who should contest with 
them the privileges of trade and command of the sea. 
In 1508 they hsid taken and plundered Dabhol, and 
in 1510, under Albuqnertiuc, aurpriaed and conqucrwl 
Goa. As early as 1512 they pidagoil Surat, and 
nearly destroyed it.* The inhabitants then spoke of 
them as *Hhe vile miscreants,’' and when a Turhisli 
Admiral arrivcd,woloomedhim as adoliyerer from their 
otUouB tyranny. The Admiral himself, who has left us 
an Boonunt of his voyage, always uses thc^woni “ mis¬ 
creant” asasynonyme for “ Portuguese."f Bombay 
was 4 >ccupiefl by them in 1532. The same year they 
burned the whole of the towns on the coast between 
Chickloc Tarapoor ami BasSfim, and m 1548 all 
between the neighbourhood of Goa and Bankot. 
Although their chief possessions were at a distance 
from Surat, yet we have seen them using all their 
power to prevent the English from entering its port- 
However, the power of these dreadixl plunderers was

»hi>vm, by a flucceftslon of Havnl dofeeitB^ to have been 
ovef'eatimated, **Od my word they are weak iti 
TniHa," wrote Sir Thomas Hoc, “atid able to do ymr 
flMt no harnii but by supplicfi from At 

hwt, in 1630, they procured a reinforcement from 
Eujro|>e, and with nine ships endeavoured to destroy a 
fleet of five English ships as it approached Swallj\ 
Their efforts were baffled^ and then the superiority of 
Britibh seamen was for over established-f 

Lest it should be sitspoeted tliat our opinion of the 
Portuguese is dictated by natiomd prejudices, the U?s- 
thnony of their own countrymen and intoUigent 
Frenchmen is appealcil to. Much of the above account 
ifi taken from their historian, Db Faria, Tlie hii> 
gniphcr of Francis Xavier dwells upon their moral 
degradation, and declares that they ‘Mivetl mi>re like 
idolaters than Christians." He adds tliat they had 
imitated the depraved habits of the heathen, that 
weildeil chastity was little esteemed amongst them, 
that they were even proud of the number of tbcir 
concubiEie9t and nothing could tie more corrupt than 
their whole livea.J Father Ic Gobicn traces the aver¬ 
sion with which they wore regarded by the natives to 
the violence which they had employeil, and Father dc^ 
Fofitenoy makes speeial mention of their dissolute 
behaviour.! 

The Abl>«^ Raynal enters into the Buhject> and his 
testimony k very decidoiL He regnrile^l the Per-

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tuguesc as a decaying race. Tlio rcligioufl Eeal 
once inspired them with energy and generous courage, 
was afterwards manifestetl only in ferocity, anil eerved 
to stifle all scniples about pillaging, cheating, and 
enslaving idobters. As they pretendcil to have been 
endowed witli authority over tho kingdoms of Asia by 
a decree of the Pope, they chose to suppose that a 
flower to seise the property of individuals was also 
conferreil upon them. Domainling tribute from the 
ships of every country', ravaging the coasts, and in¬ 
sulting native chiefs, they hcKiroe the scourge and 
terror of all the nations liordcting upon the ocean, 
Nor was their treatment of one ntiolher better than of 
fiiTeigncrii, Xbey were divided into factions $ mid 
amongst all, avarice, debauchery, and crnolty pre¬ 
vailed. Many of them Imd seven or eight concubines, 
whom ihcv employed as menial servants. Effeminacy 
^wri'aded their armies, and they lost the courage for 
which they had long been colehratiHl. “No Portuguese 
pursued any other object than the advaiiecmcnt of his 
own mterest; there was no no union for the 
common goml. Tliclr jiossessiona in India were divi¬ 
ded into three governments, which gave no KEslstaiicc 
*to each other, sind even clashed in their projects and 
luteiests. Neither discipline, ttulhirdination, nor the 
love of glory, animated either the soldiers or the offi¬ 
cers. Men-of-war no longer vcntimul out of the ports; nr 
whenever they appeared, were badly equipped. Man- 
ncra became more and more depraved. Not one of their 
couimamlera had power enough to restrain the torrent 
of idee; and the majority of iheflc eammauders w'ere 
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thclnitMilves eomiptcd* TTie Portugueso at leagth lo&t 
sill ih^iT fonnor grcatrii^SiS, whoD a free and 
nation, actuated with a proper tspirit of toleration, 
appeared in India, and contended with thetn for the 
empire of that comitry-*^ 

According to La Croze, ancient and modern ac- 
coimta show ** that there was never in the world a 
tuoro infanirms and general eorruptiim of manners than 
that of the Portoguesc in India,'’t 

The first Dutchman who attempted to open a trade 
at Sorat was Yan den Broeck. He was favourably 
reeci™! on the 2nd of Augnat l6l6 by the Govef' 
nor, and pruiiLted to disiKiee of his goods; but when 
he eraveil [lermission to i^^tablish a Factory, as well 
as the Englisb, lie was tokl that a reference must ho 
made to the Great Mogul- His failure at that time 
is attributed bv him in great measure to the success of 
English intrigue. However, when he went uwny he 
prmmaiid that lio would return, and left behind him 
tlircH? Factors with a Chief. Accordingly, he did 
retEiru in L620, and dcchured himself Director of Oio 
Dutch trade in all those parta of the East* From 
1 liat voar he kept a diiiryv which has been published. 
Delia Valle describes him ;i3 “a gentleman of good, 
brooding, and very courteous/’J 

Before Van den Brocck's return to Surat, an acci¬ 
dent, turned to account with remarkable a^Jroitnci^ by

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ibo Dutch, liail gwineii thani a secure fooling. One 
of thoir ehipa having been wrecked in July 1617, ou 
iho neighbouring coast, the merehanta were allowed to 
dispose of its cargo in the city; and, as they quickly 
discovered how valuable traffic there would prove, 
they left behind them ten petBons with instructiona to 
make arrangVMnents for tho establishment of a Fac* 
tory.* As they were more powerful, and aoon proved 
themselves mure akilful in trade than the PortugTicse, 
the English did not fight them, but endeavoured to 
supplant them by base and underhand moans. Sir 
Thomas Hoc used eviay art to prejutUce tho Mogul 
govemment against them; his object being, as bo said, 
*' to disgnu® them,'' and “turn them ont," if he could 
do so without risk.f Eeforring to the arrival of a 
Dutch ship at Surat lie writes thus; “This I improveil 
to fill their beads with jealousies of the designs of 
the Dutch, and the dangers that might ensue ftom 
them, which was well taken ; and being demanded, 1 
gave my advice to prevent coming to a nrptiiro with 
them, imd yet exclude them tho trade of Iadiu."J 
When tho ersifty ambassador said that he improved 
ft fact, he simply meant, that ho perverted the truth. 
However, lus illiberalily was nolthor more nor less 
than was shown at that time by the representatives df 
other European tULtions in India. 

The Dutch appear to have had the advantage of the 
English in the superior management of their Fiictories, 
and sagacity in all commercial transactions. Tlie

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large capital which their Campatty possessed, mul 
Lheir ectmomy tii ilisposing of it, enabled them to 
compete successfully at Surat, so that tlw English 
Factors were reduced to utter puerile conipUiiuts, that 
their rivals bought Indian goods at a higher rate, and 
sold Europoan gtxids at a lower rate than tliom- 
BolvBs,* But after some years this opposition ceaECjd, 
and the two nations joined their arma against the 
l*ortugue3e.f 

At this peritMl the Dutch were dktlnguislicd ehiofly 
for tlioir onterprising spirit, and repuhlican simpheity 
of tiiiUineTB. Tliis simplicity was probably accom¬ 
panied by rudeness, and some years later fell under 
iho lash of Drj'dea^s satire, f Their Govemor- 
Genoral's salary was at tho rate of 9lf- 13 j. 41/. jinf 
iiimumt with the liberty of private trado; which, 
however, was afterwards withheld ftum all their Com- 
panys servanu. Even at Batavia, their chief settle- 
mont, tho members of Government dressed, we aru 
assured, lilc« cotumon sailors; and before tho year 1650, 
not one remarkable fortune bad boim ttuule. But this 
state of affairs did not continue very long. At Surat 
they soon affected some style, and finally luiary and 
magnificeneo were mtruduecd.^

limbed ut that thne. “ Ton have built,” vnites the 
author, apijstrophlzing the Companr, “ more ships in 
your time, than any other merchants* ships, besides 
what you have bought out of other trailes, and all 
those wlmUj helonging to you- There hath been 
entertainctl by you smeo you first adventured, oui>and' 
twenty dbi])S, liesidcs the now intended vo^-ago of one 
new ship t?f seven hundred tons, and happily some 
two more of inerease. Tho least of all your shipping 
is of fourscere ton; all the rest aro goodly ships of 
such burthen as never were formerly u&etl in moreUan- 
disc; the least and mimnest of these last is of ^me 
hundred and twenty ton, and so upward even to eleven 
hundred tun. You have mt forth some thirteen 
voyages ; in which time you have huilt of these, eight 
now ships, and almost os good as huilt the most of the 
rosiduct 119 the IJragan, tho Hector^ &c-** Hespectiog 
a ship talleti, like the pamphlet^ “ T7ie Trmkjt In* 
eren^e” the writer adds:—It was a ship of eleven 
huntlred ton, for Ijoautyv burthoti, strength, and suf¬ 
ficiency, surpassing all merchants’ ships wbatsoeverp 
But alas ! she wua but shown ; out of n cruel destiny, 
she was oTcrtakcn with an untimely death in her 
youth and strength,”*

English courage and 
naval skill wero feared; and even the inferior pre¬ 
tensions of the embassy to magnUiconcei patrouked as 
it bail been by the Great Mogul, were respected. lx!t us 
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now rater tho Factory b gates, and cmleavoui* to ascer* 
tarn ita internal economy, with tho quiiUties, cbarac- 
ters, anil employinentB of its occupants. 

The persons who supcrintendcil tlio Company’s 
nfioiis ivere, acsetmling to the bmnoor of the times, 
variously styled Presidents, Agents, or Chiefs. In 
Itilti, the title of Prcaident was given to Thomas 
Kerridgc, the first auporintendent, hy his own suh- 
ordinatca, and many of his Buccessors arc so addressixl 
in the Company B riNrords. The little wo know of this 
Kerridgc is much to his credit. He came to India in 
Best’d shi p, the IIo^iandeTt Soptemhor, 1612. For 
some timo his residence was at Agm, and then he 
managed a factory at .4hnicdabiMi, where he suffered 
much &om the oppression of Mogul officers. Ills iH'' 
tegrity and ability were unquoetionoble, and—'which 
was scarcely to bo expected under the circumstances— 
he had an inquiring and literary turn of mind. As 
Europeans, before his time, had been sorely perplexed 
hr the various castes into which the natives ore divided, 
and had in vain attempted to thread the mazes of their 
idolatry, he urged Henry Lord, ** Preacher to the 
Honorable Company of Merchants,’' to explore the 
whole of Hindoo and Parsee mythology, and himself 
supplied the slndont with all the information which 
his position enabled him to obtain.* 

Joseph Saibonk, a man of observation, though some¬ 
what iUiterate, whose testimnny we shall have to cite 
hercuTtor, was in itilT a Ihctor at Surat. He wrote 
to England a grievous complaint of the way in which

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lie had been treated by proud Captain Keelings" 
who, as general of the fleet, appearsi to have had a 
coutxulliag power orer the Company^a serrants on 
shore* Poor Joaeph maintained that he had carried 
hiniflelf ** very genteelly*' towards Keeling, and, indeed, 
had shown on eies^as of hunulltyp Imt yet siifferetl the 
indignity of being placed under ** punies and young- 
lingr!," for whose griinilfathcr he might have pissed, so 
much was he their senior** 

Tlioimis Rastell seems to have succeeded Kerriilge 
in the presidcDcj, in 1623, and ho wns suyceediid by 
Wyld. The narratives of two visitors will ppcscnily 
mtroduco us to the acqnniutJinee of these invidualfl. 

To house for ospirtation the calieo<^ and produce of 
the country was the buriness in which the commonity 
ongagixl cm their principals* account. These goods 
wore paid for in money, or eke by the oichange of 
spices and the mimufActures of England and Chino*! 
With this business of the Company, the Factors com¬ 
bined a profitable trade on their own account, and, as 
might be expected, eonsidered their own interests, 
without paying too exelusivo an attention to those ef 
their employers* Indeed, unless they had hml tltia 
rt^urce, they could scarcely have hoped to obtain a 
bare siihaistcnco—so beggarly were the sahuies whicb 
they received—much less could they have mnassed 
fortunes* Ry the bad policy of the East India Com-

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paiiy, itiLiir servants were thus driven to consult more 
for themselves thou the public ^ood. That judieious 
observer, and tlieir true friend, Sir Thoiuus Hoe, fore* 
seeing this consetiueiice, strongly urged the Directors 
to increase their Factors* saJaties, and then to pro- 
hihlt them, under severe penalties, from engaging in 
private traale. He also justly rnuarked, that if they 
complied with hia rectimmendatiou, they must select 
]Krsotis of respectability for their Bcrvioe; such as 
would only Ije induced by the offer of liberal payment 
to come to India, but when once there would regiml 
high wage* as a compensation for the loss of other 
profits, and would honestly devote their time and 
ingenuity to fulfil their employers' intentions.* 

This advice was not followed; and after a few 
years the servants of the Conj\iaiiT wen? uliseure indi* 
vuluals, wlioBC characters were cither unknown, or only 
known to their disadvantage. Gentlemen they did 
not pretend to be; for even their maaters <Ud ncjt 
aspire to such a title. It was an age when the occu¬ 
pation of a merchant was still looked ujhiu as 
decidedly vulgiir.f The persons who formed the Com¬ 
pany were known by the name of “ ndventurcraand 
so far from socking for men of rank, they regarded 
gentle blood and noble race as disqualifications for 
their flervice. Wlien the Crown proposed that tliey 
should cmpluv Sir Edward I^Hcbulbourtte, they looked

doclarod, “ not to emphiy any gentleman in iuiy plueo 
of charge,” and tliey reijnested that they might “ bo 
allowed to sort thoirc husiness with men of their own 
quaJitjc, lest the suspicion of tho omployrnent of gen¬ 
tlemen being taken hold upon by the genemlitie, do 
diTTC a great number of the ailvEntnrcrs Ui withdrew 
their ewntributions.”* So tliat tho first English tac¬ 
tors were above, or, perhaps, we should say below, all 
suspicion of being gcntlemon. 

But whiit tho Directors most dreaded was, that 
their servants might be animatod with a martial spirit. 
They repeatedly warned them against any appeal to 
anus, even for their own defcncic. They declarwl 
that war and trelBc were incompatihle, and in this 
instance at least attended to Sir Thomas Boo s conn* 
Bol, who, when recommending the Conqumy to confine 
tlieir attention to trade, had referred to the osamples 
of the Portuguese and Dutch. “ Tho Portuguceea," 
he wrote, “notwithstanding their many lich resi¬ 
dences, are beggared by keeping of soldiers j and yet 
their garrisons are but mean. They never made ad¬ 
vantage of the Indies, since they defended them, 
OhscTTc this well. It has also Iwcn tho error of the 
Dutch, who Beck plantations here by the sword- 
They turn a wonderful stock; they prole in all places ; 
they possess some of the best; yet their dead pays 
consume all the gain.” With even more prudenet*, 
tho ambassador points out the usclt^ness of OKpon-

agent at Orart on a low salary.• The wisdom of this 
opiniira was subsequently proved, when Noma frit¬ 
tered away large sums of mnnc}', and only brought 
contempt upon and liis coimtrymcn- 

Books and records enable us to catch hut fbiv 
gllrapscs of English jnaniierg at this curly period. 
Wo may represent the Faetory as a mercantilo house 
of agency, in which the President or Chief was li«id 
partner. He and his yimior partners, who were called 
Factors, lived under the same roof, each having his 
owu privato apartment-'J t hut idl assembling for meals 
at a pnblic table, maintained by tho Company, and 
bemg eipceted to meet at a certain horn* every day for 
prayers. Such carriages and cattle ns they poeee&sed, 
Wire part of the common stock, Horsea wore ei- 
pensivs luxuries, used only by the Chief and some of 
his friends, and bullock-carts were m onlinary use. 
Fur apace and furniture the English and DuUh 
houses excelled all others in the city*. The President 
affected flome sty le, and when he went into the streets, 
was foUowed In' a long train of persons, inclmling 
Bomc natives, anuisl with bows, arrows, swortls, 
and ahiolds; a banner or stnaimer was homo, and 
a saddle-horse led Iwforo him. ills retainers 
were numerous i and as each only rcccivcil three 
rupees per mtwem fur wages, the whole cost 
hut little, There were also many slaves, whose

l*ho English hjwl not yet inroperly tMlfipted thdr 
mode of dnss to the climate. The costume of the 
sereuteenth century must have been fountl jjcculiarly 
cumbersome and opprcBsive in a tropical climate. 
Old prints represent EuropcaUB in India with large 
hose, long waiated, ** peaseeod-hellied'* doublets, ami 
short cloaks or mantles with standmg collars. Tlien 
there were ru5k, which Stubbs Bays were ** of twelve, 
vea, sixteen lengths a*piecc, sot three or four times 
double;" and ho adds, that tho ladies had a “liquid 
matter, which they call starch, wherein the devil hath 
learned them to wash and dive their rufis, wliich bong 
dry will then stand stiff and inflexiblo about their 
necks." Brooches, too, ivere worn hy gentlemen, ex- 
travaguntlv large; and their conical-crowned hats were 
of velvet, ta&ta, or sarcenet, ornamented with great 
bunches of featbera.t Probably, Itowover, this ilress 
approved itself to native taste better than ours; at 
least, PrycT, when at Jiiiiar, flattered himself that 
^'izam Beg, the governor of the fort, admired lioth 
Me tpletidoitf and novelty of his costume.^ Sir 
Thomas Roe and his anite, as we ore informed, were 
all clothed in English dresses, only made as light and 
Cool as possible ; his attendants wore liveries of * rwl

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liifTata cliwks, guanletl with green taffijta, and the 
cbaploio always appeared in a long hlaek cassock.* 
&x^ich* was of the frets and jov'tal kind. There 
were no English Indies, after the eapnlaion of poor 
Mrs. Stceic; and if tlw Factors wiBiieil to enjoy the 
Conversation of the gentler sex, they must resort to 
the Dutch Factory. We have on account of a wed¬ 
ding |yartY there, in which the bride was an Armenian; 
the hiidcgrooin a Dutelunan. All the Europeans 
of the place were invited, and every hidy came 5 so 
there were present, ono Portuguese and one Dutch 
matron, a yoniig Maronite girl, and a native n'ornan 
who was engaged to marry a Dutchman. 

The circniBstancea under which tho Portuguosc lady 
was brought there are bo characteriatic of Iho times, 
that they should bo narratod. Tho King of Portugal 
was In the habit of giving a dovnry every year to a few 
poor but well-bom orphan girls, whom ho sent to 
assist in colonizing the Bcttlomcnts of India. A ship 
which was convoying three of these maidons Inwl lieen 
intercepted and seized by the Dutch, who immediately 
carried their prizes to Surat. A Bn.pply of ladies wns 
tiatnndlj received with avidity in that time of dearth, 
and the most eminent of the merchiints bec<*une can¬ 
didates for their hands. Two were taken, we know 
not where! hut Donna Lucia, the third, married a 
rich Dutchman, and was a guest at the wedding han- 
quot. She seems to have been contented with her 
lot, as the affection of her Protestant husband led 
him to tolerate her religion in private, although

The reesou why there Avere lacU^s iti the Dutch* and 
not in tlie English Factorywas* thui tho Gejivernment 
of HuUaiul encouraged the matrimonial desires of 
their Gompany'a servants. At Java euch as had wives 
and fumilies could claim peculiar privileges; and on 
that accoimt many came to Surut. merely tliat tliev

might iiMirry native womtn and take them to Batavin,* 

Sir Tliumus lioo remurketl with di^igiist the prevji* 
lence of intom|)criiTice Jimotigut Europeans at Surat, 
mid wuuderod that it was tolerated hj the native 
Government. Druxikenneu?, he iFritcs, and **Dthr?r 
<!Kurhitance6 prot-cediug from it were so great in that 
place, tbiit it was rather wotiderful they were suffered 
to Uve,” Tho manners of the j"ouiig men in the 
Factory were extremely dissolute, and on that account 
they were cantinually involved in quarrels with the 
natives. Even the President, after passing the night 
on board the ship which brought Della Valle, no 
siHmer ixwie in the morning than he began drinking 
“bunit wine.*’ This'was a hot mixture ftavonred with 
cinnamnn, clnvcs, and other spices, aiicl, a'e are told, 
was “ drank frequently in the morning to comfort ilie 
stoniock, sipping it by little and little for fear of 
scalding." f 

Wliere intemperance premilcd to such an extent, 
there must also have been a cotutiderahb amount of 
crime; hut it is difficult to detertiiluo what were tho

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legal powers with which the Company were invcstcil 

for the punishment of criminals. In 1616 a formal 

trial was held, and sentence of death passed agaitist 

one Gregory Lellington, who was charged with mnr- 

clering Henry Barton in Surat. The Court aftsamblod 

on hoard tho ship ChttrUs at Swally- The prisoner 

haring confessed his guilt, was sentenced to be taken 

ashore the next day, and there shot to death by the 

musketeers of the guard.* This appears to have been 

a court-martiaL t but in 161^12 ijamcs tho T'irst nuthor- 

izetl the Company to chastise and correct all English 

persons residing in India, who should commit mii^ 

demeanours. Yet tho Company could not bare 

considered that tber had. authority to visit with severe

pimifilimotit aay wbo were €mivict«d of grave offences^ 
a^ in 1624 they pctitione<l for the cKtabliBhiDeiit of 
martial and tniimeipal laws, which at a atill later 
period Tvero sanctumefl bj Parliament-1 It b prolxtbb 
that in some instaiKN^s the Factors adopted summary 
measures^ without truuhliog themselves about the slow 
processes of law. When one of Van don Brocck's seamen 
had killed an English gunneri the enraged comitiTmen 
of the latter Insisted upon having the Dutchman 
executed at once- In vain did Van ilen Broock beg 
that the forms of justice might be employed^ Nothing 
wonid do but immodjate execution, until the crafti' 
Dutchman devised a plan which showed that he retied 
upon English generosity. He declared that the sailor

the factors hear this, than their tliirst for blood whs 
allayedt BoUeTing that theno was renllj an intontloa 
of putting the man to death, they pidentiwl, ktorceded 
for his life, and he was pardoned-* 

Where the execution of human laws was go I'aguc 
and uncertain, the nuliler mfiuencea of religion were 
the more toquired. And indeed the inmatca of the 
Factory regularly engaged in devotional services, and 
forms ot least wcro scrupulously obscned. In the 
first Charters no occleatostical establishments were 
provided? but, when possible, the good offices of a 
clergyman were always obtained. Every Portuguese, 
Outch, or Englisl) vessel of large size had its minister 
on Ihiard. The French only, Laval romorkod, were 
without the fear of God, and never cored to have 
divine service performed in their ships. On hoard an 
East Indiaman belonging to the English Company, a 
clergyman was usually to he met withi and if, when 
such an one arrived at Surat, there happened to be a 
vacancy in the Factory, he was cosily induced to 
become a resident pastor. This was the case in i6l6 
with Ilenry lj>rd, who tells os that ho had left one of 
the Enghah ships for a charge of souls u{Nm shore. 
Ue was both a studiitus and practical nmn, and his 
rossarches have been the raGons of preserving his 
name for posterity, Kcmdge urged him to redeem 
the omissions of bis pred<!ces8orB, and niahe himself 
thoroughly acquainted with the religious of the Bun- 
yos and Parsees. Lord’s cunosity had iieen excited

According icj the budo ulKeoanco of travpilers,

a gesture and garhe., as I may say, maydoniy and 
wbU nigh effeminate \ of a conn tenancy shy and some¬ 
what estrangeilj yet smiling out a glosixl mid baslifui 
familiarity, whose use in the eompanies affaires occa¬ 
sioned their presence there. Truth to say, mine cy&t 
unactiuainted with such objectSt took up their wonder 
and gazcth and this atlmiration, the badge of a fresh 
travailer, bred in mee the importunity of a questioimr- 
1 asked what manner of people were, bo strangely 
notable^ and notably strangle ? llcply was nmde^ They 
were Bamatii?-'* 

After the worthy prtwher had stm^ sufficiently at 
these offbumiAte and smirking dealers in cloth, he set 
to w'ork with hia book; and Jis lie remained in the 
Factory several years, during which he diligently 
inquired into nativie cieiPims, the Ijook proved to In? 
very valuable. As was to be expected, ho could not 
clearly distinguish the difference between the numer- 
ons sects of llindooisra; but his knowledge of their 
literature, mytholegj", and cosmogony was ci^tenrive* 
To him Sir Tliomas Herbert was indebted for the 
information which his wr^ck rimtainB regarding the 
Parsecs; and half a century later, Bernier aeknow-

In thi; fiome year tlu^re aUo a Chaplain named 
IvijR'ko at Siirat. The x\mhii^dor, too* broug^ht 
with him the Bevereiul Juhu llallf Follow of Corpus 
Christi Collcgev Oxford, who mon foil a victim to the 
climate. Ills was immediately supplied from an 
English ship then at Swally, and Terry was jnstalkfl 
into the Chaplaincy of the Emliassy^ Ho also mTorfh^i 
what he siaw, and lias loft us a work which pcf^vcs the 
soutidno!^ of his principles, and accuracy of his judg¬ 
ment. He was aftcrwar^Lls rector of Great Green ford, 
in Eaghuid, tmd in 1649 preached at the churtd) of 
St- AutIrow UnduTshaft before iho East lu^Ua Cn^ni- 
paiiy, after the aafe return of seven ships; fits 
dUctmr^^, which is still to be met with in print, was 
oaruf^t mtrl imprcsBive; after exhorting hk hearers to 
show their gratitudo for the Di^dne mercies whicli had 
been vouchsafed to them, the preacher upon 

the Company that ii k their duly to en^ploy only such 
Prosidctits, Ministers of the Word, Factors, and other 
servants, as may “ take special core to keep GchI in 
their families/ and not “play the heathciLs” when 
professing themselves Clirktians- 

When Lord aiul Terry iaii.vt have Imth bl^on in the 
country, a tdergymuTi iiiiificil Copeland came to Surat 
in the Hm/fil East Indiamon. It woa the 

custom, before the ComfKiiij's ship^ left England, fur 
ffotne mhikier of the Church to preach a farewell

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Gorman on board* When Copdand ims IcaFmff, in 
l6lS, Dr- John Wood intended to hnvo discharged 
this oflScet he “had thVera times befnre;" but being 
prevented an this occasioDi he published Ins sermon in 
the form of n pamphlet, entitled “ The true honour of 
navigation and navigators; or holv meditatiens for 
Bcamem" In ilm he declares that he hM been an 
eye-witnesa of the care which the Company had taken 
to provide all things necesKiry for the bodios and souls 
of those who sailed in their fleets. In 1622 we find 
Copeland preaching at Bow Church, befure the Vir¬ 
ginia Council; aud we are told that he was constituted 
Member of the Oonnoil of State in Virginia, and 
Hector of a College estahliiphod far tbo conversion of 
Amcricaji Indians** 

In these early days, much more than at a later 
date, the conversion of tie natives was reganlcd by 
some pious Christians with interest and hapefulneas* 
Amongst the Company^ records for the year I6l7 ia 
a curious lottor recountmg the conversion of Mogul 
atheist*" On this subject, ioo^ Joseph Sal bank wrote 
to the Directors with an eamestneas and urgieiicy which 
are surprised to find in a commercial adventurer. 
Tie implored them to send “prcachera and ministers,” 
who might “ break unto the Factors the blcBscd manna 
of the hcavonly gcpspel/ In the first place, he said, 
let us have “ Bufficient and solid divines, tliat may be 
fthlc to encounter with the arch-enemiea of our

In the next place he asked for “ gedly^ zealouBii and 
devout persons, ^uch as may, hy their piety and purity 
of life, give good osample to those with wham they 
live, whcrohy they wiU no loss insiruct and fecii their 
little flock committed unto them, no less by the 
sincerity of the ductrine they teach lhem*“ * 

But according to Terry, the natives had formesd a 
mean estimate of Christianity* It was not tincomman 
to hesar them at Surat giving uttcranco to such 
remarks as:—“Christian religion, devil rvligion ; 
Christian much drunk; Christian much do wrong, 
mucli beat, much abuse others."^ Tony admitted that 
the mitives themselves were “very square, and exact 
to make good all their engagements ;** hut if a dealer 
was offered much less for his articles than the price 
which he had named, ho would be apt to say:-— 
“ WTiat I DoVt thou think me a Christian, that I 
would go about to deoeive thcc ? 

There w aa at least one European aUo who hml no 
higher i>pmion than natives of EnglLshmen s religion, 
as will appear from the following anecdote. When 
Terry was in Surat a certain Spaniard presented hkn- 
self at the Pactory, and asked for employment. He 
gave out that he was by birth an Hidalgo, which, as 
our author explains, “ signifies in Spanish, the son of

This strange character gave his name a« ^*tho 
Knight of the Golden Rapier,^ and declared that 
having come with the Spanish Viceroy to Goo, he 
had, in defence of Ills apulless honour, fought so many 
duels there, that he hiul been placed in coiiflncmentf 
and required by ihe priebts to atone with penances for 
the indulgence of hb sanguinary propensities* No 
eooner was he set at liberty, than his honour was 
again injured, and haTing slain his advorssjy, he wiis 
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rompelled to fly the twnntrj'. Sudi waa the story of 
this mock hero, who aiddcil that he was now resolved 
*' not to live any longer amongst the Christhms, but 
that ha desired to live amongst the English.” “Biit 
the English are Christians,” some one i\^pHed. ** Jesu 
Maria!” eKdalmed the amazed Spaniard: ho had 
never be fore heard that such was the ease. Event tinlly 
ho was rcct'ivod into the Factory', where he rotnainoiLl 
for some time, IVlien about to leiive, he njssigned a 
reason for liis departure, which gives ub a peep into 
the Factors’ mode of living. Hia pride was hurt, 
liecaitse at meals he was not permitted to occupy 
a place of honour ; hut he^ an lildulgo of S{>ain, was 
required to sit with menials at the lower end of the 
table.* 

»• 

Writers of tlio period have painted three portraits 
of the English in India, which shall be presented to 
the reader ; although it must bo admitted, that they 
w'ould add but little ornament to a gallery of national 
characters. 

Tom Goryat, “our English Fakier,” as Fryer 
Btylwl him, H'as the most eonajiicuous. A short sketch 
of his life W'as made hj Terry, hia companion and 
follow traveller; it wdl deserves a page in the history 
of his times, Tliis eccentric man was born in 1.577 
at O Jeomb, in Somersetshire, and having early in life 
set his heart upon visiting foreign countries, he began 
with Europe. On his return he publishod a laughable 
mrcoimt of his travels, styled " Cnryaie’s Crinlities.’' 
Prefixed to the hook were about forty ctqittis of versos 
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written in various langufigea, by the most witty per¬ 
sons of the day^ Amongst other Btrange matt^^rs^ the 
author doelarcs that he had walked nineteen huiidrt*d 
and fleTeutV'^five miles in ono pair of ^oes, which be 
had occasion to mend but once* fie is also said to have 
hung these shoes up in the church of his native viUagiOi 
as adonBrium in token of gratitude for bis safe retumi 
a fact recorded by his biograplier with sufficient gravity 
to shew that he had an admiration both for old shoes 
and pedantry. 

Tom desired to know and to be knowtii so as to 
ohtaiu eon temporary and poethumoua &me. Unre- 
Btrained by poverty» he again b carted with a detonm* 
nation of traversing Asia; limiting his expenses to two 
pence a day,i which he expected to procure by beggings 
ftifl designs were vaster than his actual labours; for 
ho ptanned not only a journey through Tartary and 
China^ but also a visit to ** the Court of Prester John, 
in Ethiopia.*' 

It is not our business to trace minutely his wander¬ 
ing stops \ but we will follow him hastily to the scene 
of our narrative. In 1612 he sailed from London to 
Constantinople; thence to Alexandria. After seeing 
enough of Cmro and the Pyramldsi he explored all 
the venerated places of the Holy Land, and then 
paEsed with a caravan from Alepp to the sites of 
anciemt Nineveh and Babylon. Perjiia, Candahar, 
Lahore, and Agra—^where be found an English Fac¬ 
tory—were all traversed by him. Mixing with the 
natives of the ootintries through w'faich he passctl, he 
acquired with facility a knowledge of many foreign 
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loDcruEges. Sumo ai'qimintBttee he had with Turkish 
and jVnibic; butinPorsiaii and Elmdoo^taneo his profit 
cienrj waa cofisiderable. At ^Vgra he appeared before 
the Great Mo^h and pronoimced an oration in florid 
Forsian. The Mulnunmetlan potentate was pleased 
to hear himEolf compareil by Coryat to Solomort, and 
to be told that as the Queen of Sheba had heard of 
the Jenish monareh^s fame, so the En^hshman had 
heard of the Emperor's, and like hxa: acknowledged 
that what he saw far surpassed all that had Wn 
reported* The flatterer was powarded with a humlred 
rupees, and thus cnableil to prosecute his travels. 

Less remunomtive, but more amusing and credit¬ 
able to him as a linguist, was his noKt feat. HaTing 
joined Sir Tlinfuas Roe's suite, he found amongst 
them a washerwoman, whose native language was 
Hindoofitanee, and who was celehrated for being 
a fluent and pertinacious scold* One ilay, writes 
his companion^ Tom undertook her in her own 
language, and by eight of the clock in the muming so 
silenced her, that she bad not oca word more to 
speak** 

On another occaaion bo ho-ard a Moola uttering 
from the summit of a mosque his usual call to devo¬ 
tion* Suildenly nil Cforyats religious fervour was 
awakened, and standing on an eminence op|>osite the 
Mussulman devotee, he criod out at the top of his 
voice, **La alahf ala, alah, Ilaxrat Isa Bunolahl”— 
there is no God hut God, and Christ the Son of God; 
ndding, moreover, that Mohammed was an impostor* 
With another Moola he entered into argument, and 
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after both the disputants hatl become ’verj' Iml and 
very HngrVf Tom eloeod the controversv by 
that ho hiiMelf was the orthr>doi Massulman^ or true, 
true belierDTj and the Moola was the pseudii-JIossui- 
mati, or false true believer. Happily lor Mmeelf he 
was eonsiilered a Itmatie^ and, ns before the introduce- 
tion of European reforms, such persons l)elonjTod in 
all Mussulman countries to a pri^dleged ela^s and 
were allowed to do almost as they pleased, so Ttinfs 
insults were left unrevengecl^ and he could iudiilge 
his freaks wiihout paying the penalty of a broken 
head. 

InurtUnate ranitv seems to have been the motive 
cause of all his csccentrie Great men must feel an 

interest in him, and the world must regai'd lilm as a 
distinguished travellor—^thiswashk aim- What then 
was his delight to be told by Itiehard Steele, Uie mer¬ 
chant, that King James had inquired about him. 
The cagur fnp immediately wished tu know all his 
Majeaty*s words; but alas, after hearit^ that Tom was 
well, all that the mnnareh said was, “t that fool yet 
lining?'' Equally mortified was he to diseoTcr, that 
in a letter which Sir Thomas Roe had written on his 
account to the Consul at Aleppo, ho was styled *^an 
honest poor wretch 

Toms vagaries were brought to an abrupt tcruima- 
tioa at Surat in Decemher 16I7- ili^ health had for 
some time been fixiling when he arrived, and his death 
was hastened by an act of imprudence^ Although ortli- 
tiarily a temperate man, ho coulil not resist the sedue- 
tiuiis of a little isock, which he heard was to he hail in 
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tliii File tor)', Forawearing tbr llie timu »11 “ thin 
potations*” he to Holiloqnize upon good lif[iinr, 

“ Siick^ sack/ exulaiiued tlio thirsty wanderor, 
there imy sueh tluDi^^ as sack ? I pruy you giTo me 
some sack.’^ The u.£iu«^ual draught wn^ too much for 
Ills weak stonmeh* He was taken ill and died; as 
Fry^er says, “ kUJed with kindness by the Fiigiitsh 
tnercUsuats, who laid his rambling brains at rest," and 
was buried on the shore m^ar Swally, where there is a 
small I till at the left side of the road ItMiding to 
Broach p As no one w^as to be found who ooidd and 
would engrave an epitaph, his namc^ was unrecordiMl; 
blit Sir Thomas Herbert writes of him as one wiih 
whose rep«U*tH>n he supposes his readers to be m- 
qmunted, ami adds that his grave was known -^hui 
by two poor stones that speak his name there, restiiig 
till tlie fesurtvt:tinn-** A Persian m the Ambassador s 
suite, who had accompanied Herbert from Eiiglanil, 
and whose conduct having been such that he dreaded 
to meet his royal masier* destroyed himself at Swally 
by eating opium, and was buried ahont a stone^s caat 
from Coryats remains.* 

Coryafs follJes were Imrmless ; not m those of 
anoLber man who visitod Surat about this time- He 
was an Englisli haron^s sou, who had fallen at home 
into such reckless habits limt his angry father sent

of Ccffjit't hnnul-piLifier 
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him to fintl either reformation or a grave in India ; as 
that country was considered hy many, we are tokl, an 
excellent field for sowing wild oata. Daring his 
passage out he had at first bean appointed to wait 
upon the commaiuler of the vessel, but as the young 
aristocrat was soon found unworthy even of sueb 
menial employment, be was afterwards sent to work as 
a common seaman before the mast, A.t last. Sir 
Thomas fioc chanced to meet him in Surat, and 
having been aettuainted in England with his family, 
took him under his protection. But the scapegrace 
was continually embroiling hunsalf witb tliose around 
him- When travoUing in the Ambassador a train, he, 
one day, fiew into a terrible rage because the servant 
of a imtivB prince rafueed to hold his horse after he 
bad dismounted. Not only did he ply his horsewhip 
over the servant’s shoulders, but fired a pistol at him 
as he was running away in terror* Happily, the hall 
only grazed the man's knuckles, and broke bis bow. 
Young Dcdlatu’a** companions instantly disarmed 
him, and did their utmost to hush the matter up ; 
but it gave rise to a serious diaturhancf. This wild 
puth was fortunate in living long enough to be sent 
home hy the Ambassador.* 

We have thus seen a specimen of the English 
middle class, and one of their aristtierBcy in India. 
The third and last of those, whose pranks have ajJ- 
peared in print, w^ an English cook. He had been 
brought out liy Sir Thomas Roe, and was at least as 
anxious to provide gocjd liquor for himself as savoury

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viandfi for hifl maater. Sural must have offered few 
aitractiona to such a thir^ity aoul, for wUeu Fner 
viiiited it some ycar^ latcFi ho saw mi Armctiimi 
flopped through the. eityt Himply because detocrted hi 
the act of soUiug liquor* But Akbar, the late EtU' 
peror, had published a decree permittiBg lutoxicatmp^ 
spirits to bo sold to Europeans, )>ecause, be said, 

they are hom iu the clcmout of wine, as fish are 
produced in that of water,” **aiid to prohibit them the 
luse of it is to df?prlTnB them of life," In consequence 
of Aklxor’a consideratlou for a tiational failing, the 
cook was so lucky os to light upon a shop where they 
sold what was called Anneniau wine.* “ But,*" 
remarks Terry, I do believe there was scarce another 
in that populous city of that trade ; the greater 
shame for thosot whosoever they he, tlmt suffer so 
many unnecessary tippllng-houacs (in the places where 
they have pow(?r to restrain them), which are the 
Devil'^s nursery, the very tents wherein Satan divoUap 
where Almighty God receives abundance of di^ 
houour; drunkcuness being a sin which hath hands 
and fingers to draw all other sins unto it; for a 
drunkard can do anything or be anything but pood.” 
After making tbc^ moral reflections bj' the way, 
Terry records that the English cook gut very <lrunk, 
and sallied out into the streets* As he staggered 
along, he met the MogiJ Govemor^a brother with his 
nttondants. Balancing hittUN^lf upon his sheathed 
sword, the drunkard cried out, “ Now, thou heathen

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dog!" Tho nati™ gentleman did not understand 
him, and civilly mt|uircd what ho wanlctl. Tlio 
cook's reply was, a stroke with his sword and ecab- 
bartl; upon which the hyatanders interfered, solsted 
and carried hini to prison. \S lieu the account of 
ibis awkward occurrence was brought to the Ambas¬ 
sador, be begged the Governor s brother to deal as bo 
pleased with his insolent retainer. Ilowovor, the 
fellow met with more ceinsideratlon than he deeervctl, 
being set at liberty without sidb^riiig any punish¬ 
ment. * 

But passing from buffoons and debauchees, we 
tiejct meet with two visitors at Surat, who maile some 
figure in their day, and whose slight sketches of 
Kng liab society descrrc on that account tho more 
attention. Pietro della Valle, sarnamed 11 PoUegriuo, 
was hero about tbe year 1623. This remarkable 
person was born at Home of a patrician family, in 
1586, and bod been distinguished early in life for his 
literary attainments. Lj l6l4 hi> set out on ins 
travels, and bearing, whilst on his route to Bagdad, 
that there was at that place a young Alaronite lady 
of citraordinury beauty, numotl Maani, he soon found 
her out, and offered her hia band, which was accepted. 
She accompanied him on his journey, and was clifi- 
rished by him with the greatest iiJfection. 

Della Valle tells us that wboQ he arrived at 
Swallv, tho ship was immediately visited hy the 
English President **witb one of lUeir ministers—so 
they call those who exervdse the oifice of priests—and

two other merchants.” Bostell, the Frealdent, spoke 
Italinn with fluenev, and wiis very polite, “ showteg 
himself in all things a person sufficiently accomplisheil, 
and of generous deportment, Hcconling as his gentile 
and graceful aspect hes^wke him.'* The English and 
Dutch Presidents contended for the honour of show¬ 
ing hospital it}' to the nobic stranger. Bastell first 
invited him to the English Factory, but Della V^alk* 
objected to take Ills young and timid bride wborc 
there were only men- Aniiotw, however, not to give 
offence, he begged ii Mend to engage a private house 
for him. His friend, tuding in concert with the 
Dutch Pnaident, contrived to bring him near the 
rival Factory, when the President hnrrieri out in his 
shirt sleeves, and clutching the bridle of Della VoUe’s 
honse, urged the reluctant stranger to go and live 
with him. Further resistance was useless. Delia 
Valle yielded; but next day went to moke his peace 
with the English President, who was in such high 
dudgeon that he refused to see liim, and was with 
difficulty inducc^l to rcatl a letter of apology. At 
last, on the Dutch PreeldoDt’s metiiattun, Itusteli 
relented, and not only forgave the deserter, but also 
inrited him and his friends to supfST. Hu trcatecl 
them “very splendidly, and n very thing cndeil in 
jollity and friendship, us at first.” 

It was not tong before poor Della Valle lost his 
young Maoni. She died near the Persian Gulf. 
Her husband hod her remains emhalmed, and carried 
them about with him utilil he returned to Uome. He 
then had them interred with great pomp in the chiirdt 

r 
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of Ani Cofli, and pronounced over tliem a funeral 
oration, which was printed Ho afterwanls married 
a Georgian, who had been a friend of his hrst wife, 
and who also travclletl with him. Ho wrote an 
account of hia travels, which w as published at Romo 
in 1650, and which shows considerable knowltxlge 
and love of natural historj. Pope Urban the Eighth 
made him gentleman of the liedchamber, but having 
in a fit of anger tillwl a coBchmim whilst the Pop 
was bloesing the people in tho Pbico of St. Peter, he 
was hanishixl. He soon rctumt'd, ami died in 1652 
at Rome.* 

Mr. Herl>ert, afterwards Sir Thomas, a catlet of 
the house of Pembroke, was at Surat about this time. 
He . was iKirn in l 606 , and educuUxl at Jesitu anil 
Trinity Colleges, Cambridge. In 1626 he left Eng¬ 
land with Sir Dodmoro Cotton, Ambassador from 
Charles the First to the king of Persia, and travelled 
for four years in Asia and .Africa. On the lyth of 
Novembor he touched at Goa, which, and not Broach, 
he supposed to be the BoriguKa of antiquity. On the 
29 th he w'ent to Swally, where he found six Engliah 
and iteven Dutch ships, moat of w-liicb were of a thou¬ 
sand tons burden. Ho travelled, as he says, to burat, 
m “ a chariot drawn by two Buffollos," and attended 
hv some p-unes, or oUve-oolourcd Indian foot-boys, 
who can very prettily prattle English." He was 
hospitably Tocoived at the Fai;tory by the President, 
whom the young aristocrat dcscribefl with transparent

Tmvelfl^ which waa traiii^kted Into French. In the 
civil war ho took the Parlian^entary ^iidet iliuI ww^ 
apiHHuUHl one of the Commissioners with the army of 
Sir Thomas Fairfax. B<dri^ afterwards placed in 
attendance on the impris<>iied Charles, the fallen 
mnnarfili’s misfortunes so enlisted his sym^sithies, that 
lie treattid him witli the groatest rtsfiptict^ and after- 
wanls jmblislicd hh ThretuMlia Caroliaa^ being an 
account of tbo two laal years of Charles the Furst. 
In aeknowrIedgmcDt of these sorvices, Charles the 
Second made him a Earonct. He waa held in much 
repute by the literary men of his time, and assisted in 
the composition of many learned works.* 

Even at thifl rime a few persons disregarded the 
Compaay'a monopoly^ and endeavoured to push their 
fortiinca by carrying on a private trade. liicbard 
Steele to have deserted the Factory, and with a 

f>ersun named Jjtjckman to have traded in f^arl^s. The 
two ako pryJ^^cled extensive wat«r works, with a view 
i>f increasing the demumi for lead. It is a curioms 
fiact^ alsop that some adventuret^ snhmitteil to Sir 
Thomas Eno a project for opening a tnxde on the 
Indus. Tlioy rocommendecl that the merchants of 
l^ergia and Can^laliar should bo induced to sliip their 
gfxxls an the Indus, msteod of bringing theni by 
Lahore and Agra to tlie towns of lower India. 
English vePBcb wcmltl then be lying at the inoutb

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of the Indus, and transport the merchandise to the 
Persian Gulf. Tlie one BCtious obstacle to this plan 
waa, tho difficulty of retuminii against the stream, 
and it has been reserved for our dsTs and the force of 
steam to show that this is not insuperable.* 

As the number of adTenturers increased, the repu¬ 
tation of the English was not improred. Too many 
committed deeds of violence and dishoneety. W® can 
shew that even tho comtnmidcrs of vessels belonging 
to the Company did not hesitate to perpetrate roh- 
herics on the high seas, or on shore, when they sto^>d 
in no fear of retaliation. During a visit which some 
English ships paid to Dahhol, the officers suddenly 
started up from a conference with the native chiefs, and 
attacked the town, having first secured some large guns 
in such a manner that they could not ho turned against 
them. Their attempt failed, but after retreating 
to their ships they auecccdwl in making prizes of 
two native boats. Delia Valle dcclart'a that it was 
customary for the Enghsh to commit snch outrages.f 
And although this last account may be suspected, 
as dictated by the prejadiccB of an Italian, we can see 
no reason to question Sir Thomas Hcrberth veracity. 
Sailing along the coast with fleveral vessels under the 
command of an English Admiral, he descried, when 
off Mangalore, a heavily laden craft after which a 
Malabar pirate was skalking. The nativo merehant 
in his fright sought re%[go with the Admiral; but, 
writes our author with confessed grief, his condition

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was little better than it would have been if he hafl 
falloD into the pifat4>’s handa. After a sbort comub 
tatioDf his ship was adjudf^d. a prize bj the English 
officers* ^^For my part,** proceeds Herbert, **1 could 
not reach the ofTence: but tliia 1 could, that she had 
a dargo of cotton, opium, onyous, and probably some¬ 
what under the cotton of most value, which was her 
oime it seems. But linw the prize was thstrihuted 
eonceriis not me to inquire 4 I was a passenger, hut 
no merchant, nor informer." The whole surtttmnt 
would be ineredible if not given on such gotxl author 
rity; but as it is, we must regard it m a bli>t uptm 
the English character, and some justification of the 
Mognl officers when they afterwards brought ch 4 rgi?ss 
of piracy against the Company*s servants. Sixty of 
the native Bcamen, concluding irom the churli^^h eon- 
duct of the English that miscbief was intended, and 
that they wauld be sold as slaves to the jicople of Java, 
trusted rather to the mercy of the waves than of such 
Englkhmea, smd threw themselves into the sea; 
which soemotl sport to some there,” writes Herbert, 
but not so to mi't who had compassion 1^ Some 
were picki>d up by canoes from the shore, and some 
by EnglUh boats; but tbe latter were so enragied with 
the treatment which they had received, that they 
again endeavoured to drown tbems£lve& A terrible 
ijtorm whicls followed was regarded by the narrator as 
a token of God*s severe diapleasu^.,* 

Such w^ere the English at their first appcaranci^ on 
the Western coaat of Ixidio. It must be confi^ssed

rclipoufi Joaeph SaUvank; wioe*bihbniff Rastell; Mil- 
denlmJh cheat and fi^i^a^in; preachers or gosphers 
half An^jUcan and half Ztiinglian ; orthodox chap- 
liiins; ft ft?w scampbh reckless travoUcrsi and piratical 
merciless captains—such a mf5fJley could scarcely leave 
any well-defined impressions npon the native mind. 
Prnlwihlv opinions ivere decided by circumstances. 
The jovial Jehangecr found that an Englishman w'oa 
a well-trained courtier and good boon-companion i the 
bunyas of Surat found that he was a clever trades- 
maUi and a hard driver of a bargain. But doubtless 
at first the popular feeling wiMs one of fear, afterwnrds 
of contonipt- Hindoos and Mussulmans ransidored 
the English a set of cow-eaters and firtMlrinkerB, 
vilG brut^-s, fiercer than the mastiffs which they 
brought with them,* who would fight like EbliB, cheat 
their own fathers, and exchange with the same readi¬ 
ness a broadside of shot and thrusts of boaniing-pikesj 
or a bale of goods and a liag of mp^scs* 

As time wore on, the estimation in which the 
English luul lieen held, declined. After a few year« 
there were but certain illiberal merchants, struggling

that ihev might kiH^p the miirkct of Sural to tUem* 
Bclves, and oicluclc by fair meaiia ur foul the 
PfirtuguGse and Dut-th. The celehrity which their 
nuvul skill and courage had gained for them soon 
passttl away ; the glory rejected on them frotu a royal 
embassy wjis soon forgotten. They were only known 
as shrewd and vulgar adventurers who had opcnetl 
warehouseB in India. Their existence waa scarcely 
heeded by the Mogul despot, whose im^icrial sway was 
one of the most extended, and his throne one of the 
most splendid on the face of the earth. Yet that 
sway w'oa destined to fall into their grasp, that throne 
to dejamd upon the forbearance and nmgnaninuty of 
the sm^ocssors of those peddling traders. These Eng’ 
lish were indeed regarded as men of an insigtii Scant 
country, dissolute morals, and ilegraded ncligitm; yet 
they were the pioneers of a Company which now pos¬ 
sesses territory more ihaii four times the size of France, 
and acyot) times that of Great Rrilain and IrelaiKL 
Lot the British Empire in the oast, then, be com¬ 
pared to Gtjthic architecturu, which began with its 
wooden bollUingii, thatched roofs, and rush-strewn 
doors, but was gradually refined into the gmined 
roofe, Glnborate mouldings, stately pillara, and delicate 
tracery of our naiguificcnt cathedrals. Joseph Sal- 
hank and his contoniporarics were of the ruder, not to 
say of the Inawr sort ; hut now* the Empire is a nohlo 
Htructure, the stylo and order of which ronuitn to bo 
further dcXT?lojioi| hy ingenuity and labour i nor have 
they, we thank God, yet reached a ],ieriod of dohaeo- 
ment and decline.

Tho affairs of the East India Compotiy were so unskil' 

fully manageil, their reverses so severe and frequent, 

that at this penod they were hidden under a eloud, 

and the world saw little of them. Such records as 

are preserved at the East India House are meagre, 

and wide gaps in them remain unfilled; until at last 

for several years after l64^ no account vreo of the

The oldest despatch» of which a copy is ext^mt in 

the iMToks of the Surat Factorv, wsns forwarded to

London by Thomas liastcll, and was dated the 26th 
July, l6>K),on board tbo ship Jame^ in St. Augustine'e 
Bay, Aladagascar.f It throws no light upon tho 
history of the time; hut we lenm from other docu¬ 
ments that the Cumpany^e ugenta were then engaged 
in negotiating with the nMoore of the Gn^t Mogul 
.and the King of Golconda an eitension of their trade 
in LLndoostau.l Surat was gradually acquiKng impur- 
tance in the Company's estimation; thither their 
largest fleets were despatched, and they now s^led tho 
principal person m the Factory “Chief for the nonor-

nation, tlie Directors could find no place m well suited 
for the attainment of their objects as Surat \ and 
intimately connected ae it iieoanie from this time with 
the English nation, it claims ftom ns n particular 
description. 

Surat had been, from remote antiquity, celebratixl 
not only for the number of its inhabitants^ and tlio 
l^auty of its gardens, rich with m alluvial soil, but 
also for its commercial wealth, and the concourse of 
foreigners who thronged its streets. Situated on the 
left bank of tho Tap toe, its walla extended six miles in 
a fiemicirclc^ of which that river was the chord. Ab the 
city was about fourteen miles from the sea, it offered 
a sec OTP haven, and the navigation of i ta waters 
was sufficiently easy for such barks as vrerc ancieutly 
employed in the luilian Oceam Scawanlf it drew 
riches from xht'^e ancient ports of Sind, Gmscrat^ and 
the coast of Afalabar, w’hich were known cTen to the 
claj^icTal writers of Greece and Borne. Its inhabitants 
had also opened oommunicatinn^ with the of 

Africa, Arabia, and the Persian Gulf. From the 
land aide, the produce of the interior was corrietl down 
the valh^}^ of the Taptetv or in a joamey of a few 
miles was tmnitpirtetl from the atiU more famous 
vallcv of the Ncrbmlda.

At the peried now under eonsideratioTi, the streets 
—as is usual in Oriental countries—were narrow.

Perhaps no citr in the world eon tamed a niure 
varied ami mixed assemblage of people- In the 
thoroughfares were to be soen not only natives of the 
Ousceratbee and Miumtbee provinces, but also Sindians, 
^c^sian^^, Arabs, Armenmns* Parsec?^ and Jews, 
together with English* Dutch, and Portuguese, Hero 
were Christi an w'ho acknowlcdgeti the authority of 
the Pope, the Patrisircbs of Cimstautiniiplo and 
Antiw'h, and tho Catholicus of Armenia | Ghrktisna 
also who lUst^wnod them all, agreeing only with the 
thirtv-nine articles of the Anglican church, the cou- 
fession of Westminster dirinB% or the hj-nod of Dort, 
Musi^ulinans also there were of Ixith Sooqi and Shcea 
sects, and a largo number of industrious^ intcUigent 
Uoms.

One artielu of commerce, which wna imparted to 
Surat from China at the crrajmencfimcnt of this 
period, although not exported to England for many 
years after, deaervea more lengthened notice. Tlie 
herh, which we now call t«a» derives its name from a 
word ordinarily tised at the present time in IniUa, 
ihrongli a Tariety of forniachms all found in the works 
of old authors. Aeconliiig to the dates at which 
they wrote, they styled it chah, cha, chia, thea, the, 
tec, thee, tcy, or tea. So early as 850 A. D,, two Arabian 
tnivuUers described it under the name of cka/u Lt 
1633, Olearius, a German, having been in I’orsia, 
wrote that “ they drink a kin d of black water, prfr- 
pared from a detwdlnq of a certain shrub, called eftn 
or cAio, wbich the Usheck Tartars import from 
China.^ The Introduction of it into Eumpo was 
much opposed by medical practitioners. In 1635, 
Simon Pauli published a treatise to show that ita

AccordiuKlv, in the Secretaiy’s aixounts for the 30tli 
September, IG64, there ta entered a diar|p? of four 
p«)un(k five Hhilliugfl “for 2 Ihs- 2 ok. of fhea for his 
Majesty?" and on the 30th June, 1666 , ** for 22^ llis. of 
thea^ at 50 Bhiilmgs per lb., 56/. 1 7s. 6rf," and “ for the 
two chief iiersonathat attended his Majeaty, tkea 6/. 15j.” 

The first order received from the Ci>nip.Tiiy was in 
1667, when the Factors were dosired “ to tienil home 
by these ships one hundred poundB weight of the host 
that they could get*" In IG8Q a bundroil and 
fortv-three pounds were imported from Surat. In 
16S6 the CotiTt sent an order to Surat, irom which wc 
conclude that this herb had hitherto been considered 
an article of private trade? for they desire that in 
future it should form part of the Company’s imports. 
In t637 they write alt order “that very good ten 
might be put np in tutinague potts, and well aad 
closely packed in cboats or boEes, as it will always 
turn to accompt here, now it is made the CompanyV 
commodity; whereas before there were so many sellurs 
of that commodity, that it would hardly yield half its 
coat ? and somo trash thm from Bantam was torct to 
1)6 tbrotvn away, or sold for 4</. or 6r/. per pound." 
Friitn this time until the Company opened their trade 
with China, the exportation of tea ht)m Surat to 
England gradually increased, and in I69t> upwards of 
forty-one thousand pountls were forwarded.* But a

situiLted about twelve miles west of the cit}’, ITie 
onlj anchorage for vesBtsls was in a rcmcl* seven miles 
in length and a mile and a bidf in breadth^ between 
the shore atid a gand-hank wdiieh waa dn" at low 
water. Aliout midway ujj ihh channel was a rove 
called ftwally IIok\ where a fli^ot could lie in tolerable 
security- At one time* all large vessels which brought 
corgeses for the market at Surat* wore permitted to 
romain there; hut tm the situation ofForud the com- 
manders convenient npportiinirii*^ of defrauding the 
revenue, this pemuiiJeLxcin was restricted after the year 
1660 to such m w^cro in the service of the English 
and Dutch Compajiii^Sj who had built warehouses there 
and laid out pletisant gardetifl. Fryer tells ns* that 
the w hole place w as iniested by two sorts of vemyn, 
fleas and banyans-'' VMicn any ships arrived frfun 
Europe, w hieh ordinarily they did between the months 
of Septemher and IfaiX'h, bunyas crowded to Swaliy, 
and there pitched tents nod booths* or built huta, so 
that it resembled a country fair in England. Boys 
also^ called “ pc-unofl,'* were in w eating an<l ready lor 
four picx^ a day to act as interpreters or ran errauda 
for strangers.*

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Leaving tbe spots at which the English were locatcch 
and following traTcllcni to the interior, we regard 
their oviilence as particolarlv valitaMe, to show the 
actual condition of the country tinder native rule. 
On two points all were agreed,—the enormotis wealth 
of the Great Mogul, and the Liwleas unsettled state of 
his prorinces. Hawkins was afitonjshiijd beyond mea¬ 
sure at his riches, of which he seems to have obUiiued 
a pretty exact ajccount ftom documents preserved at 
Court- According to him the Emperors inTcutory 
was aa follow s:— 

Of jewels composed solely of diamons, one batman 
and on half — a batman is five and fifty pounds weight 
English—^these are rough, and of all sorts and sizes, 
but none of less than two carats and a half- Of 
balas^ mblcs, two thousand* Of pearls, twelve bat- 
nmns. Of mbies of all sorts ^ two batmans. Of 
emeralds of all Sorts, fiyo batmans. Of eshime, which 
atone comes from Catago, one hutman* Of stones 
of Emeu, a kind of red stone, five thousand. Of 
all other sorts, as coral, topazes, Ac,, the amount is 
innumerable. 

**Of jewela wrought in gvdd—two thousand and 
two hundred swords, the hilts and scabbards set with 
rich aton^: two thousand pomardi!i in like manner 
ornatnented. Of saddle-drums of gold, used in hawk¬ 
ing, mi with atoncfi, five hundred* Of rich broaches 
for the head, in ivhich their feathers are ml, two 
thousand- Of saddles of gold and silver set with 
atones, one thousand* Of tiukcs, five and twenty. 
This is a greot lance covered with gold, the fluke set 
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with precious stones; tliuy nre oirricd beforo liltti 
when the kln^r to the wars. Of gold pariisob of 

state, riohlj sat frith diamonds, one liundrod. Of gold 
eluiire «f state, ono hundred and five. Of large agate 
ehrystal vases for wine, adorned urith gold and jewels, 
one hunrlred; of iliinklng cups of gold, five hundjTid, of 
which are fiJftj- exceedingly rich, all of one stone, os 
bory I, sapphire, &c. Of gold chaire stmtig with pearb, 
^uid rings sot with jowols, the number is iTifinite, Of gold 
plate of all kitifls exquisitely wrought, as dishes, gob' 
lots, hasons, three thousand batmans," This account, 
ive are told, relates only to the paltico at Agra; hut 
the great Hugid had also palaces at Delhi, Cabnl, and 
Lahore, where also vast trcaam'cs wore accumulated,* 
Although Joseph Stdhank did ntrt enter so far into 
particulars na Hawkins, yet his sentiments on this 
subject seem to have boon formed us dciiheratelv, and 
expressed its judiciously. He julrnits that exaggeratcil 
accoimts of the great Mogul’s wealth had liocn sent to 
Enghmd ; hut yet he was sure that it was vast. Ho 
also explains the two raethccls by which it hod laam 
raised. The first was tlic rent of htnd ? the seotuid, 
the appropriation of deceased persons' cstotes, wldch 
in moat caaca reverted to the St>vei>*igti. Tbo auti>- 
eratfi wealth consisted of ready money, with which 
Ids coflerS 'wero tilled, and which was continually beinj; 
imported into the country, hut never w'aa ox|)orhtd; 
anti also of precious stones, pearls, and jewels, which he 
possessed in greater abuzidanee than anv other prioee.f

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To these tcstimotiies wo may acid tlmt <if Gomclli 
CVrori, who, half a century latc-r, derived liis infoniin- 
tion from abundiint sources, oxjuniactl the matter 
closely, and after discusaing the question fully, Bimmwl 
up in these words;—“ I am of opinion, that iiert to 
tlic Emperor of Chino, no monarch in the world is 
etimd to the Great Mofpil in stronj'ih and riches,"* 
With regard to the condition of the country, 
altliougli there may be some minor dllferonces of 
opinion, yet the facts and argumeuis of European 
wTiters all show tliat the people suflcroil from tyranny 
and had govemmont, Lodiivico Barthcma, otbemvifle 
callwl Lewes Vortomamius, one of the iirat Buroiwang 
that visited Guzerat, tlntught well of iho people, and 
was sure that they would be saved by their gwid 
works, if they were only baptized, Hut their very’ 
virtues and mUd diepoationa made them the unresist¬ 
ing victims of a cruel monarch, nnmttl Machamuth,— 
iW he styles Mahmia^d Uegarra,—^whose feiocity was 
iucicflible, flia appearance was suMcient to justify a 
spectators worst BpprohenHona ; a long board fell 
down to his waist, and his moustaebitis were of such 
priNligious length that he fastened them over hia hoad 
like a latVy's hair. Deadly poisons were Ills ordinary 
food, lie was continually masticating hotel, and whtui 
sitting ill judgment condemned criimnals to dcAth by 
the simple process of sqidrtiiig iho juice at them—a 
sentenre which was cicciited within the half hour. 
The grave author further tolls us, that this Bluebeard 
main mined lietween three and four thousand women 
* rouihl ibn Warld, Imjc 4 chagi. vi 
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m 1ij$ 8cra;rlioi and the one upon whom he bestnweil 
his favours, was certain to ho fomul dead in tbo 
mor^fr ♦ jf the reader wishes to know how the

Tile same 
is true of tlic mitldle of the Heventeenth ccntuiy. 
Tho Aroffut empire was mighty and extensive; but it 
could only ho hold together by an able and powerful 
ruler. The native chleJs of distant provinces wm' 
always ready to seize opportunities of tUsowning alle- 
giants. As there was no fixed law of suiv'ession, 
wars were continually breaking out amongst tlic 
members of the reigning family, and tho priiice who 
had the most talent for tuilitary tactica or intrigue 
graspeil tho reins of government.

TrsiTOllinu in the interior waa most 
Jan^crous, and Thug^iisni, which has made the 
nthiK'rs of India mfaTiKHis aliove those of all other 
couiilricsT was ven'^ frequent.* Solluink destriited the 
roads as swarming with rohliers, who would at any 
time cut a man's throat for “ the thlni port of a penny 
sU'rling.” One Englishman had Ijccn rohhed on the 
roatl between Surat and Agra, and when charitable 
persons oft'enitl him money, he refused to take it, 
knowing that it would only be stolon, and his lifo 
endangered by it, HowbeiC adds this pious 
writer, 1 for my part passed through all thoso hellish 
weapons that these cannibal villains uswl to kill men 
withal, securely enough, through the tender mercies 
of my gracious God," There can bo little doubt that 
this description was accurate; and it must not be 
forgotten, tliat when written, the Mogul empire was 
not in its lowest condition, hut the power of jehangoer 
was considerable, although not properly consoUdated 
or vigorously cmploycd.t 

The testimony of other English Factors comesponda 
with Salbank's. Canning, when on bis journey to 
Agra, was assaulted and wounded by robherf*, Starkey 
was iioisfjned. The caravan whitrh Withingtoii accojii- 
pumed was attacked in the night at the third halting- 
place, and tho next day they met a Mogul officer 
returning with tho heads of two hundred and fifty

VVltbington mid 
hifl servantg having been kept for twontr dave in dose 
coaEuemrat, were disnjisad, to find their way homo 
us they beat could. After this, when EdwaAls was 
travelling to jVgra, the escort which he took from 
Broitch waa found to be in league with fifty mounted 
freebooters, who hovereil abtiut them at night, and 
were only deterred from athteking tiicm by seeing 
Ihdr hold attitude. When Aldworth and hjg [>arty 
were njtuming from AhmoJahiid, their escort 
incruased by the orders of Government, liecausc 
robberies and murders had been committed two nights 
before close to tho city, Ihdwcon Boroda and Brtaicli 
they were attacked in a narrow kno, thick set on 
either side with hedges, by three hundred liaj[»oul.'9, 
who, with thoir Lutccs njid arrows, w'ounded many of 
thetu, am] succeeded In riliing two of their heavily 
laden cjuia,* Gautier Schouten, a servant of tho 
Dutch Company, who was at Surat in iCfiO, confirms 
all tlu^ accounts, and declaims tjnit when the English 
ami Dutch went to Agra they alw'aya joined them¬ 
selves to native caravajw. Even then, they hati 
freiineillly to defisnd themscivos against Kajpmtts,

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who ilescoadi'id from tlioip niounHiina to pluoder 
traTellers. 

Ono jmccdote aff<*rda us some idt* of the local 
government at Ahmwlabad. WTien Mimdclslo was 
there, ho aas invited, together with tho English and 
Dutch Factors, hy the Governor to a native enter¬ 
tainment; as is usual on such oecaaiona, dancing girls 
oihihited tlioir performances. One troop having 
become furigtiwl, another was sent for. The latter, 
however, having been ill requited on a former occasion, 
refused to attend. Wlmt meuaure then did the 
Ghivcmor adopt? A very summary one indeed* Uc 
had them dragged into Ida presence, and then, after 
taunting them ffir their smiplea, ordered them to ho 
hohuiuleth Tlicse reluctant ministers of a ilespots 
pleasure, ploailod for mercy with hcartTBndjng cries 
iuul Bhrieha; hut ihcir appeal was vain, and eight 
wretched women woro actually esflcutcd hefore the 
curapany. The English Factors wore homn^Btruck ; 
the Governor merely laughed, and askml why they 
were tmubleil. Tliis acctmnt, given by an cyc-witness 
whose vcTBcitv has been ordinarily admitted, is in 
itiwlf a commenljiry upon the records of native rule.* 
Bcrmcr, a Frenchman, arrived at Surat in l655. 
He was an observant man, who made notes of all that 
ho saw, and took an especial interest in tho buzaarB. 
He leads os to concludo that Europeans had not as 
yet boon able to povidc thcmselvos with edibles suited 
to tlieir tastes and habits. Tho gnmdees of the 
country Uvod in luxury; but others could scarcely 
“ du ^lu Albert ik Muukliii*. 
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prtivid* tliomaclvcs wUli tlie tiDcessAneo of life, “At 
Dulhi tlutro fe no mean," he wrote, “ thore you tnust 
either be a lord or live mifiembly; for I liavo 

eiiperlencod it myself, in a manner dying of hunger 
this good frhile, though I have hail eonstdemble pay, 
and was rosolv4Hl to spare nothing that way, bocause 
eonimonly tJiere is fuaiid no ti ling in the market 
but the re fuse of thu grimdees,"* 

£urt>[]eanjt sulfered almost as much as Natives fnim 
the misrule of the ago, and that not only when they 
left home, hut at times also wdien they reiniiined in 
their Factories. Of this we shall see abundant proofs 
as wfl pruoeud. The distant dependeneiett of the 
Empire were left to the caprices of their Governors 
just BO long iu they could brilw the Court to overlook 
their delinqiumeies. Foreigners at Surat, therefore, 
had a didiiruU and delicate part to play. As they 
had no pOKXT to a wo the Governor, they could only 
retain his favour by cnimdering his iuterests, for 
which they often resorted to artidee aod oorruption. 

Wo bavD no ouinplete list of the officers who super- 
lit tended the Company's affairs at this period. We 
find that in lGd6 Metbwolil was President, and that 
lifnTiig repaired to Goa he there arningcd a conven¬ 
tion with the Viceroy on the buais of a treaty which 
had been concluded between England and Spain, f 
On leaii’tDg tiir Europe in ho was succeeded 

by William Frenden, who, together with his council, 
urged the Directors to establish a central management

Captain .Tereniy Blackman wa^i appointed Fresulent 
in 1651, anci ordered to make a Burrey of all the 
dependencies of Surat- Eastrictions wore then for 
the first time placed upon ])rivate trade, and bis salary 
was fixed at IHJU/,, tu lie consiibred due from the <lale 
of his IcaTing England, and to be continued until his 
return. This was thought a handsome allowance and 
fair compensation for the loss of private business-f 
Rcvingtoii and Natlianaol Wycho also prtwidetl over 
the Fatrtor)' during the tune of Grom weirs Protec¬ 
torate. The latter was succeeded by Antlrcws. It 
has Iwcii stated that Herington was the last who was 
style<l “Agent,” nnil Wycho was the first “Prosi- 
dent]" but tJiis is not correct. The Principals of tiio 
Factory received from tlic commencement the dtles of 
President, Chief, or Agent, according as their frlemls 
or the Directors were pli!ased to honour them.| 

Tavernier—who was in Indio at various intervals 
twlween the yuars lS-t3 and 1666—gives a curious 
account of a speculation into which Fremlen luid 
Ore ten entered, and which ended in a niortilyiiig

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rH.ilurc, In cnnjiinction with a Jow traJer natitt'd 
Edward FurdinanJ, they had purchased a stone, sup- 
posod tu Iw a diauioud of tho pim»t water, of phkI 
shape, aud forty-two carats In weight. This wjis 
cutrusted to rendinand, as ho was going to Europe, 
in order that he might difrpofie of it to the beat adv;ui- 
toge* On arriTing at Leghorn ho exhihitod it t« 
some of hifl Israolitish frionds, who offered him for it 
nearly tweuty-fiTe thoUBond piastres; but ae he was 
unailling to toko leas than thirty thousand, ho carried 
it with him to Venice. There it was plated on the 
wheel previous to being sot. Alas for his fond hopes! 
Tho supposed diamon<t was broken mto nine plcoea. 

During this period a new association, at the hem! 
of which was Sir William Courten, had olitained 
from Charles the First a license to engage in the 
Indiiin trade. In 16.'16 Captain Wcddel and Mr. 
Mouiitney being sent out, declareil that they worn 
under the protection of tho English Crown, Wcddel 
addn^s^^ a lei tor to tho Fro&ident and Council at 
Surat, and at the samo time forwarded tho copv of a 
letter from King Charles. Ilis Majesty avowed that 
he had a particular interest in the new Company, 
utid requested tlmt if tliey w'ero in any distFeos, the 
President would afford them assistance. At tho wiimi^ 
time Wtiidcl took the opportunity to express his 
desire of Hying on gowl tenns with the old Company. 

Tlie President, having received no information fruiii 
hU snpfjrio-rs in England, either could not or would 
not bolievo that a new Company hod Iicen Atniied. 
He told Wcddel inucbi thilt two 
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could Dot carry on trade in ttic East Imlioa^ and 
flcsmng to know what pri>'ilcigcB bad been ^aiite<l 
to the new Company. The follewing year a letter 
from the Secretary of State shewed that them could 
1)0 no doubt of tbe timovation, and the Factors then, 
thrown into a stato of despondency, wrote thus:— 
** Woo could wish that woe could vindicate the icpu- 
ta^oQ of DOT nation in those partes, and do ourselves 
right, for the loss and damage our estate, in those 
partes, have susteyned; but of all these wo must 
{ware the burthen, and with padence sitt still, nndl 
wee may diul those irowning tymos more auspicious 
to us, imd to our a&yrcs." Their hands weru 
tied, or they would have attempted to ruin the new 
Company. They then fell into desikair, anil proposed 
to give up the trade; but tho Court urged them to 
continue, and even allowed them to grant bills on 
England for any money which Wcddel might hslge 
in their hands, imd to purchase ^um hini gooils at 
reasonable rates. They could, however, scarcely iC' 
strain their indignation when they heard that the 
iunosiitors were trading at Bajapoiir, which they re¬ 
garded as their domain, and that they had established 
Factories at Batticolo and Carwar. The new aseuxta- 
tion was ofterivuri.k styled *‘ThQ Assada Merchants,” 
and in 1(14.^ formed the plan of a colony at St. 
Augustine s T»ay, Moilagascar, which was soon 
ndueed to great distress. Their agent then oflered 
to sell the Factory at Carwar to the Fresident of 
Surat; but his oJfcr was declined. To relieve ihclr 
omhurmssments the colonists tried the dcsjwrale 
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LfSjXHUuiit of coiaing luitiTo monoj, but they only 
hruu^ht thcmaelvos into dkgraco with the potiplo 
of India, and indood loft a atoiii on the Etiglkh 
chnractcr. 

It wsa charged againat some of the serrantB of 
this new Company, that, by committing acta of piracy, 
lliey uxuBod thoae misfortunes which at this time fell 
«p>Q the Factory of Surat; but tho ease against 
thorn has not besen properly established. It was said 
that one of their commanders, instead of waiting for 
tlio fair profits of commercial enterprise, hml plan* 
doped two native vcBsals behtnging to Surat and Din, 
am! even tortured their crews. Probably this was 
jiartly, if not wholly, untrue; but tbo native Governor 
of Snrat chose to believe it, and protended to be, or 
really vrius, so incensad, that he ordered the Ciiicf of 
tho Factory and his Council to bo thrown into prison, 
where he detained tliotn two months, dtxreed the 
confiscation of all the old Company's profMiTty, and 
only sufiiireil it h» ho redoomed by a payment of 
seventy tliousand rupees.* 

It may be itnogined that this misfortune raised tho 
old Company’s spirit of batre^l and opposition against 
Sir William Coorten and his ass^ieiatcs to the highest 
pitch. Trading operations wore completely suspondiHl 
in the Factory, and it was feared that they would 
novcir bo renewed. Happily, harmony was in some

tiiTOFSi wliu had bdongud to Coiirten^s iLssouiatioit) 
oimtinaiHl to prowl about the Indian Beaa.* 

Bm if the Factors had not aoBenHl nt ail, or hail 
not pretended to trace their sufferings to the acts of 
the now comers, they would have regarded them with 
the flame jealouflv, Comiwtirioii was always drearlcd 
by those who traded with the Conipany^a lieensir} 
and trom this time, Engliahmoi who ventured to 
appniaeh the shores of India wero stigmatised as 
intt rloperfl -a name, which they who are aofpiainteil 
with tlio history of England, remember was invented 
there by the nioDO()€iliBt 3 of that age. All such in- 
tnitlors were persecuted with virulent hostility, and 
umlcr the Charter of Charles the Second could bo 
seized and scat in custody to England. 

And, as in the courBoof our inquiries wo shall meet 
with repeated instances of determinwl resistance to 
all free tnule, and indcul of a jealomty on that point 
which in tht'se days must astonbh ns hy its setiEitTv-c. 
ness, we may imiidre, once for all, how fiu- such 
narrow policy' could under the circumstances be justi¬ 
fied. The arguments by which the original estab¬ 
lishment and protection of a monoiiuly were defended 
may now be easily refnttxl. It was ussertoil that it 
was necessary, in order that the Comjiany might be

tho reply is, that in tnost ]>lu(.'Ca Factories wore not 
rotjuired, and wem tnouQ Itiads upon trade; where 
they wore reniiircJ, their ehargifs mi^ht haro been 
defrayed jmst as well by iho contributioua uf geycral 
utorcatitile houses, as by an exclusive company. An 
equally satisfactoir reply may be made to the argu¬ 
ment, that tluj eouecntiit: [Miwera of a com[iany were 
ueccssaiy to protect its oommerco from the rivalrit® 
ami assaults of European enemies, os well us from 
piratical surprises. There is no doubt tliat sueli 
protection could have been more efficiently rendered by 
a small tiavnl force, which, fijr a consldcradim, the 
RriHsh Govornnmnt would have gladly placed at their 
merchants disfKisal. Tlicse arguments, then, which 
were urged in fiivour of on exclusivo trade, mav be 
pn>noun£«tl weak and untenable, 

\ot it must, be admitted, that whan onco a mimopolr 
H’us logally estahHshe*!, an invasion of its privileges 
became an insult ujKm the majesty of law, “Sie 
agents of the Company in IndLi, thcrofoix!, were 
fully jttstilied in rosenting the intrudsions of “ inter¬ 
lopers, Their masters hatl entrusted to diem the 
defence of a monopily, which, however objectionahle 
to thosu who had no share in its advantages, was a 
species of property which had been obtained with nil 
the forms ot law and justiev. Moreover, their estab¬ 
lishment was mamtained at a gi^t expense, and they 
often disbursed large sums of money to procure and 
retain the favour of a corrupt Court in Enghind, and a 
still eoirnptcr Court in Indlit, The Facture were, as 
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it were, kccrpeps of a manor^ for ^vl 1 ]ch I ho tenants, 
their master?^ paid a high rent, and AvbJch they 
farmed at a hmxy emU InterlopoTis, tlion, hi 

tliern as poachers, who mml he warned and if 
they pansiated in tlicir depredatiuns^ RtTcnuDUfsly 
attacked with fire and sword^ or pros^ccuted in courts 
of law as enemies not only of the East India Com¬ 
pany, but also of the British nation. 

For a eonsiderahlo part of t!jo time embraced in 
this chapter, all exclusiye priyilcges met with such 
rude tifiatiuent in England, that the Eachirs must 
have been disliearteneil in their attempts to auppt>ri 
them, and prirato adyentnre was ])rtit>ortionatelj 
onconraged. There was no fftrong Goyemmont to 
enforce nestrietions upon trade. Politicians dared to 
argue upon libcsnil principles, and to maintain that 
the Company's Charter was nn encroacbnient u|Kin 
public liberty* Spcsculatorfl took advantage of thesf' 
political Innoyations, and, without aaking leave of the 
Company, sent their flhip^ with rich corg^K'fl to Indisi, 
So well did their enterprises succeed, that the imports 
from the Eastern seas were doubledt and the Euglkh 
contrived to sell Oriental gfxds so choaply, (hat the 
Dutch were supplanted in all Eiiropean iintrkuts* At 
length Cromivell was induced Uy sanction the Esisi 
India Qmipany, and finally, after the Ri^stopatimit 
an exclusive Charter given by aiithority of the King 
and Parliament, was feebly opposed hy the defenders 
of popular rights, and the Court of Common Pleas 
arrived at the strangle deciainn, that tlio Prince 
haul authority to prevent his subjects from holding 
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commerco tritli infiilcla, Icat tlio purilr of thoir 
faith shiiuld bo contaminutod.* 

A fow yours afier ihc Faotors hjul omrrgod from the 
tmubloiJ in which tlioy mointnuieil that the inlor- 
lojwrs hiul plimgud tliein, and when their exclusive 
privilegiea of trade hud been again roeogniset!, thev 
were throatened with now poriLj by the aggressions 
of the colobrated Muratha usurper, Sivajee. The 
English cumc for tlie brat time in eotitoet with him in 
l66l. HaTing nssassinated the King of Ikojajiour s 
general, dofoatod hb army, and est'^ped from a aecimd 
and more coosidorable force which that monarch hat I 
sent agninat him, this cldcf of plunderers appeared 
befiire the town of Bajapour, wheare the English had 
estahlisbod u Email Factor-. Suspecting—and with 
sntno reason — that the Factors had assisted his 
enemios with mortars and ahelk in laying siege to 
Fonalo, from which he had just escaped, he w'os 
resolved to have hU revenge. After taking, therefore, 
and plundering the town of Rajapoor, ho plundered 
also tho English Factory, seized the Factors, and 
confined them for two v ears in a hill fort. They were 
not released until a ransom bml Isecti paid for them, 
and tho Iosbcs sustained by the English wore cstimattHl 
at ten tliouaaiiil pagoilas. Their Factory of Kajupuftr 
was in consequence closed.t 

Of subordinate Factories, Ciirwar was the mfMst 
important. It was pleasantly situated on an arm of 
the river, in tho miilst of a piece of ground which

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had been originally granted by the King of Beejapoor 
to a CorniBiij gentleman, named Cuttcen. By its 
mcatiA the Company carried on on Bitenaivo trade in 
cloth, for the manufocture of which they employed 
about fifty thmiaand people of the enimtry, and tvo 
place in India was more celebrated for line muslins. 
But, about the year 1660, the whole territory was 
overrun by Aunmgzceb’a army, whose rude soldiers 
pillaged the houses of the induatriouB inhabitants, 
and scoml the weavers from their Ktoms. Their 
subtle general expressed a desire to arrange with tbo 
Factors terms on which their commerce should for the 
future be conducted, antj, as if with that view, invitwi 
them to an entertainment in his tent. Secretly, 
however, he sent a ]>artj' of troops, who pluadertKl 
an<l burnt the Factory. The English ofterwanis 
mounted some small cannon on two bastions; but 
these fortifications were of Utile use, as they were 
built a league from the sea, tbe cxunttiuiiicivtions with 
which could easily be intercepted by ati enemy. 

A Factory which hod been established by the 
English at Circhin was closed about the year 1660, 
when that town was taken from tho Portuguese 1^’ 
the Dutch, who immwUatcly (irtiered the Factors to 
remove with their effects. They accordingly rotirctl 
to a small FaeUiry at Pemani.* 

Although the Company had not been for nuony 
veoia so successful as at tbo commencement of its 
operations, and its afiTiurs were sadly depressed, yet

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the mcmhcrA were beeoming' men of iDBrlc and coa» 
eideration in society, Thov no longtir shrank with 
plebeian modesty from the name of gentlemen. In 
16 ;J 7 , the twiipcnturers included both noblemen and 
Ifeiitlemcnf and in 16'17 it was thonght fftjod policy to 
enrol as many metnberB of parliament aa possible 
amongst tile sabscrilHTB to the stock.* The Com¬ 
pany’s servants in India also, in spite of their mis¬ 
fortunes, were grofluallj ria l tig to a higher position. 
Tly the Charter of KJfJl, they were authorized to 
make peace and war with any prince or people not 
being Christiana, and to adniinister justice for them- 
sulvos mid thflir dependentaij* Xhese privileges 
transformed a body of warehousemen into a pn Uiical 
corporation, which might almost ho called a govern¬ 
ment. 

However, the Factors were by no means so exalted 
aa to bo above betraying the confidence reposed in 
them by their Englieli nuisters. For long they had 
conticaled their mal-practiees by mutual agreement, 
and this did very well whilst they were united in 
friendship; but as soon as a misunderstanding arose, 
they became the aceusta-B of one another, and showed 
that they had grossly aeglecrtod the Company a affairs 
to care exdnaiToly for their own, Gibson, who had 
been sent from Surat os agent for Persia, was found 
alter his death to have defrauded the Companv bv 
employing twelvo thousand jinutida of their money in 
the Hutch trade. The Persian Government professed 
to be so olTendod at his dishonesty, tluit the President 
* Mill'i Utttot}-, bwk u eliMp. iii. t Hiid, ebaft tv, 
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and Council of Surat bccama alarmed, and dedaretl 
that the trade would ho ruined unless a poison of 
gocul character wtis appointed tfi the agency* These 
scandalous proceedings of their servants led the Court 
to rettuire from them all an oath that they would not 
engage in private trade, and this, in spite of their 
Anabaptist members, who pressed "hard for the suli^ti'- 
tution of a more declaration.* 

Still, the practice Wiis only chucked for a time, and 
not eupprtjsfied. Honour was at such a low chh, and 
profits were so large, that oaths were ineffectual. 
When wu consider that both the Cotdpan)’ and their 
servants frequently tradetl on borrowed capital, for 
which they paid a verr high rate of interest, we 
conclude that their business must hare been stopped 
unless their gains had been immenae. Eight or nine 
per cent, were paid even for loans taken up on account 
of the Company, ami so unsettled was the state of the 
pountrv, that many capitaHsta prefetred burring their 
money to ativaneing it on the host investments. Iti 
spite of this, the Factors contrived to raise capital, 
and to trade with it on their owti oocoiint, fur 
we find in l6o9, aii order again issued on the

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subject, and tlicso aort of engagements strictly pro-

In iUe midst of storms wbicU tbre^ktencxl to tear up 
tho CoTn^Kinya trodet, root and Immoh, the seed of 
iboir sovereignty was silently sowfi* From a small 
source in Surat sprang that AngloJiitliaii power 
which rapidly became a torrent, and bare away all that 
checketl Its progress. To Gabriel Bougbton, surgeon 
of the Co-mpanjs ship HhpmceNt more than to any 
other individual, must the British aflniit that the 
origin of their valuable privileges, and, consequently, 
of their territorial possessiops, is to be track'd. Ott 
the application of a noble man at tlie eotirt of the 
Emperor Shah Johan, the Chief and Factors of Surat 
gladly seized the opportunity of sending Baiighton to 
Delhi in 1636, that he might con&rm the reputation 
which medical practitioners from England laid already 
gained. He had the good fortune to attend the 
Emperor^a daughter, and so much wero Ilia wkill and 
attention appreciated, that imperial favours were 
liberally bestowcil upon liim, and in particular, hn 
obtained ii patent permitting him to trade, witbout 
paying any duties, throughout the Mogul's dominions. 
The benefit of Uiis would, probably^ have been 
douhtful, if his good fortane had not foUowed him to 
Bengal, whore be cured a favourite mistress of tho 
Nitwab, who, in gratitude, confirmod all his privilegi^* 
The generous surgeon did not in proijperity forget 
his former employers, but advanced the Compauy^s

account of lua success to tho Factor)^ of Surat, ami 
the next year a prerfitable trade was opened in tbo 
rich proTinco of Bengal-* 

The mission of Mr* Davjdge, who went from Surat 
to the Court of Delhi, was also ctninenily sucoesaful^ 
and tUcl wueh towards repairing the Company's 
shattered CKindition. He ohtamod the protuctiou of 
Sultan Dara, tho Emperors eldest fion, and after a 
prolonged negotiation, retssivetl five separate firmans 
granting the Comjjany license to tracle, exemption 
from duties, protection for their servants, mul safe 
conduct for their jnorchanilise^f 

Let us now again tahe a walk into the Factorr, and 
ohsorre its internal economy* A hramed traveller 
who visitod It at this time was highly plea^sed with 
the good order which provadixU He was also striu-k 
with the deference shewn to the Chief and Chaplain4 
He admired the regularity of attendance at prayers^ 
which were offered twice every day—at six in tho

On SundajB 
clivino service wna uelcbrateJ tlirco times, ami onoo a 
sermon was preached. 

And, indetnl, few as are the records still extant of 
this pericKl, bU who r^afl them at the prtrs<*nt time 
miisi be strurk by their reli^uiia tone. They prove 
that it an age of profesenoiif if not of 

moral jjrnt'tico* Puritiinimi was tiominmit, or at 
loa^t hat! nut given way to that open profligacj^, that 
riilieiile of Baered tbing^^ and eoatempt of religion ^ 
which chegraced the m\gn of Charles the Second* 
In Imlia reiigioua men did not hlo^h to own their 
fear of God* and it suiti'd the purpo^ of irroligiona 
men to mutate them. Official corahipondciice even 
was devout. Thus when Rastell had arrived in St. 
Augustine^fl Bay on his pasBage to Surat, he com¬ 
menced hU homeward despatch with these words x — 
“ It liath pleased Almighty Gf>d in His great good¬ 
ness to protect us hither in safety, and in hlesacd 
union and concord together, the 14 th day of this 
pnjBcnt mtjiiiih ^ our p€Jople generally then In neosan- 
flble gootl plight, and without the loss of any moro 
than five men In our whole feet, for the which Ilis 
meroies may Hia Blessed Name be mtigtiificd for evor.^ 
And he concludes by declaring, that he humbly com¬ 
mends his masters in his prayers, entreating GtCkI to 
hlcss them, and direct their counsels and affairs*

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When announeing the dcfith of a subordinate in 1630 
the Chief of the Factory writes thusThe death 
of Mr, Duho was very unwelcome unto ns, as being 
Bonslblo of the want you will find by the missing of ao 
able nti assistant in that place where he hath been 
long acquainted. GimI of Ilia mercy so direct our 
hearts, who must follow him, that we may bo always 
ready for the like sudden summons." Tho same style 
ia observable in all official lettora, and tho usual 
formula with which they conclude is, “ Ci>mraeniUug 
you to the Almighty's protection,” or, “ Commending 
you to God's merciful guidance."* 

Yet these pious adventurers had notions of (heir 
own about the observanco of the Lord's Day. Al¬ 
though they were scrupulous in attemling divine 
service, in the disposal of tho rest of their timo they 
preforretl ** Tlic Book of Sports” to the “ Lessor 
Catechism." After sermcn on Sumbiys they used to 
repair to the suburbs, where they amused themselves 
in a garden bv shooting at tho butt. And—which 
was still less to be dcfendtsl—^they indulged to somo 
Client in gambling. 'Their visitor, who has told us 
those little facts, was so skilful in ahiHvting that he 
contrived to win a hundred mamoudis or five pistoles 
almost every weck.f

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Eax'h inmnte of the Factory had his allotted liour^ 
for work and ri]scri3ation. On Fridays* after pniyera, 
the Freflidoot and a few frieiKls met for the purpose 
of il rinkW to the health of their wives, whom they 
hod left ill Enghuid. 

The liqtior in whieb they orJiiiarily mdulgwl was 
arrack^ of which Bernier soid that it wue a drink 
very hot and pcnetrtiiU, like the branily made of com 
in Poland* It bo falls upfin the nerves, that it often 
causetb shakings hands in those tliat drink a little too 
mtich of it, and casts them into incunible maladies * 
“ The fionl of a feast, which is good wine,* was to 
lie found nowhere but in the English and Dutch 
FiiXtories* At Ahmedahad and Gokonda thov had 
wine of fair quality, which had Iseen made in the 
<iountJy, hut it was usually imported from Shiraz or 
the CanaricB at so great expense, that six or seven 
crowns were charged for a bottle^ What thnj' caUed 
** pale punch”—a compound of brandy, roae water, 
Ume-juicei and sugar—was ^dso in great favour* 
So early as 1638, when tea wjis unknown in England, 
it was much ^lrunk in the Factory at Surat* ** It 
acts as a drag,” writes the traveller, who highly 
approved of the decoction, ** for it cleanses the 
stomach, and dissipates the superfluous humours by 
a teniperato heat peculiar to it*"* 

The Dutch were still flucecssful rivals of the

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English, aiid tho Partii^(3S0 wero endeavouring to 
regain their lost fl^andonej. Tlie chief reason why 
the English Conipany had directed their mnin cfTorts 
to Surat that they could find no more suitable 
jibcc, after they ha<l repea tetlly failed in at tempts 
to divide with the Dutch the profits of their traxle 
in the Spice lukndB. For tho same reason they con¬ 
cluded a treaty in 1G34 with tho Portuguese, who 
then opened to them ports, where tholr cmtorpriscs 
could not bo foiled by the greedy and active republic 
During the war witli Holland, wliich in 
Europe terminated so glorioualy for the Brirish Navy, 
tho English Factories suffercxl considorablo injurr* 
In 1653 the Factors of Surat were thrown into the 
utmost couBtematiou by the apiiearauce of a Dutch 
fleet f they found it impossible to carry on the coasting 
trade except at a risk, which they were unwilling to 
run, and all their commerce was suspended* In 1656 
they were equally alarnLod by hearing that the Dutch 
moditated an attack upon the island of Diu, which, 
if successful, would have enabled them to demHud 
the payment of such heavy duties from all ships 
entering the river of Surat, that the English trade 
must inevitably have been niinecL 

The Dutch Cumpany was at this time veiy powerfid, 
and their Factora veutured to dictate terms of peace 
anil war even to tho Great MoguL In consequence 
of injuries inllicteil upon them by tho Governor 
of Surat, they equipped four ships in 1649 to make 
rt^prlsaLs, until the Governor or Shah Jehan shoidd 
give them flatiefoction. Two native vesftelB, tho 
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GanJtCfir and Sahibeet wore seized by tbemi and all 
tlic ready moDcy found on board was held in pledge* 
The rcsolt was a firman from the Emperor, eoneeding 
a portion of the ilollandors' demands.^

Amosgst the fjrcign dependcDctes of the British 
Crown Done are of greater and niore increasing impor* 
tance tlmn Bombay, The grow th of the xVustralian 
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colonit^ Im Wn indeed far tnorc ra]Hdj and their 
sudden aequiaition ef wealth more astnnishinu^ tlian 
any which hsis been made in liidiiu But the ptissesiiion 
of AiistraUa and other culonies is nut essential to the 
maintenance uf England’s power and glory; if their 
indepcmlonce were to be at once procla-imixlt no serious 
consequences need be apprehende<! on her accounU 
It U, howovcr» essential to her prosperity that ehe 
should preserve her Indian Empire, and every year 
Btrengthens the convierion of thinking men, that 
whetbur that Empire be regarded from a or 

cotamereial point of viow^ its most imiiortant pusses- 
^ic>n is the island of Bombay. 

Bombay—or Bombaimi rb it is called by old writerH 
—^has been naturally suppi&ed by Europeans to deriyu 
its name from the Portuguese, and to have denoted an 
advantage of its geographical ptwition. But Briggs 
declares—^withnut, however, giving hk authority—that 
in ancient days part of the island was called Mahlmf 
and part Mumbaje ” from an Idob* And, certainly, 
an old temple, dedicated to lloomba Devec^ or the 
goddess Mcxnmha, formerly stood on the plot now called 
the Esplanade. About a century ago it was taken 
down and rebuilt at some distoBCO from its former 
site. Tho place ivdiero it now stands \b well kuown.f 

For many years the English had been anitious to 
lay their hands upnn this tToasum ; yet, strange to say, 
when they had obtjunwl it, its value remained f(*r a

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while hidden from tho penetration of their fitatosmoiij 
the pmctise<l eyes of their naval and militan^ com¬ 
manders, and the keen aridity of their enteqirising 
merchants. Its retention was coiisiilered scareeW 
worth a struggle, and the question whether it ahould 
be resignetl was actually debatedp Even the Dutch 
historian of the age, a shrewd and aceurato man, con^' 
sidored that this possession was wurthlees-* 

Yet where is there a site more ealciilatcil not only 
to strike the eye of a casual obsorver, hut to grow 
in the estimation of a well-informed and scientific 
reHident, than Bombay ? Two centuries ago its dis¬ 
tinguishing features must have been the same as they 
arc at present i for they could only be iiltered by the 
disturbances and rCTolutioni of a geological era* Tlie 
deep capacious harbour, with ita channel so narrow, 
hut safe fur careful and weU-trainetl pilots; the false 
harbour of Back Bay, offering to inexpriooced mari¬ 
ners or threatening inraders a tempting and dangerous 
lure; the eastern hills which rise in rugged and 
fantastical sliapOB one bohind another, untU at noonday 
they are lost in misty heat | their feet fringed with 
palm trees, their summits crowned with primeval 
forests, or here and there with the ruins of ancient 
fortresses—all form a scene which promises strength 
and security to the inhabitants; and if it had but the 
exquisite associations of classic antiquity, or tho deco^ 
rations of Italian taste, might bo thought by a lover 
of the picturesque to rival even the place where Virgil 
sleeps and the Siren sang—beautiful Parthenopc.

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But aJtlinugfh tlio outlines of the distnnt scenei^' atti 
bold, the appeanmco of the island when approached 
from the sea h somewhat insignificant, ilat plains, 
in some places helow the lerel of high-water mark, 
are sliglitlj relieved by low ridges of trappean rock, 
the highest point of which is called Alnlabar HUJ, and 
that floes not exceed a himdred and eighty feet. The 
whole area of the island is about sixteen square miles^ 
Its shape approaches a trapezoid^ with its shorter side, 
six miles in length, towards the sea, and its longer 
side extending eleven miles parallel to the main-laiid. 
Between the two hilly ridges, which form these sides, 
there is a level plain, about two miles in width, now 
called the Flats, The grentest breatlth of the island 
IS little more ihuu three Malabar Poitit ie the 

namo of tlmt extremity wdiich, to the south, faces the 
open sen, anil at the northern extn™ity are the hill 
and fort of Warlee, The line which is parallel to the 
harbour and main-land has for its southern extremity 
the light-house and burial-ground of Colabo, and for 
its norihem the tower called Biva Fort. 

Colaha was a separate island^ until Jorned a few 
years ago by a causeway to Bombay, UetwtMm it 
and ^latabox ILill is the Back Bay, to which wo 
have already nlhuleib On the Colaha side the hay is 
shallow and filKnl with iUingenms rocks; hut under 
the opiMJ^ihe eUlF aoiiannel, Hiilldently deep for ships 
of considerable tonnage. To the north of Tkjmbay is 
another Ijay, with a beach ealh^ ]^Iahim Sands, and 
on that side the island is separated from the laomi- 
taiDous island of Salsette by a small firm of the sen. 
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wliicli one part. i5 ninilj a innidtctl. and tw-etity-^fivo 
yards ^vidti, Salflotto itself being sepaxated from the 
main-land by another channel. To tho south and 
cast Is the harbour, which contaiina sc vend lofty, 
interesting island^i and is in one place miles 
hmad^* It extends s considorablo distancG mland^ 
and^ as it narrows, tlio shores on cither sido present 
various Bcenes of extraordinary hcau^. 

Obscnring the natural advantages of Bombay, the 
Company had hot)ed to gain possession of it bo early 

1637* In that year a joint expedition of Dutch 
and English ships, under the command of a Dutch 
Gcnend, Harman Van Speult, had sailt?d from Surat 
with the object of forming an establishment here, as 
weU as attacking the PortugueBO In the Red Sea* 
This plan was defealed by the dmth of Van Speult j 
hut In 1653 the President and Council of Surat again 
brought the subject under the consideration of tho 
Directors, pointing out how conveniont it would he 
to have some insular and fortified station, which might 
be defended in times of lawless violence, and giving it 
as their opinion that for a consideration the Portu¬ 
guese would allow them to take possession of Biimlmy 
oial Basscin* The following year tho Directors drew 
the attention of Cromwell, the Protector, to this 
suggestion,! 

It wag the gratificatjnn, then, of a wi^h which Imil 
long been felt, when hi 1661 Brjmbay formed part

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of the iDfant^i Catherinus doTf^cr^ ^md was ceded to 
Engliind on her tnamngD with CharlcB the Second. 
On the eightmith of the following Sep tern her a fleet 
of five ships, tmder the Earl of Marlbomugh, mrived 
in the hhrboiir^ and brotight with them n Portugnosa 
Vicertiy to ftco that the articles of ccesIoh were strictlj 
observe d^ But the Portuguese on the inland had by 
that time disoovcml the value of the pUu'c, and were 
imllsposed to resign their claima to such a favouretl 
spot. They found an oxcuse in the dernaiids which 
the English made. Lfjrd Jlarlliorough asserted* fuid 
they donied* that Sabette had been imluded in tho 
cession. They also pretended that the jintent or letter 
authorizing them to give up tho phioe was infnrtrmi, 
and.flnallj they refuseil to arrange any terms or listen 
to any proposals. 

Tliosc were not days when the fortifications of 
refiractorv' enemies could be ruined in a fow hours hy 
the fire of an Englisli fleet, and the Commander waa 
compelled to sail away. As the military p.ort of hk 
force were suffering from long confinement on ship- 
hoard, he landed them at Swally. There were fonr 
companiea of ahumirixl men each, exclusive of offitijr&j 
mul Sir Ahraliam Slitpmani their commanding officer, 
immctlintely began to drill and prepare them for mili¬ 
tary operations. However^ he was soon interrupted 
by tho Preaident of the English Facton , whoentnialftl 
him to depart, as the jealousy and fears of the Govern- 
mmt were excited by tuch a display of forces Marl¬ 
borough, therefore* having rc-emliarkcd Sir Abraham 
and his men, lanc]c<l them on the small island of 
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Anjeedcva^ twelve leagues to the south of Goa, where 
be left tboiR. On this uJihealthy ajrfit they retnaiDL'd 
during the rakiB without BEifQcieiit protcctioii from the 
weather. The enuBequenee wasi that Sir Abrahiuu 
Shipman aod three hundred of his men perishixl* 
The Earl of Marlborough hxul sailed with hie fleet to 
England-* 

Freviotis to his departure^ the Earl had offered to 
make oTor Bombay to the President and Council of 
Surat * but as their title would not be good without 
the sanction of royal authority, even if it were 
good, they had not the ineatis of enfoToing it, this offer 
was cletditn^. After Shipmaji s deatht Cook had 
succeedwl to the cominaiid of the wreck of an army, 
as the few Enghsh tnxjps still surviving on Anjeedeitt 
might bo called- Too glail to find an asylum ut 
Bcjniliay on any terras^ he accepted ench aa the Por¬ 
tuguese were plui^sed to dictate, and the island waa 
resigned to him on the following conditional some of 
which were reaBonablc, others simply absurd:—He 
renounced all claim to the neighbouring ishLads, pro¬ 
mised that the Portuguese should be exempted from

ritories and place themselycis under the prelection of 
the British flag, shoultl Iw immediatolT scat bock to 
the Fortugucae territory; that there should be no 
mterference with tho rites of the Bonmn Catholic 
religion, and not only that, but If any Portuguese 
should oflTer to cmbraco the Protestant faith, the 
English should not consont to receive him,* As these 
contUtiijQs were afterwords appealed to by the Por¬ 
tuguese, it is miportont to observe that the King of 
England refttsetl to ratilV them, and thev were never 
rutified bj tlws Crown of Portugal Tlie EngliBh 
Gov^mment, indecfb wer« bo djBaatkfiei] with 
inesi^iired, that they deposed him, and demanded of 
the Portuguese Government Mti^facition for damaguB 
suatoined in consequence of the islniid not having 
been delivered over aceordiDg to the original agree- 
menLf 

Tlie English were by no means charmed with their 
new po^i^sion:* Popya, Iiulced, using a acwly-invcnted 
wonl, plainly ^d, that ** the PortugaPfl had eAttmed

thorn C* it did not appear worth th^ procioue 
livoii and troiisiire which it had cost. Indcedi the 
place must ba’iio looked ilc5H>late ciiongh. Large tracts 
of land wlikh ha’^n since ijecii ntcovured from the 
eoaj wore Iben oTcrflowcd^ At high tides the waves 
ilowed to tile part ealkd Utnerkhadi, and covored the 
present Ilhendi Bazaar^ Near where tlie templo of 
Muomhadeveci stands, a plaeo still callod Poydhnnee, 
or “ Ject-wiisUingt" tnarks wliero a amull stream nf 
salt water was formerly left by the m^eding tide, and 
where persons might wash their feet before entering

Captain Gary was then appointed Deputy GoTcmor.

Portuguese. He is cycii Eaid to have been engaged 
in writing a treatise in Arabic, which he dcclieHtcd 
to the viceroY of Goa.* Yet is he described as a 
proud, wafiteful, aiid extravagant officer* His power 
waa not undisputwl.

of asscrtiti^ hts right tit succeed Lucas. ConuTig to 
Ifaiidora ho thruatcncd to join the Fortuguese in 
attacking Bombav; but bis countrymen only treated 
him with contempt, and denounced him os a rebel 
and traitor.* 

Such were the Governors of Bombay under the 
Crown; either they were wanting in wID or ability 
to tUscharge their trust efficiently. Tlie King of 
Enghunl soon ce;ised to attach any value to this 
portion of his consort’s down-, and was only aimous 
to get rid of his new and ex[ienslve acipiisition. 

On the Imst of September, 1663, the ship Can- 
stnntinople arrived at Surat, bringing a copy of a 
rovol charter, according to which his Majesty ngreetl 
to hestow Bombay upon the Honorabto Company, as 
the adventurers had for some time been stybuL As 
the islaiul had been fonnd so burdensome, there was 
little difficulty in arranging the terms of transfer. It 
was held by the Company of the King “ in free and 
common soccoge, as of the tnaiior of East Green¬ 
wich, on payment of the annual rent of 10^. in gold, 
on the 30th September in each rear.” At the some 
time were conveyed to the Company, all the stores, 
arms, and ammunition which were upon tho island, 
together with such political powers os were nn^'essary 
fur its dofcnco and gi>vemmBnt,f

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On the receipt of this authority, the Rigiit Honour¬ 
able Sir George Oseudori, Kt., President of Surat, 
ami his Council, held a eouisultation, at Hrhich they 
agreed to afisumo at once the Govermnont of Bombay. 
But they felt that this would be an alfair of snmu 
deliency, as tho ro3'al ofiicera might not be diepoaod 
to acknowledge the supremacy of a few mercantUc 
agents, a'ho were two hundred miles distant from 
them. They, therefore, resolyed to proceed with 
caution, and before dcspatclung anyone to receive 
charge of the place, considered wliich of their number 
possoBSed the requisite tact, and other qmilificationa. 
Their choice fell upon Mr. Goodyer, hocaueo he had 
li v4Kl on terms of intimacy with Gary, ond whilst on a 
visit in Bombay had gnined the afevtions of the 
officers; which, they remarked, “ will very much 
conduce to their jieaceable surrender, and our quiet 
posECission of the place,” With Goodyor were asso¬ 
ciated Streynham Afaster, and Cotes, members of 
Council at Surat, and Captain Yoimg, who was to be 
Dejmty Govemor. 

GtHKlyer fulfilled his mission witii judgment. On 
the twenty-third of the month, Gary drew up his 
trtHipa in line, read to them the royal letter?, and 
ibrnially transferred the island, its live and dead 
stock, and cash, amounting to 4,879/. 7s. &/,, to tlio 
Company’s C-onimissioncr, In reporting his pro¬ 
ceedings to the Secretary of State, thU last of Royal

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GuTornora dw;kred, that ** the unospccted ehaoj^ hiui 
iimch troubled him," and that he hiul performed hifl 
tjwk with a heavy heart. Ilia soldiers also mauilcsted 
B>iiiptfliiis of resistauLt^ hut soon pertelvuig that they 
hiul only the alternative of boing disimnded, they 
ovoiitualW submitted. Gary obtainod a seat in 
Couneil, and afterwards was Judge of the island. 
Yomig, the Deputy Governor, was soon dismissed 
for gross misconduet, which will bif explained 
boluw.* 

The next ycor the Frosident hituHslf visited 
Tiombay, anth during a shurt stay, framed a act of 
regulatifins for its admiiiistratlDU ; but as ho dictl soon 
afterwujxla, the island was left in a state of muirehy. 
Five etunmissiDners were appumted for the manage¬ 
ment of affairs. One was Sterling, a Scotch minister; 
the others worn Cotes, Captain Burgess, Lieutouunt 
Houghton, and James Adams, Chairman. The 
rest so little approvtstl of this last fimctionaiy', 
that after two days, they removed him from his 
situation. 

Gerald Aungler having been appointed President 
of Surat, nomimitcil Matthuw Gray to the Deputy 
Governorehip of Bombay. Ho was succMded by 
I’hilip Gyfford, who hail formerly been eent to open a 
trade at Tonquin. After hia death in 1676, Henry 
Oxendew, Chief of the Faetoiy at Carwar, iMcame 
Deputy Governor. Ho enjoyed his honouro hut a 
ahort time, and dying waa succeeded by Word, whoao

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term of power, as wo shall was cloodoJ hy troablo 
iuid ^u5od.* 

After tile Componv had obtaiiied Himhavp a few 
years elapsed before they thought of turning it to 
their ativantogOi Gradually, however, theT perceived 
tltfl-t the pldca was appointed by nature to be on 
emporiuni of trade. Unlike the roads of Swally, 
which were esposed and dangerous, its iiarlx^ur wfl& 
safe and commodions^f whilst easy and direct com- 
inimications could be eponed with the English Fac- 
toriii^ in Persia, on the Miilabar Coast, and the 
Spice Islands* They felt, moreover, that in cose of 
a war with the Dutch^ or if the Mogul officers 
contLauo<l to heap upon them afironts, which they bad 
endured piitiently but which might soon be bey end 
cndLiranee, they could only main tain their Benimts ip 
India by bolding Bombay with a firm grasp. Tlmrc 
they had the great advantage, which was deuiod to 
the Factory at Surab of a small territory, where tho 
Brilish wore solo masters, wboro native officials could 
not meddle, nor native tyrants domineer* They 
therefore said;—are now much sot upon the 
improvement of that our Island, and do esteetu it a 
place of more tsjn^'quoiicc than we have formerly 
dune,*’ They thought that tho best wav of soeuring 
their little territory was to increase its military 
strength^ to encourage the growth of its populatiun,

Their military arrangements ineluded the cgtahlkb* 
ment of a militia, and a re-organizatiOB of their 
regular foree. Their plans for the former were in 
the main goodi although some of the details appear 
ridiculous, and draw*n up in ignorance of the native 
chiirattcr* In 1G77 the militia was composed of six 
hundred men, all ovmers of land. A himdTiocl Brah¬ 
mans ami Bunyas* who refused to bear annsj con- 
tributcii munGj instead of service. The following 
instructions sent out by thig trading Compuny to their 
agents in Bombay may indneo a military reader to 
tmille *— 

We would have the inhabitants modelled into 
trained bands under English or other ofEcers as there 
shall 1 m 2 cauBL\ and make of them ono or two regi¬ 
ments* or more, as your number will hold out* exer- 
oising them in arms one day in every two months* 
or as often a^ you shall think may be convenient* but 
vou need not always waste powtler at such raercise* 
liut Uuutb them to handle their arms* their facings, 
wheeling, marching* and counter-marching, the first 
ranks to present, draw their triggers together at tho 
beat of the dram, and fall into the roar for the secfmd 
ranks to advance, as is often used with learners in our 
artillery ground, bnt sometimes they must be used to 
tiring, lest in time of action they should start at the 
noise or the recoil of their arms ” 

The reguJar tr<x>[js variocl in numljor as the pecimiaTy 
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circimtstaiiOG8 of tlio Compfiny led to aiijipnerttatiiiii 
at one time^ or reduotion at another. Sometimes 
their limits weru thinned to on alurmiug degree by the 
futal inroads of disease. When the island was trans- 
fomed to the Contpany, the garriBon ntim bored two 
hundred and eightmen, ninoty-three of whom 
were English, and the regt French, Portuguese, or 
Natives. These formed two companies, each com- 
tnanded by a captain. The first company cumpiv- 
hended two commissioned officers, siitv-siy non- 
comudij^inned oflicMfrB and priyates, and tw^ntj'^igbl 
tnpassc#;* tho secondt three commisi^ion^Kl uffieerSp 
Beycnty-tlirec non-cotomlsEiioncd offlixTi aiid priTates, 
and twenty-six topas^s. TIub is said to have been 
the Honaurable Company's first Eurojiiaan rtjgiaieitt, 
although aiany not Europeans found adniisision into 
its ranks. 

Many of the recruits sent out woro Grcrnmnjjp and 
mono wen? applied foTj as they behavotl with so much 
sobriety and regularity. Whoa tho Court ilirootod 
that a militia should be raised^ they also wished to 
have three companies of Englkh and two of Hash- 
[Xnits'' (Rajijoots). Each company was to uuiuhor 
a hundred men, and the RajpiHKs were to have a

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commiindaTit, with other officers of their own caste. 
In 1676 there ware four himdrod Eiiropeaii golclicrd, 
but^ ns these were supposed to bo diojd tkm w ere 
required^ it was ordered that the force should lie 
reduced to three hundretl, some of whom were to bo 
scut to Surat, for a storm was gathering in that 
quarter, Tliere were ulao forty troopers, mounh^l 
on such mfcrior horses as were reared in the couiitry,* 
and able eu an emergency to take up fort^ foot soldiers 
liehind them- Thoir first comuiandimt was Keigwiut 
and bo threw a salary of a hondretl and twenty pounds. 
Ill 1683 there were only a faundrod and fifty English 
soldiers, but a fow extra files were usually kept to 
aiipply casualdest which were mournfully frixiueut, 
Keigwin afterwards couimaudixl the first of the three 
comiMiruGs of inlantry; the other two were comirumded 
by lieutenants Fletcher and Thombum. 

Tliore was much difficulty in dete rmining the exact 
position which the officera were to hold- When 
Shaxton waa sent out in 1671 with the command of a 
company , he was, in consideration of hia high ehiiractor, 
appointed a Factor, that eo he might eombino civil 
and military duties, lie wag tdm told, that if Im 
continued to deservo well of the Ccimj*any he might 
Deputy Goyernor* Captain Langfiml, llie 
Chief Military Officer in 16 / 6 , was admitted to u 
seat in Cotmcil; but a caution was given that his ca^ 

wns not to form a precedent- The chief authority

Making an unwise and odious disiinetiont the Court 
ordered that uon-comnu3sloD£Kl officers and privatt^ 
should be punishetl with d€iatb for nogloct or breach 
of duty^ but that commissioned should only 

be redneed and deprived of nmk« The regulations 
which they then made ’Were for many years the martial 
law of India; but when royal troops were sent out^ 
they disputed the authority of the Company's officers 
to administer martial Inw^ at all, 

Forrificatvons ’with strong bastions were built at 
what was then thought a heavy espeiisc. The 
ordmmcG consisted of twenty-one pieces of cannon, 
with the requisite stores; but there were only two 
gunners, and the other soldiers served the gouj as 
oceasiun retpiire^K At Mazagon, Sinn, Sew roe, 
Mahim, and Warlee, wore small forts, also mounted 
with carman. The CtJiirt wore afraid to employ pro¬ 
fessional engmoers, as they would rcquii^ large smlaries, 
atifl they knew ** the speculations into which men of 
this description lu^ijudly lead their employers.^' So 
they at first directed that Captains Smith anil Teh 
dcroy , two military officers, should act as engineers | 
but as in 1671 Herman Bake happened to be in 
Bombay, and made them air offer of his s^erviees, they 
appointed him their Engineer ajid Suryeyor-General* 
Warwick Pett, a naval archltect^^ one of a family 
w'hose ancesjtors had for msmy generations hoeti 
eminent ship-huilders at Deptford, was out to 
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liuilU shipa for ih& Indiiiti hut only Brjtbh- 

built ^hip^ were at iliat time aUuwed tu import Asiatic 
protlutt? into Englani]- Pax giMEsifa iir/fo, wrote the 
Court, Jiow sudden]}' blajsiug with martial ardour. Is 
an old nuiAJEn which mmi be iibaerrcd in Boiubay, 
They insisted that a strict guard should be kept, tUid 
that sentinels should watch day and night, as if an 
enemy wem actually preparing to make an assault.* 
Sourcely had tho first measnri:s been adoptixl for 
the defence of the Islanil, when an event shen^cHl their 
wimUaii* A Dutch fleet arrived on the 20th of 
Fcbraar}’, 1673, with tho mtentioD of taking it by 
surprise. Orme tells ns that Aungier, who liap^ieued 
to be at tho time m Bombay, exerted hinufolf od the 
uccsifiion “ with the calmness of a philosopher, and 
the courage of a centurion;^ bo that liickloSe Van 
Gfsen, the Dutch Commodore, found, to his mor- 
tifleation, that he was likely to meet with a wanner 
reception than he had anticipated. Heavy urdnaiu'e 
were seen moimtod on the forLificaiions, and sixty 
light field-piecea were re^iy at Imnd. According tu 
Fryer, the fort was guarded by three humiroil EnglLqh 
troops, " four hundred topsu^ea or Furtugnl firemen,^ 
“ a militTa out of Portugal,’* com printing five hunJnHl 
men with English loaders, and three hundred Bhun-

assist tho English, TTntlor those circumstances, 
Ricklofiu stood up to tho western aide of the island, 
ami threatened a descent in the Mi ditni Channel but 
Aungior rapidly marobed to that quarter, and ranged 
his troops in defiance along the shore. Doubtless, 
the ph iincliiT iB and their clubs opixuired very for¬ 
midable in the distance, otherwise the Ilullunders, 
with six thousand men on Ixiard their fleet, would not 
have sheered off. They soon disappeami, and as in 
a short tiiufl peace was concluded bctw'con England 
and Holland, the people of Bomboy wore relieved from 
further apprehonainns.f 

Under Foituguese uianagemetit, the inhabitants 
had been compelled to pay onc-fourth part of the 
profits of their lands to Government as a quit rent ; 
but, in 1674, President Aungier commuted this for a 
fixed payment of twenty thousand xeraphims ; still, 
however, reserving the Company's claim for militaiT 
Bcrvioc upon all who had held lands under the Crown 
of Portu^.J 

By way of increasing the population, and developing 
the resources of the island, attempts wore mmle to 
establish uianu&ctures- Directions were given ihr

inoiioT, The Court, having liwird that the raiinu- 
fauture of cotton stockings hy kititlitig was successfully 
curriud on at Goa, required that the eatne shuuld lie 
attoniptcd in JJotulvij, and tliiit foiur or hve hutulnul 
^mlrs should Iw at once forwarded to England. Not 
onlv the poorer aoritif ariizans, hut opulent tiudosmen 
wero also mduced to settle by promises of liberal 
tnmtment and religious toleration. As a hrst stijp, a 
regular engagement was entered into with Ncemu 
Piiruk, an eminent Bunya, residing in the city of Diu, 
and formal sxticles wore agreed to on both sides. On 
the part of the Company, it was promised, that all of 
tho Bunya enste who might remove to the island should 
enjoy the free exercise of their religion within their 
own houses, and ho secured from ail molestation. It 
was stipuktctl that no Englishman, Portuguese, or 
other Christian, nor ony Mussulman, should be per¬ 
mitted to live within the private gromuis of Bunyns, 
to enter them for the purpose of slaughtering animals, 
or to offer their pcrsotis the slightest injury or 
intlignity. If any should, in opposition to these regu¬ 
lations, offend them by intnitling Qi»a their privacy, 
the Governor or his deputy should, on receiving a 
comp] Clint to that effect, cause the offendera to he 
sevorelv punislictl. The settlors were to lie allowcfl 
to hum their dc-ad, and observe all »ncb ceremonuss 
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US cuBtomaiy at their weddings. Lastly, It was 
enjiaged, that none who professed their religion, of 
whatever age, sei, or eonditioii he might he, slioulil 
Iks ixmipHed to embraoe Cbiistiaiiity, nor that any 
should be forced against their wills to taury hunletis. 
These stipulatiotis wore in striking coTitrost, and, 
probably, it was intended that they should be with 
the harsh treatment which the natives had auffered 
from tlie fanaticism and injustice of the Portuguese,* 
Other steps for the encouragement of trade were 
taken in actxirdnncc with the spirit of the age. Docks 
Were to ho constructed, and an artned Tcsuel of a 
hundred and eighty tons was to bo stationed off the 
island for the protoetion of shipping. The rannu- 
lacturca of the place were proteetoil at first by 
exemption from duties, which were not demanded for 
r-alicnns made in Bombay, raw, wrought, and thrown 
silks, cotton yam, gold and silver jcwoIU'ry, bezetor 
stones, musk, amber, and ambergri».t But aftenvards, 
all exports were to pay a duty of three and a half 
per cent. Articles of food, such as cocoa-nms, fish, 
salt, with other produce of the island or its waters, 
were subjected to the almost prohibitory duty of nine 
per cent., including one per cent, for the expenses of 
the fortifications. Grain, timber, and all goods except 
Indian iron and tobacco, which were imported, paiii two 
and a half pr cent., and one pr cent, towards the for¬ 
tifications ; Indian iron and tobacco paid due per c«nt4

A Coart House was erected in the most freqactitod 
part of the bazaar, not only that access to it might 
ho conTcnient for all who wore drawn into litigation, 
but also that prisoners might be confined there, and, 
according to a ctutom still remembered in England, 
hate opportunity to beg relief of passers by.f Two 
Courts of Judicature were established in 16/0. llie 
higlier was a Cuurt of Appeal, presided orcr by tbo 
Deputy Governor and metnbers of Ctiuncil; its 
dectaions were to be final, and without appeal, eicccpt 
in most urgent cases. Tlio hmer Court was pnisidod 
over bt one of the Factors, assisted bv native officers, 
and took c;ognizant« of all disputes regarding pro¬ 
perty under the value of two hundred xemphins. 
The Deputy Govenmr and three Military Officers were 
also constituted a Court fur the administration of 
martial.law. Each Court was to meet once in the

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week. AUiiflJOti was niEfte to trial by jury; but it 
was not considored practlcabli?- About the same time, 
aisOf the Court of Directors rccommemlod that a 
regular force of police should be established.^ 

In 1671 applicfttion wa^ mailc to the Court for a 
Judge versed tti civil law | but they dccliucd com- 
ptiquoe, fearing that he might be disposed to promote 
litigation, and probably would not obey the orrlers 
which the President and Council might find it for tbc 
Cotupanys interest to give loin- It is dilBcult to say 
w hat contingency the Court had in view ; but it seems 
very proh^ihle that they supposed no Judge who eanie 
out with tlte education and spirit of an English 
gentleman would prosecute interlnpers to tho death ; 
and the result sbewe<|, that their fears were not 
groundless* Aa an experiment they rc^^olved to 
send out some writers who hud received a loiral 
cducatioD, and who, if they conilnctcd themaelv'cs 
woU, mi^ht bo called in as Asseafkits to the Courts 
of Justice. 

At last, by letters patent dated 9th Auj^t 1683, » 
Judge was authorized to preside over a Court of 
Atlmiralty for the trial of such interkipcrs as he could 
lay bands upon. Two merchants were to he joined 
with him, and it was particuLirly specified that the 
proccssee were to be in English, not in Latin. The 
first who thus wielded the terrors of the law was 
.Tohn St. John, D,C.L. It was HTTanaHl that he 
should hold b. coromifision both from His irojositj' und 
tho Company, tho former heori^ date Gtb Fcbniurv

But when earnestly eofraged in military and eco- 
nomical measures, the Company tlid not forget the 
care of their servants' bodies and souls* A cry of 
wailinfT for the dead seemed to cross the which 
divide England from Bombay, and reach their ears* 
The many advantages of Bombay were t'ounlerooted 
by its pestilential climate. Of what seuding 
trimly Factors and hardy soldiers there } They 
breathed the poisonous air but a few short months^ 
after which their aervicies and lives were U»st to their 
employers for ever. Three years was the average 
duration of European life* .Tlie catalogue of diseases 
ami the records of deaths arUii when read even at this 
distant dav^ truly saddening* In the months which 
intetn'ened bet we™ October 167S, and February l676i 
a hundred English sohliers perisheti; and in the latter 
year Mr. Gyffonb the Deputy Governnr, and Bale, 
Surveyor-General* So strong was the dread of the 
climate, that when CbiM, who at other times was far

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too bold anil blustering^ had been appointed A<x*omitant 
of Bt>iiib.'iyi and aeroiid in ComicH, by tho PreBidcnt 
and Council of Surat^ be pleaded lila appreliensions 
of digeasoT and podtivelj refused to aecept ibe 
office** 

The natiTcs indeed, and naturalizeil Portuguese^ 
considered the island healthy j but^ wrote Fryor^ 
fluxes^ dropsy, scurvy, harblcrs or loss of the use of 
hands and feet, gout, stone, lualignant and putrid 
fevers, all combined to make it a chiimel-house of 
Europeans. Of every five hundred Europeans who 
came to live upon the island, not one hundred, in his 
opinion, e^^er left it. 

The disease which was proTalent in the conntty , 
ami especially fatal in Biimhaj, was called by the 
Purtogueso practitioners of medicine “ tho Chinese 
death," or cholic. It was divided, according to their 
system, into four kinds; the €rat kind was simple 
cholic, and ita only lijmptom wm severe griping i the 
second was attended with diarrhma as well as pain; 
the third with pain and vomiting; purging, vomiting, 
and intense pain were ajTnptoms of the last kind, 
which was suppos^fl by Thevenot to be cholera 
morbus, and generally brought its victims* sufforings 
to a fatal tcmibiatinn within twenty-four hours. The 
remedy, upon which even Europeans relict!, was of a 
painful and barbarous character £ a hot iron was 
applied to tho ball of the sufferer's fixit; if he 
winced, it expected that be would rectivcr; hut

Various causes were assigned for tho alarming 
mortality amongst Europeans in Bombay. The 
atmosphere was at first supposed to be polluted by 
the putrid fish, with which the trees were manurciL 
A noire reosunable conjocturc wos^ that malaria oro^ 
from the low plains which were overflowed at high 
tides, and left in a sw'ampy state whan the sea receded. 
In 167 d a proposition for draining tlio swamps was 
8u}>mitted Ut the Court hj Lhe Government of Bi>mhay- 
Syveriil sun^ep w ere in consequence made, and in 1684 
authoriiy to eommenco the work was received, f 

But without doubt many diseased were caused^ ond 
most w^cro aggravated, by the intemperance which was 
so common. As long os the sick soldiers were attendod

their favourite vice* When death was staring them 
in the face they became more reckless* They cannot 
be kept from debauchery, wrote the Deputy Governor, 
“thoufrh imer so sick, to the destmetiors of their 
bodies and aouls.” And agmn ho remarks, that to' 
pei^ons labouring under the diseases of the couutrj' 
" strong drink and flesh la mortatl, which to make an 
English soldier leave off 5^ almost as diflicuJt ^as to 
make him divest bis nature, nay though present death 
be laii] before him* as the reward of the Ul-gratifying 
Ins palate. This is the trno ennse our Bombay bills of 
mortality have swelled bo high*” 

In order, then, that the sick might be provided with 
constant attendance and a regular diet, the pLm of an 
hospital was forwarded to Bombay by the President 
and Coimeil of Surat. The [>roposed building waa 
to be eajiable of receiving seventy jm-tboos; the cost 
Tvas not to exceed four thousand rupees, and it was 
estlnuLtcd that aliont a thousand rupEses would cover 
the annual expcnsiK of the establishment, which wag 
to bo under the superintendence of a resident sur¬ 
geon* The President concluded by remarking:— 
The {amentable loss of your men doth call on us for 
a speedy creedng the fabric, and doubt not but von 
wiQ approve tliereof^ jVs a tejiiporaTy measure the 
old Court of Judicature was prepared for tlie rect^p* 
tion of gick| and the hospital itself was complete<l 
with an expedition which in India has lieeti mreJy 
equalled. A Temarkable decrease of mortality in the 
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fuUowmg year w»3 attributed to the Bucee^ of the 
new armugcnienL* 

\Vlica BO many works wore in progress, it occurred 
to the Govurnmeut that a church was reiiuired, 
Tlie project fiiile<l in execution | but as it was a 
first attiMTipt to vstabllsh openly a Prototaut ibrro of 
#)rship, it lieijerves consideration. 

It WQiikl l)e in|4iroHting to aecertain whether dimug 
those first centuries when missiottary steal was so ear¬ 
nest and Buccosaful, the religion of Chriflt was over 
preached in Biimbay- There is one passage iu history 
—and probably but ono—wkich tlmiws any fight upon 
lids part of the subject, and encotirages us to amuae 
iiurselves with guesses alter trutb. Bombay is said to 
baye been anciently incorporfited in the Bame province 
as the once famous port of Calfian.^ Now there is no 
doubt that at this place a Christian bishop residctl so 
early as the beginning of the sixth centnry.f When 
Cosmas Indicoplenstes sailed down the Western ctmt 
of India, ho found at “Male where the pepper grows/ 
or Malabar, a regularly ordained clergy^ and at “ Cai* 
liana" a Persian bishop. J Di> wo not ifeel c^mfident 
that the Bishop made some effort to propagate his

Sir John AlondeYille dcclams, that when be wrote 
them wore many Cbriisiiruw in pai*t£j of Western Inrlia, 
and Brother Odoricus gives us such a eircumstantiiil 
narrative that I mnst crave the reader's itidulg^enco 
whilst I Ect before him the flubatance. ^ 

At the beffinning of the fourtt^ooth century, fenr 
Minorites, named Tokntinns of Marchia, James of 
Badno, Demotriiis Lnicus, and Peter of Senis, came 
to Tanna, where they found fifteen Christian Aunllics. 
Althungh these were all Ncstoriana and sebiffmarica^ 
they rcceivctfl the Italian monks with cordial hospi¬ 
tality* Unfortunately the brethren took up ilieir 
abode at the house of one wlio had a violent qujUTcI 
with his Wife, and was summoned hy her l>cfore the 
Kazi* The monks also had to appear as witnesses, 
and w'flre drawn by the Mussulman magistrate into a 
religions dist^assion. Tlicy maintained that Christ 
was very God, and being repeatedly asked for their 
opinion of ^lahome<!| at last plainl)' avowed, that he 
was the eon of perdition^ and all that fullowTxl him 
would infallibly lie damncil. This was too much for 
the other s jiatiencc, and the fathers were condemned 
to death. They were mofle to stand in the sun frofn 
nine in the morning until three in the afternoon, and 
as this had not the exp^ted effect of destroving themi 
they wore tJicn boheailcd** 

Sir Thomas Herbert found also Christians of St^ 
Thomas at Tanna amongst other places. As many

Monies os differing both from the Church of llomo 
and the reformed churches of Europe. Their churehes 
worn low and badly fiiruisbed; but neat, carefully 
kept, molted, and without paintings or images. They 
came tn them cheerfully, dosed thuir C}‘ei9 for contom- 
]iIation after entering, and knelt towiirds the altar. 
They saluted their priest with humble reverence; 
uiiou which ho lifted up luB hands and blessed them. 
Their service seldom occupied more than two hours. 
It commenced with a brief confession, not unlike that 
of the English liturgy, at the end of which all jjove 
their assent with a mumiuioiis Amen. Theu followed 
an eAposition of Scripture, which was listened to u'ith 
attention and commcndablu decorum. Having sung 
a hymn they departed, first saluting again the priest, 
who kept his hands elevated unti) all wore gone. 

Ilfirbcrt also states that they were in the habit of 
reading at homo a chapter fnito the Old and New 
Testament. They had few schools and littlo learning. 
On the first Sunday of every month the priest read a 
homily, written, as they supposed, by one of the 
Apostles. linptism was admlnistcnwl on the fortieth 
day after birth, unless the parent (k^siretl it sooner; 
the infant being wholly imnierEcd, and the sign of the 
cross made on its forehead. Before Holy Communion 
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two daya wore set apart for praparatioti. Both bread 
and wLdo wore Imparted^ and roceived kneeling* The 
clergy were alli>wo<l to marry but once. In Bickrio^ a 
prieaL waa sent Toty both to pray uiid tidminkter tho 
Eucharist* At burmk the corpse was placed with its 
head to the West, The wTiter adds that they observed 
Ia^uU !4Tid ** Feai?t and Fast, as we a^^cmtomo," ^‘Lalcfesi 
pay their rfm'mie, affect justiccj profess truthj practise 
humility, and believe in Purgatory.^* 

But the first people who had numerous congrega- 
tions for whom they raised solid structures in B4>mbay 
and Its neighbourhood^ were the Portuguose* Those 
zealous Roman Caihulics induced a large number of 
natives to embrace their religion, and they built many 
churches; a few of great magniilccnco. But the 
Portuguese attained their end by imlawfid meons^ and 
the earned stones of Bomlmy, SaUette, £md 
w Inch they professedly rahsed to God s glory, are after 
nil hut records of fraud, rapine, and viulrnco done 
to heathens* consciences. 

The only place which the English had for tho 
celebration of divine service was a hall in the Fort. 
Ttie suggestion that a bmlding should Ijo raised and 
set apart for the purpose w^as first made by the Court 
of Directors. Sir George Osenden, the President, 
eagerly took the hint, and ivas anxious that It should 
lead to ^nie result* He declared that such an ctlifice 
was much to bo tlesired, not only for the u_w of the 
English, but also that narives and foreigners who 
wenD unacquainted with our holy reformed religion 
* Sir Thoaus ilerberC^ pagei uid 
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might bti eo impressed with fcelliigs of reverence for 
it that haply they might wish to embrace it. Such 
jwraaiiB could not wiuieas the celebration of di™c 
service in tlio hall, as tliere would bo no aocommoila- 
lion for them, and in any case it would not bo safe to 
atlmit them into the Fort. The rresident thcreforB 
submitted for the Court’s approval the phm of a 
building which n'ould contain about a thousand 
ficoplu, and Ijo of a “ form proportionable to the 
small churches in England," but plain and free from 
superfluDUB ornamont. Ho had alrwady proposed to 
the Cornpmiy'e stir\nnts that the expenso should be 
defrayed Uy voluntary wmiributiolis, and they luul 
come forward “ fre«dy and conacicutiouBly," *' sonie 
offering one year's wages, some Imlf a yoar’B, and the 
least a quarter," It was hoped that the Cunqiany 
Would make good the halance. In order that no lime 
might he lost, a certain sum had l»on raised already, 
wliich hnfl been entrusted tu the throe Chaplains of 
Sursit and Bombay, tliat they might purohose bricks, 
facing stones, lime and timber, so as to bo ready for 
a cmnmcncpmeiii when the Court should send the 
requisite authoritv. There was a diffiareiu'O of opinion 
reganling the site; some proposed the burying ground 
at Mendaim's Point; hut although that would bo 
couTonlcdt for the Factors, it was removed from all 
places of native concourse, and therefore would not 
fulfil “ tlm main design," which was, that tlm natives 
should repair to church, “ and observe the purity and 
gravity of i>ur dcvnlions." Others, therefore, suggested 
that the etlifioc should be raised near the native town, 
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or between tho town tiiul tho plot of ground set 
for European rcsidcnm?. It would then adjoin the 
high road leading to the Bazanr, md a^ it would bo 
0 [)en and all might freely enter, fiome nativee perehajnje 
might come finoni niotives of cariosity to ece the 
Englkh way of devotion, imd remain to pray. The 
Preaklont and Council stated these reasons, and con¬ 
fessed that on Bjneount of them they ft ere disposed to 
adopt the latter ophiion* AU were agreed that the 
chnrcli must for seeiirity he near the fort, and that 
it should fitand upon an oiieri ijiace, where it would 
be at a distance from other biiil<linge. Tliat the 
work might bo performed with sui&eient skiU, the 
Cuurt were requested to ^nd out an cspcricnt'ed 
builder or sarveyor, whose salarj^ should be paid out 
of the sum ctdlected by flubscription.* 

Such were the remarks of the fresident and 
CounciL Tliey dii^jilay good focliug^ and a degnte 
of xeligioiis enthusiasm which is nnt snp[K'Hned to 
have ordinarily prevailed amongst the mcrchrUits and 
politicians of that age. It was certaiiily an error to 
think that the natives would be entiecd, or their 
curiosity^ even excited, by the cold and deeonmt^Iy dull 
worship which wm then offered by the English in 
Imlia; but it was remarkable that their conversion 
should he mentiontsl in official despatches as an object 
the attainment of winch was not only to he dcsined, 
but attempted, and, as they asud, dcvuntly prayed for* 
However, JiU these pious intenlions were frustrated.

Fnrthor prof^esa wiiB interrupted by the 
Siddee^a inTasinn, and it is said that Sir John Childs 
when Governor, appropriated the fund^ to his own 
use; hut this must he accepted as the evidence nf one

The result of the Company’s ccomnnieal measureg 
was soon visible in the growth of the revenues and 
population, and the Improved appearance of the 
btlancL The revenues had been slightly increased under 
the adminirttraiion of Sir Gervase Lucas. They had 
been estimated at only 2,823/p per anniim, when tho 
English got possession; but Gary shewed that in his 
dav they had rken to G,49f*/«i aJJd in 1675 President 
Aungier calculated that the annual amount was9*254/4 
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Within it few yeat^ tho ptipulation had Incrcoflcd 
from ten to stity thouwmd. The trade was rapidly 
becoming snpprior to that of tlie Fartorj’ at Surut^ 
and the Court resolved that tmo-half of all thoir 
shipping which left the port of Loiuhin should load 
for Tlorahay direct, and not dro]) anchor firsts as before, 
In Swally roads. Of course they were aware that the 
Governor of Sural would be annoyed by the fliminu- 
tion of trade at that place, and consequent loss of his 
duos. But they were beginning to have a sense of 
their own imiiortance; so they merely inetructed their 
servants to say—in case the Governor should raise 
objeetiona — that if ho would return some of the 
money which ho had extorted from them, and dis* 
countenance pestilent interlopers, they might winBidor 
the quEstion whether they should again resort only to 
Surat. In fact they were prematurely becoming a little 
arrogant. The espcriencc of a ftsw years only was 
required to teach them at a heavy cost that they were 
not flufBciently strong to stand in suirh an attitude. 

We will now endeavour to take a dioramic view ol 
Bomhay in its improved coiiditinn. The pt>pulatioti 
wns composed of English, Portuguese, Hindoos, 
Mussulmans, and native Roman Catlinlics, colled

The dwcUinga «f tlieae ilifftmit cLiasos wpre 
not fixed in aoparato quarters pf tho tovra, but pkeed 
iiidii}erizziiiinlol}\ Thu to\ni wxis a mile in leuglli. 
Tho houses were low, and for the most thatchpd; 
a few only, which hail Iwen built by Portuguese or 
Englisfai being of euhatanLial construe tion* None of 
the windows were glnjEefl ; but in many, o^iter-sbelk 
wT're mod as a substitute lor glass, llioro wjis a 
buriol-gmuiul at a place called Afendaim's Ikint^ 
from the name of the individual whoso eorpso was 
the first tluU was interrod there*^ Within fax 
hundred yards of the Fort the land was being 
graduallT cleared of trees and cottagcs.f There 
was one church, a pretty object^ belonging to the 
Portiignesc. On Malabar Rill BttH>d a Parsec tomb 
recently erarted^ and the ruins of a largo llmdoo 
temple. At JIahim was a Portuguese churchy with 
a hoose and other hmidsiinio buildings attacliod; 
there were also an English Guard-hoiisc and Custom- 
botise^ Tho Jesuits pn^^sed a church and cxtensiTC 
demesnefi at Parcll, fuid Sion was also their property. 
On the low ground to the soutb^mt of Sion w«ym 
saU-[3a]is, the Court having sent out diitictiotu that 
they should bo ccmstructed on the mode! of thii.HCi

ColaWi or Old Woman's Isla^d^ as it was callcfl 
for longi had been taiken possession of peaceably in 
16 / 4 * after an arnmgemeiit made between Gerald 
Aungier and the Portug:uese, For many years it was 
only usecl keep Lbo Companys antelopes* and 
other beasts of deUght*” None of its land was 
appropriated to individuals* as from the first it was 
reaerred to be a military caiJtomiient,f 

In the Ilarboiir* Butcher's Tsknil—as It was then 
and still is called—was only used aa a run for a feW' 
cattle, and a place where small tcsscIs were liauletl 
ashore and cleaned. Ek-phaiita was also nsecl only fiir 
cattle, and remained in the hands of the Portugnese- 
Tho figure of an elephant carved ont of a black stone 
- — from which the island received its name—^was 
standing nnmutilatcd, and so also was the figttro 
of a horse. I The tract on ihe tnamdanil e?t tending 
from the south point of the liar hour to tho river 
PoniJ was called ** The Corlaha," and Botnljay was 
dependent upon it for its supply of provisions* par¬ 
ticularly at such times as the Portuguese prohibited 
aU exportations from Salsotte.§ 

The small Strait which separates SaUette fr(»nj 
Bombay was claimed hy tho English* as part of thoir 
clonmln^; at the other aide* were the Aquada Block-

A new knding-phico letl to a fsiUego of 
Paulitmcfi, aa the Jesuits were then CHlIod* Btiforo 
the College stood a litrgo cross, and ticfuro that wiig 
u spiirc, which, when the tnivollor froto whose work 
this aceount is chiefly taken visited it, was **thwaekM 
full of young blacks singing vespers.” The tsollcgiatc 
estahlishmeiu w^iia defeiideili like a fortn*^®, with 
seven cannon * hesides ^mu]] iirms* Great hi>upjtditi‘ 
prevailed, iinil distingimhitfl gueste were, oti their 
arnval ntid departure, saluted with a mar of artillfir%% 
The Superior pcj^itcs^^d such extensive influence that 
his mandates were respc?et fully aitOTiiIi^ to in the 
eurrounding eoutitry, and the travel 111 - who hail tho 
gmnl fortune to Iw prnvidwl with hb letters coni- 
mendatorj, waa met hj the inMiple, wherever hn 
halted, with pmseiits of fruit and wine. The town 
of liandom was largo, with tilenl hoiu^. A v-iew 
from mnlHL-haunol, embracing the Ujwii, txdlege, and 
Churt':h of St^ Antlrew, was extremely pis^turiBstijm?. 
At a dU tail re of fonr miles was another churcb,. 
described as tiiugnifieont ; and the whido ncigh- 
iiourlnjod iviia studded with the \111as of Portugueso 
gentlemen, many of whom lived in considerablo 
state. 

To the east of Sabetto* the sail by way of Tantui to 
Uassein, which is now so justly atlmtred, must in those 
days have been of unrivalled licuuty. Tromhay was 

ti 
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adomcd witli o neat i:hiirch anil countTy^scat. When 
Tanna had been passed, ibn travefler’s eye restoil at 
oTery half nnle on eloguiit inanfijons* Two of these 
deserve special mention. One, the property of John 
(1 q Melos, waa throe miles fh>m Tanna; it stood on a 
ftlopmg eminence, decorated with tomiced milks stud 
gardens, and terminating at the water side with a 
lBUi(]UCting-honse, which was approached by a flight 
of stone steps, A mile further was Grehondel, the 
property of Martin Alphouso, said to he “ the richest 
don on this sido Goa." Above rose his fortified 
mansion, and a chtirch of stately architecture. 
Within Basscin were six churchea, foiir convents, a 
college of Jesuite, another of Tranciscans, and a 
library of historical, moral, and expository works. 
The Hidalgia’ dwellings, with their balconies and 
lofty windows, presented an impoBing appearance. 
Christiaiis only wen; permitted to sleep within tli© 
walls of the Unvn, and native tradesmen were com¬ 
pelled to leave at nightfall. 

Bat whilst attempting to acquaint ourselves with 
the flccnca amidst which the English lived, w'e have 
wandered from Bombay, and must retrace our shape. 
When we left it, aevcrul works of great importaneo 
had bctin completed, or were in progre^. The 
expense of these w'aa so great that at last the Com¬ 
pany began to find themselves involved in difficulties. 
In 1694, they stated v —” The island has stooil us, in 
first and last, three hundred thousand poumls,*** and

that sum.* Anil whim we remember the viUiic of 
mooo}^ at tbnt ^leriod, end the Company s Uinltod 
WBuuTces^ we are not surprised at fimlin g them 
exhausted bj ibcir efforts. They were eompeUct} to 
recruit their dnanees by exp(H;lienta» some of which 
were wise, Eomo paltry, imd otherB dangerous. In 
ICSO, they sent out poaitivo injunctions that all Uie 
expenses of the military and civil services in Uombay 
should be defrayed from the rovenues. A liousc-tox 
was to be imposed, the land surveyed, and portions to 
1 x 1 let out OQ leaso. It was hoped that by draining 
the flats, cunsidorablo tracts might be rtKiloimod from 
iiiundatioii, ntitl made profitable by cultivation. Other 
measures, wbicb disgusted nil classes, and sowed the 
seeds of revolt, W'ill be noticod when an account is 
given of home and {icrsonal affairs. 

Yot the faults which the Court of Directors and 
their servants committed ware chiefly tho Tcsidts of 
inexperience, and such as belong to a s tate of political 
infancy. But when we consider that they had 
sufficient penetration to discover the advantages of 
Bombay, which the royal Gtjvernmeiit seem never to 
have cotnprobendeti; when we reflect upon the vigour, 
deciHiun, prudence, and administrativo skill which 
they displayed in constructing great works, fostering 
miinufFictures, adding to their military strength, and

The CompnJty were fo-rtiuiatD in fiodinj^ men of 
disttiijfuisheil Abilities tu isii]}enateDd their afliiiri^ ftt 
thL» period. On the nineteenth of Mairb^ t663| Sir 
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George Oxcntlen, Knight, veaa appoiiitwl to be Presi¬ 
dent and Chief Direotor of all tho Company’s affairs 

at Surat and all other their Factories from Zellon 
to the Bed Sea." flis name is conspicuous above all 
others in the first pages of Anglo-Lidiiin annals, nnd 
in addition to his other titles, he was honoured in 1669 
with that of Governor and Comin!indcr-in-Chief of 
Bomhay, being at the aamo tima empowered to soloet 
one tif his Coimcil for the office of Deputy Governor. 
He died on the fourteenth of July, 1669. Gerald 
Aungier, a zealous, held, and highly hoitournhlo man, 
was his worthy siicueaBor, and died, after a tetlious 
illness, in June, 1677. Boh. who had lieen oppointeil 
hy the Company in 1669 Agent for Persia, then acted 
provisionallv as President, and when he left liulia in 
January, 1682, John Child, who was creatoil a 
baronet that same year, succeeded to tho highest 
authority.* Tho eharacUirB of Oxcudeo, Aungier, 
and Child, will appear in the sequel. 

Not only in Bombay, but at all their Factories, 
great cffiirts were made by the Company to extend 
tboir trade. We gain an idea of tho business which 
was carrioii on by the Factors of Surat at this time, 
when we loaru that in 1668 six sliips arrived from 
Kngland with gcxds and bullion to the value of a 
hundreil and thirty thousand pounds. Tho nest year 
twelve liundrod tons of shi]i|iing arrived with stuck 
valued at sevonty-ffve tliousuud iioimcls. In 1676 
came fiftcim hundred tons of shipping; in 167^ fi>ar

The debt, for which the Factory was 
respoiifiihle in 167-1, iimcitinted to a Itmidrefl and 
tliiriy-five tliousaad poonds. 

For the sake of forging a sniall link with the ooei* 
temporary history of another country, it may be 
menfiDned here, that in 1631 ihero was an intention 
of despatching from Surat six sniall veewils to Ton- 
quin aud Amoy j hut tho plan wns abandoned when 
infonnatzon wag n^eeived that the Tartars had driven 
tho Chinese from Amoy, and the Company’s Factory 
there hjul bc^n destroyed. 

With regard to particular articles of trade, it may 
he remarkeili that indigo or anile was more in demand 
tlian over. Pepper, salti>etre, raw' and wTought silks, 
to the value of thirty thousand pounds in a year, 
calicoes to the value of a hundred and sixty thousand 
jKmuits, and vorieus dnigs, were exported to England. 
A trade in diamonds was chiefly coniined to private 
dealers, who frer|uenLly' made large profits** 

Considerable attention was olmidy paid to the 
ei|K]rtatioi] of raw- Cotton, and so early as 1634 
attempts were made to save freight by corapresaiog it 
into lialeii with the aid of machinery. For this pur^ 
pose the Company sent out “a screw or engine," and

Hoyle has done in his vaLu- 
ahie work upon Cotton. In 1697 there must fiave 
been more than one such machine in Voinbay, as we 
have the Governor, on the 23rd of March in that year, 
writing a letter to the President and Council of 8urat, 
of which the following is an extract:—One nf the 
□utts of OUT cotton screws being hroaken, w'ee have in 
vain enJeavoiincd to get a piece of timber in y* coun¬ 
try herealaiut to make a new one, therefore doe you 
send us as Siwn as possible one or two pieces of 
Cossimha timber, in length ten foot three inches; 
hrotwl two foot four inches, and one foot two inches 
thicL" 

Several attempts were made to introduce a breed of 
English horses, but it was found very difGcult to 
preserve them alive during the long voyages which 
were then usually made.*

The lltmoumble Company do not indeed hint that 
their tiommerclal minds wore susceptihlo of pity, but 
their interests were in this case prnmoled by shewing 
kindntKsa to their hnmnn cattle. *' It may bo cen- 
veniont,” they wrote, “ yon should send near aa many 
female slaves os male to Sabt Helena, hccauec tho 
male will not live so contented, eicapt they have

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Tlio market at Surat was supposed to be stocked 

with such a large assortment of live gooda, that all 

fancies might be suited there, and the ncit order 

which tho Court aenl, shewed that they relied upon it 

for a supply of their minutest wants. They were on 

the bwik-out for a leash of slaves, and such slaves as 

only the most whimsical of men could have thought 
¥ 
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of; but as the conteuts of their BinguJar dt-ispatch will 
lx? imagined scarcoly credibk', it will bo advisabla to 
quote the exact word#, which forni a juisiflcripT, but 
are Gvidt?ntly the moat iTrqxjrtant part of the letter 
“ Hig Majesty hath required of tis to send to India 
to provide for him there ono malv and two femalo 
blacka, but tbev must be dwarfs of the least size that

you can procure, the nmle to he about sevemtccu years 
of age, and the females about fourteen. Wa would 
have yon, next to tbclr llttlenees, to ehuac such as may 
linvo the best features, and to send them home upon 
aity of our ships, giving the canunander great cbATgo 
to take care of their accommodation, and in particular 
of the females, that they be in no way abused in the 
Tovage bv any of tbs seamen ; for their provision and. 
clothes yon most take com to lay it in, a^d let them 
be set out with such oar and nose rings, and shackles 
for omamenlB about their legs (of fiilee stcfucs, and 
braes, bat not witli gold) as is usual to wear in the 
country, but let them not btf used by them in the 
vtiyage, but sent to us apart," * 

Whether three unhappy creatures of precisely 
such ages, sizes, and features os were rwpiirod, or 
whether mdoed any were ever prticnrcd and forwardwl, 
we arc not informed. As for the G)urt, tljcy seemed 
B£ if they dill not feel thut they were Bceking to traffic 
in humrni beings; they write not of men and w omen, 
b»>ys and girls, hut only use the wonls male und 
fcfmale, ns they might in refaronco to any strange

the matter into consideration. The old Company, 
therefore, straining every nervo to conriliatc tho mon- 
ureh, were amions to inUidgo all tho caprices of tho 
royal anil effete dchauchco, and not only listened to 
his puerile request for toys with souls in them,* hut 
also would have them omatneniod in such a mtinner 
as they supposed would satisfy the moat fastidious 
taste. 

Tlie English trade at Surat was bo hampered by 
native interference that we cannot wonder at tho 
Company 8 dedre to remove it to Uomhay. One year 
the Shroffs and Bunyos, with whimi the Factors 
tnmsacted businoBB, ivere banished from Surat, on 
account of a religious ilispute ; and the consequence 
was that these important auiiliaries of trade allied in 
their muney that they might bnry it, or conceal it, 
till the return of hotter times, refusing to advance 
any for the Company's bivcstmcnts, or to take euch 
gixxls os were imported, off the Factors' hands. 

At another time not only was the trade, but the 
lives of Europenns were in danger. Some Dutch 
Bcnmen hail, in a drunken frolic^ insulted a native 
officer, mill, fimring cluuusemeat, they took ntfugu in 
the English Factoiy. The Governor, liaving hail 
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ibis repnesentetl to liim by dosigning jjorsoiis m ii 
hostile combination against him of French, Dutch, 
and English, issued a pmclamatioti ordering all natives 
to withdr^iw front the Bcrvico of Europcanfl, aiul 
declaring that any European wearing arms might 1)0 
put to death with impunity. The Chiefs of the ihrts^ 
Dadons were this time so wi&e ivj to act in unison^ 
ajifl m all mmle a feint of ahandDning their Factories 
and ijuitting Sumt, the Govemor was brought to 
reasou. They were invited to return, and, after u 
negotiation of sis weeks' duration, their privileging 
were restored.* 

Olwitructions at the Custom Oouse were partieuhirly 
vexatious, especially to tlmsc who bad in«:tirml iho 
Governors ilispleHsur^^, or had not gained his favour 
by an unsparing use of hribeg. Tlievenot has given 
us a minute oixount of tho way in which travelled!, 
an<l mert'hfuits in particnhir, were tormented. When 
he arrivwi at tho bar of tho river, he was taken in a 
small boat up the stream to tho Custom Floust^; but, 
although he reached that place at eight o'clock in tho 
evening, he woa not permittee) to land until the next 
tnoming at ten* FI is person was then go strictly 
searched, and the wnduct of the officers was so 
ofTonaive, that his patience was put to a sore trial* 
And he was treatod less Bcverely than many othgrs* 
As soon as a ship cast .anchor ut the bar, her 
mander rnw^cti up to tho Custom Flo use, where 
he was obliged to give notice of his arrival, and a 
guard w^as then placed over his vessel to prevent the 
* Bnuse's 
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removal of any ortielo. From each pEissengor a fi^ uf 
half a rupco wojs demttinieil, ami he was charigod 
another luilf ni|iee for \m iiaas^age in ihe boat. As 
the Castnm Honse wiia mU ojjen frinn ten ocha^k 
until ntxin, the traveller wm compelled Ui wait until 
the next day, if he did not happen to arrive in the 
intervening time. A body of peons armed wdtb thick 
hamlioos were drawn up at the: landing plai^ic, and it 
w'as their buBincss to prevent all who came on shorn 
from holding any communicatioD with the bystanders^ 
After passing through a large courts tho traTeUerB 
wore ushered one at a time into an apartment where 
tho chief oIRrer mt in state. Their names were first 
registered, and i)ften they W'orn then required to strip 
themBtilves. If gold or eilvor were found upon their 
persons, two and a half per cent- of the value were 
claimed. Native ingeiiiiity was taxed to discover 
articles on which duty might be levied^ so that even 
gilt buttons were included, and tho Furscr of the 
Company s marine had to pay for these appendages to 
his coat DLS often as he crossed the river, jlftcr thk 
scrutiny they were dismissed, but were obliged to 
return aiuilher day fur thmr baggage, which waa 
completely rummiigtxL ClutlieK wore unfolded, pistol 
barrels sounded, the j$maJh^t artidca examined^ and it 
was sometimes a month before those who hod merchan¬ 
dise could get it piissed. Christiana paid n duty of four,* 
and native tmtiesmen of five per cecil on dieir g^oods^

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Europoan tourists oftou complain of the petty 
annoyances indicted upon them by the preventive 
officers of Austria and Itsilv; nativo merehanta some- 
times grumble at th^ tniatment to which they are 
sub]DetE>d in the CufLom lluuse of Bcituljay ^ but if 
iboj could only have limited Surat in the olden time, 
they migiH iudeecl have been indignant at the meddlmg 
protH*-iL3ititi3 of native rulers. The &jvenior himself 
searehed the buggage of Sir Thomas Boiv appro¬ 
priated to himself such articles us pleased him^* On 
another occasion the Govoraor w:is fi>mul seated in 
the Custom riouse, when hia sharp cyo fell upon a 
bracelet and a diamond ip the midst, of a travelier^s 
baggage, and immediately he signified to the owner 
that it wim his pleasure to purchoM) the ornnments. 
The poor fellow did not wish to sell; hut what 
matter? Hia Highness wished to buy- The other 
protestefi efOmestly that they were presents from dear 
friends. Ilis remonstrances savetl the diamond, hut 
the Governor detained the bracelet, until, m he iM^dd, 
the stranger should honour him wiih a visit. It is 
almoet needless to add that the bracelet wits noviir 
recovered. 

It not to ho concluded that the English were 
always subjeetetl to the %'exaiiiin3 hero described, but 
they were ever liable to them, and if they happened 
U) offend the Governor of the city, they were oppnssed 
whemrrer occasioo offered. Sometimes they wouq 
induIgtMl to a grisat degree, and [icrmitted to intnxlu™ 
contraband Jirticle^i without being r|ucstionud; at

wen.? BuHered to pass without examinatioa. 

Tlit’i hUtory of the Eiig'lish Eactors at Surat 
thnmghout this whole period is a ri^eortl of troublous 
years with a few' hrigbt days of joy and hope. Inter¬ 
lopers were ns was]>s to tliem; the Dutch eonkl outbid 
them irt the markets | the PortuEruese intrigued against 
thorn ; the Marathas triccl to plunder them \ and the 
Moguls to crush theziL. In EG 62 and following ye:urs 
the Factorsi in compliance with directions which they 
received frtim home, sought to ruin iiiterlopors by 
selling their own giK)ds at low rates; but here the 
Dutch stepped in, and hy moans of their superior 
cajiitolf competed with them successfully. The 
English had reduced their prices m low that the 
strain upon their commercial strength was too great, 
and they were compelled to contract their «»perations, 
suppressing some of their small Factorim.f 

On at^unt of these ilifficulties it was for long an 
open rtuestion whether Factories, when establishod on 
an adequate scale, were not a useless ex|iensei and 
whether it would not be prudent to give them up 
altogether* In many places the Dutch carried cm 
trade vrlthniit them, luid entered into oontmeta with 
native merchants; why then should the English

wliieh was whidly I heirs, whilst their share in I he 
profit a of the troile was insignificant** A Factor)^ 
which had been established at Ahmedahad wns elosecl, 
hut another one opened at Nunclrahad, 

Sivajee was for long a cause of nnxiet)' to tlio 
English Factors^ w'ho dosoly watched all his move¬ 
ments, dreading lest they tbcnyelves might be the 
objects of his next expeditiont ami dii^daring that 
*^ho seemed to he everywhere and preparetl ff>r every 
emergency ” At length, on the tilth of January 1664* 
he entered Surat. Such of the inhabitants m were 
able made their escape | the helpless Goveraor shutting 
hiimelf in the ensile, wideb was protected by English 
canm>ti,t and leaving the Marntha rohtier to plunder 
the city at his convcniencOp An Englishnum pstmed 
Smith having been seized by Siviijeo^a trcxipsi, and 
carried into his presence, afterwards described him as 
seated in a tent, and urderiug his exet-utliinera to chop 
off the hcaiils or hands of such imfortuiiatc Inhabitants 
he suspected of cuneeaiiiig tlieir wealth* Both the 
Dutch and English Fiictur^i stood upon the defensive i 
the conduct of the latter was so gallant that they not

onlj' hi>ld tluHf nvm but saved tlie property of mmy 
nutlvcs. So bigblj did the Eniporor Aimuigzeeh 
appreciate their courage mid retiolution that he sent 
to the Pre^ident^ Sir George O tendon, a robe of 
bcmiJiir^ and granteti the Factory eiteniptioTi fTom a 
[portion of customs duties. The Company also 
shewed their approval of the President^ eonduot by 
presenting him with a gohl medals* together with a 
gratuity of two hmidrwl |>ounds for hitniwilf, and four 
hon<;lred pounds to Ixs distributed amongst the Council 
mid fiuhordmate servants. Tliey also eipros^eil a 
wish that he wouhl continue in the adminlstratinn for 
three ycrars longer* 

Again, on the third of OetoWr, IdJOt Surat 
suffered under this BeourgOp when at the hem I of 
fifteen thousand men Sivajec pillaged the citj% This 
time several lives and some property were lost in 
detachcfl warehouses belonging to the EngUsh; but, 
as before, their Factory was gallantly defended, 
Streyusham Master halving in the President's absc?nce 
come with, a party of seamen fri>m Swally and tahen 
the command. The Dutch Fnetory being in a relireil 
ijuartcr of the city was unm<dcsted; hut tlie French, 
who biid lately establishnl thcrasclvc* here, snvotl 
themselves by ignominionsly agreeing that the plutt- 
ilervr should psci-^ through their Factory to attui-k 
and rob an unfortiniatc Tartar, styled by our FmHonai, 
“ Die King of Kaskar,'’ who, having been de|jO!seJ 
by his soUt had nintle a pilgtimagc to Mecca, anil wna 
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TCluniinfr with hw suite in fsincicd security. By tliis 
Itdse miJ cruel robbery Sivajco obtainetl “ n vast 
treasure in golil, sUver and plaW, a gold bed, and 
other rich furniture."* Lallan with booty he soon 
withdrew his army from tlio city; but roving bunds 
of his followers for long infested the ncigliTMurhood 
and territied the inliabitjmis; in some instances 
actually prcseuting themselvoa bcloro the Governor, 
and ho'kUy dcmantling a contribution.t 

In Fehruary, 1665, Sivtijeo had attacked Carwar, a 
town in the pnivini'c of Canam, where, as wo liave 
seen, the ETiglish had established a small Fftctery; 
blit the place being well defended, ho contented him- 
self with lei-VTng a contribution, of which the Factors 
share amnunted to a hundrod and twelve pounds. In 
1673 ho attackctl and plimdered Hoohlee, where also 
wiia a Factory. The Eagli.sU lost on this occasion 
prupertv to the value of i ,S94 pagodab, for which 
they afterwards demanded ot Sivajee an indemnity; 
but he steadily refused any, maintaining that his 
trooiifi had not molesUiil the Factory. A litllo fumi- 
turo, ho said, and a few trifles might have been taken, 
hut he would not ailmlt that their value exceeded two 
hundrcil ru|»oes.:f 

Although the English had thus Eufibml much from 
the laratility of the Maratlio usurper, ihov were 
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constrained to treat him with minsidoratton and 
resjicot. ETcn when lie was actuuUy en^^cd in 

assailing Siimt, tho Factors of Bombay felt so 
Uqwndcnt upon his country' for their grain and firo- 
wood, that they tKldressed him in conciliauirr language, 
and interchanotHl cirilitics with him. During tho 
mansr>oit of 1672 they were so terrified by an inoffbe- 
tuaJ attempt w'hich he made to take the PortugiUifio 
flcttlcmeni of Ghorabundar, that they endeavouTed to 
secure themselves by a trc-ity, and for that purpose 
sent Mr. Ustick to wait upon him. Happily Sirajee^s 
intert»t8 cnrrespondttd with their wishes. ^ long as 
they W'ere his friends the value of his conquests was 
increftsdi by their traile; ijF they Imil l»eoD his enemies 
they might have permitted tho Moguls to pass through 
the harbour of Bombay, and make a descent uism hia 
defenceless coast. He therefore agrectl to an nlUance. 
Mr. Ustick was also instructed to demand thirtv-two 
thousantl pagodas for damages sufitulned ; but of course 
the hope of obtaining such a sum was visiunaiy. How* 
ever Sirajeo readily consented to respect for the future 
all possessions of the English, and to indemnify tlnsm 
for such injuries as he admitted that be had indicted 
upon them; if only they would join him in an mepc- 
dition against Jinjecra, and re-ceiablish tlioir Facton' 
at Bajapoor. Tins rejily of the English was to the 
effect, that being mere merchants they never took up 
arms except in self defence, and that they could not 
venture upon a return to Rajapoor, unless provided 
with some security for their safetv,* 

“ tirufie 1 Annals KSTI-TSl Gnuit ITiitinyT iroJ. tiiL 
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Tlie Factors Mill bdulgcd the hope of obtaimng 
comperi^-itian rrnni Sivajeci tind in May 16/3 Mr* 
Nic:hob wont to him aa thuir Envoy. lie wag first 
intrt»dijeeii to SambliHjeo^ the aon, aiid afterwcirds to 
the Raja himself; bat he hail no more bucccss than 
hla preiloce^isor* 

When Sivajee’a victories had justified his actions in 
the minds of his foDowers; when successful rebolDon, 
treai.'herj% mbbt^ricSi and assossinationst combined wlt^l 
acts which hiu! lx,*eri i^uggi^ted hy a certain genoTosity, 
a love of onKerjjristi, aiul sifigitbir daring, had exalted 
him to the position of a hero in tho estimation of 
Marathns, they cheerfully gratified his ambition by 
pennittmg him to occupy a throne* The ceremonial 
of his installAiion was in part witnessed by Henry 
Oienden, afterwards Deputy Goyeraor of Bombay. 
With a view of concltiding a treaty on the Companvs 
behalf^ he and two other English Factors travelltd to 
race: Siyajec at Eerec or Raigarh* After ^sotiie diffi¬ 
culties had lieen removed^ twenty preliminar)" articles 
—of them favourable to the Company—were 
signed on the sixth of April 16/4. Sivajee engaged 
to allow ten thousand pagodas os an indomnity for tho 
losses sustained at Rttjapoor* He did not indeed con¬ 
sent to pay this sdui in cash; but it was obtained in 
the native manner by a little mtrimte arrangemont. 
According to tbis the English wore permitted ti> pur¬ 
chase annually for three years goods to tho value of 
five thousand pagodas, for which they were only to 
pay twij ihciusond fivu hundred pagodas* They wouhl 
thus roeovcr seven Llioiigaud five hundriRj pagwl}^, 
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and. tbe rpmaininjif two thousand five hundred were to 
be mode up by a tenipcjniry exemptioa of the liajapnor 
Factory from the usual customs. It was further 
agreed that tho XaDgltsh should esUtblish Factories at 
Hajapnor, Dahhol, Cliaul, and Callian; that they 
should trade wherever they pleased in tho Sfaratha 
territories, and fii their own prices without bring 
subjected to atiy arbitrary rules- For all gootk which 
they should import, a duty of not more than two and 
a half per cenL ad valorem was to bo paid| tho 
enrrent coins of the Company and Maratbas n cre 
to bo oxchangod accortling to their s]HMnfic value* i 
and lastly, it was engagwl tliat all the Company's 
prt»pcTty which might be wrecked on the Maratlm 
coasts, should be restored to its ownera. Sivajtw 
manifested great roluetanoe in consenting to tbb last 
article. He was at once rea<ly to promise that protec¬ 
tion should be secured to the crews of shipwrecked 
vessels; but lie considered it a privilege pertaining to 
his royalties, tljiit he should elaun for himacb' tho 
vessels and th*ir cai^gocB. Fiindly^ ab difBculties were 
overcome, and tho miliielcy Factory of Fajapoor was 
re-established* But Fortune never favoured it with 
her smiles^* 

A contemporary writer has left a graphic account of 
this Embasflj% in whieh| with the spirit of a true 
Briton r ho incorporates some curious tale* of the 
larder* With a sneer at tho unchristian appetite of a 
^laratha, he says that “ the diet of this sort of |icoplc 
admits not of great variely or c-ost, their delightfullcst 
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food being only cutcherry^ a sort of pulse nnd rice 
mixed together and boiled in butter, with wiiicii they 
grow fiit.” On the other Iiand the English Faetors, 
being tn danger of griwing lean, baitkered after the 
flesh-j»ta of Bombay ; hut at length, on their applica¬ 
tion to tJlo Baja, a Mussulman butcher was ordered 
to supply ilicm with what goat they should eipeud." 
He only proidded them with half a goat each dav ; 
but this waa more flesh meat thau he had sold for 
some years before; and the old man was so well 
plcastif! with his customers, that with gn'nt labour he 
dragged Ids tottering limbs up the hill to catch a 
glimpse of the hut€her*s/He»<i». For the itiformaiiou 
of those who study “ the art of dinLog” in India, our 
author coucludes thus :— 

So rare a thing is it to eat flesh among them; for 
the Gentiles eat none, and the Moure and PortugaLi 
eat it well stew’d, bak’d, or luiule into pottage; no 
nation eating it roasted so commonly as we do. Atirl 
in this point I doubt we err in these hot eovuitrics, 
where our spirita being always upon the flight, are not 
so luteut on the business of eoncotrtion ; ao that those 
things that arc easiest digested, and that create the 
Iflast trouble to the stomach, wx* find by expericnoe 
to agree boat here.'’ * 

Although on shore the aulitary preparations of the 
English at ihet time wore strictly detensiTe, anti in 
that respect similar to those which in ancient days a 
feudal baron of Europe found it nceessaiT to adopt for 
his protection, yet they were not always unwilling to 
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take an offensive iinsition at aea. They had three 
men-of-war—the Ret^et^ge, Timimtiiig twenty-two guns, 
the Mm/itoonf of two humlred aiid twenty tons, which 
hail liooa taken from the Dutch, and the Hunter of 
fuurtetm gunsj besides mtuiller vessels, cotifiisedlj 
styled by English writers miincliuas, galiivats, grabs, 
shybara, bdliTOis, prows, hoys and kctelies.* With 
this fleet the Factors were hecoming sensible of thoir 
power, and although their masters inaistei) upon 
abstaining from nil hostile aggressions, they tlicm- 
sclyes were dis^Kiscd to ventiire, ivith timid and uncer¬ 
tain steps, into the dangerous flehl of war. Tlicrc 
were two Native powci^, whose sliips they always 
watched with suspieion. Sivajeo's fleet, if estimated 
by nttmlKirs, would ap[H!ar formitkhle indeed. Tljc 
Factors of Carwjir, giving an account of it in 1665, 
state that it consisted of eighty-five frigates and three 
great ships. Such a force, when only scon upon 
paper, might have been viewed evon by the great 
powers of Europe with apprehension; but probably

Tltc other marine power upnn the coast was com¬ 
manded by Siddees.f This people wore originally 
natives of Abyssinia, but haring boon for jifenerations 
in the Mogul Emperor’s pay, thoir families had 
received grants td' forts and lands on ctmdition of 
equipping vessels and rendering naval service. One, 
whose descendant still holds the town a«cl port of 
Jafirahad on the coast of Katiwar, posaessctl at that 
time the Fort of Jitijcera, and when attacked in 1668 
by a powerful force of Sivajee, applied to tho English 
for assistance. The authorities of Bom bay were 
amious that the President should complv with his 
request, and the reason which they gave is worthy 
of notice, as showing that they had not y^t bamt to 
estimate their insular posscssiun at its true value. 
Thoso cunning intriguers and short-sighted politicians 
hoped that, if they were permitted to interpose, 
Jinjeere might eventuany fall into their hands; and 
they suggested that its advantages as a Bettlemcnt 
would bo superior to those of Bombay,f Jinjeera! 
Wliere and what is Jinjeera ? You may still find its

These Siddeea were troa1>le«K>mC| donj^i^rptifj neigh* 
bours, and it is difficult to eay whether their enmitj 
or friendship was moBt to be di^adeiL In 1672 they 
anchored with a fleet off Bombay^ and requested the 
Prcaidenrs permission to enter the Imrbourj and 
rarage the districts which belonged to Sivajoc. Their 
application waa refused j but having afterwards 
relieved Jinjijemt which was Ijadeged by Sivajec, and 
routed the Manitlta troops, tltey rotumod to Bombay 
BO inflated by aucctoss that they entered the liarboor 
witliijut thinking it necessary to ask any one's consent. 
The Pre&ident received them with Cfinstrained cinJity, 
for he was in an awkward predit ament; on the quo 
aide the Siddcc urged him to form a league against 
Bivajee, on the other side Sivajee vimed^ that, if this 
were done ho woiil<l instantly invado llomhav^ It 
was lucky that tho Siddco vi'as rcascmablo enough to 
take this ddemma into consideration. He prtMiisod 
to abfcrt&in from hostilidea against tho Maraths dis¬ 
tricts w'hich lay along the harbtitLf, and prepared to 
take his departure. His followers^ however^ gave 
proofs of their savage intentions by burning floveral 
houses at Mazagtin. 

The next year the Siddee again came and craved 
pormission to ** winter** in the harbour. By winter,** 
we may observe in passing, the Enghsili donotei:! that 
wet and boisternus, hut hot and steamy season, 
between June and Octoberi. President Aungier, 
being afraid that the Great Rlngul might resent 
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upon tbo Flustors at Sunil: any bihospttahle trmtnuint 
of his ailttura], pt^nnirtctl the unwelcamo Tkitors t« 
haul four of thalr vessels ashore, an oundirian that 
their crewa Khauhl withdraHr and leave them under 
the gnrrison’s protection. In October these shijs 
[Hit to sea, ju)d having joined a coilsidemble fleet, 
ravaged Sivajoe’s district, shed much blood, and 
carried away men, wanton, and ehildrati to bo sold 
into slavcn\ 

In 1674 a fleet of the Siddees ngnin made its 
appearaneo. Several of the men binding at tho 
vilhige of Sion seared away tbo iithabitontB, and 
would have occupied their Iiousob dunng the monsiKJit, 
if they hatl not been expelled by the English trmjis. 
it was then ogirod that no more thao three hundrer) 
of the Siddee s men shaulii ri’inam on shore at arte 
time, and that those should bring no other WDa]iuu 
but their swank.* 

Id 1677 the English were nftaj-ly involved in a 
quarrel with these people, because a certiiiii Eiiaigu 
Thorpe chose to insult aud injure the emw of om of 
their small vessek.f Tim incident will be meutiotied 
in annther place; k is enough to remark now thJit a 
w'ound was left which time alone could li^^ Yet 
Sifklee Siiiuhhol again applied for leiivo “to winter on 
the islaml/ thus giving a proof of confidence whir h 
the De]iut)'’Goveriiort l>«ing by no mcam hiispitahly 
disposed, receivocl like a bear a hug ; but^ as tho crafty

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African cnntrircd to prolong tho negotiation until the 
monsoon Imil fairly set in, it whb not then piiasibla for 
his tieet to Jeavo tho harlxmr. lie anti his pcoplw 
resided for a month or two at Maziigon without 
croaiing any disturhanee; although their intriguna 
were unfaiUiig Bources of anxiety to the British 
Goremnient. A threatening measage JTt>m Sivajee 
was the first intimation whicli the English recoived 
of an injm^ which the Siddee Iiad indicted on tho 
inhahitants of the opposite shore; a Brahman, with 
money procured from Sambhol, having hired a boat 
and party of men, -who kidnappetl four other Brah* 
DumB and transported them to the Siddeo's sliips^ 
where they were kept in close confinement. Sivajecs 
mctjace aroused the President to discover and punish 
the men-steaiers. Eleven wero apprehended, three of 
whom were executed, and the remainder sent os slaves 
to St. Helena.* 

Ill October the restless propensities of these people 
gnirTe rise to fresh alarms. jVli Knssim had been 
U])]Ktinted by the Emperor to supersede Sambhol, and 
tbut month he arrived to take command of the fleet. 
Whether the oM commander was willing to obey the 
august mandate for his degradation, we know not; 
hut certainly his officers and sailors wore determined 
that he should not. The Ailluwere of tho two 
Siddees were divided into faet:iori.ST and commeneed 
0. fight, Tlio Dejmty-GovDnior mimndiatc^ly

oil the fulluwers of Ali Kossim hail lit'oii dUunnialt 
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and foar liorses of English troopors Icilloilp was the 
broken peace restored** 

The next year, at the earnest mtercesslon of the 
Native Governor of Surat., the Siddi^ was again per- 
mittwl to reside at Bombay* IBs sniall veasek being 
hauled ashore, and the large ones moi»red near Afazu* 
gon, many of his men took up their abode in the 
town, where they daily coauniited acts of Tiolenee 
against the Hindoos^ Brahmans, as the objects of 
lUeir efr[X!cial aversion, were sometijfii:!^ i}eized by them 
and subjected to impurities which no i)enances coujd 
oxjimte. Tile sniferers urged Siv;i]ee to avenge them 
by entering the harbour, and burning the Siddee’^f 
Some Alaratha troops actually threatened to 
invade Bombay, but as the Portugueso were alarmed 
for the safety of Bsisseiu and resolved to oppose tlieir 
inarebi the expedition w^as recalled. 

Once TnorCt on the twenty-eighth iif April, l6SDj 
wo find the Deputy Governor and Council subjeeteil 
to annoyance by thepe people, who, with the greatest 
ofirontory, brought ^nne prisoners which had becu 
seized m Sivajoe’s clktriots, and offered them for Hide 
in Bombay. The English Government discovered 
twenty-one suoii unfortunate bcinge and immediately 
released them. A few days afterwards tho Hidilecs 
attempted to minKluce contraband goods, and attiukod 
the guoTils at the Custom House. Their lender, 
Ko&sim, saileij with his fleet into tho harbour, and 
anchored off the fort* The discharge of a fe w guns

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brought him to re^i^n; but Sambhujee, who hml 
succcudocl his father Sivajee,—^the death of the latter 
having occurred at the lieghming of tliL* month— 
waa »o Bimojcd at the protection which the English 
had unwillingly afforded tlie Siddccs, that he also 
threatened an assault and invasion. 

SamhhajcGS fieot actually did attack the Slddcos at 
Die little island of ITaneri, and this led to a fresh 
annoyaneo. Having defeated SambhajeeV tnim with 
great slaughter, the triumphant Siddeea brought 
eighty heads in hoakets to Miuagun, and were pro¬ 
ceeding, as a matter of course, to ratige them on poles 
along the shore; hut the English Government, feeling 
what the others thought a silly squeamishness, posi¬ 
tively prohihitetl the ghastly exhibition.* 

This little isUmd IlEincri, and its twin sister Klm- 
ncri, commanding to a certain extent the entrance of 
the harbour, were eagerly coveted by the English 
Government, wlio saw in them a strong temptation 
to conuuence an aggressive war. As Khatieri was 
snppofied to have no fresb water, it was ncglectod by 
all parties until 1679; hut in October of that year 
tSivajee, enraged at the Siddee's predatory excursions, 
and being prevented froin retaliating with attacking 
Bombay, took possession of Khoneri. This measure 
placed him in such a [wBition that he could not only 
poum^ upon his African foes, but also, when they 
were protect4xl by the English, made reprisals on the 
latter’s shipping. 

Under these circinnstanceii the English, in con-

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jimcdoii with their new nllies the Sidilees, attempted 
to eject tile MarathiLS. Tllcir first i<icp was to stfnci 
on aged Captain, or—'iiy another writer states, with 
more pruhiibiHli'-—a drunken Lieutenant * in a small 
vessel, witli itistnietions to demand why the intruders 
Iifui come to Ktiiincri. Tliia oflifrer twiog induced to 
liuid, ho and his crew wore treachoruiijily ent off. The 
Ji-Vi'enge^ a pink, luid seven native craft were theti 
onleretl to lie at anchor so as to block up all the 
avenues to the rock. Ujam this ehallcnge the Afam- 
thas, with forty vessels, attacked the English fleet, 
took one grab, and put to fiiglit all except tliu 
Reeenge, The little man-of-war was cominandcd hj^ 
Captain iiinebin^ and the gallant Captain Keigwin, 
W'ho was ComniiKloro for the cx:casi)(>n, was with him. 
These officers coolly pcmiitted the Marathas to Ixanl, 
and then awffoping the deck fore ami aft. with their 
great guns, destroyed some hundreds, sunk four of the 
enemy's vcaocla, anil compelleil the rest to seek refuge 
in Eight, let, signal as was tliis success, they did 
not recover Khaneri. 

As a counter movement against Sivajee, Siddeo 
Kos&im prcn:ecded to entrench himself at Jlaneri, and 
in 1680 Sambhajee jtt vain attcmptnl to drive him 
out. Although guns planted on these rocks could 
never have such a long range as to prevent ingress to, 
and i^-ss from, the harlHiur, yet when they were in 
posiHfssiun of uncertain friends, Uke the Siddws and 
hfarathas, the aimoyaticc must have Ixfcn almost

uf the day. The Court in reply dethtred tlmt they 
were qniie oppci&ed to any such undertaking^, and then 
expounding a policy which they soon found rcii^ti to 
change in reality, althougii not in profession, added:-— 
“ Although wc have fonnorly wrote you (Jiat we will 
haye no war for llendrj' Kendnr, yet all ivar is so con¬ 
trary to our eoniiititution, as^ woU as our interest^ that 
we cannot too often inculeato to you our aversion there- 
mitn."' The smne injunction is repeated, only in srill 
gtronger terms, the toUow mg year, ul though the inwn- 
venienee of allow ing these ishmds to he occupied hr the 
sailors of another nation is fully ncknowletlged^* 

This exccssivo caution of the English Wiis, as may 
be 3iip]xi5cd, called timidity hy the Natives, wdio rather 
mortified the Factors by taunting them In some such, 
language as the following:—“ ^Tiy vaunts your natioD ? 
What victories have you achieved? liVlutt has your 
svrord done ? Wh^ ever tolt your power ? What do 
you possess ? We sao the Duti^h outdo you | the 
Portugals have hohaved themselves like men; overr 
one runs you down; you can scarco keep BomliaiiD, 
wMch you got {as w'o know) not by y<mr valour hut 
compact; and will you pretend to Ui men of war, or 
cope with our princes? It "s fitter for you to live on 
merchandise and submit to u&.'^f iLcading these

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taunts in tin* nineteen til century, we almost loe^ at 
them as jurophecy under the garb of satire. At that 
time, bowever, a prophet could only have said; ** O 
thou swonl of the English, how long wilt thou bo 
quiet ? Put np tbysolf into the scabbanl, rest and Iw 
still. ITiou bast not yot r<N:eivod thy ohargo against 
the nations of India. For the English, suhiniaaion 
and patiimce are now appointed.’'* 

Although the pacific mstruetjouB of the Court seem 
plain and decisive, their policy was in truth mean and 
crooked. They recommended their servan ts to temporise 
with the great and scmi-barbarous powers by which 
they wore surrounded} bat yet oncouragml them to 
enforce on observance of treaties fay the employment 
of armed vcsuls. They'thus hoped that if llieir 
military enterjirises should fail, and they should be 
blamed in England, they might shift all rcsponsihility 
from their own shoulders to Lhoso of their iwirants in 
India. Sf> much, bo it remarked, is uilmitted even by 
thoir apologists, f 

The Siddecs continued to sTsit Ma^agim frequonily, 
to annov the English, and plunder the opposite dis¬ 
tricts of the Marathas. They oven pniehascd houses, 
and established their families in Bombay. Ono 
Morathu ressel, which they seized in l6Sl, was 
rescued by the guard-boa !is of the English. In 1632 
continual skirmishes twik place between their fieet 
and Sambhajee’s, both sides being guilty of gross 
outrages. At last Samhhaj'ee prohibited the exporta-

tripled. A sangninarj' conflict ensued between the 
fleet of Sambhajee, conunaiided by Siddee Mbrree, a 
relarion of that Hambbol who had been disniisac<] the 
Emperoris service, and the regular fleet of the Siddeci 
comioanded hj Yakoot Khan. Victory declared for 
the latter, and Misree being morUiUj wounded was 
bruught to die at Jlazagon.* 

Anotlicr evil, which in time grew to ennnnoiu 
magnitude, had always been a serious hindrance to 
English trade* ''rhe Western Coa$ta of India had 
been notorious for pirates even when visited by the 
Bf^maus in the days of their j>ower, and their fleets 
which came annually from the Red Scia earried a 
number of archers for proteutiun against these rovera.f 
Ptolemy wrote of them as if he respected their 
heroism,J Marco Polo in L2G0satd| that with their 
wives and children they passed all the months of fair 
weather at sea, that ™ch of their fleets comprisod 
twenty ships, which being ranged at a disiantre of 
five miles from each other, made a line of a hundred 
miles, and that as soon as one descrii:d a merchant 
ship she made a rignol to the rest, bo that it was 
scarcely possible for their victim to escape. § 

These pimtes of Malabar were at firi&t considered

t'ormidable to Euglieh vessels even when well nnned. 
Sir Thomas Herbert fell in with a piratical craft, to 
which chase was given by two of the ship’s boats, 
each containing fiftv masqaetcers. A hand-to-band 
engagement foUowotl. Tho pirates used their wea|)on9 
with such desperate courage, and plied so well what 
Herbert calls “ a sort of hand-granado with a volley 
of mvenonious shafu,’* but which, probably, was 
notbing more than a “atink-pot,” that the English 
were constrained to retreat, with half of their men 
cither killed or scalded. The some English ship 
came upon forty boats of pirates at Mangalore; but 
all made good their escape. 

During the whole period which this nairative 
embracos, the coast was infi^sted with these marine 
thieves and others colled Sangamans or Sindaniaus. * 
The latter yielded in eonmgc but not in criudty to 
the piratGfi of ifalaboTv 

In 1677 some of these wi-etehos eei^ed hji Eufrlish* 
num near Cotarru, whilst be was sailing in a Portupie&e 
ressel from Damanv They demanded a rjmsoin; bat 
in conformity with a principle which baa been gene¬ 
rally adoptc^l by the Brlti^ GoTeniinenl in India, 
Mr» Boweber, who was actiug for the Deputy Go?er^ 
nor of Hombiiyt refu&cd to give any. He well knew 
that such a payment would only lead to more sei^ureSt

they frequented mdi pJ*«iL Timrel* in VVcffteru iDfUi^by L^t-CuloneT 
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and believed that hk determination was prudent iuid 
h nnmae, although apparon tl v cruel. The disappoln ted 
pirates hound their unhappy prisoner to a tree, and 
hince<l him to death.* 

Fryer, when paafling up the river to Vingorla, met 
a Alalabar pirate, which had made prize of a grab in 
open day. The English veaBcl in which he aailetl 
immediately attacked her, although ahe had sixty 
fighting men, who defended themselves with small 
guns, stones, and Btink*pots. As the gunner of the 
English vessel hod been left in the stums of Goa, one 
of the Factors was obliged to servo the single gun; 
but he porformed this duty eo clumsily that he sot hia 
own clothes on fire with a cartridge, and le^apod over* 
Ijcjard to quench the flames. Taking mlvantage of 
tlie confusion caused hr this mishap, the pirates 
attempted to board, but were repelled by a discharge 
of hluiiderhusses. They then sheeml ofl^. The 
English were warmly congratulnted and complimented 
for their gallantry' by the Chief of the Dutch Factory 
at Vingorla, and others who had been spectators of 
the cemltat. They afterwards heard that the captain 
of the pirate vessel and several men had been killed, 
and that nitmerous other vessels of the same class 
were lying in wait for them with a view' of taking 
their rovengc.f 

As for the native vessels engaged in the coasting 
trade they were as mice, for which the Malabareije

superior courage and fitrengtiv of tbe former genemUy 
obtaining the prey. Or, perhaps, the native traders 
might bo better compart’d to rabbits, skipping from 
one bumow to another. During tlie day they lay 
Concealed in some biding place, and towards evening 
a sailor would ascend an eminence to make a survey. 
Not until they wore satisfied that no pirates were in 
the neighbourhood, and their tnovemonts were screened 
by the darkness, did they venture forth. In short, 
the paths of the ocean were fully as dangerous for 
defenceless travellers as those of the land.* 

Secure as the present position of the English in 
In<lia appears, it is difficult to imagine the constant 
abirms and anxieties amidst which they must have 
formerly lived. We cannot say whether they had most 
cause to fear the hostility of nati ve powers, freebooters 
by sea and laud, or their European rivals. Tlie 
Portuguese continued to insult and injure them, nor 
was it at once fliscovered how much mure audacious 
were the words than the acts of that decaying race. 
They had lately exposed thcmselvca to contempt, hv 
suffering a force of six himdred Arabs from iluscat 
to invade the territorj' and plunder the churches and 
houses of Basscin, although the garrison outnumbered 
their aB8aitants.t Yet recreant as was this behaviour 
of their tr<xips, Fresident Aiingier wrote soon after 
that they had "grown very prodigiously bold." Tlicy 
chased a Malabar vessel into the harbour of Bombay, 
Thcv^isotr lif. L* l<9t(er clup- L 

t Ormir'i Fiesginrnt*. Thh in 1674. 
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and then that the Deputy GoTernor should 

give her up as their lawful prlae. The reply was a 
pcrcmpt^iry refusal. So Manoel de Siddmtha, their 
General, arose in his fuTTj levied an army of twelve 
hundred nieu, and vowed that if the vessel were not 
surrendered peaeeably^ ho would invade Bombay, and 
take it by for™. He actually began to raarcb, but 
then found that the English cluef not to lie 
frightened into submission by threats^ Ilis opponent’s 
calm reiH)lution induced the General to alter hia 
plans and beat a retreat, whilst the English chuckled 
and laughed. Uo was also, they said, ** very' much 
reproached by tho Hidolguoa and Padroes for his 
rash foUv." * 

■r 

The high tone with w'hich the English addressed 
their neiglihour^ iu this aJfair was new\ and in remark¬ 
able contrast with theb* stylo at other times. The 
Deputy's dminc^ met with the full approhation of 
his fiuperiort who was only afraid that th&re were spies 
within the camp. Some Bonma Catholic priests hml 
been more busy than became them In this matter. 
The Prosident therefore directed that a artrict account 
should bo taken of sucii persons, ^^and pardcularly of 
that Jesuit Padrec at Paroll, and the Padrees in 
JIalHiis.*^f The refuse of the Goanese clergy were 
eontinually rosortiiig to Bombay, and remaining there 
without having a cure of souls, or any rfigidar appoint-

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utid it wus difficult to ascertain whether they 
wore engaged in political intrigues, or morel? escaping 
frnm the trh^me discipline of a monastic life. In 
the one (mse the? were likely to prove dojigoroiiB i in 
the other only tronblesunie ; but that their object was 
either to make tho Portugnese on the island ill alfected 
Uiwanls the Governmont, or else to fince themselves 
irom all restraint and lead licentious lives, appears to 
have bwn undoubtc»L An order was therefore ksiiod, 
requiring “all such vagabond Padrocss" to repair to 
Cbaul, or wherever else they pleased. It bore a sem- 
blruuNi of intolerance, but was in reality a protective 
ordinance.* 

Wlien menaces had failed to obtain any satis- 
foctiont some Portuguese of Salfiette rciMirted to 
baser means of indulging on iid|)oteiit revenge, and 
foully murdered a Sergeant Sotithcrlimd, who bad 
strayed beyond the English boundary, Tlie Presi¬ 
dent declared “such bloody violentes cannot tie put 
up ¥rithout sadsfoctioii,"' and ordered that the Superior 
of the College at Bondora shouhl be called to account 
for this assassination^ as it was perpetrated wittun tho 
limits of his jurisdiction. We arc not told whether 
this rei^nable denmnd met with due attention.f 
Envy WHS the mainspring of Portuguese hostility. 
The EngUsh Factors said:—They are ever eiquisitu 
seekers of nil ways imaguiahle to do us mischief, 
envying ua, W4^ suppose, the sudden prosperity this

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place 13 ruae ta* Holdin^^ m they did| Karisja auil 
Salsette^ they had it in their power to fetter English 
trade with the ioterior, and they were Jar from bal^k- 
ward in maldng me of their opportimiries. For all 
goodd passing Inland they exacted a daty of ten per 
cent.f but their beaTiest impost was upon timber 
brought to Bombay from Callian and Brimsley,* For 
this they demanded a duty of thirty-three jier cenn^ 
in addition to a ehargo of twenty jier cent* made by 
their offit.%r who commanded at Basseirii as a premium 
for permission to let it pass through his districL At 
one time they forbade all tnmspurtation of rice from 
Bandora to Bombayi and| althouglj their own supplit!;^ 
were abundant^ placed a duty, which was so hea\'y as 
to be almost pndiibitorj-, on tho eiportatien of fruits, 
vegetables, and fowls, from all parts of their terri* 
tory* Ilowover, the English steadily resisted the 
demand for custom-dudes at Tanna and Karinja, and 
threatened an appeal to arms in case an atietnpt was 
made to enforce pay men t- 

From one part of their illiberal system the Govern¬ 
ment of Bombay reaped considerable benefit. That 
intolerancre hy which the Portugoijse have earned an 
unenviable celebrity, was as ruinous to their fiottle- 
ments Bs it was advantageous to their neigh bours^ 
Brahmans, wboise services were of much valuo^ lived 
at Bandera in constant fear that when they died their 
children would l>c seized by the priests and baptizeti 
Many of them, therefore, escaped to Bombay^ and of 
those who remained, some built on that island honsi^,

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whei^e they left their wires and children Ofi Id places 
of Becurity.* 

The Dutch Factory at Sijrat wus now on a giund 
scale^t yet the nffiiirs of that nation were conducted 
with such economy and skill that they were hehi up 
by the Court of Directors as models to which tlrey 
expected their Factors to conform llicmBelvefi^J Hi 
feelings^ which afterwards broke out in a rupture 
Iwtwecn England and Holland^ were jnnoiildering iu 
the Factors' breasts^ The Hollanders sheared their 
contempt for the English hy beating several of ihelr 
servants, hoisting the flag of St. George under tlie 
flag of the Uiiiteil Provinces^ proclaiming tliemselves 
sovereigna of the seas^ and declaring that whatever 
their masters at home might say, they woidd do what 
they pleased at Surat.| As the Portugueae were the 
most troubloioiiie rivals of the English on land, m 
these Dutch were their most formidable enemies at 
sea. After the war had brokim out between the two 
nations in 1664, the cupidity of each was Lnstigateci 
by the desire of excluding the other from tho Indian 
trade. In England avartex^ hoped to proht by national 
indignation, anrl even iioctry condescended to swell the 
stream of popular fury^ taking for its themes delenda 
est CarthagOp* and tho tempting prb.e6 of the Ixjw*

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Luidcra'commerce.* But probably tie eipectatiooB of 
tbc Uutch hnd a hotter b.^imdatioii, as the armaments 
which they seat to the Imliati aeas were far superior 
to those of the English. When the aTaricious designs 
of both Tuvtirms were frustrakHl by the peace, the 
Dutodi still endeavoured to attain their object by 
intriguing with native merchants. The English Com- 
panv also was almost mined by the ciponses of a 
fleet which they luul equipped to revenge upon the 
Dutch their expuhtion from Bantam, but which was 
prevented from soiling by Charles the Second. They 
were unable to remit the usual aumg of money to 
India for the pnrcliafie of cargoes, and their Factories 
having to supply the deficiency, became involvetl in 
dubt.f 

At this period the Frondi made their first apijear- 
ance at Surat as traders. Colbert, their Minister of 
Finance, liad contrived the establishment of an East 
Tndta Company in 1664, and their agents settled at 
Surat in l66S, untler Caron, a man of French extrac¬ 
tion, but who had grown old in the service of the 
Dutch Company at Japan. Haiiiiig been banished 
from that country on account of his intrigues, and 
not well received by the Dutch at Java, he placed 
him*»elf at the disposal of the French, by whom he 
was sent to Surat; but he appears to have soon

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bccomfl convinced that hk countrymen were incapable 
of competing with the Englitth and Dutch,* Iti 
1671-2 ft French fleet of twelve ships omTed, bringing 
stock which waa vuluod at a hundred and thirty 
thousand pounds, Tlicir purchases and sales were 
made with such raslmn^ss that for a time they reduced 
the price of European, and raised the price of Indinn 
goods; but the English Factors perceived that they 
wore poor men of business, and not likely to prove 
fluccessi'ut rivals in comraerce-f As for their Factotv, 
Fryer dismissed the consideration liy merely saying, 
that “it is hotter stored with monsieurs than with 
cash; they live well, borrow money, and make a 
show." The conclusion of the French speculation 
was, that they rajj away from Surat without paring 
their debts, and when they sought permission to return 
were positively refused,;}; 

Some French Capuchins hod also established them¬ 
selves at Surat, and haring used the namfl of an 
Aleppo merchant to purchase land, had built a 
monastery and elegant church. Importunt serricca 
which they rendered to the English when in trouble 
were many years afterwards acknowledged with 
gratitude by tho President and Council. | The 
intrepid and dirinterested conduct of Father Ambrose^ 
their superior, desen'es to bo recorded; for when 
Sivajee was approaching tho city, the good Father

Not the least of the aimetics ’aith which the 
English Factors were harassed, aroso a eonstiint 
expectation of haviiig their trade ahared by inter¬ 
lopers. Strict inj unctions were received from home 
that such shoaUl be seized; if possible, hy surprise, 
in order to avoid blfHxIshed; but at any rate they 
were to be BeiztxU When taken, their ships uith the 
cargoes were to be conhscated. One-half of the value 
was appropriated to his Britannic Majesti es use, and 
the other half, awarding to their charter, to the 
Company, f Against some who had evaded the 
Factors* vigilance, succe^ful actions were brought 
in the Courts of England-^ some time the 

Company declared publicly that Free Trade was |>er- 
mitted—but this was a quibble, or rather an unblush¬ 
ing falsehood-^ 

To men hedged in and protected by exclusive 
privileges, it seemed as unreasonable that any regu- 
larlv organized body should be authorized by Govern¬ 
ment to enter their held of commerce, as that the 
trade should bo altogether opened.

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mBclci r€)cdved favourahly by the people of Enpland^ 
and oven listened to bj tbe King. These the old 
Company nffeeteil to treat with contempt, although 
there ia no doubt that in secret they were really 
alarmc^l. At last^ in 16S2, they had so far suoeeeded 
in propitiating the King and hU Council, that they 
flattered themselves the threatened storm had olto^ 
gethor passed away^ " We suppose yoa may have 
heard the noise of the new stibscriptions/ the? wrote, 
**or a new East India Stock,“a thing in itself 
frivolous, and serring only to amuse idle and ignorant 
people, nut Princes nnr Councils of State, or any 
wise man. But, however, to lay that matter for ever 
asleep, it Inul lately a great debate before hia Alajestj 
and Council, to the Company's great honour and 
reputatinn, which is enough for us to say to you upon 
this ocscasion,"* 

Deluded Court! When they wrote in this trium- 
phaut and self-gratuktory style, they little knew what 
rivalry wbe in store for them. They leaned upon the 
King and Coimcd^—a reed which broke and pierced 
them* Tliey had conltdence in a bad cause, and such 
usually leads to shame and discomfiture* 

In October 1685 accounts reached Bombay that 
Charles the Second was dead. On the twenty-fifth 
James the Second was proclaimed at Surat with all 
possible solemnity, and a <xingratiilatorjr address for- 
wardttl to him by the President and CounclLf

The Factors of Surat wen? ntakitig' tfacmselvca 
extremely eomfortablci ami intlced gradually imitating 
that style and grandeor which distingiimh the corpo* 
rate Bocieties of England* Some of them n^itled at 
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SwaUy, where at first they had been contented to pitch 
tents, hut In the days of President Andrews con- 
Yenient hun^ciws were erected- The ficeno here 
wm interesting, particularly after the penothcal 
arrivals of shi|3^ frem Eurnpe, A suitable Imulitig- 
place le<l to the English dwellings^ Englbb| Dutch, 
anil French colnura were hoisted on their rcepectivc 
flagstafRs j and at the sea-side were the tombs of 
several Europeans. 

When the residents of Swally visited Surat, they 
generally maintained their dignity by travelling in 
some Eta to. Dorses were not used for (Iraught; hut 
their ordinary conveyances were two-wheeled f-arts or 
four-wheeled waggons, drawn by bullocks, and styled 
by couTteaj" chariots or coaches. With few exceptions 
thcae were made after tho mtive fasliionf and the 
rider was comiiclleti to sit cross-leggetl in them* 
Frj-er says, they were cuvered with scarlet and ill 
hung, being much like those sold at Ixmdou tu plea^o 
little children with,, only burger and lincfl with velvet." 
They were escorted by a company of peons i such a 
tnx>p, remarks the same graphic author, os may be 
seen in ** old pictures of our Lord'^s apprehension.^ 

The English Factory was a handsome and so] id 
bnilding of atone^ It supported on upper and lower 
gnJleryT was ornamented by some good carviiig, mid 
contained private apartments, with a neat oratoiy,** 
and common dining-room. Strangers were pleaw^l 
with the numerous curiosities which were exhibited lo 
it. There were various gpocimena of zoology, then 
considered novelties j amongst them a good collection 
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of tumbler, suid other pigDons^ fighting-cocik^ 

from Siam, milk-white turtle doTcs fmm Bussom, 
cockatoos awd newriej from Bantam, a casainwary, 
which had the power of digesting iron, and diminu¬ 
tive Ahmuflrtvute* 

The hours for transacting business with natives 
were from ten till twelve, and again from four until 
night. At such times the Paetory was a scene of 
extraonlmaiy noise and bustle^ 

There wore not more than twentj-eight Foctera 
and WriterE.* Their apartments seemed to a visitor 
extremely elegant, when oompared with others in 
India. The higher grades of rank were attained 
by a Togular system of sonioritT, tind an order of 
precedence wiuj strictly observeil. First came the 
President and eight members of Council, fivo only of 
whom w'ere obliged to reside at Sumt* Next to the 
President ranked the Accounlant, who acted as 
Treasurer, atul prepareil the accounts for audit- 
After him came the Wareboitee-kecpor, who regis¬ 
tered the sales of European, and tho purchases of 
Oriental goods. Fourth was the Purser iJarinc, who 
was required to give an account of all erports ancl 
imports, to pay seameii’s wages, provide stones, and 
disciharge other duties connected with the shipping, 
Tho fifth was the Secretary^ who regulated the general 
idTnirs. These five were members of Council, 

When a young man first arrived in India lie was 
styled an apprButic.'c ? but after a time this term seems

In 16/9 the Bidfirv' of the Deputy Governor of Bomhav 
was reduced to a hundred and twenty pounds. HaJf 
of Jill salaries, with the exceptiuii of the Accountants 
and W rlters, was paid in England, and was cnnsidcnnl 
a aecurity th.Tt, in case of any misdcmcannur, tho 
offending party might be fined Ijy the Court. Writers 
received their ten pounds in India. A Chaplain, 
who received fifty pounds SfJary, and—significant 
condition—fifty pounds more *‘duringgood behaviour," 
a Physiciati tuid Surgeon, whose incomes corres[HmdtHl 
with the Senior Factors’, completed the European 
part of the establishment. A Moonshee was also 
attachetl to the Factory in order that the young nion 
might be instructed in native languages, hut fow 
made any effort to learn them ; the Court complained 
that they were an idle set: indB«l their liettera often 
set them but a [wor example, for some who ranked next 
to mombere of Council, and othera who had been sent 
out ns Chiefs of Bubordinato Factories, were severelv 
reprimandeti for iinlifTtirwDcc* idlcnf? 3 s, and grf^ 
noglLM^t of thoir officiHl duties* Alanv had qidt^ a 
flchootboy fl dislike nf the pen, and am their niae^ters 
direcUd tlmt a schoollx^j^i punishment shuuld bo 
inflicted tipoti them* For every day their work wai* 
negloeted thor were to bo fined one dollar, irhich waa 
to be cloducted from tho portian of their salaries paid 
in India; bnt le^t the Com|Miiiy should be jsugpeeted 
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of any tncrcotiury motive in Inking ihesc doUars^ tliey 
were to bo BjcUlmi to ibe fund wbicb was mi^d for 
defraying the Cipeuses of public buildings and the 
<lecf>nvtionfl of Bombay I * 

That an impression might he m&do upon the nativest 
the President indulged Uy a considerable extent in 
pomp and state—even more than the Dutch Pr^sii- 
deni:* He had a fiiandard-bearor and bodv-guard, 
composcMi of a sergeant and double file of English 
soldiers. Forty natives also attended liinh At dinner 
each course was usheritl in by the sonnd of trum|3ets^ 
atul his ears were regaled by a band of music* When¬ 
ever he left his private rooms he was preceded by 
attcmlants with silver wands* On great occasions, 
when he issued from iho Factory, he appoared on 
horseback, or in n palanquin, or a coach drawn by 
milk-white oxen—donhtless of that large and heautifi]i] 
breed for which Gnssorat b celebrated-1 Led horses

These Bccoiiiits of the President’s graniletir aro 
eonlinncd by tombs which still remain standing at 
Surat. What was the style uf the living may be 
inlbrrcd from the bouses of the dead; amlj moreover, 
Fancy may se® in those sepulchnd miris the con- 
tinuancD of an undying rivalrr bctivecn the agents of 
England and Holland, Van liecdc, the old i^uteh 
Chieif, has a bravo eliamol-hoaso ; bis motildornig 
hones Ho beneat h a double cupola of great dimonsions, 
formerly adorned with frescoes* cscutcheonSj and 
ologant wood-worlc.

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Structures of the kindf cicopt the tomb of Adrian at 
Rome ami a few others, equal it. Douhtloss the 
mlentioti of its huildera was to eclipse the noble 
mausoleum which coders the remains of Sir George 
and Christopher Oxenclen, who died a few vears earlier 
than Ton Reede. ChriHtopher is commemorated by 
a cupola within the loftier and more expaa^ito cupola 
raisecl ia hnnour of his more distinguished brother^ 
the Prcaidcut, The height of this momiment is 
fort)' foot, the diameter twentr^five- Massive pillars 
support the cupolas^ and round their interiors are 
gallenes reached by a fligljt af many steps.

appearance to the natives of India, they complaine^l 
bitterly of the heavy charge, at & time when they 
were expending large sums upon the fortifications of 
Bombay. Tliey plainly told their President that they 
would be better pleascdj if he could suppress his riiiing 
vanity, and mortify his mordinate love of displav.f

scenes at Surat and Bombay, and see what, aJ'ter all, 
was the state of societ)^, when its fine dress and oute- 
mony were thrown aside. 

At first, he shall be introducod to a gentleman whoee 
book is, next to ulficial rocord&i the boat authority 
wo have for a knowledge of men and manners at that 
time. Fry'er had graduated as Doctor of Medicine at 
the University of Cambridge, and having given abun¬ 
dant proofs of his learning, penetration, and sagacit}, 
was elected a FeUow of the Royal Society, On the 
ninth of Docemher 1673 he left England in the ship 
Uni/^f accompanied by ten other East Indiauietii 
anil, after visiting the Coromandel Coast, arrivecl the 
following December at Rimhay, where he was received 
by President Aungier. Tbero his medical sendees 
were in coi^tant r^Hiuisition, not only for bis country- 
men, but also for distinguished Portuguese and natives. 

John de Mendoa," of Bassein, sent for him to attend 
his only danghtefi a handsome girl, on the piiint of 
marriage with the Portuguese Admiral of the North.

Lenving behind him M^nirbar anti Desspor, he aj^H.'iadixl 
the Ghauts to Appagam. Thb Eoemod to him—if 
we may judge from hk statement — an enterprise little 
inferior to Hannibal s passage over the AlpSp There 
was no roewi, but stones formed Imiken anil the 
breath U>ss porters threaded their w ay aniklst hangiiig 
trees, the rootn of which hail been left bare by the 
falling earth- Wearied as they were, even the 
promise of “n-Mstar in the skies" was but a faint 
encouragement to them.

Ubt Fn’ur liad the CompAnv's intcnists iu view, as 
well os his ewn. He did his utmost to open s trade 
between Junar and Bouihnv't suggesting that the Mogul 
General might in this u'ay provide hia fmoy with 
horses from Bussom and Kloeha, in exchange for 
which be could give the ordinarj' merchandise of hia 
country, ilowaver, the Maratha army, possessing the 
intervening districts, were an ofastruction in this mute, 
which probably woa'not oTarcome. 

As Fryer was retuming, tha bearers of liie palan¬ 
quin must have tried to enjoy a joke at hU axpense; 
hut it was in the end no joking matter for them. 
Drawing near a small gnives, they saw attch a hln7a 
of light created by fireflies that they really were, or 
pretended to bo, terrified. The loitmtHl doctor, not 
being mildar and gentler tlian the rest of his countrv- 
men, drow hia sword, and, as he said, by opening a vein 
or two, let out the shaitan, who had crept into their 
fancies. Yet the perpetrator of sneh a wanton and 
tyrannical act could listen with the niost tender com¬ 
passion to tales of misaiy, which the natives told, and 
which probably were at that time as harrowing themes 
as tlie people of any country have ever dilated on. 

Two men amongst the English who resided in 
India, and as far as we know, only two, deserve 
jjarticalar and honourable mention. Sir George 
Oxenden and his successor, Gerald Aungicr, would 
have done credit to any age or nation. When the 
ilctcstable lictuitiougness ami political basenesa which 
degraded Charles the Seconds reign, were leavening 
^knglu-Indian soeiety, these two men remainevl 
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tiTiuorrupt. They were professedly religious characters, 
and their behaviour wsis in the main consiiitetil: with 
their profesaioxip 

Sir George Oxcndcn*s family is smtl to have derjve^i 
its origin firom Oxendenden in the parish of Non- 
ington, Kent^ nod to have resided in that county nince 
the reigti of Edwnrd the Third. Their arms mUYt I 
believe, be seen in a wirMlew of Denton Church, 
impaling the heraldic sliields of Twithaio, Barton, 
Batlmga, Yonge, Wonderton and Broadnax. Sir 
George’s elder brother, Sir Henry, was the first 
baronet. 

In the inscription on the monument at Surat, which 
h designed to commemorate Sir George and ]m 
brother Christopher, the former h styled “a great 
raaii,“ and the affection by which the brothers were 
bound to the last, is simply and touchingly reewded- 
Sir George was both gocwl and great- In bis official 
correspoiidcnco there is a Btrlkingly religious tone. 

after long delay a Chaplain had been sent to 
SWally, he and hla Council “most humbly thankeil" 
the Company for showing “auch spiritual care for 
their BDuls.” They added that their mmister w^as a 
great comfort to them, that his comportment was 
“ sober, and becoming Mb function and call to holy 
orders,” and that they felt sure of deriving “ future 
comftirt and happinm from Ms piety and sober beha- 
Tifjur/ Even Alexandtn- Hamilton, who had rarely a 
good word for Indian officials, said that “ when Sir 
George diofl, piety grew sick, and the building of 
churches was grown unlkshionable.” The zeal which 
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made him m anxious to hare a Chiirvh huUt iu 
BombaVi extended liberality to Enj^lsuid. In 1660 
he gave a vel vet eoBhion and pulpit eloth to the Churth 
of Wmgham, and in 1682 five hmidrs?d poundB lor 
repHirs of the samo ehurcb and ChimceL He oli^o 
bequeathed three hundred pounds for the repaina of 
Adisham Cbnreh. in the accounts of his demise 
which the Factors fonvorded to the Companjj they 
express the general regret felt at Surat and IU>mkty 
for his lo55| feelingly descril>e the probity and talents 
with which ho had guardetJ the Company s priviloges 
ftjid managed their ttimmeree, clear his character 
from unjust aspereiotis, and finally declare that he 
hail gained the respect^ not only of the Englkh^ but 
of the Dutch, French^ Native Govemment, and 
mcrchiuiLs of Sumt» 

Sir George Oxenden had accumulated cfiJisiderablo 
wealth. The bulk he lefi^ together with his noblo 
exaniptu, to the line of baronets, whoj from that day 
to thiS| have posj^iessed Brome, and ulher valuable 
estatosi in Kent.* 

Gerald Aungier was also a man of high character, 
<il though perhu{>s inferior in gtxalncss of heart to 
Oxenden* Ho was too fond of religious phrases, and 
sometimes used them in exce&s, Thua when ai:ciL^ 
by the Court of vanity, he warmly defended himself, 
and eDdeavoured to etrcngtlicn his argunienta with

thoir souls, they may bo convinced of their error, 
sensible of their present dangerous iinecrUtiii wander¬ 
ings, and desirous to render themselves iwipW' 3. 
more sure way of salvation^ which we prsty God grant 
in His good time^f 

Another docinnent seems to Ut^ jieculisirly to disclose 
his feelings, and admits us to new in ono regard his 
way of life- On his departure for Bombay he 
inslrueted Mr, Streynsham Master,^ tile Deputy, as 
to the manugemcn-t of affairs during his absencot and 
commenced tliusi— 

“Fii-stlj, that a blessltig may attend yon in all

wo shal] not doubt your careful ol>servancc, boiog 
Well acquainted with your own inclination there¬ 
unto, and therefore need not mind von thereof, hut 
as it is one of the most easentiaJ parts of yonr charge-^ * 
A large cbalieo and cover which he presented to 
St, Thomas's Church in Bombay, are still preserved, 
and have armorial bearings, with the following in¬ 
scription :—

Worn mt with ins exertions, Aungior Golieitod the 
Courts permission to return to England, us soon us a. 
<lul> cjualified jierson should bo appointoil to succeed 
him; but he did not live to see his wish fulfilled, and

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expired in India, Of ]iim olao Hamilton writes most 
favourablj-, and aap that when he resided in India 
thirty yeara afterwards, Anngicr's naitic was even then 
revered by the inhabitanta of Surat and Boralmy. 
So highly had the I’rcsidcnt been uatuemed for hiit 
h)Te of justiDCf and dextoiity in the management of 
ailkirs, that in eonunercial questions the natives were 
accustomed to refer their difieroDces to his arbitration, 
and in do single instance had any been known to 
dispute the equity of his award.* 

Other official paiwrs were of the same stamp as 
Oxenden’s and Aungior's despatches, above quoted.f 
Were the President and Council concemed to 
hear of the Deputy Gorenior'a Ul-health, they 
regretted that at that distani^e they could do nothing 
** more than by their prayers to God for him." 
Their President, they said, had boon ill, hut 
** praise he to God, he is now in a wny of rt^eovery." 
Did Aungier and his Council comment with grief on 
Colonel Bake’s death in February 1677, they devoutly 
added, " Wo desire Almighty GimI to prepare m all 
for our Lost change.” Ilad their ships arrived in 
safety, they hlessed God for it, or piously ejaculated, 
“ Thanks bo to Alnnghly God.” Did they make the 
melancholy announcement that an epidemic disease 

was raging, they wrote in these words-^“It hath 

pleased Gfid to let us sec what wo are, by the frecpient 
mortalities whicli have happened nmougst us.” And 
their despatches ordinarily concluded with the dc-

But wlmt oro the couoltmons to which these 
paiiSiigea lead ua ? Words and phrases may ordinarily 
htj received as juat e3C|Hinentff of on individiuit s mtnd; 
when first oduptOfl also in offiolai cit^iiiaiuiiicatinns, 
roUgiouB expiessiotis shew that the writers were 
anxious to have their fiuth publicly recognised; hut 
the frequent repeiitioti of them by otlicra onl^ proves 
that they wore forms to which men bad become 
habituated. When a ProDchmon first took leave of 
his friend with the words i Dieu, or a Marathn first 
saluted another with the invocation, “ TLim, Rum," a 
religious Beutiment was expressed; but such is nut 
usually the case when these words are used now. 
And 50, when Oienden and Aungicr wTOte rcligiouslr, 
their sincerity might lie truBtal; hut the other 
religious phrases used in despatches prove nothing 
respecting the state of puhHe feeling. 

A religion without a morality was every year 
gradually becoming a disgrace of the ErigUah peoplo. 
Charles the Second quartering Jfell Gwynn ill Dr, 
Kens prebundal house, that Tocetious mistress pro¬ 
claiming in the streets that she was ITis Mnj^ty'a 
“ Protestant whore,” His ALiJesty and the Duke of 
Buddnphitra sleeping over South’s profoimd diseouree, 
until ariiuscil by the preachers witticism—^theso wore 
straws which shewed how the wind was blowing in 
England, and, of course, how it would blow in India.

At Surat and Bombay the ffrusscat imniorality pre¬ 
vailed in ixitfa hi^h and Iott plat^cs^ although the llvee 
of the Pre4^idents were irreproflcbahle. 

Cook, the firsl. Rcivai Governor of Bombav, was 
chsurged with extorting Uvelvn thonsimd xemphin^ 
from the inhahitants i and liia own accounts pruned 
that he hitd afffdied them to hba own nse; ako with 
diAhom^t nmuagement of Sir Ahrahiuii Shipman’’^ 
estate, mid deducting from it fifteen |>er cent«t wiiicli 
he pretended to claim for his com mission. Gaiy\ 
who governed the following year, is rcprcjsentixi to 
have been a voio, intrigiiing, headstrong, and over¬ 
bearing, but plausible mad. lie was afEorwords 
appdntcd to be one of the Company s judgest and it 
is said that hi^ snmntoned a man to appear before hiii 
Court on Friday, although he had been ciecnted, 
according to the jutigers own sentence, on the previous 
Tuesday* The Court waited, but death wsis guilty of 
contempt, and no prisoner appeariKl, in spite of the 
fuddleil judge's mandate.* Then we come to Yoiingj 
the Company's fir^st Depnty Governor, who was a 
drunkard, scoffer, and a^^owed despiser of the Chiistinii 
religion. No fewer than twenty chai^mH wore brought 
against him on the twenty-second of Jannarj 1669, 
before the President In CounciL In the first charge 
he was accused of tyranny when engaged in hia idBcial 
dudes, and illegally impris^^mhig Ms subordinate's. 
In the second he occusud of openly throw lug 
contempt upon religions and declaring that it “ was 
but a State polic) to keep men in hiind.'’ The third

3rdi. That he hath on the Sablmth day hindered 
the performance of public duty to God AJmightj at 
the aocustomary houTi continmjig in dr inking of 
healths, detaining others with him ag ains t thoir iviUsi; 
and while he drank, in fake devotions upon his knee, 
n health to the Union^ in the time appointed for the 
service belonging to the Lord^s day, the unhappy 
sequel showed it to he but hk projection of a further 
disiinioD. 

“ 4th* That to the great scandal of tho inhahitanta 
of the Island, of all the neigh twurs round about, both 
papists ami others that are idolaterg, in diiihononr of 
the sobriety of the Protestant rieKgioii, he hath made 
fm|U 0 iit and long drinking meetings, continuing some^ 
times till twn or three of the clock In tho muming, to 
the neglecting of tho service of Go<l in the morning 
prayers, and the service of the Company in the mean¬ 
time hath stood still while he slept, thus perverting, 
ami eon verting to an ill private use, those refresh- 
merits intended for the Pactoir in general** 

The last charge accuses ^iw infatuated man of 
crowning all his acU of sin and folly by threatening 
to hang the President. The trial emlctl with an 
order that he should be taken on shipboard and sent 
to England, but that at the same time he be treated 
with os much rarpe^^t as possible. * 

Such were theiT Honours the Governor and Deputy 
Governor of Bombay. It occurs to us that they

could seai-coly have hold others irith a very tight roin, 
si^we will turn to persona under their authoritv, and 
first summon Mr. Thorjio to appear. This ofliiterj 
who was an Ensign in the Company's Navy, having 
quitted the horbonr of Bombay in his manchua, was 
one day talking a cTiiiso off Danda Rajapuor, and thi*re 
dcflcriod a boat betonging to the Biddcc s fleet making 
towards him. The Siildec's people had taken him 
for a Mala1>ar pirate, and ho did not chonse to unde¬ 
ceive them until they camo pretty near. Then liis 
colours were run up to the mast-head, and they, per¬ 
ceiving their mistake, began to sheer off. But 
Thorpe being in a rakish mood, was disposefl to turn 
rover in reality, and take the opportunity of making 
a little money; ao he invited some of the Siddee's 
crew to pay him a visit. In simple confidence they 
eamc; but no sooner wore they on bo.arit than the 
dashiiLg Ensign charged them with a design of seizing 
the Honorable Company's manchua. They steutlv 
declarcil that they had no such intentions, but their 
earnest protestations were in vain. He ordered the 
hands of two coolies who had come on boant to be 
fastened liebitid their hacks, and in this condition 
they were hoisted up to the vessels yard. The pain 
soon drove them to say whatever he required, and 
they admitted that their Captain hod intended to make 
the manchua his prize. Thorpe had then gained his 
point. Pretending that they were pirates, he took 
the Captain and two of hia men prisoners, and with 
their arnii^, money, ami papers, sailed away down the 
Coast. This affiir involved the English in no little 
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trouble. The Sititiec tlciaanded aiitlsfnctioo, ami of 
course sctit in an oMgoi:rate(l statement of lossi's 
sustainttl. llo maintaineiJ that ho had been robbutl 
of two thousand six hundred rupocsj, but the BombaT 
Goveniminit tU^cIurad that only forty rupees were In 
bis and escited his indignation by offering to 

rostore that sum. The offending Ensign was deprived 
of his winmission, but afterwards reinstated.* 

After this, in the jwaco existing between the 

English and Siddee was again in danger of being 
interrupted by the wild firolic of an Engifeh Captaiu. 
This officer having just anivett from Englund^ bad 
eutcrtaincil on board bis ship a party of Mends from 
shore, lleatetl with wine the whole company paid a 
visit to Siddei? Kossim's ship, whore the English 
captain addressed in abusive huiguage all whom hti 
saw^ and drew hl^ gwortL Ha was diBanaedt filightlj 
wDunded, aiid pliiccMi with his compatiioti^ in a boat* 
ih^taroing to his ihip tbo dnmkanl hiicd a braadsido 
on the Siddee, who did not retam a shot Ha.ppily 
no oms was killed^ and only two or thri'se persons were 
slightly wounded, when furtbor outrage was stopped 
by siguala and messengers front the shore. An 
express was i^ent to Siuat, where, m luul been antid' 
patL^h the English were thrown into the greatest 
alarm, e3t(>ectmg that the Mussulman populatiun 
would detnand reTengevf 

Another offii^r, mru^Nl Pitts, was a itust tnmhli^

They therefore adopted an ordinarf espedioui of tho 
time, am I eontinued to recognise his military title, 
whhst they required him to follow his avocatious at 
tho doak; hoping ptvrhaps that ho would march from 
his office to a field of war with as much ardour and 
intuitive knowledge, as did afterwards the wondrous 
Clive,* 

A young gentleman named Jones was an mstopoe 
of a fall in life which has since had many parallels 
amongst the Company s European troops. His father 
was a Justice of the King^s Bench, but the son having 
run a career of foOy and erime, enlisted in the Com¬ 
pany b sendee, and was sent out to Bomtiav a 
Sergeant- The Court of Directors consented that 
their President and Council should be rough'riders 
of this wild colt. Through them tho Jmilgc for¬ 
warded forty pounds, which were to be his sole allow¬ 
ance for two yearsp ami were to lie doled out to him 
in six or eight doLlara at a time* On no acccjunt

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was he to retxim home imlese hy his fathers eipress 
desire.* 

We next d^sootid to a Corpoml—a fellow who by bis 
recjklessness greatly damaged the new fortifieatianB uf 
Bcimbay, and threw dl the inhahitants into eonstenm- 
tiim. lie had filled with wild fire an old himdoleer, 
intending to fasten it to a dog’s tail, and when the dog 
wna not to he caught, had thrown the bandoleer into 
the air. The wind waa high, and bore the combus¬ 
tibles to a neighbouring bastion, where the cotiteiils of 
thirty-five barrels of gunpowder were spread out to 
dry. A tremendous explosion followed. Sight natives 
who were working on the bastion, and a sentrj’, were 
killed, some of their limbs being blown over the Fort. 
The doors of tho mdgazine, which had been Bccurely 
fastened, were hurst open, and the whole town folt the 
Bbock, The Ciirporsd’s punlihmBnt was peculiar to 
the times. He was sentenced to run the gauntlet 
ihricOf and then bo coshiored.'^ 

Wh should observe that these examplea arc not 
selected from a very large number of persons, and as 
there wore only a few Europeans at Surat and Bom¬ 
bay, they must bo held to exhibit in tbomselvea a 
discrcdiuble state of society j of which indeed we have 
abundant evidence. The Factors ware bent upon 
attending to their own interests, and the public ser- 
nee Buflered much. In vain did the Company attempt

ra9i6t4in«) to their orilem had on Jed in open rebeUion. 
They had added, ;b$ wo have aeon, to the tliroe bumlrod 
pounds, which was the salaiy of their Presidents, two 
hundred more, as a compimsatton for the loss of private 
tnule. But of cotirao these andntious Chiefs could 
not remain contented with a paltry five hundred pounds 
per annum. The uther Pactors contriTotl to increase 
their gains hj peculation, and iiad fallen into the 
“sinful praetiee," as tho Company justly sidled ii, of 
employing on their privaU! sfaiiis tho soldiers who were 
maintained at their masters' expense.* 

Continual squabbles occurred when men's passions 
wore inflamed by mtoxicating liquors. A duel fought 
between Mr. Homigold and Captain Minehin had its 
origin at some wild orgies; and, as President Aungier 
remarked, was "the usual effect of tliat accursed 
Bombay punch, to the shame, scandal, and ruin of tho 
nation and ridigion.” The combatants were confined 
to their iiuarters and suspended &om the service, 
pending a reference to Surat; but as the Deputy 
Govemur interceded for them, they were jiardoned 
after paying a fine of fifty xoraphins, which were added 
to the fund raised lor building an hospitul.f After 
cveiy arrival of recruits Irem England, a fearful mor¬ 
tality prevailed at Bombay, chiefly ix-xasiuncd by their 
imnuxlonito use of punch and toddy. J Gambling

all felt much aggrieved when an order was issued, that 
no play for any sum higher than five rupees should be 
pcrrmticd.* In fact, the oocotmt which the grcAt 
Clive gave of this period ia perfectly correct“ For¬ 
merly the Company’s troops consisted of the refuse of 
our gaols, commanded by an officer seldom above the 
rank of Lieutenant, and hut in one or two Instances 
with that of Major! without order, discipline, or 
military ardour "f 

The Court of Directors must be called as witnesBcs 
to shew the prevalence of vice. Morals had become 
So corrupt tliat they were obliged to interfere, oikI in 
l682 sent out most stringent orders that reformatory 
mcasurea should immediately bo enforced by authority- 
Thoy remark with aevere reprobation the “riot, pro¬ 
digality, carelcasncaa and folly,'* which were bo com¬ 
mon. They were determined to check “expensive 
and vicious habits’ “All mcorrigihle lumber" was 
to lie removed out of the way, and such persons as 
were unfit for the service were to bo dismissed " in a 
Biunmsuy way, without formality of tedious, im|ieTti- 
nent, chargeahlo examinations, attestations, certifi¬ 
cates, letters, or other trumpery- Their rating 
instructions are concluded thus i If there he any 
in Bombay in our service that are riotous, unfaithful, 
or negligent, fail not, without favour or affection,

Nr>r* wo arc sorry to add, were thiisc yicIqub pro- 
pcnsiti^^ indulged only by men, A great many femaleii 
on tbo Lilatid weno fax fruru ox.b] biting tbc gentler 
virtues which nsualiy adorn tbeir sex; but in this 
instance the Company themfiolvcs wore chiefly to he 
blamoiL Am Home in her young days sat desolate 
until cheered by the rarished Sabines; iiB the ptwir 
slaves of St- Hekma would not take kindly to their 
lull until the Goiiipany brought a avrgo of adik 
maidens to brighten their .dreary hours; so ^Ibl> it was 
thought that the exiled soldierg of England piust haye 
a similar solace in Bombay* Gerald Aungior first 
suggested that they ought to be encouraged and 
assisted in con trot ting marriages with their country^* 
wtiinen* Consistenlly with his character, he took il 
religiuus view of the question, and pointed out that 
the men heujg Protestanta were in the habit of marry¬ 
ing uatiyo Portuguese women^ the eonaequence of 
w'hicli was that their offspring were, “tlumugh their 
father^a ncglectp brought up in the Houmu Catholic 
priueiplcs^ to the great dishonour and weaketting of 
the Protestant religion and interest-" He therefore 
recommended that a supply of women should bo sent 
out from England. The prcipcig^d was acceded to by 
tlic Court of UirectorB^ and apparently improvod 
up>n, for they not only induced such persons m were

“gentlewomen and otber women," Unhappily “the 
gentlewomen," as they elill cuntinned to be styled, bad 
not liwned before they left England to behave them¬ 
selves ; therefore their countrymen at Bombay were 
not very forward in offering them their hearts and 
han^ls. Some^ however^ married; hnt a judictnus 
obsorveff who visited the island soon after, was shocked 
to BCQ how sickly their children were^ in coiis 4 M|umico 
of the free and easy way in which the mothers lived, 
and their inveterate habit of taking strong Eqnors.* 
But what was to become of those who ramnineil 
single and unnoticed? Of .course they a opposed that 
the Company wore their hoDonmble guardians, and 
that if they could not find husbands, they would at 
least have the protection of Goveroment. Not so the 
Company. To the first party indeed a guarantee was 
given that they should be supported for the first year, 
and if, at the expiration of that time, they were still 
uninamo<l, they should be allowed their diet for 
another year* This engagement w^as Ibitbfully kept. 
But them come out a second party, fondly expecting 
that they would be treated like their prodecos^ors; 
indeed they affirmed “ that flo rauch was declan.'d to 
them at the East India House by Mr* Lewis." Never¬ 
theless their tdaima were not recognised. After con¬ 
siderable agitation on their part, and reluctanc«$ on

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the Preftidont’s part, six or eigLt pagoilas a month 
were allowed to tueh as were achtalltf in tfistrets. 
The President and Coimeil in writing to the Court 
made a merit of this base and cruel economy. Ww 
have reftise<l to put you to this charge," they write, 
‘♦dodaring we have no order from you, wMcb hath 
caused some discontent among them; only we have 
thought fit to assist those who am more'objects of 
charity, to keep them from perishing for want of 
sustentmoe.*' To keep them from what? The poor 
creatures hml clearly been deluded and almost loft to 
Btanc. What was the result ? They must have been 
tempted, if not actunUy driven, to sell their {rtiaras to 
the linst bidder. The fimall stock of virtue which 
they had brought with them was of course soon 
expended. Then, and not till then—^when they had 
been led Into temptadoo—^the voice of authority, and 
erring, mocking piety assumed a threatening tone. 
“And whereas," wrote the President and Council, 
“you give ua tiodco that some of the women are grown 
scandalous to our nation, religion, and Gover^ent 
mtereat, we itHiuire yon in the Ilonorahle Company's 
name to give them all faire warning that they do 
apply thcmaclTcs to a more sober and Christian con¬ 
versation ; otheririse the sentence is this, that thev 
shaU be confined totally of their UlHirty to go aliroaif, 
and fwl with bread and water, till they are cinbari|ued 
on board ship for England."* Oh, Gerald AungierJ

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In all this affiur you hod much Protestant Ecol, but 
little Christian love. 

The reader will have remarked that a jealousy of 
the Roman Catholic religion led to this intruduetlon 
of English women, and the same feeling anggeated a 
proposition that all children of Protestant fathers 
should be brought up carefully in the reformed reli¬ 
gion. Tile President and Council wished to promul¬ 
gate a standing order to this efieet, and to enforce it 
under Bcvcre penalties. Particularly would they visit 
with their resentment the Padrees ” who would 
*'endeavour to baptize the said children, or entice 

them a wav from the Protestant faith.”* But no 
■* 

provisiotk made for iho religiouis cducaiioti uf 
children, lior was the csl:4LblklLfnexit of a school contem¬ 
plated. 

This period closed with one of the most formidahlc 
and successful revolu that have ever Ehakcn the 
British Govenunvcut in India. It was a tune when 
men*s minds wen* every year becaming more agitated, 
and there was a diapositioD to rmht all absolute 
powcT} particularly that of monopuliea* In England, 
the deeiflions even of courts of law were becomiug 
more and mom iihcml upon questions of oxclurive 
pririlq^t and there was a hope, which had eitended 
itself to India, that the claims and authority of the 
Company would soon be overthrown. 

It was unfortunate that the Giivemment were 
ohltgv^fl to select such a time tor enforcing measures

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of rotrenclumjtit, and that thus they gavo oflfetico not 
only to natives, but also to tho best of their European 
BCmants, both civil and military. It must be atlmitteit 
that the military especially were treated moat shabbily 
by them, and bad many just causes of compiaint. 
Not only was their pay trifling, but repeated cflbrls 
wore made to pare that down as much as possible, 
and the rate of exchange, on which it depended, was 
arbitrarily lowered. Captains were expected to bo 
satisfled with liieutenonts' allowances, Ueutonants 
With Ensigns’, and a surplus which had been actually 
received by them before the reforms were niitdo, and 
to which they considered that they had a just claim, 
was ordered to be refunded.* 

Could any Govomment eipect that their troops 
would return such tuigonerous treatment with fervent 
attachment and unshaken fidelity? Iji 1674 the Court 
of Directors received a most solemn warning that 
such would not he the case. The soldiers affirmed 
that the Court had promised them a month's pay, 
with a free discharge, after they should have served 
three years; and when this was not accorded to them 
they broke out into a matiny, which was only subdued 
after concegsions had been made. Three of the ring- 
lemlcru were condemned to be shot, ami on uno—a 
Corporal Fako—^the sentenre was executed | the 
other two were panloned by the President. Shaxton, 
the officer in cummaml, was suspected of abetting the 
revolt, and was accused of remissness in checking his

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mcn’a inBubordination. Fryer, who was on the spot 
at the time, thonght that a foolish riealiy diyitled the 
ci-ril or mercantile, and military hranchcH of the 
service, and that Shaxton’a real offence was similar to 
one which cicited KomuluB to commit fratricide, for 
that he had (inly miirtiecd the Factors’ vanity by 
treatW their enf^liieerin|» ofiorts with contempt, and 
ridicoling aornc palisades with which they had fortified 
Btimbay. Whatever the nature of his crunc, ho was 
oblt(^cd to give up his sword, and placed in coafina- 
ment. A Court of Judicature was then formed for 
his trial, in which a pompons attorney impeachod 
him, and compared him to Catiline; hnt the saddier 
defended himself with ahility, and the Court decided 
they could only refer his case to the Court of 
Directors. He was therefore sent to England, where 
he died at the termination of his voyage.* 

A few years later, retrenchments led to more alarming 
results, and ended in rovolation. The great expense 
of placing Bombay in a posture of defence had, as 
before statcil, been so inadequately met by the revenue, 
and the Company were becuming so burdened with 
debt, that thi^* resorted to both the unhappy expe- 
dlcnU of raising the taxation, and still further rednemg 
their officers’ pay. It was ordered that the annual 
expenses of the island should be limited to seven 
thousand pounds; the military establishment was to 
bo reduced to two Lieutenants, two Ensigns, four 
Sergcitnta, four Corporals, and a himdred and eighty

Surat; the troop of horse was to bo disbanded, and 
Kci^in, its commandant, dlstnifised the serricc. 
The Grovomment had no choice but to complv with 
these impolitic ordera. Kd^mrin went to England $ 
hut rctimiGd in 1691 with the rank of Captain- 
Lieutenant and Third in Council—tho highest 
position to which for the future any military officer 
was to be capable of rising. With singular capricious- 
ness, the order that he should have a scat in Council 
was revoked tho following year, and it was men¬ 
tioned that bis pay was to bo only six shilling a 
day, Aa the Company^ public table had boon dis¬ 
continued, he applied also for suhaistence money, iind, 
after much altercation with tho Deputy Governor, 
was allowed twenty-fivo rupees a month, subject to 
the Court's approval. This approval was withheld, 
and Keigwin onlered to repay the extra allowance 
which he had received. 'iTms the mmds of their 
troops and ablest officers were embittered against the 
Company, who disgusted the natives also hy levying a 
duly of half a dollar upon all ships anchoring in the 
harbour, one rupee a j-ear on each fishing boat, and 
the same on each shopkeeper.* Lastly, with what in 
our times seems unparalleled meanness, they ordered 
that only one-half of their native labourers' wages 
should be paid in money, and the other half in rice, 
lalucd ** at the Company’s price," which was explained

Kcigwln bad formerly been Governor of St. Helen a, 
and was a disappointed and diEcontented man. At 
the same time be wbh distlnguishied for fimmesa and 
resolution, so that the Company wgto nnwiae as well as 
ungenerous in trifling with his feeUngs, He was now in 
command of the garrison, and, hating received proniiaea 
of support fiponi Thorbum, Alderton, and Fletcher, 
officers under his authority, ho ra)se<l the standard 
of rebellion. All the troops, the native inhabitants, 
nnrl one at least of tbe Chaplains soon joined hini,f 
Following Cromwell’s example, he naed his Botcreigii’a 
name, when deliberately acting in. apposition to all 
constituted authority, and b a prodamation, dated 
the twenty-seveiith of Dct'ieniber, declaretl that 
^)inbay was subject only to the King of Fngland. 

Being chosen Governor by the luumiinous voices of 
his followers, Keigwin held the rema with a strong 
hand, and auccesafuUy maintained order. He seized 
and confined Ward, the Deputy Governor, with such 
members of council as adbeml to bim. Ho also took 
puasession of the Company's ship Return and the 
Hunter frigate, which was commanded by Alderton, 
and bad on board fifty or sixty thousand rupees tor

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iuvestmcDt at Carwur. But he appropriated to 
titmsolf Done of tlie Company a tFeasuro, and nmt eiU 
the exponaofl of Govemraetit with tho ordinary reve¬ 
nues, which ho raised hy such a judldous imposition 
of taxes, that his sj’stcm was vfmtinned after tho 
revolt was sappresgei). In brief, durinj^ his enjoyment 
of power, ho acted as honestly, wisolv, and jndicioiislY, 
as any bi.wfiil Governor. The sole control of military 
affairs he reserved for himself; hut permitted Thurbum 
to fluperintend the civil departmonts. 

In Ills relations with Native powers, Eeigwin 
especially shewed prudence, and really benefited the 
Company, Sambhajoe had made some difficulty 
alwut cuntirming a treaty with the English, which 
his father Sivajoe had arranged; and he rrainestod 
that Gary, whose sbrewdnoss hail established him in 
tho Maratha’a favour, might be aent to confer with 
him. Tiiroogh this diplomatist Keigwin Induced 
Sambhajoe not only to permit the establishment of 
factories at Cudrlalor and Tiicvcnapatam, but to 
grant tho English exemption from duties in the 
Cumatic, and allow them twelve thousand pagodas, as 
crompengation for losses soBtaincrl at places which the 
Marjithaa ha<] plundered. As for tho Siddee, Keigwin 
repressed his insulting conduert with decision, and 
wotild neither suffer him to keep his fleet nt Alozogon 
ni)r even to come there, except for water. Knowing 
theso facts, wo aro the more inclined to believe a 
decloratiim, which he mode In liis own defence, to the 
clfect that unless bo had taken possession of Bum bay, 
it would Imvo liccn seizml either by Sambhajec or the 
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SiddBG, both of whom wore ansious to gain a footing 
there^ and each was jealous lest the other ahoidd 
anticipate him in its acquisition** 

In the meanwhile. Sir John Child, now President 
of Surat, and his Conncil, found that, as they had no 
troops, any attempt to force the rebels mto submission 
would be hopeless. Yet they tried what threats 
would do, aod when they had useil these to no pur¬ 
pose, ccmciliatory measures had no better result. At 
first three Commiasionors, Zinitan, Day, and Gosfright, 
were sent to Bombay, The President then went 
there himHolf, and reached the harbour on the thirtr- 
first of Janiui 7 , 1684; but he and his officers were of 
no frienik with any party, and were cr»mpellcd to 
retm irithout cflfbeting their pui^ae. Tlio crows of 
their ships could not be depended upon, and refoited 
to act against the mudneerfl, eo tliat they bastilT 
despatched three yesscls with yaluable ciIrgDes to 
England, and stationed two confidential persons at 
Khanari an,l two at Ycreova, with directions to warn 
any ships which might appear in the offing, that they 
were not to enter the harbour of Bombay, but sail at 
once to Swally. 

When the inteUigencB reached England that Bom¬ 
bay had rereltod, and the President had not been 
able to redu^ce it to order, the King commanded the 
Court of Dilators to appoint a secret coTumlttec uf 
inquiry. This was compoeod of their Govomor—as

miindatu under his sign manual to Kcigwin, requiring 
Mm to deliver up the island, and offering a general 
piirdrm to all, eTccept the ringhuiders. That the 
President might have additionBl authoritj', lie wot* 
deidiired Admiral aud Captain General of the Coui- 
pmiy’s sea iind land forces. Sir Tbotuas Grantham, 
who had left in a siity-gun ship before the revolt was 
tmjwTi in England, was appointed Vice Admiral, and 
Captain Tyrrol w'iis sent with the Phmnt,t frigate to 
assist Gn!jitham,and then toerujsc against interlojiers. 
It was further declateil that if Keigwin and Ins 
followers offered imy rmstaiicc, all should be de¬ 
nounced as relxds and traitors, that a reward of four 
thousand rupees should bo |iuud to anv one who W'ouhl 
soIec Kcigw'in, tw'o thousand for seizing Aldertoii, 
und two thoiuHind for Flefoher. Supposing it iHissihle* 
however, that a general pardon might have been 
already procluimtHl, it was decided tliat in that case 
the ringleaders lihoultl he kept utifler surveillaiicu, 
and if guilty of any further treasonable ai*ts, appre¬ 
hended and executed, 

Thomas Grajitham airivcil at Bom Imy on tho 
tenth of November, l6S4, and shewed rcinarkahle 
promptitude and courage by landing inimcdiaiely 
without at tendon L<t. This coolness and con h donee in 
the generosity of Englishmen made a due imprcssicin, 
and Keigwin having invited him to a conferenw, 
agreed to deliver up the Fort to him mi the twelfth. 
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A fuvt difiaontients raked a tnmiilt nn the following 
day, and oven threatened bis life, so that the klajid 
WES not forauiUy surrenderefl until tlie niueteeutUi 
when Sir Thomas delivered it to throe eommksionors 
who had Como Iram Surat—English, St. John, and 
ZiIlian, aftorwartk Deputy Governor* Koigivin having 
obtained tho prom wo of a free pardon fbr liitiiself ajid 
adherent:?, took his departure as soon as poi^ihle for 
Englandr where he arrived in July, l6B5. Thorbum 
beirjg a married mac with a family, and having a 
Hmall estate upon the i«laiid, waa compelled to remain * 
but ho believci:! that protection was secured for hinvself 
and property. 

Such was a revolt which happily began and ended 
without bloodshed—^if we except a wound inflicted at 
table by Tl^orburn on Kejgwin in a drunken ijimrrel- 
Ahirming m it was, and dangcroms tn the existenct? 
of Anglu-Indian power, it forms au opktde in our 
history, of which we are not aahiiuitsL Keigwm 
emerges from the troubled sea of rebellion nitli a 
reputation for courage^ honour, und uclministrative 
capacity* His ciimo of treason was in a nUMuurc 
atoned for by bis moderation and shming quolides, 
and found eoine jiaOiatioc in the provocation which 
he received, and which the Presidential wo infcr 
from his subi^quont conduct—^must Imve aggravated. 
On the other hancl, the clemency of the CrowTi and 
Company is worthy of all ailmiration, and leads m to 
a^ik, flTiere is the nation tliat can, like the English, 
vindicuto tlie authority of its Government, bring down 
the haughty front of succe^ful rebcUion^ and at the 
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eame time not suffer justieo to mAiot n single pang on 
mercy ? 

It la true tliat accounts differ as to the manner in 
whict the tenm of sumjmlur wero nbaerred; but 
if it should be she wo that they w^ere infnngedi siii 
imputation could not bo cast upon the English 
GoTcmment, nor—save indirectly—upon the Com¬ 
pany, hut only upon their Prealdcnt Writers who 
were faTouTttble to tho Company, simply state that 
they acted in good Mth ; their oppoucuta accuse their 
servants of treacherj-, but with aucli obvious malioc, 
that wo suspect their vcmclty. Flotolior, who had 
joined the rebels, hut wluisc conduct was, in other 
respects, unblemished, retained the command of his 
company. But Tliorhum is aaid to have fallen a 
victim to Sir John Child's malignity, and there is 
every reason to believe that he was treated with 
singular hiuishness. It is possible that lie was justly 
committed tu prison, in consL-quimce of his inability 
to satisfy the demands of his creditors; but when 
there, wo are told, not a slave was permitted to attend 
upon him, nor his own wife to visit him. Hard 
treatment brought on a fever, and his life was in 
danger. The jailor conveyed this moumfiil intelligence 
to his wife, who haateiied, together with her two small 
children, to tlio General's presence, and entreated 
that her husband might lie provided with a medienj 
attendant- The boon was denied, but she was permitted 
to sharo his suffbrings. She soothed Ills pain one 
day and part of a night, after which ho breathed his 
last. Shuddering humanity turns with distrust from 
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lh« renmindi-r of the narrative, and therefore sve 
abridrrc it* On returning home she found the dcKjrs 
of her own house eloped against hcTf and was ohliguit 
to take up her Rhode with lier slaves and children in 
a small outhouse. Her relatiyea Tcntured to give her 
sutwnr only at nigld, anil by stealth. The widow of 
Thorhum was a proBcribcd iinteoBi^ till her beauty 
and sufferings attracted the Ioyc and romjjasslou of 
an officer who commanded an East Indiamani and 
imagiTiud that he was independent of Sir John Child. 
He wedded her, and also her mi^sfortunes, for at the 
General s request he was deprived of his appointment. 
Grief soon put an end to his troubles and bis life. 
The ladv was again left a widow, with a thousand 
pounds of East India eloek for the support of herself 
anti family 1 

Accfirding to thoir own recortls, the Company 
intcndctl tlmt some who hoii shored in the late 
rebeUitm fhonld he dealt witli tts severely as the terms 
of the treaty would permit- Their instructions to 
this effect were rtqicated, for WaiHoOi **tbat 
scandnlons Ghophiin at Bom bay,"' as^ be h a tyled, they 
wantetl words to express their detestation of his con¬ 
duct* “ Let him have no §alani' from us,** thoy wTotc, 
** from the time of hk rebellion^ nor any other officers 
there, as near as you can, without mouiring a 
new homnb until yon are firmly settled in yonr 
Government. And let Mr, Watson know he is mi 
more our servaitt; banish him the island ; and let 
him take care to pay for his own passage bonie;^ and 
provide yoiirselves of another Chaplain for Brsmhay 
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uut of Eono^ of our slilpSj if you can meet with atiy Ea 
ituieli to yoxsr iiatiuffletion as you have at Surat in the 
roiiiu of Mr* Eadham ilee4sitsi4^tL™* 

A few vroTtk regarding ^ume minor Factories will 
bring thU period of our history to a close* 

In 16/4 there was a Factory so far inland as 
Dhariimgaom in Khandeah—at least we couoaiye that 
place luubi: be intendo<b although It is varios.isly styled 
Dongong^ Drongom, ami Dorongom* It is described 
as a hundred and thirty cofts from Surntf and th4? 
rtiad to it passed through Sahiir and Mulair* There 
was *dso a route through Nimdrahar, at which place 
a kafila with merchondise for the Company was 
plundered in January, 1681^ by a hmd of robbers, 
who are only e^aid to haTo not beeti Marathas, and 
probably were Bhetds.f 

On account of the pepper grown in the surra unding 
countiTj a small Factory ciintaining eighteen persons 
had been established at Honawur, but after a short 
lime it c^me to a melancholy end. About the year 
I6y0j the Chief prooiircd a fine butbdog froth the 
Captfuii of an English veasoi which had come there 
to take in cargo* This onitnol when accompanying 
the Factors on an excursion, seized a sacred cow in 
the neighbourhood of a Mindoo temple, and kihod 
hep, Insrigated by the Brahmansi the natives were 
resolved to revenge this injury^ to (heir prejudices, and

Some natiTcg, more frieDdly tlian the rijst^ caiiEcd a 
large grave to be dug, anil in it the eighteen victinu 
were intermix The Chief of the Factory at Corwar 
sent a tnomunental stone, on which was engraved the 
Btory of their wretched fate. Tltere the traveUer 
read the names of John Best and eeventem other 
Englishmen, who, according to the iq>itapli, “were 
sacrificed to the fury of a mad priesthood, and an 
enraged mob.”* 

Another interference with natiTe prejudices, accom- 
[>anied this time by dishonesty, nearly led to the 
destruction also of the Factory at Car war, and all its 
inmates. Tw^osTtudl vessels having arrived there from 
Surat to load ivith pepper, an English sailor from one 
of them stolo and slaughtered a cow. A mob of 
Hindoos was speedily collocted| and being find upon 
by the EngliBh Factors in self-defence, two children of 
raiik were killed. The people then attacked and 
destroyed the carts on which the pep|>er was being 
convefed to the sea shore. They were only restrained 
from further violeniTe by the expectation of a buttle 
between the Moguls and Marat has, which ffirtunutely 
kept them in a state of suapen^e and anxiety.f 

Tlie English possessed, to the south of Ponani, two 
small Faetoriefi named Eattera and Brinjan, which 
were afterwards abandoned w’hen the Factorj' of 
Anjengo was established. Sterne has given Atijcngo 
a place in the Bentimental literature of England, and

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jit this early period ^ntimcnit seemed to baimt its 
neighbourhood. It was in the country of the Ranee 
of Attinga, to whom tho English paid their court by 
aeniling on annual present. In 1683 this offering 
wEiB convoyed to the priucesa by a young Englbhuiiin 
of remarkably preptiaaeasing appearance. Her Bahlo 
Majesty was smitten with his charmSj and compollod 
to admit that she was under tho influence of Ioto.. 
She offerod tho comely youth her handt but ho 
modestly ileclined so great an honour. Howovor, lie 
remained with her a month or two, and then departedp 
hulcu with valuable testimonieB of her affect 
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1B85—1697.

In orHer that the continaiti' of our history might oot 
he interrupted, we have kqit the President in the 
background, lie shall now, however, hold that 
pnimutcnre to whirh he is fiiirlr entitled. 
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Sir Josidli Child was Governor of tho Cnmpany, 
and Chaimnin of thft Court of Directors. lie hiul 
bottmic known in l 677 ns the writer of a pamphlet 
against free trade, and Iwing a man of largo capacity, 
ttnwoarietl vigoiir in thought and action, prtdongod 
experience in commercial afiiiira, imd rcgardlcsB 
of any oioral principles which might stand in the 
wiiT of his umhitimta designs, he exorcised over 
the Directors an influence amounting to despotic 
ptjwer,* 

Dnder his guiflanco the Comj)aiiy' begun lor the 
first time to ntsh impetnouflly after pliiical iraprt-

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anDe and power. Tho estamplo of tho Dutch, wldch 
Sir Thomas Iloo had formerly warned them not tu 
follow^ now filled them vdih ambitious desires* That, 
which he hml mlikHl as a beacon to camion them 
against danger, was now the light which attracted 
them* *‘ThtJ wise Dntch,^ they remarked, **took 
ten times more interest m admimstrativo functioiu^ 
and military preparatitms than in the aifair^ of 
commerce*" The Honorable Company must increase 
its reTenues—that was their object. “Tis that must 
make m a nation in India,** they wrote* Without 
itrucnues they were merely, th<^^ said, “a great 
numher of interlopers," and persons of little mark 
or consideration.* 

Sir Josiah fnund in his brother an excellent agent 
to carr)' out these projects. John Chilil had liyed 
between the ages of ten and eighteen years at Raja- 
poor under the charge of Goodshaw, his uncle* 
Having afterwarfla besen the means of bringing tins 
uncles dishonesty to light, and thus getting him 
dl^misscKl, he himself, when not twenty-four years of 
age, eucceeded him as SupieruitendGntaf the Factory,f 
and in due course of timo herame PresidGnL fi)f the 
affairs of the East, and Gotettior of Bonilmj* He 
was usually addresseti by the title of GencraL When 
in 168/ Bombay was made superior to all the Com* 
pany’s settlements In the East, his Govemment was 
nhio styled a Regency, in imitadon of the Dutch mir] 
Portuguese, and that his dignity might properly

It is extremely diffieult to form o correct opinion of 
his charatstor, Bruec, the Company's aimaliat, will 
not admit a word to be said in his disparagement * 
No indiriduarB name sumds higher on the Company's 
records ^ there be only appears as desening the 
highest honouTp Ent witnesses on the other side 
maintain that ho was a consummate YiUainp Rajnal 
styles him “avaricious, turbulent, and savagi?,^ and^ 
apparently with justlco, traces to his acta the calami^ 
tics in which the EngLish were i nvolved- But probably 
Raynal's authority was Ilamlltun, who accuses him of 
fraud {IB wgU as oxcessive and wanton tjTannj^ and 
Hamilton was undidy biassed against him; for he was 
one of those interlopers to whom the General was 
ever a bitter and uncompromiaiTig 

The truth of the matter seems to be thiSp Sir 
John was really anxious to promote the Company's 
interests, and as their policy was unprincipled, he 
was quite ready to make it biSp They bajrl become 
deeply involved in debt- They owed 291,250t to 
natives of Surat, and it had become inconvenient to 
discharge even the interest of such a sum. Instoad 
therefore of following the old-fashloncd w'ay and 
[mying, they were resolved to discover eomo other 
means of escaping from their obligations. The two

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Chiids were the men to devise anil execute siieh a 
plan. We do not sen any ground for accusing Sir 
Jolm Child of that selfiahne^ and pcculuLtiDn in 
which TTinn j of the Company’s servants indulged to 
their lasting disgraw^. Not that he ncglftted hU own 
mterests, only he identifleil them with the Corupany's. 
Ho was A dacEiver and oppressor for their sakt^. 
His sTstem of lulmiiuBtratlon, as well as that of his 
brother the Chairman^ was cssuntially illshonest. 
We mav rejoice now that it mot with just retribution, 
and that his hacketo in England were involved by 
it in temporary ruin, lie is said indeed to have 
nctwl upon his bridber’s solo authorityt without the 
sanction of other Directors. If that was the case, 
the Cnurt deserved to sufiur the losses which were in 
store for them, on account of a -negligence and inca- 
{acity which in them amounted to actual crime. 

As soon as the Directors heard that Keigwin’s 
reliellion wjw suppressed and their authority again 
acknowlfidgicil in Bombay, they sent Sir John Wyhum 
to be Deputy Governor, Vice-Ailmiral, and second 
in Council, holding the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
and Captain of the second company of British 
infantry. Ilia salary w'os fixed at a hundred jioiinds 
per annum, in addition to Captain’s pay of eight 
shillings per liiem, and an ftllowance for diet, whitii 
was to he only a hundred and fifty pounds per annum, 
wWn the Governor was on the island, but two 
hundretl and fifty pounds during the Governor's 
absence. He owed Ids appointment to the fiLVEiur of 
James the Sei'ODil, who, when Duke nf York, had 
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been alii) I wrecked nn his pEisSfipfo to ScotloiBl, iviid 
TOBt;uu(l hj' him frojn a water)' grave. For tins 
service Wybum was knighted, and although a [KiUtieol 
opponent he still presorvod the monaitsirs regard. As 
iieilhcr he mir Ziozan was sufficiently subnussive to 
the General, the Court ordered that both should lio 
cUsuiisscd \ but Wybum did not live to hear of this 
disgrace, lie died in 1688, much regretted. 

The Direetora wero iKiw prepared to assume the 
oflciisive in war, whenever » good opporiunity shouhl 
(jfTer. They were puffed up with mistaken ideas of 
their power. The Company w'os but a chihl, and 
soeing a giant rather old and iutirin, squarcil its little 
fists, as though ready to fight htm. The Court 
pompously announced that they were determined h) 
Imy war, not only on the Nawab of BeugaJ, but in 
the sequel on the Emperor liimself. Nor was that 
even safficient to satiiify their pugnacity. They 
actually directed their General to seize the goods of 
the Kings of Shun, Bantam, and Jainbt,as i‘e][iarution 
fur injuries received; and since the change of Govem- 
tnetit in England had left them nothing to fear Irom 
Priests or Jesuits, they also contemplated posaes^g 
themselves of the Purtuguese territories, wldcb were 
cuntiguuus to Bombay. At the some time they 
ordered, that Bombay should be as strong os money 
and art could make it," in order that they might have 
a fortress to serve os a basis of operations. 

By way of increasing their military strength, the 
Court applied to the King for a C'Onipany of regular 
infirntT}', and one of the Marquis uf Worcesters 
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cumptuiitis waa ordcirtl t»i be sent out under tbe coni- 
mniid of Captain Clifton, the Adjutant, who WiW to 
have a salarj' of thirty jKJunds in addition to Captahi^s 
pay, and was to he junior member of Council- The 
star of the military was on tbe asoemclaiit. All 
Captains of infantry were for the future to hare seats 
in Conncil- 

Yet the Court thought that they were proceeding 
with great caution, and used their utmost endeavours 
to keep their designs secret. Their General was the 
sole repository of their confidence, and greatly annoyed 
was he to find, that during his absenco from Bombay, 
their despatches had been opened by Sir John ybum, 
and the contents made known to his Council. He 
feared at first that his roeasures might be prematurely 
bronght to light; but hoped to prevent any ill effects 
by a continuance of that duplicity for which he has 
been so greatly tommended by the Directors and their 
apolt>gistrt- 

The preliminary steps which gradually led to the 
tTiais wera these. The Emperor Aurapgzeeh had been 
justly offended at some violent and piratical acta of 
English officers on the coast of Bengal, and his 
indlgnatinn was excited to the highest pilch when he 
heanl that his Governor of Surat had been insulted 
by the English authorities. Child was in this caso 
the ri'al offender, hut having long since made up Ins 
mind for war, he proposed to throw all the odium of 
It upon interlopers. He therefore maintained that 
these intruders had inflicted Berious injury u^jon 
tbe Company, and that the native authorities were 
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rc^spoiisiblo for having aid^d and obcitod tbom. BruL^^ 
udinlU that ho hud dotormlncd to a^t od tlu^ 
jtriiiciplo,” and this was the pretext on which tho 
quminn of peace or war was to hinge. Of the 
Governor of Siirat» therefore^ Child proceeded to 
make numerous domamy, »i>rue of wluch were rcu^son- 
able, others oittravagant. As he mu5t have untieiputodf 
they were rBccivcd mth con tempt | tuid then^ assuming 
that justicB was on his sidci he waned until he had a 
fair opportunity of resorting to violence. 

As the Mogul s ships had returned from Mocha 

and for the season, he could not seir.o anv of 

' * 

their property at sea, and therefore found it con venient 
to pistpone «a declaration of hostUitiea. In the mean¬ 
while, mih a disinterested steal for the Company, 
which is desening of some credit, he aasureil them 
that he would take all the rcaponsibility of the war 
ujKUi himself, so that if fortune shook her wing^ and 
left them, they might disclaim his nuKLSureSt aod itms 
find an opening for negotialicns with their enemies. 

And hero let ns venture to unfold the view wMcrh 
we think ought to bo taken of those prweedings. 
The Comp&ny*5 conduct must bo stigmatized ns rash 
and disingenuous, impolitic and unjust; hut some 
excuse for it may he found in the caprice and 
dishonesty of the native ptiwer^. It is a fat.'t !>eyond 
dispute, and one which the natives of India should 
mark well, that /Ae mptai as itcti as the ph^sieat 
irmkness the lufUafi mifimis jfr#r sup^gexf^d /<? r/iif 
Campfwjf fheir ideas qf When English 

trade had been fairly estahUahed, it wa» continually 
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tliroaH?nt?d witli ruin liy ihc caprit^ of a despot, tto 
cupidity of his officcre, or the Iftwless violence of 
regular armies and plmidaruig trllios, scrambling for 
Ibc pieces into wbicli tbo Empire wjis failing. Tlie 
Company eoulcl place no dei^ndcnce upon tirmans or 
grants, upon tlie friendly disposition of a native 
Governor, or the forUiaranoe of any conquermg horde. 
To-morrow the Mugul'e necessities might drive him to 
annul the finnan, iind impose upon them new and hard 
conditions, the friendly Governor might bo withdrawn, 
and a new horde come with an unslakud thirst for 
rapine'. Under these drcumstimccs tlio Company fell 
that they could only place dependence on themselves, 
Wlierc might was right, they must hasten to put in 
their claim, or consent to have It for ever disalloweii. 
Thera is no doubt that If they could have rapjscd any 
fiiilh in treaties, have holicved the friendly aasursmccs 
of natives, and have rcapoctcd the word of an 
Indian potcntaie, they wouhi have heen conUmt to 
live under his shadow. As it was, they found it 
necessary to create a power of their own, to build 
their hopes upon war and aggression.* 

Resuming our narrative, we ohservu that on the 
eocond of May, 16S7, Child and his Coimcil went to 
Boitibav, leaving Harrisi as Agent at Surat. As so 
many English still remaiaed at that place, the General 
thought it would be imprudent to act on the offenaive 
near Imlia, ami thewforo sent his two largest ships, 
the Chiirtes the Serotid and d/of/cn/i, to Beim all 
Mogul or Siamese vesaclg which they might find at 
* Brnoc'i AncuK 188^7-^. 
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Mf>chii. fttid Biig&om. Two ahipa wore also tlcffpatCihcd 
to China with similar instructioiis. Pimoy htid 
boen so profitnTjle in tlio handa of private apcciilators^ 
that the jealous C<*inj>ajiy now entered into the 
business. 

It was hoped that the Factors might be removed 
from Surat| before bitcUig<tnco of these traBsactions 
could reach there* and Captain Wright was sent with 
the CcEjtiir to bo off the mouth of the river. His 
orders were to release the Agent and Factors by 
negotiatioi], if pfissiblc; but m Crise that failed, and 
the aggreBsians in the Pcrslaji Gulf Imd been dis- 
coverodt he was to soke all tcbboIs belonging te tho 
Mogul or King of Siam, and detain the piincipal 
persuns found on board as brii^tagcs for the Factors 
safety* 

This cunning plot was disarranged by an alarm 
given to the authorities at Surat, in conseciiieiice <if 
the commander of tho Utag'mi haring scii^ed a veaselj 
w hilst on her passage from I hat port to SiatiL No 
violence was yet offered to the Agent and Factors* hnt 
they wrero carefuUj waiched. Child pretending that 
by this a fi^sh insult wm offered to the English* took 
ptisscssion of all ships belonging to Surat w^hich were 
then at Bombay* Upon this tho Governor of Surat 
seentcHl di^fjujsed to make terms ^ and permitted Bonneili 
one of the FactorSt to visit Bombay with a compli* 
menJarr note from him to the General, in which he 
expresscil a dcaim to accommodate matters* anti te 
know what iurangemenl would be consltierod satis¬ 
factory. He aftorw'ards sent two merchants* to whom 
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Child deliTcred a statfijnant of grievtmeo^ in tbirt)- 
lime articles. 

That he mivlvt have at least one allji the General 
theti entered inU> a treaty with Sambhajec, who 
agreed to give the English fifty thoai^md rujiecSf and 
two thoufiand candies of rice, on condition that they 
should protect tho creeks and mouths of the rivers 
along the Weatem Coast. At this time Captain 
Andrews t who commanded the Charles the 
returned ’ivith one mtarloping and six Mogul ships as 
hia priz€? 3 . Hostilities, therefore, could no longer bo 
concealwl, and Andrews was sent tu act with the 
Ca!mr at Surat in seizing all Mogul vesBek, and 
watching the Siddee's flceti or destroying it, if it 
shonld attempt to put to sea. 

Tho appoint ment of a new Governor to Burnt hold 
out a faint lmi>e that some pEtcific arrangement might 
yet be mmle. This fimctinnar)^ liad lieen previously 
kiiown os friendly tlisposetl towarda the English^ and 
that he still contmued so was inferred from the find 
that be itnmediately opened a conferenoe with tho 
agcnt| nurris. 

It is worthy of noto that at this sEage of the 
procoediugs the Court so highly approved of the 
ability' and spirit with which Sir John Child had 
acted, that they resolYcd to presient him with a 
thousand gitmea^^ 

Tho new Guvernor of Surat was not found so 
yielding and gentle as had been experled. On the 
contrary, hU tone was threatening, and he soon began 
to treat the English as ancmies. On tho twemty^iith

of Dacpinbcr, i 6H8, ha wjizofl and impris^raed Hm 
Factors, Ilarrk hhJ Gladman, ordered all the gwKJa 
of the Company to ho sold, ami offenrd a krgie reword 
to any who would take Sir Jolm Cliilil, dead or alive. 
The General, who had up to thia mottirtit been tiying 
to hold a mask before himself, now threw it asido 
ttltogether. Finding that all Ids eftbrts to release 
I^ri’is and Gladman were fruitless, he took BoTt-ral 
richly freighted ships of native merchants, atltickcd a 
fleet laden with prorlsions for the Mogul arniT, and 
cajjtmed forty of their vosscIk. 

Still this erofty ruler wrote to Aurang-zeoh, and 
professed that his mlontiottB were pacifie. Cut tlm 
Emperor wm not now to be blindod liy a little dust, 
lie was esasponitKl in the highest degree, and sent 
an order Ibr the confiscation of all property lielonging 
to the English nt xSumt. The Factors wore tlotiiiaed 
in prison, and at times mailo to gnitifr the mob by 
parading the streets with diaios suspended frmn their 
nocks. Although they wore afterwards liberated from 
jail, they were closely ctnifined to their Faetonr until 
the 17th of Octuber, iCgl- During Urn interVening 
yeo^ their t^onJitioii was wrotcbi'd in the cstremo j in 
thftir letters they appeal piteously fijr relief, “ which," 
any they, “ ivc think our poor dejected spirits can’t 
bavB more occasion for thou at lids juncture,"* 

Although Chihl had writtim coiirtaouslv to tile 
Emiwror, he treated his Admiral, the $ifldee, witli 
arrogance, and told him plainly that if his flctH

Golcoiidn and BeojaiKHW, and his succosses over 
Sanibhajco. i’or iho first time also he seemed to 
think that aggression must find its Umitfii he tlmught 
it would be hazardous to provoke the Portuguese liy 
attacking and occupying Solsette t fhe rery gotHl 
reasnn that ho hail not sufficient troops to defoud 
IJomUy. As for the militia, they had ulrcady bogim 
to desert, so soon as they apprehended on attack from 
the Siddee; an example, we may udd, which wad 
fiiUoweil by EuropeadB, and as be rcmarktHl, “ tho lass 
of ono European was of more crniBequenco to him 
than the death of one liundml blacks." 

After a few convulsive struggles, Child’s pride 
rtveived its dcath-hUiw; hla blustering tones were 
rilenced f his turbulent spirit and traacliant energies 
crushed. Iiisteati of attacking the Siddoc, os ho had 
thi-catenod, and thus mlopting the only measure which 
could have secured the safely of Bombay, he rimply 
acted on the defensive. Ho tried to joatify tins 
varilUition by pleading the inactivity of the English 
Presidents in Bengal and Madras; but they were in a 
predicament similar to Ida own. Although he once 
Keomcit to have drawn his sword and thrown away the 
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stralil>ard, he now trie«I nogotiatiotis, uint when he 
lieurd that a new Governor had arrived at Surat, 
htttillj ho^Msd that he t^lioulil j^siitthhi point by a ehunjp! 
of eonduet, which his eunnliig onomioa attributed to 
the true causes—invatdution and cmiscious weaknesis. 

But it was too late. Child’s jirrogatico, an<l his 
seizure of th© provisiuns intended for the armv of 
Yakdot Khan, the Siddee, had made that officer a 
iviliin^r Jigcnt to execute the Emperors wTath. With 
an unaccountable uiiatuation, the English Governor 
had nogliictcil tii Btrcngthen the fortificatiiins of 
Bomljtiy, although the Court of Directors but so 
urgentIj retninded hint that this was nccossarv; and 
on the fourteenth of FcbniaT)', the Sitldee 

landed at Sewree with twenty or twem)-fivc thousand 
men. Although there were fieveruJ small vessula in 
the harbour, which might have prevonietl the dis¬ 
embarkation of his troetpa, no effort of the sfirt was 
muile, and the sobliere of a redoubt where he landed, 
after firing a gtm to give the alarm, retired with 
precipitation. At one o’clock in the niortung three 
guns front the Castle appriseil tho iuhidiitants of their 
danger. Then might be eecn Eurojioim and Native 
wotneit rushing with their children from their houses, 
iuul seeking a refuge witliin the Fort. Next morning 
thu Siddec marched to Mazagim, where ivaa a small 
fort mounting fourteen guns, which the English 
ahandotiod with such haste that tliey left hcliind diem 
eight or ten tbests of treason', liesides unns ancl 
iimmunition. [Tero the Siddee estahlisbud his hojid- 
i]Ufl.rtera, aiinl ilesjuip'hi^l u small fiircc Ut tahi' 
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sion of Mahim Ffirt, which ako was found to lie 
doBGiicch 

The fidlowintj day the enemy advanced. The 
General ordereil Captain Pcan mth two companies to 
drive them bwh; hut he and his lit do party were 
dofeateil. Tliud the Sidiioe luJtatuo master of the 
whole island, with the cjicaption of the CbbUe, and a 
SDiall tract extending aht^ut half a mile to the south- 
waril of it. He rai»<Hl batteries on Dntigareo Hill, 
and placed ona within two hundred yards of the Fort, 
ATI persons on whom the English authorities cotdd lay 
ban<U were pressed into their service, and amongst 
them Uatnillon, who has given us details of these 
tnvnsactioiis, Tims passed the months from .Vpril to 
Septetnber. 

During the nioirewm the Slddeo obtained supplies 
from the interior and from the Jesuits of Bandore, 
who paid a httavy rechouing for thus assisting the 
enemy, as at the close of the war their property was 
seiaed by the Govemment of Bkimhay. Frorisions 
were extremely Bcarce in the English quarters until 
the monsoon was over, but then the Company s 
cruisers being able to put to sea, were so successful 
In capturing vefisols and supplids Ixdongitig h* the 
hhignl’s subjects that distress was alleviated, fistil] 
the danger was imimnent; the Siddee's army was 
inereasfd to forty thouHaiul fighting men, mul the 
English troops, which never .amounted to mnre than 
two thoiumnd five hmidnxl, dared not venture to meut 
them in the field. 

Under these cireumstanccs Wir John Child saw 
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tlmt negotiation was liis unlv re^ouivc, and soon lie 
also liiscfiverud that nothiug sliort of abject suhmii^i on 
could appease the Em|X!ror. lie tried the effeets of 
Ijriberv upon tlie Impetieil officers^ and endeavouring 
to atone for liis past insotcnce hv submitting to the 
rtieanoat degro^lationi ho despatched two envoyB, 
George Weldon and Ahroham Navoar or Navarrej 
a Jowj. to Court, where they arrived in hftecn davs. 
After lieing subjected to the indignity of hairing their 
bands fiocl bchiiid them, they were pennitletl to 
prostrate themselv^^ as culprits in the Emperors 
pnjsonce. The grent sovereign w'as puflkl up with 
the pride of victory, having just taken Ecrec, and 
seized Sambhajeos famUj and treasure. Ho sternly 
repriinaiuled tbu envovB, but lieing fidly aivaro how 
impart ant it was for the welfare of his Empire llmt 
ilic Eng^lLih trade should be retained| and that Ilia 
devout subjects should have the protectiim of the 
English fleet, without which they would not venture 
on their pilgrimages^* he listened to the ontreatiea of 
the Company^ agents, and consented So an a^xommo- 
datioii, on condition that qU moneys duo from them to 
Ilia subjects itlumld be paid, that recompense shonbl 
l*e made ftir sucli losses ub the Moguls bad sustained, 
and that tlie hateful Sir John Child should leave 
India iKifuru the expinition of nine months^ On 
iheiw terms his Majesty granted the EugliBb a new 
firmim. Tlie cimditions which hud lieeii rettuined by

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Sir Jiihn CliiUl before the war wero utiHotired^ and 
the laogiwiffi; of the document was more bmniliatmg' 
and contemptnoas than any which had htvn addres^setl 
to the Companj^s serrants from the first settlement 
of their Factory in India. They were treated, not 
as the sulyccts of on mtlepcndimt power, tiul as 
criralnaUj who Inwitiif been mertifiidly pardoned, 
worn again admittid to live in a state of slavery.* 
llarria. and tho other Factors were released from 
prison on the fourth of April, 16001 but tho Sitldee, 
who had already remained more than a year at 
Ihnnhay, did not withdraw^ his army until the twenty- 
tveeond of June, when tlie property capturuil by tho 
English Innl \}wxn restoredj and the fine paid to the 
Src)gul. IIo then departed, having first set fire tn 
the Fort of Mazagon, and the same day William and

Rutland. The Moj^rul trsMjp left behind them u. 
jiestilcnce, whioli io (our mouth a [iestruyud more tiuui 
had perishinl in tho war, so that fiulv thiptv-tive 
English soldiers wore left mt the island, Xo fewer 
than silty Eurojiwuifl hud deaorted to the Siddee, but 
all retumod to tlieir allegiance on rcceiTing a prumise 
of pardon. 

The CotdpauT are Hiid to have List four hundred 
and sixteen thausjinil pounds liy this tirst throw in 
the game of war. Aud this was tiid alij their 
iuterestu sufien'd cvm more in Enghntd tlian in Tnilm_ 
Tlie British nation felt that a dhigrare had been 
iuflicted u[ki:j them, which they attributed to the 
Company’s misennduct, ITcnce all tboec who httpe-d 
to got into the XndiiUi markot gumed confidont'e. 
This Conuxiny, they argued, is clearly unfit to ropre- 
Bout English interests in India j try another Cumpany. 
ITie public appruved, aud, what was more tu tlie 
IK III It, the House of Commons also approred iho 
suggnsrion. 

When these memorable tranBactions are reviewed, 
ilic reailer should lie requested to keep in mind that 
vre have two contemporaneous aulhoritlca—the records 
Ilf Government, and tho uarrative of Alexander 
Hamilton. For facte wo have mainly relied upon tho 
former, ainee wo ai;kt]owloilge their mmuraev ; but vet 
wo find Our opinion coincide in many respects with 
tile latter. Aceonling tu the former, all tho measures 
of Sir John, Child were tmexcflptionahle. Thu Court 
pronounced his cunduct «faithful and hoiiomUu.'’ 
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Tiiey afforded him ^ eonaisEent and unfalHniJ^ support^ 
wbieb ^ijs much for thcii* gcnctoBitj and constanev, 
hut oko, wo concewG, proves the ohlifjLiity uf Ibeir 
moral vision. It must always be Tcmeiiibeml that 
Child was fortunate in having a brothor at head 
t^nartors, and living during times which did not 
cn(*uimige sevoric serutinT into political delinquencies. 
OpjHisetl to the Courts testimony in hig favour ie tho 
condemuatitJH of Ilamilioii, according to wham Childs 
actions wore frotn first to lii^t reprehensible. And 
witliout surrendering emr judgment to thk mtcriojieris 
prejudices, wo must yet maintain that the view taken 
hy Govenunent is, on their own shnwingj jicrvcrtcd 
and unrcosonablcp 

It is admitted on all aidea that tlie results of 
Childs measures were disastrous iu the ostremc. 
Aiid although we arc £ar from assorting' that in 
political affairs failure alwap proves the incapacity of 
tliD agents, wo yet think that in this cose it was a 
necessary consequence of dofecU, both moral and 
intellect ual. 

For a mereanlile Company which received hut little 
support from the Crown, and was ten thousand miles 
distant from the scene of operations, to wage a war 
with an Eniporor mid several other princes at the 
samn time, was an error; for it to diEserablO| and 
without ieaiiing any declaration of war to fielzn ships 
iKdcmging to the subjects of ihnsij princes^ waa a 
crime. Pers^ms who professed to W hotuist traders 
became pirates, Conswjucntly, they were hoLb bud 
traders and bad pirates. 
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WiioTi Child had once Tiolaled natural law and 
incensed tho Emperor, his hopes of success depended 
upon two measures, neither of which did ho adopt. 
Bomlwiy mio-ht easily have been made impregnable to 
natiTo forces Ijy strength eiiiDg the fortiheations, and 
imassailidde by deslroyinig the Siddeoa fleet. But 
Child neitlier made it one nor the other. iVlthough 
warned that ho must look to ilje walls and hastiami, 
he neglected to do ao; although ho hail threatentHl 
to destroy the Siddcc's fleet, ho permitted it to laud 
on army on the island without lot or hindrance. 

^"cldon, when oftorwanls lie was Deputy Governor 
of Bombay, drew up an able report, in which he 
Ijointod out s*jme of these errors. He himself was 
the first to propose that a wall shouhl be built round 
the town, and ho uhserved that if tho fortifications 
had been stronger, the Siddee wouhl never Imve 
invuded the isliuid, or if he hail beem prevented from 
landing, a moru favouralilo firman might have been 
uhlained. AV^don also gave it as his opinion that 
the entire subjugation of Bombay was prevented, nut 
by the oppotiitiim of the English, hut by thojoalouey 
of Mukbtar Khan, who was afraid of the er»ltt 
ami influence which the Siddec would gain bv its 
reduction.* 

During" Childs tenure of offioc there was as much 
discord at home as abrund. He brought charges

They woro said to huTO held a 
cotTesjxmilcmio with the Governnr of Surat, und to 
have iiamcd Iris favour by givitig out that they wmt 
(nDployod by a new Company, which would booh tratlo 
at Surat on a large capital, and pay customs without 
ruijCTve. Child also accused them guDundly of malver- 
MUinn, hut with such secresj that they were only kept 
aware of his proceedings hy the ootumuidcatioiis of 
vigilant friotids iii England. Suspecting that his 
representations would roudily dnd credit with the 
Court, and that he would receive authority tu seize 
their property, they had it privately removed from the 
Factory irtti) u house, hired for the puqroae. As soon 
us the ships hod arriviHl fnnn England, and the 
Directors’ packet had lieen oiwned before the assembled 
Ciiunoil, it w'tis found t« eontaiu orders for the liis- 
miBSol of the two gentlemen. They immediately 
withdrew from the Board ^ but Child sent uu injunc¬ 
tion that they sUuuld not he permitted to Irave the 
Factory. Tlio reply was that they hail already left, 
tmd the doors of their n[iurtments were locked. He 
ordereil that the lucks shnulit be wrenched, and thoir 
{mpers e,vaiuinodt when to his mortiiit'ation nothing 
Iml their beds and empty trunks were dkeovered. 
He then endeavoured to aiiprehead them; but was 
unsuccessful in this also. Tlicv willingly severed 
their coimoctioufl with the Cumpany, and cmharkol in 
trade on their own accuant, doing their utmost to 
injure the Factory, autl rcprciientiag to the luitivc

ttiithorities thfit tbo Kinf,^ of England had tranufcrreil 
his protection from the old to a now Company. 

The remaimiig Llstory of thtJSo two men wjo# 
eventful. Ihmehcr, fearing Child’s revenge, emlen- 
voured to procure a speokl tirmnn, which shuuhl 
place liiin under the Ennwror’a protection, and with 
that ohjeet Tisitod Delhi. His ajjpii cation was not 
rcjectwl, but coinpliunco was iIclftTud for fourteen 
manthij, when u drunken Englishrntm offecteil that in 
whieli sobriety and prudence littil foiled. Ituwehur’s 
uUcrijretcr, Swan, baring been inspired with artitietal 
vourago by jiotations of arat, rushed towanJs Aurang- 
steel* as lie was taking his riihs and placingc his petition 
on his bead ehunoured in the PerBian language fi>r 
j ustute, A t trno ted by hi s Eim>ixian garb, t be Emp ror 
invited him to niako bis complaint known; on which 
Swan declared that hie miKstcr desired to become a 
subject of the great monarefa, that he might ks freed 
from the English Company’s intolorabk oppression. 
The reepnst was granted; next day Ihiweher obtained 
his firman, and traded securely in dofiattwt of Child 
and his myruiidons. Between thirty and forty yonrs 
after this, we find him residing at Surat, anhscribing 
lilierally for a new church in Bomliay. 

Poor Petit w'os not so ftirtunate. After Ids 
diHmiiNS<aI he waa a warni supporter of Kcigiviii, 
anil engnguil to supply the reliL'Is with graio from 
Surat. Ho also visited them in his own vessel, and 
Was welcomed one of their most valued cuiinsellnrs. 
But when trading in the Persian Gulf, his ship was 
Assiiiled by pirates, and was Jjlown up whilst he was 
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hravcly dt^rimding Iicr, He wjis not killed on ike 
epot, but in his hasie to escape from the Sanies, 
jutaped into the long boatj fell, and received such a 
severe blow on the htjad that concussion of the bmirt 
ensued. Tlte pirates tairricd him to Guzerat, and us 
they in vain demanded a ransom for him, he there 
perished miscrablv on the twonty-soeond of Octolier, 
1684, Sir John Child, when in an official latter 
anDDonciog his death ti» the Govemov of Htimt, 
declared also that he Imd “gone to the devil;” but 
we njay remain satisfied with kiiow'ing that on this 
lieail even the activo President bad no correct 
tnfijmmtion.* 

The abrot) accounts may be wlitvl upon ns being 
confirmofl by grave and aociimto writera. Other 
impulattonit which JTumilton makes against Sir John 
Child in these affiilrs of fraud, cruelty, bribery and 
Eubomntioti, of attempting to pnlsun Boweber, and 
persuailing the pirates to triifit Pet it so harsh ly that 
he ili«] under the effects of their burljarity—all these 
are so inoredibte, and bo palpably sot down in malice, 
that they claim no further notice nt uur hands.f 
Sir John Child did not long stirvivethe humiliation 
cauBod by an utter failure of Ids amhiiiaus designs. 
He ilitil on the fourth of FehruaTy, 1690, whilst the 
nogtiliations with the Emperor were pending. ** The

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death of wolves is the safety of tho Hheop," and the 
remnTaJ of this obnoxioas man much fhcilitated the 
raiiioniticjn of ihc English to Aurangzoeb’s favour. 
Ho left behind him considcrahlo wealth—soma said 
at least a hundml thousiind punds. Ilk widow 
afterwards married George Weldon, the Deputy 
Governor.* 

Bartholomew Harm suoet^ed as President <if 
Burat and GoTemor of Bombay, tbu more imposing 
title of General being for tbs present dificontiiiued.f 
nank hod been one of tlic Factors who were idiussl 
in confinement, and, as it was contrary to the etiijuotte 
of the Tmprial Court tlmt any one who liad been 
convicted of a capital o0eace should witliout sjtecial 
permission be honoured with marks of the Eitipcror’a 
osti>em, ho was unable to attend in order that tho 
usual firtn;ui ami official gifts might bo presented to 
him. This duty therefore was delegated to the 
Deputy Governor. Harris was a man of feeble 
mind and indolent dispoaition, flo that tho manage* 
montof aUiurs fell into the hands of Samuel Annoaley, 
who himselr saccccded in duo time to the President¬ 
ship. 

Vani was appinted Deputy Governor. Ho hn< ] 
formerly been b<jok-keepr for Sir Joeiah Child in 
England, and, on account of his good beltnviour, liad 
been made by hk master gnpcrcargo of a ship 
cmployctl in tlio China trade, now beginning to bo 
the most profitable of all the Compny's a|>ecu]ations.

T)r. St, John not luivinij: been fouinl giiflaciontly 
trnctahlft and fornnrd in pensucutinff private Iraflcrs, 
waa nominated tSco'ond J.tid|^*« St, Ji^hti 
bitterly complained that a man ignorant of law, and 
utterly unqualiilcd for the duties of the hetifli, waa 
thus thrust into his offii*; hat the oiciiso offerwl 
was, that it w'as intended the Inwy'cr should devote 
himself oicliiBlvely to maritime eases, lloivover, it Is 
cortatn that Vaux also sat in judgment upon inter¬ 
lopers, and it is beyond a duuht that the two Cliilds 
hoped ho woiihl wage a war of cxtermimition agoinat 
them. To their great disappointraeut he did not 
prove such an unscTupulouB agent as they wislievl.* 
lie was perfectly willing to euforoft thu hiir with the 
utmost rigour, but ho was flr> cautioua aa not to 
prneewl further, “ What a timid fool, thought his 
patron. In a letter which llamilum rcail and copitvl, 
Sir Josiah pk>asantly observed that the hiwa were “a 
heap of tmniionsp, compilod by a few ignorant country 
gentlemen hat nttarly unfit for the regulation of 
commerce and the giddancc of the Honorable East 
India Company. '‘ My orders. Sir,” he wrote in 
other words, “ ore to be your rules, and not the laws 
of Enghmd” 

In spito of Ilia lingoring regard for an nntiquatod 
code, Youx was thought worthy of the Deputy 
Govemorsbip, But after two years he was suspended 
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from the Compjmv'ts j^ervicc, and reniiiineil iiiieiiiplavt>d 
until 1697, whim ho and his wife, onjoTing a

It wtX5 a hard time for juterloporB at the beginniTig

and when convicted^ eentetice of death w^b i^osscil 
upon them* EKccutiiiji of the sentence was inilooil 
stayed until the King’s pteasure could be known, hut 
meanwhile the ofletukr tanguished in imprisonment, 
and when at last pardoned by an cjcercl:^ of the 
royal pitirogativc:, his property having liecn alreadv 
conSsciited, he was reduced to beggary* Yet the 
Directors were still fessrful that an appeal to a liighcr 
C^iurt might gain him redress, and therefore sent out 
orders that when their Judge Advoeate in India had 
passed sentence, there should he no inejuirj' into the

TJic Commander of ihe intcrlrjjicr 
traded as lie pleased, and all that his enemy could do 
was, to cxprosa his chajH-iu to the Court, and request 
the Dutch Governor of the Cape of Gtiod Hope to 
do for him what bo could not do fttr himiit'li; ami 
detain the Succeitit on her homowsird passage.* Another 
attempt to inlerlWe nith a certnin Cajitain Wliito 
failed still more signally. Ilainng in vnin begged the 
Govonior of Snmt to prevent this interloper from 
trading, the President offered to grant him permission 
on t ertnin conditions, which he speciHed; but this 
offer was rejected. The concltiBiou uns uiuusing. 
^Vllito attfiined his object and sailed away, when the 
Governor, fearing tliiit hii might after qII be a pirate, 
actually compelled the President to become (security 
for his good hehariaur. At last the Company's 
applif^ations in England to have the voyages of free 
traders stopped, wore decisively negutived-t 

It m,ay be pleaded in Citenuation of the active 
malice with which the Compitny’e servants persKuted 
interlopers, that it was often imposeihle to distiugiiish 
private and honest traders from piratco. Great 
niimbors of advcninrcra bail heim attracted from nil 
cenniri^ to the Imlian coasts, and some resorted to 
robbery on the high eeas, as a more expedidous way 
ot making tnmicy thim ordinary' coiumorcc. Such 
rtwhlcss Captains created n terrible scnsatioii. IfatiTP 
piracy, with its hole and coruBr business, was rom- 
plotely eclipsed. Instead of small boats frum Malabar 
and Sind, which took by surprise lioats smaller thmi 
■ Bm«'* .injuits icira-da. I 
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1 heiTiselvoa, tliere wotw now in the luilian iseus stntely 
vessels with tiers of gtina, juid manned hy the stout 
senmen of Europe. These pillaged, native iTaft, wliioii 
never ventured to offer resistance, and often treated 
the erewa with great harbarity, whilst fi>r all such 
Ects the Conipjiny were held rcsjwnaiblc. It is not 
easy to seo how the distinct ion bctw'een these pirates 
and mde[wndflnt traders could be always determined. 
Ibith were acting illegally, find to ottiu'li both was not 
only the Compiiny’s interest, but was generally reqiiiml 

of them bv the Mogul as a condition <in which he 

•* ^ 

oitcndffll to them his protection. 

A few examptef* wdll servo to illustrate the truth of 
these remarks. The mouth of the Red Sofi was 
infested by Europoan pirates. At first they attempted 
to wmniand its entrance, by building regular foitifiea- 
titms on the island of Prim, near tbo straits of 
Balw?I-Mandcl, wlicro they found a good and con¬ 
venient bay for tbclr ebipping. But the dlfBcolty 
here was to obtain water. After digging througli 
fifteen fathoms of hard rock, they only cams to such 
as vrae hrackish- They therefore abaiuloned Prim, 
and removed ti» St- Mttrj'’s Island, nt the East of 
MadagOHCar. Finally they settled on the main island, 
and interoiarrieJ with families of the native chiefs, 
Thoir cruising ground was in the Jjidian seas. In 
1696 a ship which was convtn’ing Arabian hoTsos 
from Ikmibay to Surat was seized by them, and when 
the commander, named Sairbridge, pertinaeiously 
expfistulatiHi with them, they sewed his lips together 
with a sailmakePs newlle and twine. For several

He w^as satlslknl ivjtli 
securing these pnsr,eSj jind did not| m fonuerly wat^ 
done, torture, or hi ^my way tnjiiro the crew^ 
hut allowed the vi^el to proceed tm her voyage. 
Great waB the conimotion when she reachtJtl Sunti. 
The jHipulace ivob in arms, and the Governor 
compelleil to plarc a guard over the Fiictorj' lest it 
should lx; plundeml, mul the iiihabitauts niassuercd^ 
At length matters were brought to a crisis* In 
1696 Avory seized and plundered the OuttJmi*aee^ 
the largest of the Mogul m she ivas on her 

passage from Sural lo Mocha with pilgriitis. This 
xvas sat!:rilege. Popular resaentment was earned to the 
highest pitch of fury, imd the Governor eompcUed 
to act tlecisively. The English Presidentt Vans, and 
others, amounting to fifty-tltree Englishmen, at Surat, 
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and ten at Swally, tagntber nith the Factors at 
Froach, wore all placed iit ironE and imprisoned. 
Afterwards they were confined within the walls of the 
Factory.* 

The following year pirates, sailing under Britiali 
coloora, plundored, humecl, and sajik throe English 
vessels-t ATory at lost gained such celobrity for 
onterpriso and audacity, that the Lord JiisticeB of 
England offered a reward of fire hundred pounds for 
his apprehcnai*m, and the Company an additional four 
thousand rtipces. Tet ho seems to have escaped with 
impunity. After etincbmg himself cUtd hia crew in 
the Indian seas h© sailed to tho island of Prniidenc© 
m the Biihamas, whore he sold his ship and dispersed 
the crew. Two of his ioUowers being afterwards 
schtod in Ireland, one at Rochestor, and others else* 
where, five of tbetd wore executed. 

Little able aa the natives were to defend them- 
sehes at sea, the risks of European pirates were a© 
trifling, and tho priitcs so rich, that they hoanne more 
and more tempting. Tlie Company’s sailors stion 
began to discover that mlibcry was more lucratiTo 
than honest labour. Mutinous tandcnines manifested 
thcniBelTes, and as the imwer of their oflSem to inflict 
pumsliment was hut ill defined, thair disorders were 
not suppressed with sufiScient promptitude. On tho 
3 /orAn frigate, the sailors openly made soTerai com*

HtUicked the Dttrrel as she wa^ on bor voyago to 
China, but Hide, her conimauikfri defended his ship 
su woU, that, eJ the ugh he lost sixteen men, bo suo^ 
oeeiled in boating them off* So disablotl, bowevor, 
were bis ship and croiY, that lie was obiigod to end 
\m voyage at l^lalacoa. Tho Presidont to 

iittribute those mutinies to the intrigiios of intcrlopi^rw, 
but he ifvas bim«olf blamed for ttmimg u tk-af mr to 
the seamens grievanoe;?. WUatover were the iiaiiaes 
at work, a spirit of diaaftei^tion was so wiilely spread^ 
.that the (M:>mmaiidcr5 of vessels feared even to send a 
Iniat's crew away, lest they should desort and take to 
baix-anccriug,* 

Tho native rovers also were mare numoroits suijd 
btild tlmn they had ever been Ijelore. So many uf 
them wore prowling akiut Swally, that I ho captoiuis of 
English Tossels would not venture tu hnid their 
cargoes, except under tho protoction of a guard. 
One of their aiuall vi^asok, with eight guns, attacked 
the PhmnLs frigate, with forty-two guna, whUsst she 
was on her voyage to Surat. The pirau*^ siip|K«ed 
that she was a morchatit ship, and ilid not discover 

their error undl it was too laic to fihi.'er off The

\Vc left the President and Factors under durance 
in conaequenre of the injiiries which A'vory had ui^ 
flictetl on the merchants of Samt, A native envov, 
whnjji they tlespatcfacd to tliu ifiigtil Court, with a 
message ealleiting their release, found that Sir John 
Chilli's seizure of ^-essels was fresh in tho remombranee 
of tlie Emperors officers, and tho Into piracies Lad 
reriTcd their hatred of Englishmen. In spite nf 
many protestations, an order was issued prohihiiino' 
Europeans frotn hoisting flags on Ibcir ships, wearing 
arms, or umng palanquins. On the arrival of a 
n?l»ri that another ship had been seissed, all the 
Factors, cieept the Pn^aiilcnt, two of the Council, 
ami Captain Brown, wore once more confined in irons. 
Tho order for their unHre release and tho restoration 
of the Company's property at Surat and its subordi¬ 
nate Factories did not arrive until the twenty-seventh 
of Juno, IG96. Even then restrictions upon trade 
remainml.f 

In 1602 Captain, afterwords Sir Joim Goldca-

On thoiliamissal of Vans, Cocik Jiad been appoinled 
by the Court Deputy Governor of Bombay^ and 
Ilia death cx'cuirol the same season, Weldon suei'oeiUN;! 
him. Samuel Annesley wm appointed President of 
Suratp One of his acts exhibited him ae a mm of 
singular meaiinDirS. It appttars that the iiwniers of 
native vessels being aw'sire nf Englishmen'^ iiourago 
and skill in the art of navigation, eraplnyed nianv of 
them eonmtanders, and paid them scalar!es which in 
thoee flays were cotisideretl handi^vtiie. Masters 
rei.eiviHl from ten to fifteen, and mates from six to 
nino pounds per besides the privilege of 

carrying a certain quantity of merchondm without 
paying freight. Anne^oy tnsisted that a j^ortion of 
such salaries should be considered his fee* Tlio&o 
who had no other resource eofnplied with this 
unreasonable demand, and others who refused were 
ruined by his contrivance. Some of the Latter jolntNl 
the pirates, and all in n^vcngio ondcavoured to fill the 
lumds of nativea with contemptuoua notions the

in 1700 Anvicsley was diamisBeil th« fl«rvi(w by order 
of the Court, for breach of trtist and fraudulent 
wjntratJts made with nntlv© brokers. Ho was suc¬ 
ceeded in the Presidentahip by Stephen Colt. 

In 1691 Sir John Gayer, Knight, arrived to lie 
Governor of Bambay with tbo revived title of Genorah 
Ho was a man of good ebaraetea* and respectable 
abilities, but, as we sball see, bis period of was 
clouded wdth calamities and disgraceful rivalrica. 
Sfime of his acts have been justly cousurod, and we 
shall find him shewing singular wcsnkucss in suffering 
himself and bis wife to bo made prisoners by the 
Governor of Surat. We must not antieipato events, 
hut may simply remark that this negligence appeartd 
at the time so impolitic and mimiousto the Company a 
intcreats, that numy attributed it, for those roOBons 
alone, to some aecrot and mercenary motiTB.*

He mode particuUr 
inciuiries into all matters connected with the Factory 
' — or os he calls it, the Lodge—at Surat, one) wo will 
give the result of them, as far us they can be int^ptlng 
to the reader. 
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Tlici bnildiniT waD held of Lhe Emperor at a rent uf 
eixtv |)OuiuIs a venr ^ but Hid Itlujesiy was a tibcrul 
laudlorU, autl expended nearly all lliln raoner in 
rapiiirs. About forty EurupeuJis residctl within the 
walls< 

The Presldeut was allowed three hundred pimnda 
a year, and as the prohibit ion ogEiinst prirate trade 
had hcen ctuicfUed, ho and tlia other ehief Faetora 
could accumulate considorahle wealth in a few yojirs. 
Their profits were enortmiuSj frcijuently amountiuj^ to 
fifty i)er centi so that they could nfforil to conimctictf 
bu^inesri on a horrowed capita], for which they paid 
Buuyas at the rate of twenty-five per cent- Tim 
Council was eotu^Hiaed of an Accountant, Storekeeper, 
and Purser Marine, in addition to the President, who 
hail a clotihle vote. After those ranked the Secretary, 
who usually succeeded to the first vacancy in Council; 
but it wiW tacitly regarded amongst the Factors as a 
rule of ctmrtcsy that the Chaplain should rank us 
third in the Factory. 

All galuries u'cre paid half yeiirly.* The second in 
Council received a hundrctl and twenty imundfl a 
rear; the Chaplain, as formerly, a hundred pounds, 
Senior Factors forty penmds, Juniur Factors fifteen 
poimds, and Writers seven pounds. Forty or fifty 
poena w'ure in attendance for genersil puqniae^i, liCsidea 
that several others were uppuiuted apcciuUy to wait 
u}x>n the President and cucdi of the Factors. Tlicse 
tnen received motitlily four rujiees emdi, otid their

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liiivaldrir or sergeant sbc rupees. Tbej were said to 
lie remEirkably honest; so mueb so, that not one ho4l 
lieen accused of theft in the course of many years. 
At the gate of the Factory was a porter^ whose duty 
it was to BBE? that no suspidous pers^ms entered, and 
that the Writers and others were within walls at 
tiroper honr^. Attached to the Factory were natiTe 
brokers, who were alkiw'od a eomtnissifin of three per 
cent, on all sales and purchases. 

All Europeans dined at the ptiblio ta^ble, where 
they took their places according to seniority. The 
dinner service was somptnous—all the dishes, plati>«, 
and drinking-cups, heing of massive and ptiro siiver-— 
and the provisions were of the best quality. Artik 
and wine from Shirai were ordinurily dmnk at table. 
There were an EngUah, a Portuguese, and an Indian 
cook, so that erm- palate might be suited. Before 
and after meals a peon attended with a silver basin 
and ewer, which ho offered to each person at table 
that he might pour water over liis hands. On 
Sundays and a few other days high festival ivas kept. 
The choicest of European and wines were 

then introduced. 

On these festivals the Factors often accompanietl 
the Preijident, at bis invitation, to a garden w^hich 
was kept for re<^reathjn and amnsoment. At such 
times they formed a pnxiession. The President and 
hi^ lady were borne in palanquins. Before him were 
carrifid two large Wnners, and gaily caparisoned 
hiiri^ of Arabian or Persian hreed were led, thoir 
Baddies heing of richly emhroiilered velvet j their 
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head-stalls, tl'ihb^ and crupperg mounted with aolid and 
wTouj^ht flUveri The Council followed in cnaclies 
(IrawTt by oxen, jind tlie otljor Factors in cocititij carta 
nr on hnr^^ kept at the Company^ espenaoi 

There weib a singriiiiix combination of pride and 
meanness displayed in the Faetors^ mode of life» 
None of them — not even the Cbaplaiii — moved ont 
of the walls of the city without iieing attended by 
four or five jicons. At the Hindoo feast of the 
Divaliie, Bunyas always oflhrcd presents to Uie 
Presidentj Members of Council, Chaplain, Sargeon, 
and others. To the young Factors these gifts were 
of great importance, as by selling tbein again, they 
were enabled to prwum their annual supply of new 
ctothcK, 

This was beggarly enaughi hut not bo low ns another 
practice w hich was in favour with these young gentle* 
men, as they were nnw stylcfl hi fjourtosy* They had 
u clever wmy of enjoying practical jokes, and at the 
same time indulging their nicrcenary propensitlcij. 
One of them would enter the promises of a Btmva, 
and protend that he was shooting doves or sparrows 
The horrified believer in metempsyehini^ia would then 
come out, earnestly implore him to desist, and even 
offer him “ready moneyHe “drops in hie hand a 
noupie or two to lie gone," says the narrator. There, 
readrr, b a picture of tho repreisentatives of a liigh- 
mhulod nationr drawn hr one of thenKolrns. Pihh* 
Giriliuns f At least in your CfiEo neoesdity was tile 
mother of invetition. 

In additifjn to their salaries, tile Chaplain and 
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SurgcuD reec^iveU fifths for thoir gorvicect, and at 
Ciiristtiiti:^ bpth wore accustomed to flhar<j ** tbo Prcsi- 
deat’g hinmtj\” Tho Chaplain was allowed hia diet, 
attendimtSt aud he hatl at his disposal a 
or hoTBc. With all these jiericjuisiteH his mi'onie 
was.^ralsc<i to a eoTijdderable amoimt.* All were 
enjoined to treat him with grtyit defcronce and respect. 
His duties on Sundays were to reatl prayers throe 
times, and preach once; on other dap to reiui prayers 
at SIS in the morning aiKl eight in the e^enlngt hi 
a rfKTm set apart for the purpose and **doeeiitly 
emboUished." He was also required to catechize tho 
Lids of iho Factory, to tridt oceaslonallj the sulKjrdi- 
mte Factories, and take care that Divine serricei was 
properly celehrnted in liis absence. As the Dutch 
were without a Clmplain, he was invited by them to 
Ijaptize tlieir children.f 

Although the finances of the Factory were in an 
embarrassed stato^ the separate niemher^ scorn to have 
been at no time more flourishing. The consei|ueiieo 
was, that the Cumjjony were reduced to bormw monev 
from their sersimts* Tho public debt amounted to 
twenty laklis of rupees, and so much w#rc the remit- 
tiUicos from England heloiv the smn rt'^quired for 
investment, that it was ixeo^^ty to raise a portion in 
Imlio. The Company*9 cn^lit was so low that they 
could not ubluiu a further loan of one lokb and eighty

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ihousaniJ rupees without drawing on the private funds 
of their Factors,^ ^ 

The Company, although thwarted for a time, yet 
steadily kept in view their objeet of raising an 
ititlependent power in India, and on that acLiount 
Continued anxious to incroniso the coimncrcial iii|por- 
tance of BoralMy. They ordered that regular trfa* cts 
for provisions should be established there, a ilrr dock 
built, and a duty of a dollar |jer ton levied on everv 
ship w'hicb should bo surveyed or repaired in it; that 
large tjuantities of iron should be sent out for building 
ajid repaTring vessels; that a pier lie ironstructeil, and 
fixed rates charged for landing and shipping goods; 
that a progressive dirty, vaiyitig from one shitling to 
tw'o shillings and sixpence, bo levied on every house ; 
tliJit all English inhahitanta, nut in the Company's 
Bervicc, bo liable to pay duty for consulage; that a 
Post Office and an Insurance Office bo EstahliBhcd, 
mtd all the fortifications strengthened, 

The uncuitlvaled lands of the island hail been 
divided amongst “a number of black suIdierB’* on 
condition that they should cultimte them and give 
half their prq^uce to Government, These mm hail 
been engaged for mUitaty operations during the war, 
and it was thought that it. would be imprudent to 
dismiss them. In onicr that the force of acclimatized 
Europeima might he strengthened, nil such aa were in 
the servico of native powers were recalled to Bombay, 
“one seasoned man being worth two fresh <inos.t

ihoj^otnl five hundred to se^-enteen thoipuid lem- 
phinV chiefly bocanae the palm trees, frfnn whicJi a 
large itortion was derived, had been negleetoil. TJiii 
garrison ineliidcd sepoys, and only a Jiuntlrod English, 
Uutl'h, and Freni'h soldi eiiii., who could scaredv over¬ 
awe the inliahitants, csasjjeratol as they were by the 
harsh treatment which some of their countrymen had 
received from English plnUcs, The Court’supposed 
that they could fill up the ranks with Armenians, and 
" Madagascar bkt’ks," but found that such wet^ not 
to Iw had. All Gayer s efforts to keep the garristin 
in an oJfii ient state were futile. He increased it, but 
was soon compelltMl, from lack of funds, to dishuid 
three hundred and forty Genmoa, and «isty ChrisUans, 
so that the native troops were reduced to seven 
Subedurs ami fuur hundred rank and file. In Itij); 
they had no mf>rc than twenty-seven European soldicra.* 
At the same time trade was oppresied with such 
heavy burdens that it ojuld scarcely advance at all. 
For all gnmifi cAportwl from Bomlmy m the Moguls 
dominions the Company themselves chargml five |wr 
cent.; a turther duty of eight per cent, was then 
demanded by the Portuguese at Taima, ami arbitrate 
osaetioM were made by the Mogul Ciovemor at 
CaIHan,t

slight wounds healed with difficulty, ami fi^vero 
wounds were usimlly mortal. The nun^ber diminished 
with a mpidity truly alujining. Of seven nr night 
hundred Europeans, who inhabitcil Bombay before 
the war, not more tlmn sixty were left. Thera wora 
but three cirilians to turry on the Company's husinefls* 
and it became iieceasaiw to close the Courts of

Artniirahv and Common Law. Chililren suflfcred 
oqiuillj with those who had rcachetl matarily- Kot 
one child in twetitv surnTed the dairs of Inhmev.

One rif the pleasantest spots in India, seamed no moro 
than a garish graveyard. Such as romaineil bi it 
Tniirmnred against their hard fate, and against the 
Company who would not listen to their iNKpiest for 
permission to escape.* 

In ad<]ition to causes liefore stated, tho water of 
the island wjii? nnw suppn^l to bo unwholetpome. 
Prorisinns were ficartt? and bad. A a tho land 
prcxhired little but rocoa-nuts and toddy* com and 
cattle, usually of inferior quuHty^ were Imported. A 
sheep or two from Surat was the most acceptablo 
present that could ho olforad to the Governor himself. 
Ovingtim tried to cnRk a melancholy joke nn this 
pitlahle state of tHngs, and remarked that as sfimc

raiua Jiad eeased^ He deidared that none would have 
escapee;! if they had renuLmed till the end of Optuberi. 
The strictest temjjerauce was of no avail. 
they loft the harbour neither the Coianuituler nor 
himself had reasort to hope that either wemiti siirviTo 
many days * but, contrary to all e^ipertatjon, they 
were restoml to health befiiru they had sailed half 
way to Surat* Under aucli cin'umstances we are nut 
suTfirUed that when this reverend gentleman was 
invited by George Cof>k, tJie Deputy Governor, to 
bce^:^me ChapLiiii of the place, he at once declinihL 
He wTites m if he woulil give the reader a nod and 
wink in approval of his own sagacity, adding, that 
one minister had been hiirietl only a fortnight 
before, and three or four more in as many of the 
preceding years*, Ii was a eumeut proverb here, 
that “ Two muss{>m:is are the age of a maOi" Yet 
at Surat the health of Eumpenns suifereiJ little- 
Hoi i>tie Englishuiui] was attacked by the plague 
in ihiit place, at w time when three hundred uailves 
were dying there eaeh day. Sncli is OnngUms 
aeeouut. 
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Another writer who vi&ited Bombiiy nbout the 
sanie time k not bo wdl known, hut hia narrative 
deservi’ni notice, not only from his aUuAions to ilombavt 
hut aa 9 il:»ewiop the habits of English seaman, and the 
dangers of a voyape to India. Robert Everard was 
merely an R|iproniice on lioaril the ehtp which 

arrived in the Indian seas during the year 
The Captain was running into VoreovB^ auppoBing 
that it the harbour of BombaVt and he only 
discovered hlis error wheu the Portuguese hoisted 
their national coloura- As ho was leaving Versova, 
the pilot ran his ship Aahnre, agein when entering 
tlie harbour of Bombay they struck upon the rocks^ 
In both instances they esonped with dilhculty. 
When in the harbour the mate and gunner, having 
been tried and Aiund guilty of dii4{irderly conduct, 
were sentenced to a aingular jninislunent. They 
were taken from ship tn ship, and on each they 
received ten lashes. On their oi»ti ship they received 
twenty lashes. They were then taken ashore, and 
after the infliction of ten lashes under the wall of the 
fort, were discharged. When the had left 

India, she was treacherously attacked near the const 
of Madagascar by the natives of Assada, who 
murdered the Captain, Mate, Purser, and many 
others of the crew. Everard himself was taken 
prisoner and kept in slavcrj" for three years, during 
jiart of which time he endured great suflering. 
When ho had n'^gained his lilicrty, he ^dsitA^d BumlHiy 
a second time in imothnr Intliaman. A widow ladv

came on board with n view of tucTcly taking her 
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passage to Surat, but during the short voyage the 
Captain made such good use of his time that he 
gained her hearty and when they arrived therOp the 
aniomuft couple were married amidst great rejoicitig* 
Before they left Surat some captains of t>ther vcssela 
and the gentlemen of the Factory came on hoard and 
held a cart^tisalf firing guns and drinking healths^ 
Being tolcl of Evcrards sufferings when in captivity^ 
their hearts were mnveil to pitv, and thev made op 
for him a purse of fifteen riipi?e3* On their return 
to Bombay the Captain engaged sailnra at the rale of 
fifty shillings a heiidp and three poimds a month for 
wttgesp It is worthy of remark that the Lord 0 Day 
was scrujiiilously observed on bci^ini the ship in which 
Everurd sailed^ and the merchatits refused on that day 
to employ themselves in traffic** 

We may glean a little here and there regarding the 
manners of the English in this generation* Their 
diet appears at presemt in some respects flingular 
even to their uountriTnen. Tea was drunk in great 
cjmmtities^ Amongst the Dutch the tea-pot, we are 
tol(h was soldom off th<5 fire- The English do nol 
seem to have usually taken it with sugar and milk, 
although sugar candy was occasionally disaolved in it; 
but it was miirc frequently drunk with hot spices, or 
“ by the more carious with small conijervoii lemons.*'' 
Khicharec, a mixture of rice and split pulsie, was an 
ordinary article of food* In couflequence of the 
scarcity of flesh meat, European sailora were required 
to fast otic or two days in the week, just as good

Immorality and rlissotuteneBs were of the deepest 
five, and added force to the a^^aults of the unhcalthv 
(rlimate. (Jno who hod boon an ey(^-v^iUl(!«l 3 sjiaiil after 
he liBfl k'ft Bombay, “ I cannot without horror 
mention to what a pitch all ricious onormitics wem 
grown in this place. Their principles of action, and 
the conmiquent evil practices of the liin/jlish, forwarded 
their miseries, mid contributed to til] tbo air ivith 
those pestilential vapours timt seized tUeir vitals, and 
speeded their hasty luissuge to the other world. 
Luxury, immodesty, and a prostitute dissolution of 
monnets, found still new matter to work upon," All 
kinds of rice were in the superlative degree, and the 
mckst detestable sins were indulged in to an aintust 
unlimited extentn 

Nor were individimls nf the gentler sex such as 
could soften the hearts and elevate ibc minds of their 
husbands. “ The Indian market” fur ladies is now 
but nil historical tradition; but at the dose of the 
seventeemh reuturj- it was beginning to lit a fact 
anil reality. VVcmion avuwedly went there to gain 
hushanris. The article when thus importeil was 
finishwl in the most approved style; but as savatnjs 
attach most value to beads and Itxiklng-glassos, so the 
I-actore did nrit look for solid afijiuretncnts or even 
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iu.^umpllHhmerits m tlieir brides. “A modish garb 
and mien," we arc assorcdi item all that was required, 
aud if a Lady oouJd illsplay ibc.^, she »oou obtained 
the himcl of stmie rich men:haDt* 

One lit Iciist of ih^ ttLarriages d h mod^ tumeil 
out unbappllyf and eaugod no little scandal to the 
\irtuons part of the tommiuiitj* A young lady, 
daughter of Ward, the late Deputy Govertiur, and 
nioco of Sir John Child, was rcificling on the idand, 
and as she had no surriling rcDtives and a fortune 
of three thousand pounds^ Sir John Gaybr looked 
upon her as his peculiar charge. Not wishiug that 
the family s^hoidd lose such a prize, lie intended that 
iiho should niiirn^ his sun: hut one dav discovered to 
hiii (Treat aimnrance that sho ha<l 1ie«ii tmited 
clandefitindv to Solomon LlovO, n Factor. However, 
the will of a Governor had more of law in those days 
than at present, and no marriago waa considered 
valid unless his consent had been preriously obtained. 
In thk case, Sir John, without the least hesitationt 
transferred the dowried lady to IiLb tson. This was* 
Itad enough; but the worst part of the story remains 
to be told. On the principle of the Pretich adage, 
that if a woman cannot get the man she loves, she 
must love the Tmau she eon get, the latly might have 
lived as a faithful and affeetionato wife, if her husband 
Imd not lasen lalltnl away to China; but then she 
begun to think of defects lii her education, and 
prt)fH>sed to employ her lonely hours in learning 
to write correctly* A schwlnia^terj named Coleman, 
engagcil for the purpose, and, taking advantage 
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of liid (.Ki»itiou, ho fiommuiucatwl to her iiL!i> Ingsoos 
iu utilawftd loto. A watchful mother-in-law' dis¬ 
covered tlia ititriguo; iho wicked was aent 

in chains to England, and all hopes of coiiiiufalal 
bliss for Sir John Gayer’s son and daughter-in-lnw 
were desiroyod.* 

It must bo admittoil that the Company did all in 
their |KHivcr to arrest the progress of vice at Bombay; 
but, as tho English nation was in the midst of an 
inicjtiitoiis career, to which the Hrst impulse had been 
given by that moan debanchce, miscalled ** the merrio 
numarch, anrl hia Court, it was not to lx? expected 
that a n'HTTiing voice from Loudon wnnld gain 
respectful attention in IndiB.f Yet the Directora did 
what they could, and wrote thus i —“ Ttio Governor, 
Deputy Governor, and committees uf the East India 
Company, having been infurtned of the difstwderly 
and unchristian conversation uf «)mc of their F8cU>r^ 
and servants in the }iarts of Iiulia, tending to the 
dishonour of (Jo<l, the discredit of our Lctnl Jesus 
Christ, and the shame and scandal of the English 
nation, make certain ivgulations with a view to 
reniier “ the religion we proftss aniiable in thu siglit 
of thusc heathens amraig whom they rpside." Then

Small as were the number of Europeans^ taverns 
and grog shops were already establi 1 ^hell for them. 
We find Frum official papers tb»t on the thirteenth of 
August i694i John Wright applied for and gained 
permission to keep a tavern in Uombav. The prices 
of wines and spirituous liquors wore then fijted by the 
Goi'omor in Councih For a bottle of sherry two 
xemphins were to he eharge^l, and two hirecns for a 
bottle of punch containing two quarts^ An instance 
of tho miniitiee to which legislation descended at that 
time is an order that, “ ii" unv man comes into a

victualling house to tlrink punch, be may demand one 
quart of good Gm\ arak, half a pound of sugar, and 
half a pint of good lime ivater^ and make his own 
punch* j\iid if the howle W ncH marked with the 
clerk of the market's scale, then the bowk may Ih> 
freely broken without paying aonhing either for 
bowle or pimch.^t 

Cases of poisoning were said to be frctiiient al 
these tarems* The rude mannety of Briti!^li 
led them to use a freedntn with the dark ladies wlio

IjiqiiGr marie ill the country was drank by all 
chtsi<es of Englishmen- Sometimes they vrere cuO' 
tetitixl with arak raanufkaured at Surat nr Bomhay; 
but the licst was brought frotn Goa or Bengalp The 
strongest eori wfis called by Englishmen Jagre 
(jagree), and WA?| I suppose, a liquor distUleil, like 
ruui, from mnla^cs* It was taken in drams anti 
heated, ur made lukewarm by a hot iron or w erlge of 
gfjltl dropped into it- A fondness for intoiLicating 
i^plrita was carried even by saperhir tniuds to an 
astonishing degree of coarseness* Fryer, man of 
cTtcelIcnt education ba he was, ciitild not attend the 
l^nquet of a ilussulmau officer,, wilhmit having the 
bad taste to draw a out iif hU pnrket, and qualify 
liis sberbo! with tbo iiwjre potent draught to which ho 
WHS aerosuniied* This hc^ tells m himself with an 
evident conviction that he had bc«n knowing and 

clever-t 

As regards the mirttary at this period, the Companv

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hml not bmi mu^bt by bitter experieijee to treat 
them with liberality, and consequently they found 
that tliov tbemaelTCs were treated by Otem with little 
reepet't. Their vexatious regulations infusoil a spirit 
of insubordination into the mimls of all the troops^ 
from the highest officer to the private soldier. Captain 
Carr, indeed, (Ud net hesitate to insult the Deputy 
Gnvernor in hi« Cornidl Chamber. TJnsummonod 
he appeared before his Honour to demand an inquiry 
into his conduct. lie was told that he hml not been 
sent for; Init, ns he had come of his own aecord, he 
Would j)crhu(>s he so good as to explain why he had 
not appeart?d on pamdo for two mornings. “I hswl 
business," was his lacimic ansiver. The Deputy* 
Governor mildly suggostctl that his Ijusinesa could 
not have hcen very urg^'lnt, and that it really 
appeared as if the Captain was not anxious to perform 
his duty. Tpon that Ciur bcgiUi to swear “good 
mouth-fiUingoathfi" at bis Honour, and when threatened 
with punishment by him, slKuik his fist in the Deputy s 
face. Tlic affair was terminated by the Captain 
being pluiwl under tirrest, and Minfined to his own 
quarters. Such an example thus set by an rdBcer 
was, 03 might he cxpccte<l, imitated by private 
fluldicrs, and at last oil fell iut<i such a disorgantited 
state that the Goveniur could nut find a man whom 
he would venture to make a Sergiaint or Corporal.* 

The Company professetl especial care for the 
religious instruction of tlieir servants, and sent out

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8oiiie apology for this intolcnm™ may he drawn 
from the relative pusitiou of the Enji^lish ami Portu- 
fTucsi.\ The latter hoped to regain their lost ascCMihmcT 
in Bombav, and were tno'vn to hold treasonahlo 
correspondence with tho Jesuits of Handora. During 
the war with the Dutch and Mogul they Iwd refused 
to aid in defending the island, e homing an exeraptioo 
frnni military service; although it was shewn that 
President Aungier hatl reserved to the Comivany a 
right to such service, ami that the Company, as 
ropresentatiTOB of the English Crown, had become 
their lords paramount. It was even Buid that the 
Jesuits hivl tirst suggested to lha 'tSiddett the jjractica* 
hility of invading Buuhav, iiml they certainly had 
supplied his array with provisions. It was nut then 
altogether unnatural that the Guvernraent shuulil 
regard with suspicion any EngUshnmn who suddenly 
embraced the n?ligii»n of their tioachorous enemies, 
and that they should imagine him to be a fellow- 
conspirator with the Portuguese. 

At this perioil, all the property tif the Jesuits on 
which the Goverament could lay their hiuuls was 
confiscated. Their lands at Parell and Sion were 
never r^tomd, liecaitse, when invitod, they would 
make no promise to have the question of their guilt 
nr innocence tried before a Court of Judicaturi'. 
Other property belonging to Portuguese was given to 
its former owners, when, after im[uiry, they were 
proviul to have aeU‘d in goml faith. It must be 
eonfflstUHl that the English Government were hasty in 
their rmifiscatiniis, and that the Court sanctionwl their 
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proceodinffs, becauso, as t\wy cauclidly acknowledged^ 
it liail l)ccoixio necessary to improTo, by every possible 
means, the revenues of tbe isLind.* 

Annoyed afl tbe Engliah were at finding lUeir 
wuntrymcii embrace a laitb wbkh was In those ilaya 
regarded as in itself tniason to Cburcb and StHtOt 
they were sliockod beyond measure when they heard 
that one bad become an apostate to the religion of 
the false prophet.. As has been stated, numerous 
EuroiJemw deyurti^d to tbo Sidtlee, and surely that 
shewtrtj A degrtuled state of ibeLing- There were al^io 
iustsmees of actual apOHtacy; but we Imve only one 
on rccortlt ^d that mny lx? t<dd in the words of the 
Factors at Surat. ** In additiou uf our 
they wTite, there is ooe of our wicked Etiglishmenf 
by name John New^ton^ that come out in the RfJjj/ai 
Janies and iUciry, und came from Umbra yesterday, 
and went iminediaiely to the CoseyS} and docliLrcd bis 
in tout inn to turn Mw>r, and before we possibly could 
have on opportunity to send to the Governor, the 
biisiucss was done, and be cireun^cketl, winch was 
past OUT remedy of retrieving his wicked souL" f 
The country ulxjut Surat was more unsetUud tban 
ever. There was a genend expectation that ci^il 
wahJ wore approaching, and that cverj^ ones who batl 
property must lose it, unless ho could tlefend it, or 
Hide with the airungisst. Aurangzeeb was jealous of 
nil hh sons, each uf whom was forming a cabal against 
his Govcnmicnt, or raising furces &ri as to assert bis

claimt) to thu tliront aftar his i'alhera demists Su 
atrongly did the Factors tael tlioir insecurity, that 
they reduced their stock to the smallest jtuaaible 
amount. In Fobruur)' 1696, the city vas thrown into 
the {TTBatest constomation hy a threatened assault of 
the Marathaa under liaja Bom, who had uppjntKiched 
as for as ifuiidarbar. The Enjjlish, Outeli and 
French fortified their Factories, and Sir John Gayer 
sent twenty topasscs w'ith amis and ammmiition from 
Bombay. The native Governor also made groat 
preparations, and socmetl so dctunniiufd to defend the 
place, that the marauders thought it tulvisable to 
retire.* 

In 1685 Sir John Child hial ikapatehod a ship to 
establish a nciv Factory at Amoy, and another with 
Factors to revaottlo trade at Siam. In l695 Mr. 
Uniboume contracted with the Kance of Attiuga for 
a iX'fjidar settlement at Brinjan, and an attempt was 
oiadc to open a trade with Sind and Muni tan; hut 
the Court dkapproved of both these projects- Tlnjy 
would not consent to the latter, bccaasc there wiis not 
sufficient depth of water in the Indus for ships to 
prucml higher than Tattn-f 

However, the same year wore fauili the Factory ntul 
strong fordficfttions of Anjengn—aliout seventy-eight 
miles from Ca^Ki Cotmiriii or KtH>niarefy—on a small 
strip of land which tho English bad obtained in 1684. 
Although priiteclod hy the sea on one side, and a 
buiuU river on the other, the siKJt was injiulieiously

Carwar was celebrated amongst sportsmen for the 
game and will! ani mills with which iia forests 
atx>undGd* The Chief of the English Factory was 
held in groat respect by the neighbouring Ihijahs^ 
and when be issued on a hunting expedition they 
accompanied him with their followers, A pack of 
t^venty dogs vsas kept there in IG99, End each was 
allowed iwQ pounds of rice per diefn at the Company’s 
expense; ** but now," wTOle a yisitor not long after¬ 
wards, they are lx;tier husbands of their money, and 
have discharged aU their dogs and other superfiiiities, 
except one good old custom of treating strangers that 
come there from Europe wilh pretty black female 
dancers, who are very active in their dandng, and 
free iti their conversatixui, where shame is quite out 
fashion.* 

Tills visitor, who had one eye for hiisincss, am! 
another for pleasure, during one of thi^e bun ting

dar the Chief, like some Ilighland laird, was conductetl 
home in state hy his Dative attend ants, who after 
dcliTcring their compliments with strict fonnnlity 
parted from liiin at the T’actory gate- 

So great was the celebrity of this coyutry for its 
game, that it attracted two ymmg ni™ to an ciitcq>riso 
which must he wmsidered more anlnous than the 
excurEiotLS of mtHlern sportsmen to the rt»cks and 
streams of Norway, or oven the avalanches of the 
Ilimalayas and llie plains of Southern Aftivai A 
youth named Lembourg, of the bouse uf Lemhoarg in 
(Germany, imd a son of Lord Goring, without giving 
their triends notice of their intention, esulod from 
I-iondon tti Carwar in one of tho Company s vessels* 
As they had left letters behind tliem, bilk of credit 
followed, and the Diretiore wrote to their Chiefs of 
Factories deRiiing that they would trccive the young 
adventiuurs with hospitality and respect. They 
remained three years at Carwar, and then eet off on 
their reium home. Yonng Goring died four days 
after the ship sailetJ; but Lembourg arrived safe in 
England-* 

The memornhle change which came over the 
English nutiuti at this time pluccil the English and 
Dutch on a new fiwting. When the Factors first 
heard that tlu; Prince of Orange had landed in 
Englanci, they were evidently in doiiht as to the issue,

Aurangzeeb, seeming h> Ijelieve diia jilatL^iblc gtnrv, 
and encouraging tho Dtitthman in hii? boastingt 
gravely lepliefl that as the Dutcli were m> su]M*ri<^r, 
f hey had oidy to drive the Englii^h out of his clomimons 
and appropriate the Eirrepoan trafle to themsclveft- 
rio strongly iwomiuended them to take this step. 
But when Baroon excused himself on the plea that he 
could not act without Instruetions from bomCi the 
Emperor shewENl that ho was better acquamteri with 
Eurojieaii affairg tliun the other had suspected, lie 
plainly told liim that Holland muflt he an inrignificmil 
country, for the King of France had conqucrLri it in 
a few days, anfl would never huva Iwcn exj^Uoih ^f dm 
English had not interfered; iluit in reulily England 
held the balunf.*e of piiwcr in Enrnjvc^ and that if 
she wore not lo do jin, the Emin^ror of Germany or 
King cif Fmncc wcmld conquer Dollund in a single 
campfiign-* 

Again, when the English Factors in cnnfine*

an iiloa of which the English imiuodiaUdy avuilod 
tbcmsolvra, and in cdurao of time turned to their 
advantage. Having a |JOWQrfal fleet in the Indian 
seas, the Dutch ofTerod, if an extdusive trade were 
granted them, convoy the pilgrim ehipa to JuiUla. 
This* was prnimbly the first hint which led the English 
r^ovcniment eventually to demand and acquire the 
tunkha, or aasigiinicnt on the revenuoe uf Surat for 
protecting Rhips on their ptussago to the tted Sea, 
The Dutch had thirty-six ships of war, divided into six 
gipif iftin nsj cruising in the Indian seas. One squadron 
rtmiiuned bctwecen SunU and Bomlmy with a view 
of intercepting smd attacking the ships of France,* 
During the lulministration of President Harris, 
official infomuitioa was n\.-civcd that Enghuitl hud 
declared war against France. On tho eleventh of 
October, 1692, the ElisnAeih, East Indiamatl, was 
capturwl within fifty leagues of lhauh.ay by a French 
fleet of four ships mounting rcsiwctlvely aixty-six, 
six tv, forty, mid twenty guns. To such A force the 
Elhfifteth mtulo a stout but of cours** fruitless ntdat- 
ance. In thoao days many an Euglislmum was tainted 
with the suspicion of treason, and Vaiix was said to 
have held secret and traitorous communication.^ with 
the enemy. Certain it is that he purchasi'd from 
tlu'in the inVirttiip/A.'f'

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The French inflicted a more temble blow on the 
Company in 1696. Four Eaet Indiamen^ the 
Hrm^ Dt^Hce, JYincexs Anntf and with the 

Seffjtiour an interloper^ to whom fear of the common 
foe had induced them to join themselves, were captured 
on tboir homeward voyage by a French fleet. Wo 
must all admire tho spirit in which the Court 
announced this disaster to their President at Surat- 
litstoad of desponding, they wrote with pardonable 
vanity, that tboy bore their loss ** with a true Rontan 
couragn,” and were resolved to increase their stocks 
One squadron of six French ships visited Surat and 
landed merchandise ^ 

Now, for tho first time, Armeniana appear m mixed 
irp with the Company's affairs at Surat, It w'ss found 
that this industrious raeo could retail tho w^iMillene? of 
Enpland, or bring fh»m the interior fine mn&llns and 
other articles at much lose expense than English 
agents would have cost. Their serviced wore LhcTcforo 
poculiarly valuable to the Company under their heav)’

The Btatfi of affiiirs in India for tho nest fow tooth 
woa so CTtTHordlnarj and mnfiiBecf,—conflicts bein^r 
wogtMl by Biibjootfl nf iIip British Cremn, each jwirty 
doiming fur itself tbo eounteiionco of supreme authority, 
unci each lUmying tbot the other party acted under 
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the sanction of either Kiiig or ParlmmeDt—I tliis 
state of affiiirs is such a labyrinthi that before we can 
find aur waj out of it, we must obtain for a clue not 
only inforniatloti drawn from India^ but also a little 
^U'qiLTintanco with Enj^lish politics. 

Many merchants of London had for long been 
discontented with the monopoly gr«mted to the Efi^t 
India Company, and their anxiety to have it abolished 
had sharpened their Ingenuity in exposrng its defects^ 
The work of John De Witt, the celebrated Dutcli 
statesman, ha{l furnished their advocates with some of 
the soundest nrgnments^ and the leamiKl Pollexfcn 
now brought his stores of knowledge and stihllety to 
their aid.* But their main hope had hoeu place<l in 
assailing the vulnerablo points of their chartered 
adversaries and detecting Llieir flagrant nhiLses. In 
the parliament of 1691 munerous petitions were 
presented against the Company, whose replications 
were pronounced unsatisfactory, so that tho House of 
Commons, in an address to the King, dedred that it 
might bo abolished, and a new Company establisliefi 
in ils place. Early in 1693 the petitions of mal' 
C(>ntenls were still more ntimorouft, and a Committee 
of the whole Honse determined that n new Joint 
Stock Cotn])any ehouhi be formEcL But thou appears 
to have commenced that flagitious system of bribery 
which the w orld affc^cted to regard with pious horror, 
but yet oDcouraged, oud on whicli Ixjth parties relied 
more than on argument. Those who haiJ avowed

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thfllr coiivictioti of tho Com puny’s aljuses, now npencfl 
tlicLr TTirnda to reason and j^ld. Tliey proeentod, 
inileod, another addms to tlio King, P™ymg him to 
dissolvQ the Campany aftur three years; hut they 
wore Siitisfiicd with the aasumncc, which in all ages 
has bcfriondetl dilatory statesmen, that tho matter 
should vonitiiIered> 

In the Oetohor Session of the same year, adtlrosBCi! 
were poured upon the House by clothicrB, lincn- 
<lmi)ers, and other tradesmen, aa well !is rafluential 
mercbsuits, who miilertooh to prove thsit the triinsatv 
tions of tlie CompaDv had tended to the scandal of 
religion, tllQ dishonour of England, the reproach of 
ila laws, the oppresaism of its people, and the ruin of 
its trade. Tlic DirectorB wett? not contented with 
printing an ojiswcr tu tliese charges; thej' also secretly 
purchased the favour of the Ministry. A new 
Charter was therefore gratited by tlio King to tho 
Company^ but an outcry was raised agmnst the 
Government, the Commons resisting the fioyal 
grant na on invasion of their rights, and passing n 
rcstjlution that no persons could lie prahibittKl from 
engaging in the East India trade, except by Act of 
Pori i anient. 

In tho Farliamoni of 1895, further miMisiirios were 
taken, nml an inquiry was made into the moans bv 
which the Company had procured their ncfw Charter. 
Tlmir liooks were cxnminerl hy a Committee, whicii 
fidly revealed the system of (tJimptiotl on which they 
had acted. Tlie Company, diieSy through the 
agency of Sir Thomas Cooke, one of their Diroetorii, 
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Inul expcn<lfHl umetr ihcmsaniL pounds in secri'^t 
soTTiccs. CcK^ke, having htjcn camnilttad to the Towert 
promwcd to tliHclofle iiU, on receiving an of 

irulemujty. The King endeavoured to st<jp inquiry 
hy tlireatening to cUiise the Se^s^lon \ jet it pnicocdtHL 
The Duke of Lt^ods wius strongly suspoetcd of Imving 
received liirgo hribes, and articles of impcachmoiii 
woit^ os.hil>ltetl against him in tlic Ppjser llonae. At 
tliisi stagD the protioeutiun waa stopped by a prorogation 
of Parliament, 

However, tlitse rovcbitiuiiB ao injured the Company, 
that when in 1608 a lean woe rcquii^l of them hy 
the Ministn' fe^r the use of the StaU% and a rival 
fiSRucintion of merthantd oiferod a larger sum tlian 
they could prsnuise, it was dtscidod that the old 
Compajiy slioultl lie dissolved,and a now one ostablishoil 
in its stead.* 

Still the old Compniy bad inSuential flupjH'irterB, 
and their case was doibnded by acute and powerful 
roasunhig. Besides shewing die benefits which the 
countT)' bad derived from their trade, and the risk 
which would bo incurred if it waii cntrusto<l to their 
inexperienced opponents, they argued that, having 
iMcinne Lord Proprietors of St^ Helena and Jkimhay, 
they could not wlili joetice be deprived of territory 
which tifkl been coaforred ujjon tlieni l>y Royal grant;

and Factories, and that justice and good policj* wonld 
both he violatwl, if their chartered rights were 
infringed. Their remonstrances were thought by 
many to be highly reasonnbla, eo that ono-and-twenty 
mom'ljem of the Honso of reens formally protested 
against the hardship and injustice whicli they sufferwl. 
Moreover, it was quite clear that their opponents had 
succeetlod by the corrupt means whielx had drami so 
innch nhlfKiity on themaclvcs, and the odium of 
corruption was pretty cTcnly aharod by both Com¬ 
panies. Hence in 1700 the House willingly listened 
to the advocates of the original association, cnlargii^ 
on the injuiics which they luul endured; and after 
hearing Iwth sides of the case, once more passed a 
Bill in their favour- 

A consideration of these transactions CAU alone 
explain the anomalmiB state of affairs in Intliit. Two 
Conqamics appettrtid in the field. The old was now 
Htylcd “Tho London Company," and had only 
obtained permission to irodo for three years, when its 
accounts were to be wound up, and nil its commence 
was to cease. The new aBsociation, claiming to Im? 
more national in its spirit and undertakings, was 
atrled ** The English Company, trading to the East 
Indies." The ficrvanls of the two Courts of Ulrectom 
made India the arena of a fierce struggle. One 
party claimed at one time the support of the King, 
the other the support of Parliament. Ouo prevailed 
for a short ^wrioiU tbo other seemed compcllecl 
to Huceuttib; but the hopes of neither were 
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iTiwhcd, nor wus the cause of either proudly triuci* 

In addition to the usual rogulatieiis, the Charter of 
tile new Compnit)''—^which iiecamo also the Ch^ter of 
tho old, when tho two wore amalgiujiatod—contained 
Gpecial provisions for on edueational and religious 
ostablishinent. A Minister and Schoiilmastcr wero 
to he maintaincsl in every garrison and superior 
Factory', und a decent place appropriated oiclusively 
to Divine Serricc. Iforeovor, it was ordered that 
every ship of five hundred tons burden and upwards 
shuuhl carry a Chaplain. All clergymou, whether sent 
for duty on ships or in Factories, were to be appro veil 
either by tho Archbishop of Canterbury or the Bishop 
of London,and care was to be taken that thtn' were to l)0 
treated with respect. It was strictly enjoined also 
that ail Chaplains who went to reside lo India should 
learn the Portuguese language within ©no year after 
their arrival, and should also apply ihemsidveB to learn 
the language uf the ctiuutry, “ tho better to unable 
them to Lofltruct the Geotoos that should he the 
servants or slaves of the S)unD Cfunpony, or of their 
agents, hi the Protestant religion 

M’lien their destruction was liumbicnt, the old 
Company found one loophole through which they 
hoped to escajie. Clausea in their rivule’ Charter bad 
provided that all subscribers to tho new stock might 
trade separately, and on^their own account; also 
that other corporationa might become holders of

f CItmtiT of King WilliATO the Thit^ aJp 
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stock. Availinfir tlicrosclvcs of those ^irivik'.gea, tlio 
oVi TOBolTotl to aubscribo larguly to tlio funds of the 
new aBSoemtion, and thus to trade separaUdy when Uio 
throe years allowed them should have expired. 

In the meaiiwliile they were reluctantly oompelled 
to inform ihcir Factors liow altered was the state of 
their affairs. In l(i95 their confident hopes of con¬ 
tinued existence were for the first time undcmiinctl; 
and they warned their servants at Surat, that as such 
violent prcjndicca were conetdved against them, they 
dill not know whether their Charter would lie renewed, 
or a new Company instituted. The words in which 
this iuformatioii was conveyed arc worthy of notiiw as 
proving that the feuds and mutual rocriminationfl 
which will bo n^corded in this Chapter were not 
unforeseen. The Company rather looked forward 
with hope, tliat amidst the confusion somothing would 
turn up in thoir favour; at all events, they hud no 
Imention of Buhmittiug quietly to defeat, and were 
resolved that they would either put dowm opposition 
with a strong hand or die fighting. In such a spirit 
tluw wrote“ Two East Indian Companies could no 
more subalst without destroying one the otlier, than 
two Kings at the sanio tiroo n^gnant in the same 
kingdom; that now a civil battle was to bo fought 
between the old and new Company } and that two or 
three yeara must end tide war, as the old or the 
new must give way; tha^being veterans, if their 
servanU abroad would do their duty, they did not 
doubt of the victovy; that if the world laugiioil at 
till* pains the IW(> Companies Itwk. to ruiu each otiier, 
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tlnsy LXiulil Mat holp it, as they were oa frood greiuiitt 
and hail a Charter."* And when their servautjft w^rate 
from Inilia m a timorouAt di:^pandmg strain, the iitout 
old Company told them that all this was endy “as 
II hliLstoring stonily which so far from tearing them 
up, only u little shook the roots, and made ibem 
tboreby take tlu^ better bold, anti grow the firmer md 
flourish the faster.^* So as neither of the monojxdkt 
corporadons would give way, they set to work, and a 
hard fight they had* Eitch got severe punighment 
and hoayy fidls* Then they ondeil by shaking hands* 
and dividuig the stakes* 

liut what most distressed the old Company s Fnek»rs 
was, that their hands woro tied, and instcail of being 
left free to put forth all their strength against their 
odvarsarics, they were fettered by a caJiimitj of 
another kind, 

Eiiriiiiean piracy had been carried to such an extent* 
that tho altematlyc now was—cither honest trade or 
piracy must be suppressed. Anxiety, too, on the 
subject was heightened when It was found, that a 
remcMly whicdi had been pre^ribed waa canverted into 
a poison, and a man who professed to be a protector 
of commence hatl Ijocotne ite most dangeruns enemy* 

The Company having represented to the King of 
England that they were in constant fear the 
Alogul Emperor should make reprisals upon them for 
lussca which pirates had i^Ucted on nadves of India, 
William the Third wished to send some memif-wor 
that they might attack and destroy the hauuljii of the 
* AjieuUji, ifiiis-iriao. 
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hacCiUiocTB. As there would have been clifliculty 
in pnworing a grant of public money fur this purpose, 
it was proposed that the undertaking should b« 
private. The Earls of IkjUainont, Oiford, Romney, 
Lortl Somers, Colonel Uviogsloue and others therefore 
agruetl to Vonn an a&soaation. Lord Bcllamoiit hud 
been juat appointed Governor of New York and New 
Euglaiul, and before he left Tot his seat of Govem- 
meut, Colonel Livingatono recommended to him 
Captain Kidd, a brave dashing follow, who was said 
to luivc become remarkably well acquaintwl with the 
pirates’ lairs—a circninstatioe which, strange to say, 
seems to have awakent’d no suspicions. 

St. Augustine’s Bay at Miidagascar, and the ncigh“ 
Kmring island of St. Slary, were chiefly looked to. 
Here the rovers had tbrown up fortificationa, and 
were supplied with stores from New York, and iho 
West Indies. Sii thousand poumls having Iwen 
raised, a share of which Kidd himself contrihutol, 
he was placctl in command of the Ailveatare, a galJoy 
with thirty guns and two hundred men, and in the 
year lG95 sailed to attack tlie robbers at Madagascar, 
lb? left that place, however, inimediatelv after ho had 
arrived at it, and went to cruise at the entraiice 
of the Red Sua. Thera also he met with uo success, 
anti again sailed Ibr Calk;ut. 

These failures were mortifying. Kidd sought for 
Tomuneration; but at this i^te he and his association 
would nevor make their fortunes. So we may suppttBO 
(hat ho reasoned like the shepherd's dog, which, 
according to an old proverb, considered (lint his 
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watchfulnc?!?^ gavD him a batter cbiim tliau any one 
eke Ui gtHwl mutton, anil moreover that It waa both 
oimer atul plpaaanter to kill sheep than wol™* The 
fMiltcemao became thief 5 CaptaiD K.idd appeared in 
tlie character of a most daring and succegsful pirate. 
This change wo^ euggiastcd at Calient, where he 
was tempted by a bark^ the master and three or 
four sailors of ivhich were Dutchmen, the rest Miissiik 
This sweet morsel ho seizeil and took awaj to 
Madagascati, and four or live wtH"ks after goi^ed his 
appetite with the Quedfilt d/rrr/i/fW/, a ship of four 
hundred tons, having a cargo valiieti at four lakhs of 
rupees, and a crew of Mussulninns, commanded by an 
Englishman, His fame soon spread far and wide, so 
that he was joined by utber ships, including tbn 
Mot-fiG and Josiah, the crews of which had muiiiiieil 
and renoun ccfl the Company s service. Ills whole 
force is said to have lieen coiupoEWhl uf tw^o Mgatcti^ 
each mciunting thirty gun-S which coustantlT cruised 
off Capo ComoriR, mul three of fifty, forty^ anil thirty 
guns ri'specitivoly, wliich cruised off the ^tlakliar 
Coast,* Tlie frigate took or sank #K;vcn or 

eight shi[t!3 lielonging to Sumt^ A Portuguese ship 
engaged in the China IvwAo was also taken- When 
the annual fic^t of Mogul vessek arrived at Surat 
from the Ilctl Sea, under convoy of a Dutch atul 
English squadronj they learned that Kidd had been 
liovcring near tliem, and had left them for liojupoor, 
where he plundend a vessel belonging to Bomhay*

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Ho then camsnecl Rt tho Ijoccadivo lalanikt sailed to 
Calicut, whciNj lio espied three armwl Tossolfi m the 
Companv’s serrlce, escaped to Coehin, took three 
Dutch prizes of great value, and retired witli bis prey 
to hia at St. Mary e. 

The short and brilliant caireer of this freehootcr 
was now drawing to a close. He partitioned his gains 
amongst his crow, first appropriating forty sharts to 
himself. Ninety of hia men then took service in the 
Mocha^ and he himself sailed with the r^ to the 
West Indies. Going from thence to America ho wm 
seized by Lord Bclkmont, and sent to take his trial m 
Engla.nd* 

Hitf reputation had arrived there long before him, 
and public indignation had been excited not only 
against him, but also against the noblemen and genllc- 
mcn who had sent him out, and who were charged 
with countenancing his pimetes. However, his patrons 
seem to have been inniHS-nt, and to havo acteil only 
from g«»od motives. Kidd was brought to the bar of 
the House of Coinmonst where he did not miiintain 
hifl charwiler; for Sir Edwurtl Seymour remarked 
that “ the fellow was not (uotb a knave than a fool." 
Yet he at loaat oliflcrviHl a generous silence, and made 
no attempi to criminate others. Tho Court of Directors 
annoimced ti> tho Giwomor of Sural that ho wiis 
almiit to be trli'd at the Old Hailey, and the hope 
that he would Iw hung, drawn, and cptartcred, was a 
gtmtaining curd ini to their hanuisotl mimU. Ho and 
some of his companhiiL® in crime, having been convicted, 
were hung in chains at Tilbury. His property, to the 
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value of sis tbousatiil four huiulrod and. soveiUy-two 
puiuids, was conisoated, and presonted by Queen Anne 
to Greenwicb Hospital.* 

Another of those dreaded rovers was styled by the 
Deputy Governor of Bombay “that grand vi Haiti 
Si vers, commonly called C Livers." T-Tatnn|r seized a 
vessel belonging to llassan Amadnn, ho probably 
contributed more than any other individual to the 
troubles in wliich the Factors were involved. Ilia 
luck, like Kidd’s, failed him nt the last moment. 
With fifteen others, who had followed the same 
courses, be had taken his passage on a small ship, the 
Mtrgarei, bound for Now York. At the Cape of 
(^ood Hope they were bo unfortunate as to meet rtith 
Captam Louth, who being in a large and well-atmefl 
Indhunan, took their little vessel, with crew, passengera, 
negroes, goods, and money to Bombay. The Mogul 
Giivemor of Surat demanded that all should be 
delivered to him; hut this was refused, and Louth 
made about six thousand pounds by his prize, his 
crew getting bb much more. Of course the gallant 
Captain thought that he liad performed a meriturioua 
servicof but Bombay was full ton*plction of Kuropean 
lilarkgnanls, and the Government was annoyed with 
him for bringing more. Sir dohn Gayers grumbling 
letter lifts up the veil from a frightful state of society. 
He plainly states, that he would have t)een better 
plesised if Louth liad not been so oflicioua, and had 
allowed the Margftrei to proceed, “ rather than have

But now we approach the cataatrophe. The owners 
of such \TJBSols as had fallen into the hands of pirates 
complained that they had been rubbed by EngUshmon, 
and inaifiled that the English ought to make them 
compensation. Without inquiring into the jusUco of 
these complaints, the Governor of Surat orderod the 
Factors to pay a million of rupees on account of one 
merchant’s loss, and two hundred on ocemmt of 
another’s. Anncsley, the Fresidont, licforo replying 
to this unreasonsihle demand, consulted Sir dolin 
Gayer, who declared that not omc rupc^e should lie 
furthcoming. As the Governor had before succeeded 
bv threatening that he would Bog the Dutch and 
French brokers to death if they did not grant tho 
indemnity which he required, he now hud the brokers 
of the English Factory aoized, and when ropes had 
Uen fastenwl to their necks, they wore led away, as 
though to be hung upon tho Green. At their 
earnest request, they wore penuittod fo hog that the 
English would satisfy the Governor, and Aunealey, 
being by this time iutimidated, agreed U> pay thirty 
thousand rupees ; but tho General and his Council 
were so tlispleasiKi with this pusillanimity and other 
offotit'es, to wUitdi allusion hits before been maile,‘i‘ 
that they di prived him of bis apiauntnieul, and tniulo 
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St^fphou Cu\t Presidtjnt in hia rcom,* The iinfartu- 
ox-Pi*«'3ideDt was Dover restored to faTour; yet 
ho still linger oil amiitst the scenes of hia better dajs. 
He was employed for a short time hy the New 
Company, and died in India so lato as the 7th Jane, 
1732, learag’ his widoir in a ileplorablc condition of 
poverty, f 

The Governor’* partial snceoss in intimulating the 
Factory by no moans abated his iiiBoloiicc. He 
demanded and obtained from the President a eonvov 
P:»r tiro Aloe ha fleet, and when it: had returned in 
8afot}\ dishonestly refoscnl to pay the stipulate*! 
amount. The President h;id too hastily assured hi in 
that a force vrould he sent fn>m England to dear the 
Indian seas of pirates, and when this w^as not done, 
the Governor aflectetl to treat the English with 
profound contempt. As the mob foliowetl his example, 
the Factor* were spumod by all, aiid the pixjr President 
wTijto that they were ‘“as despicable as the l^ortiiguese 
in India, and as odious as the Jews in Spain,"J 

At sneh a moment, when the nSkIrs of the English 
in India were more depressed than they had ever 
been since prosperity first dawned upon them* when 
they hjid hjst credit with the Natives, and were 
victims of a Icx^al oppressor, they commence*! an 
internecine strife amongst themselves, and two Com- 
panie* engaged in a contest of commercial life and

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Aealh. This war with cxtTaordumry 

aiumosity, each attributing blame eotiielv to tho 
other. Fortunately tho memoirs of both paxtiM, 
written by themselvca, are prcservttl in their dianea 
anil official letters. Tbo impression which they leave 
on tho reader's mind is not favourahle to the agents 
of either Company, It was of conrse to he cipeetod 
that the old FactOTB, or the ‘‘vetemna," aa tbeir 
masters style them, would look with envioim eyes 
upon iutnnlers, and would liave rejoiced to see them 
discomfited. But they went much fiirthcr than this. 
The old Company treated with utter contempt tho 
priTileges which bad been cotifeirod upon their rivals 
by the English Goveroment. They would not under* 
stand that thov themsclvea wore only continuing for 
three years on'sufforance. And they carried faction 
to the highest point, when they prepared thomwdyes 
not indi'ml openly to injure, but aecrotly to midcmmc 
the mduenco of an Ambassador who came with Eoyd 
credentiala, b'oauite he was in tho pay and intercat 
of othcre. On the other hand, the Ambassador, 
President, and Agents of the New Company were 
overbearing and insolent, ever active in oudeavonring 
to exalt themselves, ami little Bcnipnlous about means, 
provided they could attain their end and degrade the 

ficrvants of the old Company. 

For some time n Mr. laicas, who hiwl come in an 
interloping ship cnlieil the Mari/^ wisidoil at Surat as 
agent of the new Company, and in AprU I699t 
the jS/treiwAtm/ Rallcy, which w as consigned to him, 
arrived with the inlciligence that his Company was

established by Act of FarUoment- Interlopers were 
in ecstaaies of dcUj^ht. The days of monopoly^ they 
trusted* wore ended; in the worst the new 

Company could not be more soyero exclusionists than 
the old- Lucas communicated a copy of the Act to 
the President, and then with Bowcher and Dr, 
Leckio waited upon the Governor, who sent for the 
old Company’s broker, to aacertain the truth of the 
matter. The President and Council iulonned the 
Governor that they had no information on the subject, 
but being obliged to appear before him, admitted the 
gonuiueness and authority of ibe Act of Parliament, 
only repeating that they had received no orders. 
The first idea which entered his mind was, that the 
Factors would disowti their pecuniary engagements. 
Ho therefore desired their broker to find security that 
the President and Council wovdd not leave the city, 
and ordered that they should be confined to their 
Factory until such security should be given. Ho 
also had their shroffs beaten to make them disclose 
the state of the Company’s accounts. It should bo 
observed that the Governor's temper had been 
severely tried by the loss of two lakhs of nipcea 
which he bad on board the Quedah MrrcAafl^ when 
it was plundered hy Kidd. 

All tills time Lucas was industriotiBly spreading 
reports amongst the natives, that the King of England 
and his Parliament had deprived the old Company of 
their Charter, in consequence of their misdemeanours. 
By these means such a hostile spirit was aroused, 
that Sir John Gayer and his Council could scarcely 
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write of him or hia friends with decencT* but in 
Scriptural language deuoimced them as their “ Bab- 
sbateh advorsarieSi”* 

The disordered is tale of the old Compaiiy^s affairsi 
the crimes and delinqueucieii of their Factors, and 
the in temperate use which their PresjdeQtrf and 
GoYcmors hail made of their authority, these cir- 
cumGtances combmed bud led to tlio dismissal of 
so many of tbeir Bcrvants, that the new Company 
found ready to their bands a bftdy of men, whu^e 
integrity was in some instances certainly not unsullied, 
but whoso experience and local knowdorlgo were of 
the highest value, and whom revenge, as the Directors 
shrewdly but unamiably remarked, would stimulate 
to exertion. Such were Waite, Pitt, Afuator, 
Annesley, Bowcher, and others, all of whom bad 
been originally servants of the old Company, and 
were now cn^igcd with the utmost zeal in the cause 
of their opponents.f 

On the I6th NovenilKjr, IG99, fresh inToders uf 
the Fa4:torT'a peace arrived, Mcwbo and Brooke 
annonneed themsidves as Factors of the new Company, 
and prepared Sir John Gayer for what was to follow. 
At last Sir Nicholas Waite made his appearance on 
the ship Moitifigue, lie had formerly been the 
Lfmdon Company’s Agent at Bantam, where he 
retelved the order fcir his dismissal. He was now 
President for the New Cumpany, and in order that be

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might be superior to Sir Joim G<*ycr^ tbo King had 
not only conferred upon him tbo bonourof knighihood, 
but hflJ also declared him Ills Consul, thus placing 
him iu u position wMch the President of tbo London 
Company could not occupy* Mo also styled hliusclf 
bis Mttjesty^a Miubter, ond hj his subordinates was 
styled General. 

Wo haTo letters from Sir Nicholas written after be 
bad loft the shores of England, one dated from Dealf 
and another from the Ray of Cadl^ in w'hicb he informs 
bis masters tlint bo had devoutly asked God to 
vuuchflafe His blessing to their undertaking, and for 
that purpose Iiad^ with the rest of the Comi^ony^s 
servants, attended church on the da? of sailino.* He 
I'ctichc^l Bombay on the lltll of January, l/OO. Sil* 
John Gayer rpfusetl to recognise hjm in uny so 
be left immediately, and arrived at Surat on tbe 
nineteentb of (he same montU. Hero kiB ligbta and 
pretensions were aliko slighted by the old Factors, 
who in their addresses to him scarcely used ordinary 
«nirt€5sy, and in their correspoiulonee witli one another 
wrote of him in a atyle of tlie maBt vulgar insolence 
and contempt. 

Sir Nichulas Waite commenced operations at 
Swally by insisting that his flag should be saluted 
as a Yiee Admiral's, and that the old Company 
should strike theira as a mark of respect for his 
Majesty’s representative. Of course this modest 
deiuaud met with a prompt refuaal, on wtiich tho 
newly arrived dignitaiy sent two CommandCTa of

^tandanL This commiB^ion was speedily ciecuted, 
and the captors were niaking ofF with their priao, 
whan they were assailed hv some of their rivaV peons, 
BUpported by a party whom the Governor of the city, 
in^lignant at Waiters exercise of aiithorityt had 
despatched to tt!La Bceoe of action^ The flag was 
BOOH rescued rcstoml to its stuff, where it waved, 
as in Boom of chartered mterlojiers, iind thus led tho 
Natives to infer that the now" Company ware traiMng 
without tho countenance of authority^ 

Waite being conducod by this defeat that it was 
DeccKBan' to desist from open dolence, hoisted the 
King^'s flag upon a house wbicb he had hired, and 
endeavoured to injure his rivals by artifice and 
intrigue* Without waiting for the AmbasBador, who 
was daily expected, ho addressed a letter to the 
Emperor^ accusing tho old Company of being ** thieves 
and confederatcB with tho pirates.** Ho took tlie 
opportunity also to iutunatc his own rank, and added, 
that he was expecting four men-of-war who would act 
under his authority and endeavour to dcBiroy all 
pirates- His next step waB to post natives about the 
city warning all persons agtiinst taking tho Londt^n 
CompiUij^je passes for their ships; but these were tom 
dow"n by the Governors orders. Afterwards ho 
applied fur and obtained permiBisioti to make a public 
entry* Accordingly ho marched into Surat wdth an 
imposing procession, on which the servants of the old 
CorajKUiy looked with aflent aadnesB, feeling as they 
did that natives would augur from such a solemnity 
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tho approaching decline of the old Pactory* Thcae 
mcasuTvsip and iho disputes in which the mombets 
of tho two establiflhineiits were incessontljr cmgagfslt 
htid such u ilislieartcaing effect upon Sir JoIid Gayer 
4Uid Colt, that the former asked the Cuurt s jiermission 
to re:pign their service, and the latter gave tiotiee of 
Ills intention to resign in two years* time** 

The new Factory was eatahlialie«l on the scale of 
the old one; but Waite complained that his sabiry 
was inferior to that of the old Company a Genera], 
who now roceived five hundred poutuls per auiium 
and had an allowance of five bundroil more for the 
tiiaintonanco of his table. The second in Conncil 
ret^lved a hundred pounds per aimump The Chief 
Factors, including Benjamin Mewsc, ** Chief for 
China,” Jeremiah Bonnell, Europe Warehouse- 
keeiwr,"' John Lock, Secretary, and two merchanto, 
received aixtj'" peunils per annum; the other five 
Foe tors forty pounds each; four teen Writers, twenty 
pounds each; Lawrence Hackett, Chaplain, a hundred 
pounds I John Maswell, Surgeon, thirty; and a 
Genccae cook twenty* These, and ten soldiers, whn 
reciuved four pounib! each and a aiiit of clothes, and a 
truin|)eter, were all tho Europeans on the establish* 
mental All the servants of tho Company wore 
jjomiittetl to carry on private trade from port to jKirt 
in India; but werv prohibited renting farms or 
mterniarrvinjff with the natives* Diamonds only they

t llccori. of the EngUfli Companj'. FHdury, 
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might semi tu England for mh on pajing a dul^' tn the 
Company of five per cent*, and five per cent, to his 
Majesty.* 

Bat now that the operators were on the S|K>t, and 
ail their apparatus prepared^ they fuond a diffiiaiUy 
in beginning their experiment. Nothing could 1>o 
done &o long aa the native Govemment supported 
their rivals, ivliich they did—net from any rcfpird 
for them, as they took every opportunity of npppesaing 
them—hut simply because they knew that they were 
nnt dangerous persons, whilst they were in the dark 
regsmding the plans of the new eomera, WaitCi 
therefore, soon pcrcoivod that it was necessary to 
undomune the characters of the old Company's 
servant^?, and render ibem objects of suspicion. 

In this design he 8uccee<lcd, hy turning the London 
Company's weapons against thfitn^clves, and aho 
pointing a lance of his own. He contrived to 
represent tliern not only os intcrlopors \ he also renewed 
the old InHinuatiuns of piracy, and, as it could Ite 
provctl that there was some truth in his statement, 
no great address was required to make the Nativea 
believe the whole. It was quite true as mainLaitied 
hy him, that the old Company's Chartor was to 
terminate with the year 1702s and to this fact he 
cunmngly pinned the aiiggcstion that, unle-si^ they were 
shttqdy looked after, they would remove with all their 
gotiils and chattels, leaving no security for the payment 
of tinsir debts. Thus wore the native powers urged to 
fleck rcpanition for the piwt, niid to tstke precautions

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for tho future. A false step taken by Sir .Tohn Gayer 
allied Waite's intrigues inoro than ho could have 
anticipated. With a view of oppofling hlft enemy on 
tlifl spot and adjusting some affaira %vhicli Annesley 
bad mismatiAged^ Sir John left the fortificationa of 
Bombay and went to Swally — a measure as ill- 
timed as it was calamitous in its results. 

Both parties now waited anxiously the arrival of 
Sir William Norris, a mernlwr of Parliament, who had 
been sent out with royal sanction at the EngUsh 
Company 'b expense, as AiulKisaador to tbo Groat 
Mogul, in order that he might procure for them a 
firman permitting them to trade in the Imj>ftriid 
domiiiiona. The President of the new Factory of 
course felt that Norris would add great weight to his 
cause. On the other band, the inmates of the old 
Factory were filled with apprehenflionB. They could 
scarcely niakin up their minds whether they should 
recognise the Ambassador as really aeemdited by 
their sovereign, or treat him as an enemy. On 
applving to Sir John Gayer to know how ho was to 
bo reiNavcd, the answer was, that they and tbo 
commanders of European vessels were to shew him all 
marks of respect, so long as he cotuluctod himself with 
impartiality, and did not exclusively favour the new 
Company. It is to be observed, that the President 
and bis Council thus begun by Ltmslitating thonwelvcs 
judges of the AmhassatlorV behaviottr, and detennining 
beforehand to resist all his tnoasntes in favour of the 
new Company, to which the ParUanient of England 
bad granUtl exclusive privileges. The rcsolutiun was 
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uiijustifiabto, Ijiit it was niflre than upon at 

Masulipatam and Fort Sti Georgnj whore the Ambaa- 
sailcir first proctjedod ; there ho was not recognisod at 
nil. At MaauUptam in particular the old Compani’^B 
Factors treated him with mortifying indifference, and 
withheld from him all assistance, so that ho was 
compelled to alter his intention of trarelling from 
thence by Goleonda to the camp of the Great 
Mogul. 

Unable to reach the interior from the Fnstem 
coast, and nrgentlj invited by Waite to visit Surat, 
Sir William Norris arrived there on tho tenth of 
December 1700. Ills presence was the signal for a 
conmionremont of squabbles, and a mutual infliction 
of injuries; the blame of which Uiatorians, who havo 
only looked at one side of tho factfl, have thrown on 
the new Company. This, however, ia not tho true 
state of the case, If Sir William Norris, Sir 
Nicholas Waite, and all engaged in their cause, had 
been much better men than they were, and had 
shewn Christian forbearance, they could scarcely have 
helped resenting the insolent and factious behaviour of 
the old Compatjy’'s sorvanta. 

Sir William N<jiTi3 was convoyed by four ships of 
the Roval Navy, and his style was in every respect 
befiiting his rank. His dignity as an Ambassador 
being superitir to that of Sir John Gayer, he imme¬ 
diately onieretl the Captain of the old Ctmipany’s ship 
Titriittwk to strike hia Union Jat'k in token of respect- 
This was done; yet Sir Jolm Gayer, fearing that the 
old FaetoTy w'ould sink in the estimation of the 
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Natlvcst orUered it to bo re-hoisted. Norris then 
applied for pormissiou to moke li puhlic entry into 
Surat; but the Govemur bad now learnt how to 
proSl by tho ilivisions of the English, and could not 
think of faTouring either party nfraluitously. For 
conceding this privilege liu charged eighteen hundred 
gold mohura.* One thouasmd ho appropriated to 
himself, five hiiindrud were given to his son, and three 
hundred to two principal officers. Then the embassy 
made iU solomri entry. 

Pleased with this little triumph, the Ambassadcir 
notified to Sir John Gayer that his diplomatic com¬ 
mission would ho publicly read on the twenty-eighth 
of the month, and that it would bo the duty of all tho 
English to attend. Gayer in reply plainly disavowed 
his authority. Nor was ho content with words ; for 
he despatched an iVrmoiiian to Court aa bis Envoy, 
with ortlcrs to frustrate all the Anibnssador’a efforts. 
Enraged by this opposition. Sir Nicholas Waite 
brought a complaint before the Governor on the 
twcntvsocond of January 1791, and demanded that 
the FaciorB of the old Company should bo placed in 
irons, as an atonement for the insults which they 
had offered to an ^Vnibassador. Not feeling much 
interrated in tho matter, the Gfjvemor did not 
intertiwe, upon which Sir William Norris caused 
Wyche and Gamott, two rnembera. of CouncU in tho 
old Factory, ami Kicliardwm their Secretary, to be 
st‘izpil. lie then delivered them with their hamla 
bound to the Governor, orho detaimsl them until

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they found Euciuritv for their appoaraiiee trhcn 
nxiuircd* 

Tills t¥sw a charming quarrel for the Mogul officers, 
and they saw that it was their intcroat to foment it lu 
evGiT way. Some notion of the golden harvest reaped 
by them may be formed by reading the following llems, 
tvhich I have collected. The entrance foe which Sir 
William Norris had paid, whetted the Govemors 
uppetito for gold, and he took measures to sound the 
diflpcksition of both parties. He first asked President 
Colt and then Sir Nicholas ^Vaile whether each 
would give three lakhs of ru^iees to the Great Mogul. 
Ilis son also iutimaied to Colt, that Waite had given 
liim a written promise for four lahhs of rupees, hut iti 
consequence of his regard for the old Conll>anys 
Factors, he would be satisfied to receive three from 
them, in conBideratlon of which he woulcl write to 
Court on their liehalf. The Armenian Enwy was 
allowed by Sir John Gayer and his party a credit of 
two lakhs te be spent in bribes at Court, Sir WiUiam 
Norris afterwards agreed to pay a Lakh to the Mogul, 
and a lakh and half to hla mimsters^ To Gazedeo 
Khau he gave two thousand three hundred gold 
mohurs, and promiseil that he should have a lakh and 
a half of ruitces on pmmrlng the finnan. To the 
Khan's brother ho also gave tnenty thousand melees. 
Tjistly he could only obtain permission to leave ImUa 
by feeing the Governor with three themsund, and his 
iiffiLcry with two thousand rHjJce,s, 

As the new Company fomid the old Company 
tiunlcned with debt, they gained a victory in tins 
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contest of bri(>cs, and induced the Governor to strike 
a blow ^vbicJi it was hope<l would be fatal to the old 
Faetorv. Wo have seen that Sir John Gayer had 
UDwisely Como to SwaJly, whero he was unprutectod. 
Tnkin^r tuh-anta^'e of this weakiiesii, the Governor's 
son marched in Fehrtmry 1701, from Surat, with fifty 
horse and foot soldiers, sciznl him, his wife, and 
several Factors, conveyed them all to Surat, and there 
cloBoly cionfiaed them in the Gcrvcmnr's house. “This 
was done hj an order fnmi Cora-t," wrote the servants 
of the old Company, “procured by Sir Nicholas 
Waite, the Hurcami of Snratt, and others of that 
hellish crow.** Sir William Norris lute] ao concern in 
it, ajid demandiKl to know by what authority it was 
done. Indeed, Waite, in the advieia which he sent to 
England, admittetl that the seizure w’ns m;uk‘ at his 
Solicitation, because the Loiulrm Company’s servants 
had spoken treasonahly of the King, and had made 
use of their interest to ojiposc the privileges which 
Sir William Norris was endeavouring to obtain from 
the Emperor.* 

After fourteen dap Sir John Gayer .and his frienfis 
were remuvctl to their Factoty, where, in spite of their 
earnest rernonstrimees and moving uppi-als, alt remained 
confinetl fur tlim? years, and some innch tongcr. We 
have a rotiim of those who were in durance, made in 
January, 1702. It includes the names of Sir John

The AmbflKsailor had left Snrat on tho twenty- 
seventh of JanuEuy, 1701, attimiled by a suite of fiisty 
Europeans and throe hundrwl natives. Uh intention 
was to risit the Moguls camp, and bis easiest route 
would have been by Bombay; but he liatl already 
tmsted too much to tho hospitality of the old Com- 
panv’s servants, and prudently avoided their iietty 
kin^om. If anv hail judged from the superior imlue 
of the presents which he ttxih with him, thoy woidd 
have concluded that his prospects were fairer than Sir 
Thomas Roe’s had been, but Uia porBonal riualiticationa 
were very inferior, ami by no means fitted him for his 
delicate 'mission. After many alarms caiiped by the 

neighbourhood of Mogul and Maratha armies—which, 

we are told, the discipline of his followcra kept in 
awe—and serious ilissciisions iimongat his peons, ho 
arrived at Birmapoori near Panderpoor, on the 
Bi-ema, where Aurangaech hml established a ywreianent 
eantemment. Tho Emiwror himself was oncampctl at 
Paimlft, hut his minister Gazedee Khan was here* and 
Sir Waiiam requested pcnnbsion to visit him in 
state, with drums and trumpets. Tlib was refneod, 
on which iho ambaBsador being offended took his first 
false step, and proceeded without further ceremony,

imposing appearance, and to approach the Imperial 
presence in such a manner that ail imprtssslnn might 
be made both on the Court and jMKJplc, A long 
proceasioij carefully arranged* First were drawn 
twelve hmss guns, thtm came packages of glass wan?, 
jmd tsplcndidly caparisoned stcodst all of which were 
designed as presents for the Emperor and his chief 
nobility* Hie Excellcticy ncit appeared in a palanquin, 
oniamentetl wdth emliroiilorj% preceded ami fcjllowed 
by heraldic insignia, flags, drums, trumpobs guards^, 
servnnh^ in gorgeous liveries, all nmlcr the directinns 
of a treasurer, secretary, master iif the horse, and 
other officers nf slaie, Tlio whole was certainly 
calculated to strike with wonder a people like tbo^ie 
of Indio, and it seems to have liml for the time an 
effect upon the Imperial Court, m tlie Hrmajus, which 
the Ambo&iador demanded^ wore grutitad** In grati-

In this 
instance money IumI no channi and Sir Williain was 
curtly told that tilt's “ English best knew if it was 
their interest t^» tradop and if the Anilios^^lor refused 
to gire an obligation, he knew the same way hack to 
Englaml til at he came,"' Xorrb* riiatle no further 
attempt at negotiation, hut demarukd. hh pa&sports, 
and published a notice in tin? Persian, Hindostanee, 
and English languages^ requiring all persons to send 
in any claims which they might have upon th^ 
End>a8sy, as in five days he should commence his 
joumcj* 

On the fifth of Novembor, having received his 
passports, he set off on his return. After travelling 
three (lays he wm overtaken hy an officer from 
Conrtp who declared that he must gn backf as his 
papery? were informaL This he refused, but agreed 
to halt for two days until the Emperor^s pleasure 
should be known. Not tiearing amihing further, he 
continued his march after the tnno specified bad 
elapsed, and on the fourteenth reached Birmupoori, 
where his old enemy Gazedee Khan was on the look¬ 
out fur him* With imprudent obstinacy he refused 
to pay the Khan a visit, although urgently pressed to 
do so, and on the twenty-aecond recommenced his 
journey, lie had not advanced four miles before he 
anti his suite were surrounded by a dead of troops* 
Ills guard shewed courage and dcterni[nation, so that 
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lio was tint attacked i tut as liis tents and baggi^* 
hail been seized, and resistance wouJd have lieen 
hopeless, he was forced to comply with the demand 
that he should return to Birmapoorl, ^Tion there, 
ho protested against the outrage which liad been 
offereil to tho rejirescntative of a groat king, and 
was qiiiutly told that ho must wait till tho Emjwror’s 
pleasure should ho known. At last, on the fifth of 
Februarr, tho Khan mfornieil him that ho hail 
received from his Master a letter and swonl for the 
King of England, and that the firiiKUi would bo 
forwanUMl in a short time. On the fifth the liborAled 
Ambassador started again, and reached Sumt on the 
twelfth of April, thus haring oceopied sii months 
and seven days in the jnonicy from Panala. The 
diatauee is less than four hundred miles, and might 
have Ixieii easily accomplished by regular marches in 
a month. Veaaticius, indeed, must have been tho 
delays, painful the insults, to which he was suhjwtctl, 
Wio, even after a century and a half have <!la.i>sod, 
docs not fbcl some commiscraiion for the trials which 
the iuipationt and petulant, but yet bigh-nmnltM 
Norris luul to Urnok? Who docs not foci angry 
with the servants of tlic old Company, whose gold was 
the moving spring of all his traubtes? Who is not 
disgust ml with tho sago Aurangzcch, tho imjwrial 
persecutor of a stranger dopendeni on bis generosity 
—.\umngzech, wlnrsc name stamls Iiigh amongst the 
monarchs of IiuUa, hut yet would not deserro tho 
lowest place in a rnialoguu cither of the licruos or the 
hcHofaiaors of the world? 
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Wbun w'C ooiJsidcT tbv j|(roat cipcctations which 
were outertainoil of tbis erntxaMj, tbe pomp fur which 
it was difltiiig^diahwl, and lUc vest buds of mmey 
expended upoD it, we ore Burprlsed to find that it hast 
ottrsicted so little the notice of historianB. No 
account is giren nf it iu the stand urd histories 
of India or England, Burnet, who tried to cull all 
the gossip of bis day, has not alluded to it- There 
arc eertiunly rcasoiiB why it dcBervod to sink into 
oblivion. It was really an abortive effort of one 
trading Coin pony to ruin anotbur. It was Ul-con- 
oelved, worse planned, and sdll worse executed. 

Although Sir William Xorris was deficient in the 
coolness, astuteness, an<l decision which are necessary 
to render diplomacy suecesaful, yet the feilure of his 
embassy must not be altogether laid at bis door. 
His position was one of cstraordinary difficulty. Tlie 
London Company left no stone unturned ui their 
efforts to disgrace him. The advice which ho recci'ved 
from the Fresidents of the English Company in 
Bengal, Fort St. George, and Surat, ctmUl only 
confuse and perplex him. When he wont to Masuli' 
patam, Sir Nichulas Waito waB jealous of Consul 
Pitt, who was there, ntid found that it was mrassaty 
for Noma to go to Surat; and Consol Pitt main lamed, 
on the other hand, that he should not go to Surat, as 
it would bo derogatory for an Ambassador to be 
flitting from port to port ins lead of proceeding at 
once Ui Court. Then, when his expenses incransc?d 
and he wantwl money, Waite referred him to Conanl 
Pitt, and Consul Pitt to Consul Sir Edward Littleton 
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in Boni^rnU Hd consulted these troublesome Presideiits 
os to tha sort of firman wliicli Itc should procure, and 
each made a diSbrent propoeltion. When ho had 
bruken off negotiations with the Mogul, nil eomplained 
of liini, but each hail a reason different from the 
iitherg. Waite and his Council said ha had no right 
to tlo so without their consent. From Masulipatam 
they plainly nr^ite ;md told him, that lie had been 
rash, imprudent, and an absurd stickler for furmfi. 
At llttoghli they charged him with being dilatory. 
In fact he hml bitter enemies, false friends, and divided 
coutiscllors. It was no marvel til at lie fell a victim 
to a combination of ativerse circumstances, to which 
many a wiser and more resolute man than he was 
would have fuccumbed. 

He left Surat on the 18th of April, l“U2, after 
lH‘ing on the worst terms with Waite, of whose 
violence ho had always disapproved, and whose 
proposition that he should nut negotiate the release of 
Sir Jiihn Gayer and his Factors he had repelled with 
indijmat’um. Waite on the other hand accused him 
and his Secretary of being too favourably disposed 
towarils the Ijondon Company. Having left hi» 
elephants, camels, horses, and oxen to be sold on the 
Company's awount, and paid ten thousan;! rupees for 
his passage, he sailed on the Sn/Ji'o, and reached the 
Mauritius on the cleyenth of ,luly, where the ship 
remainiHl until the seyenth of September. A few 
days after leaving tliat island lie was seized with 
ilvsentery. Feeling that his en<l w-ae approaching, he 
dictated to Harlewyn, the Treasurer of the Embassy, 
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a vittdk^tion of hU conduct, and pathetioally c:ipriBsaed 
a hopCf that notwithatandiiig hia nuafartunen, hi^ 
memoir would be respected* With mi uDscIGfih and 
tender regard for a deeoiieed friend^ he called to mind 
tho accusations which had becD brought again^ Mill, 
fais private Secretar)', and declared that they wore 
unfounded. He concluded by commending all p^ons 
who had been engaged iu the Entbasay to the Court s 
favour and protection* A few days later the poor 
sufferer expired*

The departure of Sir WLlUiun Norris did not in any 
way remove the hone of contention frctin the two 
Companies. Nor was rither party 00 BucGessful in 
petting and hrihjng the Groat Mogul as to ohtain any 
deciitod aclvnntuge OTer the other. So long as they 
continued to quarrel they feed bis Imperial Miij^ty 
and his officers $0 well, that it was imposslblo for him 
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to my which ought to have tho preference^ If one 
party liiifl paid for juMitc, and the other lunl not, the 
cjiso would liara been siniplci bui when Iwith Kseenied 
to have incshaiuitibia treasures^ and opened their 
coffors frOciTf tho quagtion of right bccumo a knoltj' 
point. 

lloroovefj Aurangiyieb was a religious Prinec, and 
wanted to have the opinion of a priest | bo, after 
getting all he could for liimself mit of the Englislii 
and failing to discover ilie truth, he waa willing to lot 
a descendant of the prophet take Ills tajUt and for 
that pur[>o9e ccaninkshmi^d a Moola at Sural to find 
out which was tho teal English Company**’ Saijicl 
Se{lu]a, the prit'st who was thus ap|ic<deil to, began 
his inguin* in earnest, and was too shrewd a man to 
think that he could 6ud his way through the 
witljout a golilen eluep Sir Xiebolas Waite calculated 
that a pa)Tiicnt of ten thonsM^md rupees would enable 
him to see quite clearly, and at this price ho would 
draw up a report in tho English Company's favetir* 

I may thought presumptuous in going directly 
tontrm to the opinion of all good writers on this 
sulijcc't; hut yet I say, that the new nr English 
Coin|wiiiy apjurared thru ugh uut hir more liberal and 
tolenint than ihu London Company* Tlie Directors 
of the English CoiHpany*woro alw ays inclined to peacei, 
lUtlufUgh their servanis in India w'ore far from carrying 
out their good intentions. No sooner did they hoar 
of the diaturbanoes atul animosities at Surat, than 
thoy wrote out expressing their regret at such pm* 
ceeiUngii, which they feared might be destructive to 
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both Companies. AVitb pruilent forliearanco they 
ctcBired tbiit tbo system of wnapcrition ehouJd be 
clumf^Bd, uiifl that their aervants Bhimid only endeavour 
“ to tmt-traile'" their rivals, at the snrne time treatiiiff 
all Eiij^lishmen with civility and respiHd. They were 
uf opinion that Sir Nioholiis Waite hud no authority 
to remove the London Company's fiag from their 
Factory at Sivallyt and that it was reasonable to 
espect the Mofful Governor would retfoiit such an aitt. 
Tlicy condemned his malicioiia application to tho 
Governor, loading', as it diil, to tho oppression under 
which Sir John Gayer and hia frienda suffered. They 
told Waite that his business was simply to procure 
for his Company the privileges which the others 
enjoyed, not to assail or injure them. In tho same 
spirit they treated free trailers. It really fieemed 
their object to Inerease the commerce of England us 
well as their own, and with that view they ijermittod 
a certain De Paz to trailo os a free merchant in 
India—an innovation of which tho old Company had 
never dreamed.* 

Ill 1700 the English Company made the first 
advances, and proposed that jiie two Compnies 
should airangB terms of union; but to tho factious 
DirectoTS of the Loudon Company this appared otdy 
an evidence of weakness, and led them to suppose 
that by holding out a little longer they would bring 
their advcrsarieg to uitcatHlilional stUTcttder.f Lossea 
and afflictions were atill required to subilufi their 
pride and rancour. Happily both parties were at laj^t 
* firua't Aniuln, tTOOwItOl- f KiSS'tTOCK. 
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taii^ht wlsilom hy their trinls, anti nnt driven to 
d(wp»ir. Bt»tU tiiok ivarning just in tmiL% and ramie 
serious attempts to end their differouees* If ih^y hail 
not, speedy ruin would have been the loeviuiblo 
consequcDcc, On tho twenty-seventh of April, 1 / 1 ) 2 , 
the two Companies approved an instrument of unlaiit 
and wrote to their servimts desiring that their mutual 
disputes should he buried in ohiivion. It was agreed 
that after the twcnty-aecond of July aU opposition 
should cnase; that trade, with the eieeptiim of such 
m wa^ a£oat and contracted for, should he conducted 
on a geneml stock; that the sertiuiU of tlie two 
CtiuJ[>3mies should strive to forwiml eOJt^h otiler's 
riews, so as to assist each other io dis^jjEisirtg of their 
Enropi^an gt>ods, and low^ering the prices of Indiiui 
cxjmmoditltw. ft was long before the Union was 
completed, but the work of reconciliation wa^ now 
undertaken in mmest, md from this time we may 
date the commoncoment of ft t^ftreer which, after a 
tieorsftary period of exhaustioHi led the East India 
Company to wealth and power* 

At the Union the afSIiated FHCtoties of Bombay 
were Surat, Broacht^hnicflahad, Ag^^a, and Lucknow; 
on the Coaist of Malabar, tfie Forts and Faclories of 
Carw or, TeUicherry, Anjengo, and CaUcot ; in Persia, 
the FuetoriiM of Gombroon, Shimr., and I^paJmn* 

\Vg will HOW attempt to collect some facts which 
will give us a lilUe further insight into the hktory of 
thcRi three eventful yiMus. 

^Thei new Company were very careful to provide 
their servanls with ministers of religion, hut did 
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Qot alwaTB make a happir Bcloetioo* ilr. Edwards, 
their first Chaplain, contrarted ii^ disease of the 
country, and died on the twenty-fifth of March, 
1 /00, after an illness of thirty days. Notliinp tsm 
shew moru painfolly the biltemcss—we may say the 
feroeily—of the spirit with which the two Compattiea 
were animatod in their rival ry, tlian the fait;! that on 
this occasion Sir lilicbolas Waite could not bury his 
tlead in the ground where other bodies of his country- 
men rested. There was tlie spacious cemetery of tlic 
old Companv with the grand mauaolca of its Chiefs, 
and a few gonorations of Factors slet^mg' around 
them ; but interlopers and competitors in trade might 
not rot there. Persons professing not only to hold the 
flame religion but also ohserving the eanic fonnfl, had 
been driven by commercial antagonism to set. up 
altar against altar, and to hinder their ch^rgy fmm 
associating even in dcatSi, They imitated the odious 
jealousy of the bliitdmt superstition,

It must bo recorded to their credit that the 
Armetiiaiw raniB forward and offered the uee of their 
burial RTound. Their liticral pro|M)^l was gratefully 
accepted, and the ClLaplain'a body found a renting 
place with strangers. 
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Looking rijuncl to supply the place of tile clergj^ntan 
whom he hail lost. Wait© light«l upon Ilackctt, 
Chaplain of tlie ship Norru. The inducements which 
the President offered, and tho considomtion by whiih 
ho was guided, shew us the Titlue set at ihitt time 
upon the BOTvitMiS of soa-faring clergy. The owners 
of the i\hrrjs had arrangod with Iliickett that on his 
rotum to lUnglimd he should receive a hundred 
pounds. When then he was invited to lake duly at 
Surat, it liecame neccBsary lo engage that ho should 
be {iidcmnified for the loss which he would suffer on 
account of only fulfilling half his agreement. Tho 
President ivrites that he had stipulated for this, and 
adds, “ I hope that be will by his piety and diligence 
in his station lie such an extunplo of virtue as may 
deserve this favour trom your honours."* 

Ilockett wiiB soon after omplnyed on an errand for 
which his calling scarcely fitted hiin. He was senl to 
Birmapuon in cliarge of the brass guns which had 
arrived at Sural after tho Ambassador Utwl loft, and 
this priest of the Church militant marched at tho 
head of ten soldiers, six writers, and two surgtfons. 
However, ho harl episco|>al authority for what be did, 
as eleven years previously’ Compton, Bishop of Luudon, 
in buff-i;oat, jack-hoots, with a sword at his side, and 
pistols in hia holsters—tlii! dress of a Colonel of 
militia—had esHtorted the Princess Anne in her flight 
from the metropolis. I

from nffi'.'iiii letters, wju# ongngoil in inatnietiTig joiing 
persons 5 but he soon left India. On tlm occasion 
Sir Nieholus Waite, after nMiking- to the Court a 
luode^it application for one Bible and t wo prajer-bfjoks, 
added, in language «hu‘h wna fasll tollable eren until 
disreputable num at that time:—*' We shall bo w'ithont 
a Chaplain for reading prayers and instruction of 
Tonr youtb, until your Honoui^i plotise to send a pious 
and inoonious man, whose learning and behaviour may 
ho exemplar)' to all yijur servants, and inform the 
world of the glorious mysteries as yet unkiiowtt 
amongst these people." 

During Haeketts temporary absence, the llevorend 
Pralt rhysoa undertook the dnties of tlie Cbaplaincy 
for six months, but his example was by no means 
«litying Ui the gentlemen of the Factory. On the 
contrary, he did his utmost to bring them into 
disgrace, hy purchBsing goods of ecmaiilcmble x’aluo, 
for which be had not the means of paying. And so 
passes off the scene this acting Chaplain, learing a 
smell of brimstone behind him. 

Nor was the medical department of the new Factory 
lietter snpi^riutcnded than the EccIesias6caL For 
i^^me time Dr. John Maxwell, Surgeon, was in 
attendance on the iVmbossador, but was dismissed for 
ill-bchaviuur. Returning thus disgraced to Surat, he 
there continued “ his lewd debauched life," niul was iu 
ismsequenre expelled the uervice. This reprobate 
then removed to Cochin, whore he placed himself in 
conununicatinn with pirates, to whom, through means 
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of correapontfentB, lie gave inTonujitiisn m to ^hoo and 
wliere Teasels might bo cspecteth lie tnado no secret 
of ibeso tmxmctiuDfly hut with the utmost audiurltj 
boasted of the largo eiutts which ho had received in 
return for liifs treachery.* 

But after all, the Aices of subordinates were coun^ 
tcaancixl hj tho irregularity and iu decency of their 
superiors* The Council board was an arena of 
continual squahhleSi wlijchi in one iitstanco at lea^tt 
coded in blows* Jeremiah Bonnell was declared ta 
be suspended from Countril by hia fellow tnembc!rs 
Bcujuim'n Mewsc and Callow Ciirey^ and m they were 
a majority^ the President cfincurred. Bmm aftcrwariia 
JuIaii Lock, the filth in Council was i^uspendeJ fur 
the heinous offence of strihing Sir Nicholas Waite, 

her Majesty's publick minister and Cunsulh*' anil he 
could not be brought to acknciwloflgn his orror, but 
steadily maintained that he had aetod rightlT. By 
this lime Mowse had altei\H] his opinion in Bonneirs 
c?nj=iC^ and n^Tut^-d to attenil Council till both he mnl 
Lock should be restored. He also complained that 
business was not traiisaeted by a majority in Council^ 
but merely according to the ordora of Waib> and 
Proby* Ho Ihorcforo absented himself from the 
Bcjard.f 

Wo shall meet with tliifl Mewso again, when his 
turbulence birngs him into notoriety, hut we may now 
look at tho sketch which Sir Niehobis Waite gave of

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hla charncter, as wo thus gain nn idea ot what the 
thirtl member of Council ttiuid be. Tlio PiT'Btcltint 
informs the Court that Mewse hml tlie reputation 
amongst all the Company's Bervants, and indeed all 
Europeans at Surat, of heing aililioted to Iinrd 
drinking, seldom solier, and above all reproof. The 
true ruason of his abflonce from Council was not any 
wcU-graundod complmnt \ hut that his intelieet was 
disordered by liquor, and he was ‘*untlt for virtuous 
couvorsatioii.^ Ho tjompcllcd his snbordiuatis tii 
follow his example, and would have nobody under 
hf-m who would not drink.” At last evon in that 
society such dissipation became insuiferable* One 
Sunday after dinner he invited i'rohy, the secynd in 
Council, to drink a glass of wine at his lodgings. He 
soon got very quarrelsome, began by flinging the 
glosses aliout, and concluded by breaking hia senioris 
hewl with a bottle. Cidlow Carey, who was present 
at the time, deposeti to this flict upon oath, and Jtihn 
Frost and Thomas Jhaire, two writers, sot their 
hands to a declaration that they had bcanl Mowsa 
swear “be wuuhl pistole Mr. Prnhy.” Such was a 
wine party of Councillors in the olden time. Number 
three gets drunk and hrenks number two’s head; at 
which number four lookH on and takes notes. They 
only wanted number five, tbe pugnacious Ltx:k, and 
niimlier one, the inlemperate Waite ; tbey would then 
have formed a full Council. Truly “ most potent, 
grave, and reverend signors !" 

Disgraceful os these intestine disorders were, they 
were not worse thtin those which prcywl upon tho 
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luiipr life of tbe olil ConipoiiT. I'lioy, twv hatl a 
tntublesomo and uinuiuia^aablo Doctor, Placing' the 
sanit) rclimir^ os otiiur nativoa upon the uiodjcal bkill 
of European praotitivnors, tho Siddoo had rer[ueijUtd 
that the Govomment of Dumbay would itond a aurgi^oit 
to attend bis noundtid men. Dr. ThompHon volun¬ 
teered for tljc dutTj and only desiretl — os the Deputy 
Governor wrote in tbo uiidiguiHofl style of the day—- 
tliiit he might lake with him ** tliat black fellow," who 
was an assistant in the hospital. As Llieru wort only 
three sick persons in all the hospital, the Deputy 
Governor in Council concluded that Dr. Skinunr, 
the surgeon in charge, would not object to tbo 
torajioran' loss of the “ black feUow’a" services. 
The secretary was therefore ordered to apply to 
Dr. Skinner, which he did in a polite note. The 
nfply was aitujdy a shower of abuse. This the 
Govenunont hi>ro with exein|dary patience, merely 
staling in their official re}>urt that this “tuusit scur¬ 
rilous answer shews the prido and factiouEnese of that 
vain man."* 

Possibly it will occur to the reader, oa It has 
occurrod to the writer—that the dramatis personoi in 
this chapter lire idl man of bail character; that I only 
present ofruiteiro details, which are relieved by no 
exainph,>s of goodness anil honour. I cun only sav 
that I represent the matter faithfully us recorded by 
the best ant]ujiritie«i of the age. Vices were then 
trifles; ti) lie tomipt and to emrupt others whs tbe

tory strictures. In the mean while it is not my 
fault if nausea is created hy a surfeit of disgraceful 
imeedatea. 

Judge patiently, reader. Imagine yourself on tho 
Bench far sis months; see what culprits we shall 
bring before you, and then say whether you cannot 
form an opinion as to the statistics of folly and crime 
amongst Anglo-Indians in the Bombay Presidency at 
tho opening of tho eighteenth centuiy. You will 
probably conclude that, ead as liavo been the delin- 
qnencioe of wliich we have heard in late years, yet 
when wo conHidor the vast number of prsons employed 
now by the Indian Government, the cases are few 
indccil ns compared with those which ocenrrod in the 
year 1701-2, and between tho nnmths of October 
and March inclusive. 

It will be remembered that President Antieslcy 
haring been dismissed, was succeeded by Stephen 
Colt, who seems to have managwl tho Company's 
affairs at Sumt with pmdonGe. At least, I know of 
no charge brought against him, except the one I am 
now about to ndate.

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Mr, Ghorleit Peaciiciv was at tbis time lying in 
ihinmce, to i^fiicb he liad been committed by the 
English authuTitleS'^ He appears to havts pasB4!fl his 
many ItUo hours in giving vent to his indigiiation and 
writing lottors^ which are appanmtly the productions 
of a ratioiml mEuii and^ as stichi were thought worthy 
of a place in tho records of Governments V et they 
03 t|HJcde a state of affairs which is falculatcd to awaken 
incredulity* Ttie prisoner addressesi “ The Right 
IXoQourable the President and Council for tho affairs 
of the Right Hnnourahle the East India Comjiany,'' 
and then begins unoereoiomously with tcUing them, 
that it is no use flir them to think that by locking 
him up they can conceal tlicir guilt- Complainant 
then proceeds to state that tho Right Honourable 
Prt^oident had broken his bead| and lest that dis¬ 
tinguished person should suppose the mischief had 
stopped therCj he further enters into detdls, pointing 
out that ho had been in all t^pects punished very 
ccmsiderably — in tho language of the ring, rcgnlarly 
doubled up*^ 1 am really afraid of being charged 
with exaggeration, and therefore quote the words of 
I’eachcy 3 extraonlinary letter: — 

*' I bftvc rKCtlvCTl from you tu'u oula on my head, 
the one very long and deep^ tho other n slight thing in 
comparison to that; then a great blow on my left 
nrmo which liaa enflamed the Bhouldor^ and deprives 
me (at present) the use of that limb; on my right 
side a blow, on my ribs just beneath my po]*! which is 
a fitoppnge to my breath, and makes mo incapable of 
helping myself; on my loft hipp another, nothing 
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infifrior Ui the first ? but^ Ahtvti all, a cut on thu hnm' 
of my left eye. The anguish thereof has cansHKl a 
BwqlUiig, and that swelling destroyed my eyesight, 
which I should perfectly receive. There is a statute 
(which awurodly you shall lake your triall upon) ; the 
sense thcrwtf is, that whosoover shall maiuc another, 
sUbII he thought culpable, and be punished with disith. 

It roust, be admitted that the Itight Ilonourable 
pugilist hsui shewn considcralile scuenco, and planted 
his blowB to some purpose. Imagine Charles Peachey, 
Esijuirc, in his prison house, with a deep gash on his 
hcOid; hia eyo bunged up, his arm in a sling, stiff aud 
whoezy from a blow beneath his fifth rib, and Umplng 
with a sprained hip joint. We must allow that 
although some Governors at the present time may 
have lulministrativo abilities, nono can havo studied 
the noble art of sclf-defenco with more success than 
had the gidlant Stephen Colt. 

Well, although I’onchey cuts a sad figun% .“uid is 
certainly fit to lio scon, yet we must summon him 
to give evidflneo as to the cause of this singular 
outbreak. He ad mils that he luiil Inuglied at the 
Preslilont, hut sets up as a pica of justification, that 
that high fiiiictiouaiy hml entirely forgotten his own 
dignity. For instance, tVie President h.'id ** cuffed” 
him, and when he took to his hocls flung his slijtpcr 
after him. But the cUnuLX in this Banctimonious 
gentlemans estimation was, that the President bad 
shewn no respect for the Subbatli, but orrlereil his 
victim’s property to be removed from Mr, Wyebe a 
lotlglngs ou Biinday. 
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Aftpr rocoiving this severe pumslitneutj imd bclngf 
expelled tlte Factory, Peachey was kept iu prison “to 
pkgua'* him, iia tho President expressed it. What 
follows shews that the President consideretl he had a 
gcKril cause., mid at least was not implacable. “ 1 
said,” proceeds Poacliey, “I would write to his 
Excellency. Your answer was, T might; but you 
would |>asa your word it should proye ineffeetual, and 
tlienmiKin offered mo your hand." 

After this, accortling to Peacheys account, the 
President saw him boalen by Mr. Hobinson on the 
terrace, and when he was talking too loud in dispute 
with IMr. Deane, mocked and reviled him. From 
what foliowa it would appear that this unfortmiato 
man was not without supporters:— 

“AVhen I returned with a sword, 'twas for no evil, 
but to rescue my companions, and hml you assaulted 
me afresh, 1 should have killed you (as you pretend 
was my intent). I don't at all question but the law 
should have found it no othcnxdsa than se defend- 
c/if/o." 

Poor days later we have anoiher letter from Mr. 
Pemdioy, who quotes the twenty-ninth article of 
Magna Charta, with observatioas by “ J ustice Cooke," 
to show that no freo man could be nirastod or dctauictl 
in pris^jn without first resort being had to legal 
process. 

On the whole, in the atisvuce of evidence on tho 
other side, we cannot find Stephen Coll gulity from 
this ex-prtrle statoraent. However, the existence of 
this [Mipcr on official rcconls pmvcis that there had 
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l)ccTi a rtiflgracyful affray i tliat Mr^ Pcat^bej hail lost 
his tempcTi soundness of limliSi and Uhertj, and that 
the Presidant had at least lost a portion of his 
dignity," 

The next month we have an accnnnt of a dnel 
foaght at Ikiimhay by Mr* Etunrh Walsh on the ono 
aide and Mr* Balph Hartley on the other* The 
foirner gentlomaii had for long been, a IkhI subject, 
notorious for idleness, dGojily involved in debt, and 
generally of diasolute habits- The latter, aa will bo 
seen, was not muelii better* On this ecmaioo ho wiis 
the sufferer, being severely wounded* At first it was 
feared that his wound would prove mortal ^ but 
eventually he roeovemh 

The same ^smth Mr* Thetnafl Wirfalfonl was 
giiilly of embezdenjent, having appropriatoil to bitn- 
self the Right ILmiiurahk Company's ewh to a 
considerable amount* He made liifi escape, but was 
taken and kept a prisoner* A few tnonths later the 
Tknnliav Govcninicnt report lu the DirccUirs that they 
should have sent tliis gantkmcin home in a ship, 
which Wits then sailing, “ hut that there were too 
many such ortkrVl on her*" 

The ak>ve mentioned Hartley w^as concerned in 
fraud with Woodford, Mr* William Uowaon, also, 
who had charge of the Custom House at Mahim, hiwl 
appropriated to himself two thousand three hundred 
and two rupees from the public cheat. When detected, 
he made the uaual excuse that ho was driven by hk

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exigencies to take the money, bat that he hail intended 
to Tetnrn it in tliToo or four dairs.* Such were the 
events of tvro nionths—October and Novenilier. 

In Decfimbcr oeenrrod a still more disgraceful ami 
most tragical affair. On the twenty-third of that 
month Captain John Wyatt had command of the 
guards fur the day, and i^ut eleven o'clock at night 
left the apartments of Mr. Uemetrius and Mr. Wright 
for his own qnartera. At this time he was much 
'^atoiicatod, although quite sohcT and rational wheu 
irought bofurc llie Council at five the next morning, 
iWter leaving bis friends when bo came near his own 
doV, the sentry challcngwl him, upon which the 
Captain became extremely angry, drew bis sword, ami 
made a thrust at him. The sentry fled, and one w'ho. 
WHS stationed at Wofidfords door followed his example. 
Both made for the niiiin gum^l, pressed hard by their 
persecutor. Just at that moment the sand of tho 
iiuur-glass hiwi run out, and tho sepoy in whose chargo 
it wus, called to iuiother to strike tlic gong. This 
seemed to add fuel to Wyatts mgo; he instantly 
ordered tlie corporal of the guard to relieve and 
bring the sentry before him. IIo then c^mimonced 
to beat the poor fellow, asking him how lie darwl to 
bavo the gi'^og struck without waiting for his urtlei^- 
Tho other nieokiy replied that ho was merely acting 
according to cistablishod rule, hut for tho future he 
wimlil only act us the Captain should think [iroper, 
and heggud that ho would cease beating him, M yat t 

' Lctlei* tn tlie IIoQDurelile Cmil JjrDiti the (Hircmnr wnJ Cflondl of 
DumliBy, dated Xovenila^ 1700, ami Marcli 1*01. 
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tlion touk the man by tbc arm, dolibcratoly turned 
him round, and run lu^ sword tbrougli liia side* Tho 
aepoy dropped down dead uiion the ^pnt, and tlie 
savage jnadnian added to the barbarity of his cnitic 
bv kickin<» and otherwise abiuing tlie corpse of his 
munleml rictim. The Eteputy Governor waa Immo- 
dintcly summoned from liia Jjed, and had the murderer 
iMjcnred. Tim decision of the Govonmr b Council 
was, that Captain Wyatt should be doprivcil of his 
commiaaion, confined in irons, and sent to Tinglaiid. 
The tragic issue of this affair made probably some 
impression even upon this turbulent cotmnunitj , for 
we do not find that any cases of a serious charcUiter 
wore Imjaght before Government during the fiillowiiig 
months of January and February. 

In March, l/Oi, 've find John Hall, Provost 
Marshal, confined to the Fort of Dongarcc.* There 
was once an intention of giving him an ensigney; 
but he was then charged with being an infiimoua 
drunkard, and in other respects a Wl character. 
When required to clear liimself of these charges, lie 
only cursed and swore at every one, from the highest 
to tho lowest, repressing a hope that the time might 
come when ho would have his novenge. The Govern' 
meiit were obliged to pul him in coiifinoment at 
Diingnrco, although, as they signlficantiy remarkcil, 
‘‘having too many such as ho is in that or one fort or 
other, and with submission to yonr Eaccllcney nml 
Council, if they were oil sent homo, there would lie a

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happy riddance of thetn," Hall was accordingly 
shipped off, but Sir John Gliyer,lbo General, and his 
Counci], tliought that his masters had acted too 
precipitately. The reply t<t their advice was os 
follows:—' 

** As to Hall, bad there Ijccti any ho|X! of roclaimiiig 
him, by being redneed, ns your Escellcncy and Council 
arc ploitsod to direct, Hhoulil Imvo done it; hut, as ho 
is u rcfttlefis, factious, and turbulent spirited man, ever 
promoting and carrying on Ins rascally designs, would 
be always reducing others to be confederates with 
him ; therefore, as yon were pleasetl to leave it to us, 
wo thought it with Gubmission much better to Iw rid 
of such a scolihy sheep, that he might not infect the 
flock ; 80 have sent him home ” 

However, by the shepherd’s own aihnission, the 
doidr were alrciuly infoeted. They soem to have been 
all ** scahhv." There was no snundnes3 iVnm head to 
foot. Amongst others, W'e find mentioned a Sergeant 
Qazett. who had abBcondtHi. He must have biicti u 
stylish non-commissicjned offii'cr, for his wife dispisc’d 
of her plate and jewels to satisfy Ilia ertiditors. Besideit 
these, a man named Scott, and flcverni othera who had 
formerly run away and iMHiomc renegades, were sent 
hat'k this niomli by the Siddcc,* 

It is some relief, after these numeroos reports of 
criifics and misdemeanours, to fitul it stated that 
Horbln, who hud lioen one of the culprits, hail been 
reclaimed, and waG diligent in busitiess, jmimiGing 
never again to be guilty of such cirorB. .4s Enmdi 
* l.«ttcn 4iU>v(f. 
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Walsh and a ij amber of other factious perwins hot! 
been removed^ the GoTcrnincut hoped to enjoy a 
season of quietness ami moral decency. 

When wc would go on to inquire what punishment 
was inflicted on these grand offenders, and ivHether 
thoy met their deserts, wo hnd ourselves in the durh- 
Tho Government would nut venturu to pass tmy more 
severe aentenuo than fine or dismisStil, and so pi’iaoners 
wore shipped ofif in large numhera to England, 

Tlio thought occurs, what times those w<iuld haw 
been for newspapers! They would indeed have had 
but a limited circulation ; but their intclliganee, how 
stronglv spiced and oiLdtingl Botnhay is, it is true, 
still fertile in scandals and offences, and the fragrance 
from it, which steam and the public press carry with 
them, is not so sweet as that of “ the perfimioil isles;" 
hut then consider how large our society is. Yet racy 
facta are comparatiTcly rnrti. Goveruora conduct 
themselves with dignity i they won’t fight, and are 
decorously dull. If a dedre to punt'h fhetT he((ds is 
sometimes cxprcssetl by disappoint lhI candidates for 
their patronage, it is never put into execution. Heads 
of departments do not often tahe a felonious dip into 
thoir treasum chests, and wc hoire that there is but 
a solitary instance of a European murdering an 
unresisting native. But the first year of the eighteenth 
century was a stirring one. There ore two Companies 
fighting with the Tfative Government, fighting with 
one another, and their eervitnts fighting amongHt 
themselves. The President of one is struck by a 
memlicr of his Council, and the head of the second 
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mcmW is broken in n ilrunkon row 1 »t the thinJ. 
jVs iiQgnnls the other Company, lovifrs of {pissip hearu 
in fill months how a Right Honourohlo Presiilcnt 
hull hecn jeeroil .at hy one of his suhorilinfltaflT to 
whom in return he gave a terrible drubbing ^ how a 
CuUector of Customs hail embezzled mun^v and other 
Factors had imitated him; how a Captain in tho 
little army had shibb&l to death a po<*r, defom.'olefis, 
fluppUeating victim, and then spiametl his lifeless 
corpse; how, after so mrniy had committed crimes, it 
W!i 3 that one sinner had been rcclaimod tn 

honour. Those were stirring times in Biimliay; and 
so are these. Then tho eenflation was often eansed hj 
tho triumphs of vieo, now, wo trust, chiefly hv its 
exposure and degradation. 

As is nsnally the case, the weird sisters, crimo anil 
disease, appeared in company. A fearful mortality 
prevailed in Bombay, Tho Natives suffered much, 
and only seventy-si* Europoans were left. Follow mg 
this calamity was a violent storm, which destroyed the 
priKluce of the island, and wTockod the greater part 
of the Hhipping.* 

Little was seen at this period of the pomp and 
grandein' for which tho Factory had been distinguished 
in tho days of Oxendon and Aungicr. In Bombay 
people were compelled to bo p«destrian-*t, for Sir John 
Gayer wrote that there was only ono faorso on tho 
island fit to be ridden, and hut ouo pair of oxen to 
draw a coach. At Surat tho public tahlo was kept 
with the most wretched poraimony; so muidi wi, that

sat down to an ordinary Hapiier ; but at the Siittio time 
one joint of meat ^vas all that was placed before the 
rest of the Company's servants. Here was another 
temptation to riotous liTing, fi>r when so little eoiuforl 
WHS to be found in their commnn borne, the Factors 
and Writers naturally sallied out in search of good 
cheer. So UtUe were they to be trusted, that it was 
feared they would fall into all kinds of uiiechief. 
Sir John Gayer attempted to remedy the evil, and 
remove all grounits of juBt compbiiot, by ordering 
that proper suppers should be provided for all at tho 
public table; at the same time ho was cautious in 
recommending frugality,* 

These were “ acambling and unquiet times” all over 
India; but so engrossed were the two Companies with 
their private feuds, and intrigues with the Mogul 
authorities, that they could turn little attention tti 
other nations. Yet one or two transactions with 
foreign powers were not without inteinat- Gn^at 
alarm wsw creatt'd in B«>ral>ay when the inhiibitants 
heard that a Slussulinan force w'as kinng siege to 
Singhur, which was only five marchcB distant. The 
Mussulman p(twers of tho whole peninsula were 
breaking up into parties, and amiouflly expecting 
a UtHSulution of tile Empire ut Aurongzeeb's death. 
The Murathas were every year adding in' their 
strength, and laying ilie eoimtiy uurler contrlbutioTis,

success, and Uiok manyprixea from its native enemies. 
It was u troublesome anti dangerous noighbour to 
llomliav, as the plat® now called Angria’s Golalai was 

its rendflzvous.t 

Tile Portuguese, too, noutinued to caviae much 
emliamissiaent, bv intriguing with the liLiraihas 
jLguinstthe English, ami also olisiructing the traiiftport 
of provisions. A serinua dispute with them was 
n]H^nod, when the assault of a niote uniol enemy than 
the English, drove them to Bombay, not os mvadors 
—which they had finiUshly ihreatenDd that they 
would be-—but as suppliants for protection. Thu 
stun* is as follows. 

As a Portuguese raanchua was firing guns off tho 
harbour of Bombay, and the Cimimotloro suspecied 
her of biiing a pirate, he sent his boats to aecertain 
tho real state of the case. The Portuguese, on tlteir 
part, Boeing the English giving them chase, os it wem,^ 
may have supjjosed that they came with hustilij rutout. 
At all events, the English w'ere fired upon, aIl^l in 
revenge they bf>ardfid the ntanchua, claimed her ua 
their prize, and conveyed hor to Bombay. Seeing 
that a mistake had lieenmmle, the English CommiHUire 
sent the iraplurod vesael to i.ho Portuguese Captain

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CentfTttl of the Nortli, who was fiirloiia at the insult 
offered to his nation, and threatened to attack the 
aggressors. The importalion of pro^isiona to Bombay 
from SaLietto was prohibited, and a fleet of fifty 
Tnanchuas was as^mldeil off Maliim, as if with the 
view of invasion. Tlio conclusion of this affair would 
have been simply ridiculous, If it had not brought 
flufforing to others besides tho boasters. 

Whilst tliB Portuguese wore indulging their gascon- 
mlc, an Arab fleet Buddcnly miule its uppearonce, burnt 
tho shipping at Solsotte, and landed an armed foree, 
which took the Fort of Veraova, putting all that they 
found of both to the sword. A panic spread like 
wildfire. Tlie Padre Superior and thousands of othera 
came for refuge to Bombuy, The Capt|^ Generals 
pride was bnmglit down, and his ttffle softened. 
Instead of breathing out slaughter against the English, 
he humbly cravod their assistance, remaining lor 
some time in security at Bandore. Tho Arabs 
pro fussed friendship for the English. However, they 
wore not to ho trusted. After a time they began to 
withdraw, and the rc-emharkation of their whole furcc 
^xcept three huijiired men having been effocted, 
they wore about to ^t fire to tho Church at Bandore 
when this residue was attacked by an ovcnvhelming 
force of Portuguese, Three hundred more Aralis 
were srpeedily lattihsd fmm their flout, and a skirmish 
fl}Uowed. Night only saved the Portuguese from 
defeat and titter disgrace, and tho Arabs with<lrcw 
twfore mornings fearing lest they should he attacke^l 
liy the English.

At'tor this a Portugucso with ibe tigti-aoniidiiig 
fiilo of Envoy for the Royal State of India” caniQ 
to form a treaty with the Goverummit of Bomljny. 
His draft eontaiiit?d five articles, all of wliith were 
rejetUed. By the first it was to be oogagOil that 
such conditions should ho ohserved as had been 
acceiJted by Captain IliimiihiT Cook when he look 
pjssesalon of the island, Tliis was rofiiscd bccanso 
thu ctiadidons had been made Uy Cook under 
compulsion, and were Bulwequcntly disallowed by 
CharlesJ the Second- By the second article an 
offensive and defensive alliance was to bo ostah^sboci 
Iwlwcen tbe English' nnii Portugnwe, anch oa had 
boon arranged between tbo two Crowns in the 
. oiTgintd articles of capitulation; but it was dn- 
elarod ihaf'those articles wore cancelled, when the 
King of Portugal hail rofiised to assist the King of 
England in his war wdth the French nnd Dutch* 
The third declared that the lands of Portuguese 
residents in Bombay, which had been confiscated, 
sliottlil ho restored I this was refused on the ground 
that the proprietors had run away and assisted the 
Siddee in makitig war against the English. 
fourth proposed that the Eiigfeh should cease to 
dcman<l customa from such subjects of the King 
of Portugal as importtsd gowls from Bandera. This 
was rofused, because the English claimed the customs 
as one of the royalties ceded to them by tlie Grown 
of Portugal- According [to the fifth, all coolies and 
other naiivea who should run away from Selsetta 
Bombay wore mutually to lie given up by the 
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contracliniJ particai but as the English did not mQ 
why they should send hm:k to a state of slavoTj such 
as were discoiitcnted mth tho evils of Portuguese 
rtile, this artiulc wbb also rejocted.* 

Expectatinns were formod at this time of opening 
a lucrative trade with Abj^ma,an Ambassador from 
which country eaiuo to Bombay» In return fur this 
visit, and iho liandsotne presents whicJi ho had 
brought, the General provided him with the means of 
Ironsand on sending him hack to bis country^ 
delivered to liim letters and presents for his master 
King Thonm* It is a matter of regret tliat we havu 
only a gleam of light thrown upon these interesting 
iH»mmunication% and have no means of obtaining 
further information about thetiof

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The British sc{uadn>D which had nccottipanied the 
Amhaasador effected little tuwards aesisting the 
English in sup|m5S5ing piracy* The Conunodere, 
Littleton, was perplexed hy the discordant claims of 
the rival Companies. Sir Nicholas Waite miuired 
his attendance when ho matle his public entry into 
Surat>, but this was refused. Yet the Commodore 
recognised all the rights of the English Company, to 
the old Company’s mortification. On the other hand, 
he disgostod Waito by holding communicatiDns with 
President CoU, and informing him that ho would 
protect all vcssola sailing nniler tbo old Company’s 
license.* 

In October, 17t)2, Queen Anno was proclaimed in 
the nKim called the Chapel, at Surat, by the Secretary, 
after the minister hud finished his 8ermoti.f

Although th^ Londan tmil English Companies bad 
ornmgdl terms af union In Engknd, and eaoh hml 
instmulcd its servants to treat thu servants of the 
other Bfith rourtcay and respect, it was a long time 
before animosity was laid aside in India. A treaty of 
peace could not at once allay all hostile feelings, and 
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during dve ycuTS tliere were occJisionol skinnlsbes at 
the outposts, whiel) sometiiues grew so warm tliat 
there was danger lest the war should be renewed. As 
the mstructioQs from home to live ia peace and 
quiutnesB wore positive, neither pnrtir ventured at 
first to disobey them. Sir Nicholas Wnlto had 
pordnaclously endeavoured to prevent a union, and to 
persuado the Directors of hia own Company that 
it would he to their detriment; hut as soon as he 
hcEird that bis remonstmnees were unheeded, and that 
a imiua would certainly take plat?e, he wrote and 
assured the Directors of his rcsohition to ** obliterate 
all i>aiit heats," and to hold hdondly intercourse with 
Sir John Gayer and his Council,* The commumoa- 
tion, however, Ije tween the two Chie& and their 
Councils, never went be vend formal civilitv. There 
was comtimtit on both sides; nor did cither place 
any rcliancu upon the good dispositions of the other. 

Althongh the Directors of the English Company 
have been blamed for their conduct in these tilluirs, I 
think that they acted with prudent and eonsisttnit 
fairness. They found the Lfuidon Ctitnpimy bnnlened 
with enormous debts—estimtited at a hundred and 
forty lakhs of mpeea, chiefly Incurml in Sir Juhn 
Child’s war—and other responsibilities, which they 
took care should not fall upon their own shoulders- 
When both Companies appealed to Gudolphirii Lord 
Treasurer of Engkmch and he dclivctxjil an awanl 
which ia admitted to have been as wise and solid

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a ilccialou IIS is to be found in the political or cam- 
tncFciol annnb of England ^ he declared that the 
estate ami cfPocts of the London Company would not 
ho sudicient to pay their debts, although when the 
stock of the English Company was joined to theni, 
there would he a oonsidcrahlu halanco in favour of the 
United Company, after paying all foreign demands. 
Moreover, the homo debts of the Liondon Cooi^iany 
were very large, and altogether they were not, as 
their rirals were, in a solvent anulidoQ. The value of 
their stock hiki in consequence become so depreoiated, 
that it had fallen from tliree hundred to thirtv^von 
per cent. 

But there were also certain documents called 
Security Bonds, wliicb were a heavy clog on tiie 
operations of the London Comiiany at Surat) and for 
which the other Gompany prudently resolved not to 
bo responsible. These had been extorted from the 
President and Council of the Factory by tho Governor 
of Surat, in ctmscquenco of tho piracies from which 
the Native shipping hatl sufTcred imi much, and they 
were intended us a guarantee to him that all future 
losses should be made good. It wns not to Ik ospoctod 
that tho English Company would he ready to share 
with their new allies these seriutis responsibilities, 
and they of conreo cordially approved Sir Nioholaa 
Waites conduct, when he prevented their separate 
interests from being “emhruiled b the Security 
Bontls, and b any demands which could bo made on 
the Lomlon Com|Miny." They also urgml him, but in 
consctiuence of superior miuiagement on the other 
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Bide UTlSllCcefl^^flllly, to sec tliat in making the new 
EippointmcTits to officiii] situation b tlieir own 
wero taken as gtiod cam of aa the other Comp8Ji/a. 
In tliBBc respects they looked Yi^antlj to the bitercsta 
both of their constitucLots end dependents. But they 
also steadily required conciliatory behaviour on the 
[jart of their servantSj regretted when old wunoda 
ivere opened afresh, andj m wo shrill sec, vkited 
Sir NichoUs Waite with their fievcrc displeasure, 
whon he obstinately peT^lstetl in keeping aliYo the 
dame of dhfcord. 

In arratigitig the Government, it was ^ttkd that 
Sir John Gayer should be General and Governor of 
Bombay, Mr. Bumiaton Deputy Governor—both 
Irfmdon Compuny's m^rvaiits—and Sir Nicholas Waite 
President of Snrat. To all other appointmouta the 
Ber^'ontH of the two Compunios were to bo nomhmtod 
acconling to their Tespesetivo ranka. Such aa were 
not m fortunate aa to obtain any appointment had the 
option of rctiirnmg to England, or reinainiDg aa free 
merchants in India. Burnistou died in 1704, and Sir 
Nicholas Waite appointed Mr* Aialithic to sncceetl 
him, but the Court'a orders wutn that Braboume, 
Chief of Anjengo, should be Second in Coimcil at 
Iloiiibay, and AisUbie Tliird. 

During all this time the CJeneral and Council of 
tbo tJd Piictory ivere etifiering a long and tedious 
confinement. Thoy were not permitted to pass the 
gate of their own building!, and could only receive a 
daily iJIowanco of provisionB. To Sir John Gnjor 
this restraint mtist have been particuJarJy irksome, as 
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lie Wfla most Bnxieua to visit his seat nf Govcmmont, 
where ho would be able to aet indepudeutly. More¬ 
over, an order bad come from the Court, that unless 
he was liberated within throe months after its arrival 
in India, Sir Nicholas Waite should act for him as 
General, and this order was highly ohjectionafalo to 
hioi, in comeiiuencu of the others violent, restless, 
and sat online disjiDsitinii. 

AJthoi^h Sir Nicholas Waito hatl many pro vo¬ 
cations, jot hia conduct was onjiii^tiiiiihlc and injurious 
to ait with whom he wsa concerned. ITo not only 
refused tu be responsible for the Seenrity Bonds of the 
London Company, but gave the Governor of Surat 
tonnderstand that Sir John Gayer would lx* displaced, 
anil he himself made General in hia stead; and that 
if the Governor wished recover motioy for dam ages 
tlono bj pirates, be bad Imttor place a strong guard 
over the Factory. Supporting these roprescntatioiis 
by a bribe of twenty-aeTcn llnjUBaiid rupees, be con- 
triiod that the three months specified in tho Court’s 
order should elapse, and he hinuajlf be ituftailod as 
Gcncml. Burmston, and Harlond, the now Commo¬ 
dore, in lain remonstrated wiih him for this ungene- 
roux conduct, and declared to the Goyemor that he 
was acting in oppusltion to cliroetionfl received front 
home, llarlaiid, tiiduoil, roftoicd him a passage to 
Bombay ; so indignant was ho at his selfislmoBs. 

Waite excused himself by declaring that Gayer 
owed his calamities to hia own roahuess, and that* if, 
instead of precipitately making known the union of 
the two Comiuuiies, ho had eonceakd it for a time, 
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tlieir separate uiteresta woulii have been adjusted, 
aad he himself set at libvrtv. But ecrtoialv title 

sjiheful Sir NicboUia gave tio heed to liis masierri" 
punitive orders thtil he shciuld iise ^vory effort in 
pr<>f!ure Sir Joliii Gaver"^B itdease* Indeed, when he 
hiid ginie til Bumbay, his broker as^nred Boimell utid 
IVoby, the English CDnipatiys scrviinU at Sum!, 
tbiit Waite had premised him fifty thuiii^ind rij|]>c$ea, 
if ho vFouli! iise his iTifiuencc with, the Goveruur to 
kiW[i Sir J(4m Gayer confiited. 

Waite wtiii m ojifortnimto as to ofil^ad every pem«jn 
with whom lie in any way ^nnoried. He aecnsed 
tlio wo last natned menibers of Coimeil of ofidH^zzOnir 
eleven thousand rupees, and they iu rejdy njaintainod 
that he hail tdm&clf tjoen guilty of fraud in ovor- 
chiiTging thirty-five thousand rupeod on. the pnn^haM 
of goodSp Ilraboamc, who bad gone to Fort St^ 
Georgia, when offered the Deputy Governorship of 
llomhay, rcfiiised i t, been use he would not serve under 
a Qian whose behaviour was bo absurd that ciTilions 
on the uiher side of India said *Mhey would riithcr 
be private centinols at Fort St. George than serve as 
Second in Council under Sir Hicholas Waite*" 

At last, ID 1/08* this strongo President was dis¬ 
missed the service, or, as the Court miklly expressed 
if, “ discoutinued.** They were fain to acknowletlgo 
ihnt amidst nil his follies and extra vacancies he hfwl 
sheivn zeal fur their imprests, and therefore fjjiniialJy 
thanked him for hk sen iuc^* Ami in mating hk 
oimduot, wo must roniCEnher that nlthcnigh there k 
ourLaiiilj much evidence aguiust him which oiinncjit bo 
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gninsaidj yet, to uso his own sttioiig Iaiigiiafi[e, the 
servanta of the old Company took every opportunity 
ot blackoimig his character with calunuiious asporsiona 
“ an if Hell were at liberty, and no God to bo found.*'* 
Quaint aa is the following defeiico of himself and bis 
Council, shewing t43o as it docs, and all his writings 
do, that he was a man of imperfect education, it is 
not without truth:—^ 

" We have hitherto governed all oar actions in the 
whole manogery of yonr aflhirs with soe much caution 
and a little expense, when your rh-alk has been 
unlimited, and given away tliose entense atul incredible 
summes for extinguishing ynur virtuous setdernent, 
and vilely as[)ersing iti pur President and CnunccU 
that value ourselves upon our frugtill and thithful 
a&nricc8.''f 

Disputes lietwecn the servants of the two Companies 
were so warm, and at tunes carried to such a iieight 
on both sid^ that it is didicult to say which woro tlic 
most calpablo. Sir John Gayer and his friends 
maintained that their opponents, instead of endea¬ 
vouring to soften the rigours of their confinement, 
took advantage of it to embitter against them the 
native Governor, and on one occasion even went so 
far as to rob the messengers of the letters which they 
were conveying from Bombay.J 

An internal squabble amongst the servunts of the 
hinglish Comjjoiiy became in timo a quarrel between

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tho two Factories, We have aeon that Benjamin 
Mowse^ who was the the Third in Councili comjilaiDod 
that Waito and Proby miUia^jed affiiirs without caring 
for tlie majority, and fraiii tluit tbito Mewse atmented 
iiimsclf, refusing all invitationa to attend the CunneiL 
At length he was ordered to be difimiflsed tho English 
Company a service, and to give op hia wajt'hen^e. 
This latter demand be met w^ith a rcfnflal. In con^^ 
sequence, the President and Council summoned him 
to appcior before them and give an account of himself ; 
but they "received no other reply than language 
unbocomieg rationoll creatures/ * A jeox afterwards 
Mewso meeting with no satisfaction in India, proposed 
returning to Englandi and apphed fur a passage on 
board the old Com pany's ah ip liegartl. Sir Jolm 
Gayer and his Council thcreforo requited by 
messenger to know whether Sir Nicholas \Vaite and 
CoimcU. had any demands upon Mr. Mewse. Then 
followed a specimen of those singular oommuniciitioits 
which more than anything else mark the state of 
feeling prevailmg between ilie tivo esUiblishmenu. 

To Mildmaji Gayer^s messenger, Waito deekred 
that his Company had been injurcil by Mewso to the 
eitent^if four thousand mp< 5 eSt and what appeared to 
him still worse, he had heajnd that Mew$o had been 
frcqnendy enti^talned in the old Company's Factory* 
Miklmay admitted the latter charge, but with regani 
to the ftimiert inquireil why Me wee's account had not 
het.n made up before, if he were really indebted so 
rnitcli to tho now Company* Waite liad other com-

plaints to rnako aj^itist Guyer, but jiftcrwarils sent to 
him a Factor, named Crowe, with orders to eav that 
Mowge would not be prcventisl ^ita going home. By 
this time Sir John GaifUr waa waiing wroth, and told 
Crowe to inform Sir Nieholaa that be need not make 
auch ado about bis power 5 he (Sir John Gayer) was 
intrusted with greater powers, yet had “never used 
any of the Company's servants so barbaroiiBly os h« 
bail done Mr. Alewsc, to turn him out of the Factorv 
in a ii-inlcut manner, and to send to all Europeans nut 
to assist and lidp him, that he might hereby perish." 
Mr, Mewfio, he added, had certainly been m=ide 
welcome to the Company's table, and so at any time 
should any genthunon who Iwlonged to the new 
Company. Thou lie concluded with reorimina* 
tion, and opening an old sore asked, “ if Sir 
Nmholas Waite thought so much of that, why 
did he entertain Bassett, a rascally fellow tliat ran 
away from his colours, when ho was sergenut of his 
guftid."* 

Another trcmblcsome subject in tlie new Factory 
wftg Eustace Nccdliam, whom the Dirit!ctors luiviitg 
taken into their service, hail sent out aa " a Factor 
experienced la business,*’ and one who might bo 
expected to prove iiaeful in bis vocation. No sooner, 
however, ba*l ho arrived than ho was found to bo 
a drunken sot, who could not safely bo entrusted with 
any important business, and who, although there woro 
BO many to keep him iu countenanw^ was yet licclarad

He had become m 
habituated, we am told, to his detestable vicSi that 
he was irroclainuible, and therefore dlBniissod the 
Company^a eerriee,* 

The immorallLy of the times seems not to have 
interfered with devotional forms ; in fact, attendance 
at Dj\ine Service was regardt?<) by the Grovertiiucnt 
as a public duty, althouj^h it was often tcluctanOy 
complied with. In the Euglkh Factory every member 
was rettuirefl by a ilinute in Council to attend at 
prayers eight timca in the weeki e?£dusite of Sundsiys. 
The eight times might he armnged ns they plciaseil, 
and if the duty w'ere thought a painful OTie, it might 
be discharged in four days^ as there was senit® 
morning and evening. The clergjman wits ordered 
to write down the names of such as did not attend, 
and B tine was inflicted njxin them, which w-m 
deducted from their sakries.f 

The slate of the two Factories at Surat w^as as 
follows, lit the English Company's Factory were Sir 
Xicholas Waite the President, William Pmhy, and 
Jeremy^Bonncll, Mumliers of Council; one Slerehant, 
the Minister, two Fojetors, nine Writers, a Snrgeun, 
and hia mati^ a Trumpiler and an English Cook, 
Between tbo thirtieth of Noyember, 1700, and the 
lw‘tfntv*fir 3 t of Fehniary, 1704, no fewer than eight

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persons had died, and seven had been diamiitsfHji or 
suspended iVom the service.* The monthly expenaaa 
of the Factory, including the Steward’s disburse* 
mentB, peons* wages, stationery, and cither small 
charges, varied from fifteen handred to two tlioiisand 
rupceif 

The servants of the old Company who were confined 
within the walls of their Factory wcire the Eight 
Honourable Sir John Gayer, Gimera], the Honourable 
Stephen Colt, President, the WorshipfiJ Ephraim 
Bendell, Bernard Wyche, the accountant, and Purser 
Marino, the Chaplain, four senior and five junior 
Factora, six Writers and one Sutgoon.| 

Instead of hoing encouraged to hope for a ff[x?cdy 
release, these unfortunate persons wero almost' reduced 
to despair by he-aring that some Ettropeans had 
commiitcfl fresh acts of pirary. Two piratical vessels 
had sighted five vessels belonging to Mussulmans, 
and immediately given them chase. Under coTer of 
the night two of these merchantmen proceeded on 
their voyage without molestation, a third had been 
e<mipelled to alter her eoursc, a fourth had been 
driven ashore at Swally, and the fifth captured. 
Great sensation was caused at Surat when these facts 
were known, and the Governor asserted that the 
pirates came from Bombay. Alarmed at his threats, 
the Fiwtors preparwl to defend themselves ivithiu

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their w&Us. In anticipation thnt their usual supplies 
of prorisionit would be witbhcldt thoy had ordered 
a stock to Ixj laid in, hut sufficient time was 
not allowetl them, and they were soon reduced to 
oxtremitics. 

An ox, which they nsod for drawing water, was with 
great difficulty kept alive by feeing it with the straw 
in which wine Lad been packed, and at last was killeil 
• for fooiL Meanwhile tlie infuriated Govomor Iiad 
seized the brokers of both the Dutch and London 
Companies, hmig them up hy their heels, and flogged 
them until he extorted from tlitnn a promise to 
indemnify the losses of the native mercliants with a 
payment of seven lakhs of rupees. He then resolvexl 
tt* lay hold of the Factors, and that he might starve 
them out the sooner, drove into their Factory three 
English strangers whom he liad apprehended, and 
who he trusted would help to eoiisiunc their previsions. 
Nor did he spare threats, but vowed that he wmdd 
have them alive or dead. They in reply declared 
they would never give themselves up, and would 
rather die than suffer agmn such miserv as had hoen 
inflicted on them in their former eonfuement. At 
last, after twelve days, the Governor moderatod his 
fury, and cutisentod to allow them a small supply of 
pn)visione. As an aggravation of their suiToringa 
they not only knew that their rivals, Waite and his 
fricinls, were at liberty, but ivudd hoo that they had 
hoisted their Union Jack as if to flout at their miscTy, 
The perseveranoo which they nuinifcstcd wlien their 
circumstances were idmost dcspcrat<^ was highly 
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honoumblc to clifiiij Rod tlicnr fortitiidc wiis r cTtulil 
to the En^rlkh name.* 

Th« Btate of Baroha? was describoil by Sir Nicholas * 
T\' aite, when ho had arriTiJtl there to asBume thft^ 
appomttnent of Govenior^ oa wretched in the extreme, 
anil he called it “this beggarly, ruinLKl, but fertile 
island} wMcb was in a measure true, althougli he 
clearly desired to enhance the value of his own 
refonus, by undorvaluing tho acts of his prodocesaors. - 
Til the year 1705 ho let the tobacco farm for 26,500 
xornplutis, which was more by two thousand xeraphins 
than it had yieldoii in the preceding year, sis or seTon 
tiioosand more than it had been twenty<!iglit years, 
and eoventeon thousand more than it had been tbirtF 
years before. The arok farm he lot for five thousand 
xcraphiTis. But in 1707 both the tobacco and arak 
farms foil in value, and as tio one would take them 
at a fair price, agents were employed instead of 
contractors. The garrigoti was very weak, and the 
three companies of Gentoos hatl been dischargod for 
negfect of duty and disobedience of orders. Groat 
alarm therefore was created, when m December, 
l y05, the Mogul army came within three days’ march 
ot the coast, oppomte Bombay ; so that money and 
gottls which hud been brought in the Jostnli from 
Persia were hastily hmdeil and lodged in the Castle. 

As the Mogul hail refused his consent to tho 
establishment of a Mint, money was coined in the 
Castle, where only security was felt. The ill condition

.that the Deputy Governor bus most anxious to

^ , Disease was, as usua], prevalent at Bomhav, arid 
when Commodore narlaml, finding that he could not 
agree with Sir Nicholas Waite, was abi>ut to sail for 
England, he was ohligwl to impross sixty men, as his 
crew fluflxired bo much from slcknesa.| Tlicre 
were hving but eight cimenatitod senjuits, including 
Mmhers of Council, two persons more who could 
write, and tw'O raw youths who had been tnken out of 
English ships. Moat of the stirvivors were in inrioua 
stages ot ilJness, so sml was the condition of what 
they called that year the unhealthful, depopulated, 
and ruined Island." In the foIloBiug April the 
Civilj;^ were reduced to seven, and some of those 
were inTjdids. There were but six Lonimissioncd 
officers, two of whom were frequently ill, imd not 
qiutc forty English soldiers. In May, the seven 
Ciiilians had dwindled to six, and these poor creatures, 
deeply depressed by a acnflc ai iheir desolation, wnvte: 

-It will Ijc morally impassible to continue much 
longer from going under gmund, if we have not a 
largo aeaistancc out before October." In the next 
January Henry Coster of the accountant’s office was 
" wliolJj disabled by his unaccountable sottishnesa to 
hold a pen," and, although he could ill be spared, wm

At sQch a liniej the adTcnt of Dr» Alexander 
Ormc, the historian's fatUeri to asst have been baileil 
with pleasure* lie ftGema first to have come to India 
as aii adventorcr^ abfiut the year IJOGt and to have 
actctl m Surgeon at Anjengu^ where on his own 
applicatiiin, hacked by the Faetora at Calii-utj he was 
received into the Company's eervico- The Factors^ 
when appealing in his favour^ say that lie is * • a very 
capable and ingenious person that would be extroordi- 
narily serviceahlo to imr masters ami ua in sicknesa* 
He was afterw^ards apt>ointetl Chief of AnjengOf 
where his second son the historian was bom*f 

In spite of the oppressions which the English 
suffered from the Mogui^ and their own fecblenessi 
the conviction that their only eafety was Ln armed 
resistance acquirsKl intensity. Thi§» however, was 
impracticable so long as the Company s servants and 
their propertr remained within the reach and under 
the power of the Mogul Governor at Surat- They 
were compelled to endure the insolence or civility of 
natives in their various degrees^ according as success

them to be coiirteom3 and yioklbig. The Mahoniedmi 
force Ht Surat was quite iutiuflicieut for its protectipn^ 
hut ^^troug enough to annoy the English. At one 
time an order came from Court to slop the trade 
of all topiwalas or hattnein; at another the guardij: 
wer<f removed frum the Lf>nclon Company's Factory^ 
although the Factors were not pernutted to pass the 
gates. An idea of the continual fear under a^hich 
tliey livotl niaj l>e gathered from the fact, that when 
Aiirang7.eeh diedi aud Sir tl ohn Gayer had heard the 
report of his demise, be felt that it woold bo dangerous 
to promulgate it, m communicated it to the Court of 
Directors in an allegory. He represented on the firat 
of March, 1/07, *Mhst the sun of this Hemisphere 
hud set^ and that the star of the second magnitude, 
being under bis meridian^ had taken iiis place; but 
that it was feared the star of the first maguiiude^ 
though under a remoter nieTidian, would struggle 
exalt itselT*—in other words, that the Emperor 
Inul died, that I’rince ^Vzim, his s^coud son, had 
assumed the Imperial title, and marchi^ tpwarda 
Delhi, and that Frince Alam or Moaidm, the eldest 
son, was marching to dispute the threno with him- 
This actually ^jccurred, and a great Ijattle was fought 
near Agra m June, in which Prince Azim was killed. 
Manzim then liecomo Emperor, with the tide of 
Bahadur Slmh.* 

Tim ^farathas were almost as much to be feared as 
the Moguls* Although Sivajeo was dead, ret the

Thnie years afterwards, on the third of May, l/06, 
having defeated the Mogul army near Alvincthibad,

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thoT invested Surat for nine (Liya, hut as they had iin 
cimnon, and only a Bmall proportion of fire*arms, 
were unable to cjutt the entrenchments which the 
Governor had thrown up. In their retreat they 
pluiuiered the villages, and destn^yed all kinds of 
prtivision, so that the prices of the necesBarles of life 
wer% raised “jFrtijn two to tliree hundred per cent*"* A 
year afteri Sahujee,* ur aa he is calleil in the Enfflissh 
records, “ the St^vr Kajali,” made a fl^rmal application 
to the Gcsneral at Bombay for u supply of arma, 
amnumitioDj Euroj>r;m troops and money. 

The Sramthas were becoming' more forniifixiblo at 

eea, and Kutibojce Angrias force increafied. Havmg 

equippcfl sixty vessels, they pretended to no nice 

discernment of friend or foe, hut attackeil all who 

could not make a fair show of resistance. Tliev also 

» 

iconic times took roving Arabs into their pay. Captain 
Hide, commanding the ship Pre^denf^ was attacked 
on his passage to Bomhay off the MuJatwir coast, by 
two ships and four grabs froin MuKat* Three of the 
grabs grappled with the /VcjfiWc/i/, and the crew of 
one boarded her; hut they were beateti off, itnd thoir 
veg^l Gank. One of the nihcrs was id o wn up, 
so that several of the English crew wen* scorched, 
and thfdr ship set on fire in sixteen places* Tho 
third grab was sunk^ The rest of the encmy*s fleet

Tliese pirateti from Muscat wore adckKl to the long 
established enemies of trade, and, eruismg as they 
did constantly on the Indian coastji, eauiseil g^at 
annoyance to The Court therefore 

dt^Uretl that armed ships mtuit he equipped “ to nwi 
out that nest of pirates, iho MaBcat Aralis.” Instead 
of contenting themselves with arming only one or two 
vessels at a time, and cruising ufl^ the mmt of Malabar, 
thews people were now forming a regular system of 
aggression, having obtained penuiaaion from the King 
of Pegu to build ships in hi^ |iom, and spreading 
their fleets over the Indian Seas. Some of their s^hlps 
carried from ffiirty to fifty gnus, and with these they 
had made several descents on towns and villages-t 

Toriotw tribes of plunderers also now found their 
i^pportuuity in the weaknm of the Mogul Empire, 
and become more fonBiilahlo on accomit of their 
Diunhers. From this time we find the Gennimx 
fretjuently mentiopeil in the Hecordfi, as a contiunal 
source of imea^lneso to the Factory^ nt Surat. Under 
this name were incladeil numerous tribes of freebooters, 
flui'h oa ^ ndavols, Kedisf, liajp^xds, and Pathans.^ 

The Dutch Factors had, like the English, been 
nxjuired by the Guvemor of Sm-at to deposit security

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jignirist piracy^ anti their lin>kcrg liad been aeisEecl; 
but they ihemselvioscontriTod to escape his elntebes^ 
they acted a holder part, and sought reditsa by more 
decided measures^ Itcdring to SwallVi they hlockadcMl 
the river with eii large vessels, and deniaiide<1 two 
miUions of rupees as a compensation for the 3Unt!$ 
whicii had been extorted from their agents, or eight 
lakhs, and jiormission to form a ^tlement at 
near Surat. They also insisted that they should Ih! 
liable ip future to pay only two and a half per cent, 
for customs, and should have a firman granting them 
free trade. As they could not obtain what they 
deiuandt^l, they continued the blockade, and iu March 
1/05 made prizes of Mogul ships to the value of tw'o 
millions of riipt^efl. Things wore in this state tt'hen a 
new' Director of their trade and a new Council linving 
arrived off Surat, ojjeued on the 6th of Jandury, 
1707, 3- negotiation with the Governor for the adjust¬ 
ment of disputes. In this they met with consideruhle 
suceesj!, for the Governor agreed to pay them eight 
hundrcti and eleven thousand rupees, on lamdition 
that they should deliver up the ships and other 
propertj^ which they hail seized* lie engaged ali^i 
that one per cent, on the customs should bo abated, 
anti that they should be free iVfim payment of customs 
at Broach. If the Empernr refused to ratify this 
ngrec’^ment, the Dutch had the option of leaving the 
port, and taking such mca'iures as they thought 
proper to obtain reilreas.* 

Great as were the efforts mafle to suppress piracy, 
* BnHx'ii Ajicwlfl. 17044 TOT, 
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it wa5 still eomniltted, tmd even by persons wbn 
prolessed to be lawful traders* When Captain 
Alexauder Hand I ton was at Calient in i'ebruary 
1703^ he found tbero the ibip of a Captain Gr^n, 
w ho was afterwards hanged in Scotbmd- This worthy 
having a fellow feeling for the interloping Homiltonj 
c;\Tne on lioard his ship with sevoraJ Dthcni—’tdl in a 
statu of intoxiradon*. In the course of conversation 
he said that he had disposetl of a large quantitv of 
arms suid ammunition to the pirates at Madagascar, 
and when warned that Ilia eanJonr might bring him 
into trouhlei showed that he cli^pised all such advice. 
At night bis chief niate Ifalhcr came to T T ami l ton in 
a melancholy motxl* and wished to cxcliangc situationa 
ivith oiiG of tlie mates on board his ship. On meeting 
with an indirect refusal* he bmist into tears, saying 
that he Was for Green and his crow hud 

pcrpotratixl acta which if brought to light w^ould end 
in their ahame anil punkhment; and^^ what was worse, 
the crew were such a drunken set that they could 
keep nu B4>cret, but would divulge everything, although 
their ruin would be the cunaeqiience. Ifamilton 
syrmpatbized with him, and drew from him an admission 
that they had pi underei I some Moors' sliips* and sunk 
a sluop with ten or twelve Eluropeans on boanl. 
Next day Hamilton met Green and his supercargo. 
It w^as before dinner dine, but bfith were drunk, iuid 
the supercargo hoasu-d that he would make the l>e«t 
voyagm ever mu^le from England on a small stock. 
Ilamlton wished him joy, and iiuietly remarks, We 
Imlimis undcrstoixl none of tho^^o pmfitable voj^s 
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but werf? well contoat with thirty or forty per ” 
After this he prudently resolvod to shun their j^ioty^ 
aod his account of them concludes thus :—“ WTiether 
Captum Green and Mn Mather bod justice impartially 
allowed them in their process and sentence I know 
nuU I have heard of as great innocents eondenmed 
to di^ih m Ihev were.^ *

A proclanmtion sent from Englauib and published 
as fur and wide m pcusaible by Commodore Littleton, 
had more effect in suppressing pirac^y thuu any other 
mi^urr. By this a panhm was offered to all pirates 
who sumondcred thcmafclTes, ami a reward to all such 
as would Bceufr amt deliver up their commanders* 
Suspicions and divisions were by these means ao^vn 
amongst the buccaneers* Some were bought off, 
others were destroyedt and at last security was given 
t<i uuvigHtiim-t 

All this lime the imion between the EngUsb and 
London Comimnieg hatl been only partiaL Probably, 
cacli did not understand its own circumstances, and 
certainly not the circumstances of the other; m that 
it w'Bs impossible to arrive at a complete Bgreement as 
to terms, and in Intllu tlicir servants had rival inter¬ 
ests, which gave risfl to incessant bickerings* At 
laat they ciinsenied to appeal to the Earl «f Godolphin, 
Lord High Treasurer of Enghind, who, after a most 
patient investigation of the ijucsdoos in dispute, 
published on the tw enty-ninth of Septcmberi I JOS?

It waii amuigixl that there were to be three Pnesj- 
dencies in India—at Caleutta^ Matlma, anil Bi.iinba}\ 
A new Governor, with the title nf General, and a 
Council, were appointed for BombaTho Mcmbera 
of Council were all sdneted from thccla^ uf Civilianjvt 
w ho continued todiseharj^ other dudiia, and of eouti3e 
took care that they held the most luerativ© offices* 
The numlHsr was not fixed by law,, and varied at 
difterent times^ the Members bcin^ appointed to the 
government nf subordinate Factories, and yet nLominally 
holding their scats in CoimcdL AH importaiU business 
was tmnaacted by the Governor and Council. Where 

■r 

a diffi?rence of opinion arose, the question was decided 
by a majority of Totes. Aislahie was the new General, 
Proby second in Council, Rendall third, GfXKlehaw 
fourth, Wychc fifth, Mddniay sL^tb, Eoonc seventh, 
and Oakley eighth* These were to select four of 
their numlier to he a President and Council 4it Surat, 
and to nominate ancli Factors and Writers as they 
might tfaink the service reqnired* Poor Sir John 
Gayer still languished in confinement. The only 
comfort he received was, to be assured by the Court 
that the General, by whom be had been superseded, 
had been instructed by them to tiae every effort for his 
liberation.* 

As the trade now very different from what it 
hnd b«?on when the Englii^h fir^ came to India, wc

ownvt). A ship-owner’s was gradually hoLtnning u 
separate branch of busineiiH}. The Comjsany pofiseased 
only some swift sailing packots, atid a very few trading 
vessels. 

The linjjort Trade chiefly consisted of Bullion, 
Li^d, Quicksilver, Woollen Cloths, and Hturlwarw, 
It had long Wn the custom for Eurojttan adventurers 
tu cany their gtKjds up the coujitty for sale, but soon 
after the union, travelling harl liecome more iurecure 
than over, and tu> European was jjfirmitted to go into 
the interior without special leave ohtainiJd from the 
Govonior and Council. The disposal of goods, tlicre- 
fore, wad for the most part left to native lUalere. 

The Export Tratle consisted chiuily of Calicoea and 
other woven manufacturea i>f India, Diamonds, Pepper, 
Drugs and Saltpetre. A# there were no nmnufne- 
tnrera in tho coutiln- to whom the English could give 
large ordere for giuxb, and who wouUl tldivcr them, 
when ret|Lurod, at the ships, agents were cmployofl, 
who txjllectcd the different artielcs and brought them 
to the w'tirehouBcs, called Factories; which in timo 
liucamc Forts mounting heavy gum and defended by 
garrisons. For the purchase of Cloths a complicated 
system hml been deviseih As the w'lsiveirs lived for 
the most part in poverty, before they could be set to 
work at their loomB it was necessary to advance them 
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nionej- hr the raTp malfirial Mid thoir own suhskti^ui^. 
Fur this purpose the CompanTV hrnker^ were sent into 
the distri€t6,,w]i*^re they emplii^ycd a second of 
agents called gnmiishtasj on a monthly salary, Thcau 
men established a tachari, or house of businoES} in 
the various town^, tvhere they were attended hv peotifi 
Hiid other sen^atits, who summoned to their presence 
dalals or ^inall brokers. These again employed 
Inferior agents to Lraui^act business with the weavers. 
Thus, It would appear, that four agonta stootli accord¬ 
ing to a regular system of gradation, between the 
LiUgllih Factor anti the native operadTe* £ach of 
theso deductecl, jls u matter of course, a certain jier- 
centage fur cotninission from the jnonoy advanced hv 
tho Company, and, consetinently, whilst the weaver 
was ill remunerated for his liUH>ur, the price of his 
fabric was couj^iderably raified, even before it loft the 
shores of India,* 

It 13 curious tij observe the diffen?nt effects which 
hit VC been produced by an. int.Tea_4e of trade in the 
nineteendi century, and at tho beginning of the seven¬ 
teenth c'entnry, Xo one can now read the encouriiging 
roturtis of iiujxirttc and exports Ijotw^een India and 
England without being satisded that they show tlie 
flourishing conditiim of both countries. The conclu¬ 
sion dmwu ft-om fiimilar rot urns a hundred iind fifty 
years ago was diametrieailly opposite. Through tho 
competition of the two Companies, and the efTorts of 
private traders, sixty ships were employed in the 
Indian trade. This was a large number as compared 
Mill f lli^ldryi vtkL nL, tlmp. L 
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with rnmi^r years; but was the adriincG hailed as a 
national bonefit? Far from it. Complmnts were 
mailw that the exportation both of huUion and mer- 
ehandise waA excessive. Fnrupeon goods i¥crc trtms- 
ported to India in Buch large quantities, that they 
sold much too cheaply. Tlien by a singular inranaia- 
tcncy, it was urged on one side that the merchants 
had bwm led by their rivalries to pay too highly for 
gooda la India, and yet on the other side it was 
declared that they had glutted the English market 
with them, and sold them at rates which were 
unreasonably elieap. There was jierjdexity on all 
sides. The manufacturers of Lotulon, Norwich, and 
Cnvenby were being mined by the introduction of 
silks and calicoes. The industrious Huguenots, who, 
having been expelled from France by the bigotrj' of 
Louis the Fourteenth, had offixtcil vast improvement,? 
in the Silk and Linen Manufactures of England, 
found now that their trade was falling into neglect. 
Tho retail ilealer went to market and was tlclighted 
to lay in a stock of Indian goods at a low price, hut 
no sooner hail he returned home than he found that a 
neighbour hud lieen yet tnnro fortunate, and in the 
liTal shop Orient.a] manufacturea were still cheajjcr. 
What could ho do? Ho must stdl at par with his 
neighbours, and cither sacrifice part of his capital, or 
be altogether mined. Interested ponies were thrown 
into the greatest alarm. Competition, which ia often 
a public, lienefit, was looked upon as a uationaJ 
calamity. Government was appe 4 ileil to, and Par¬ 
liament supposed that it was alleviating the general 
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distress by enforcing flumpiiiary laws, and prohibiting 
the sa^eet from wearing the «ilk and calicoes of 
India-* 

HoweTcri there is no doubt that on the whoie 
improved liberality in trade resulted from the disputes 
of the two Companieflt and monopoly was never again 
shut: up so closely as it had licm in preceding yestrs* 
The United Company maiie a remartahle coneeisfiion 
in permitting supt^mumerari<iis tn remain in India aa 
free merohante* Whilst the ammosities of the two 
Companies had been raging, there hiul been organised 
a separate stock—apparently unobserved by them— 
with which independent adventurers engaged in trade. 
Sometimes it suited the Company's servants to con¬ 
nive at this innovation, and such as were discontented 
with their masters embarked their persons and effects 
in vessels belonging to the separate stock* It is 
worthy of notice, that Sir William Norris, when 
leaving India, Unik hk [lossage in Buch a vessel, the 
Scipif^t prcfening it to the English Company's. 
Three of these ships, the Grmf Londmiy

London., and Wlndnor ircn? at the close of this period 
trading on the Western side of India.* 

The Union of the tivo Companies is an epoch which 
properly closes the early histon' of the English in 
India. From this time the United Company com- 
menccul a noi¥ and more wonderful caria.T. Fast 
struggles had loft it in a state of eiliaustioa; so its 
adTance was at first feehle and tardy. But it nenor 
receded a step j never oven halted. Movement 
imparted fresh health, and it acquired strength by 
progress. Whilst yet <m infant of days it walked 
timidly; but with increaaiiig ai*e aBsumed a holder 
front, and nt last in a gigantic form strmle fearlessly 
across the whole condneiit of liidia,t 

And now I crave the readers favour whilst I draw 
his attention to three matters in conclusion. 

First, with regard to the East India Coni|>any. It 
is a Bingtilar fact that as yot ti» writer who has analyzed 
their records, and drawn fritm them the materials of 
hUi historj-, has ventured to express an importial 
opinioa respecting their affairs. Bruce ta the onlj 
author whn has composed n connected narrative 
derived solely from those sources. His dilipenw has 
been great, Md his aoenracy, as to the facts which he 
records, unqueetiontHl. But he wrote fur the Company, 
and as their humble sorvnnl, at a lime when they 
would have considered it perilous to admit the whole

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truth regarding themselves. Hence^ tliroughout his 
three quarto volumes, hui one or jit moi^i two advert 
criticisms on their conduct of affairs arc to ho met 
tvith ; and mnnj oiroumstanccs which reflect discredit 
ujjon them are omittefl. Tlie restdt hm !»een the 
opposite Ilf what was aiitioi|>ai:cfL PtH>pIe would not 
believe in tho spotless virtues of a dynastic oligarchy| 
and they felt sure that the Din^ctoriiil succession 
could not have preserved themselves quito free from 
vice for a whole century, Facts^ oozed out- The 
prejudiced narratives of foreigners and mtcrltipers 
were seizeii and grecdilv swallowed entire. The 
enemies of the Company then attacked them violently, 
misrepresented them unscrupulously, and snflxired 
imaginatimi to supply the p!nije nf truths which the 
C^mipany had themselveg unwisely concealed* 

The Court of Directors wore neither much hotter 
nor much worse than the age in which they lived. 
Be it remembered that the Cunipany began to trade 
in a Toign during which the Lord Chancellor of 
England wa^ accessihle tohrilieg, and a false judgment 
could bo puTchascfl from ^tho cxquisitoly eon- 
iJtrnctod intellect thut has ever boon bestowed on any 
of tho children gf They straggled for existence 

at a time when Charles the Second sup|)tirtod liimself 
ill entravagancc and duhauchcry by receiving secret 
service money from France. And a lit do before tbo 
crisis of their affairs which wro have just related, they 
had purcha^ the gi>od will of William the Third 
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wiih ten thousand poimda^ and of the Duke of Leeds 
mth five tboiisand iTnineas** So that the inttnoralitj 
of the ago may lie urged 05 an oAcusc for manj 
charges of corruption brought agoiiist thorn; huti on 
the other hand^ to represent their career ns altogether 
honourable and highly creditable, is to palm upon the 
public a prodigioua imposture. 

In their corporate capacity the Compafiy never laid 
any claim to the higher order of yirtues. They 
professed to be honest and entorpriamgi hut their 
aims wore limited by their owti interiatfi* Sometimes, 
indeed, they made tise, but very awkwardly, of ethical 
phrases. When they had reduced the size of a bole 
of cotton, and saved themselves a charge for freight, 
they called it patriotism and before each renewal of 
their Charter they magnified the advantages which 
the country derived from their commerce^ But gam 
was their one ohjecL To advance a people’s happiness, 
to foster the growth of their knowledge and intelli- 
gonce, to sow the sccils of moral greatness, to provide 
for the Bccnrity of future generations—all these objects 
of good govemtnent came not within tha scope of the 
Company a efforts, and evoked no dUinterestiHl and 
Hublinie virtues. Yet in the hands of Providence their 
morcenarv project has been made on instrument for 
the civilizatioUp and we trust lor the moral elevation 
of two hundji^d millioiis of people. God has sent 
the Company to impirt the energies and virtnes of 
the North to the enervated and barbaric Eiu^t* Let

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them be BatisfiiMl with this. Let their luls^ocates 
boaBt of Hifl ^oodncssi whioh has scloetcd them to be 
His s^rrantB in such a cau^j atul not fulselj ascribe 
to thepi tnmscendeintal purity- Thoro are, it is true, 
pericxls of their early history when their conduct waa 
almost magnanimous- Tho Court of Dirix^tors lived 
and laboured for themsolTes; but when they resisted 
so stoutly the open assaults of doughty adversaries* 
countennine<l the cancealed approaches of secret foes^ 
rallied their fainting troopsi and from their own 
unfailin g fires rckiiidlml the extinguisheil energies of 
their servants — ^uch an indomitabie spirit clainis our 
admiration, for the vulgar instinct of self-preservation 
appears then in an imposing dress as heroic gfon% 
With regard to the Company's servants m India, 
during this first century, is it not singular that so 
httlc has been known of them? When I attempte^l 
to form an idea of the first LnglishineD who lived in 
India, it seemed to me impracticable. The learning 
of Europe liad hlowti away much of the mist which 
obscurecl Hindoo and Mussulman annals. We have 
caught glimpses of Asoka, Sandracottus or Chandra- 
gnpta, and the Grmco-Bacirian Kings. Our authors 
have given labarioiis and faithful narratives of Mogul 
and llaratha dynasties. But what sort of people were 
they who first quarried out and prepared for othcra 
to chisel into shape on Aiiglo-Indkn CTCivemmcnt ? 
1 could not answer this question. Our Btmwlard 
hislorica imy little, !n many caseo literally nothing 
about them. They in no way enable us to compre¬ 
hend their characters or apprecinte their elioris* 
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They only condesf^nd to onter into iWtailB of times 
when horooa and Govornor-GonLTBls flouruhed^ when 
CHve conquered or Warren Hasting ruled. 

But wh4it flort of paranna were CLiveV aud Haatiiiga' 
fiirerunnej^ ? ** Ali^ all honourable men^** flays printed 

history. There a Captain named 
fought like a hull-dog; an Anibo£:S!idur;i Sir Tliotniifl 
HoOf “ a man of discemmont and temper Boughton^ 
a genemus Doctor ; O^endeti, Child| and a few others 
—of whom partlcnlana arc not known. But what of 
the rest? What of their employ men Le, memnersi and 
characters ? There was no regular account uf them* 
The ordinary reader had no mcana of making their 
acquaintance. 

We have tried to lift the veil^ to see them in tholr 
hours of busjTicss and recreiation, and have been Borry 
to find that they w^cre not aU honourable* We giadlj 
indeed scisEed and bruoght to light the virtiies of a 
but generally found it our duty to deprive vice of 
an immunity w'hich truth should not permit it to 
enjoy, and remove iVom it the covering under which 
it hml lain eoDcealcd, Here again, wrltorii who 
enjoy ihI the Honourable Corapany's patronugCj had 
coUectetl from their records certain wise and chiviiJrnus 
deeds of Oxetnien, esaggerated the abilities of Childp 
disparaged Norris and Waite, be<:aufle they were zeolans. 
rivak; but they never hintml at the piracies which 
their Captains w'cre proved to have t^ommittedf tin* 
follies of some, and the enormous vices of others. 

In piirticular^ the preceding work will probsihlv 
remoFc one mistake into which many wrltofs have 
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fallen* It ^^Ul show that tho English did iiai loavo 
thoir forms of religion hchind them* Like the ancient 
eolezikta of Groee^, whu oarrii^^l with ihiim the 
linquenchahle iini of their Prytanenm^ and the Priests 
who ministered to their gods; so the Eiiglisli itiiported 
iheir Bibles and Utorgiet?* their Gospellers and 
Chaplainj!* Twice each daj did they msset at the 
Throne of grace, and on Sundays the President and 
Senior Factors repaired thrice to their pews, where 
they and their dames sat in burgher dignity whilst 
Mriiters and apprentices listeinxl, prayed, or dozevl at 
a respectful distance** 

But, then, candour requires the painful admission 
that religioji was without a soul* The larger portion 
of these Chapol-goers were dissolute or dishonest* 
Anglo-Indjan fiociety ivas, as it has ever bean, one 
degree worse than English* Now that the wnrlil 
bears itself more morally, there is still rather a 
lower standard of principle, together with more 
ahanielessness and disregard of propriety in Bombay 
tlian in England* Thera soams to have Injuii a simlliir 
ratio of moralitj, when after the restraint which the 
Puritans had placed upon them, the evil passions of 
Englishmen broke fc^rtb with ungovernahle furj*; 
when pubhe opinion was no longer A cheeki for there

coulJ not lie wit and fashion without a violation of 
doconmi; whoh ridicnlo did not fvCise a blush on thij 
forehnad of guilt, but only aimed its shafts at umoccnee. 
When such was the state of things in Englandp 
fi/urti^n wea it so in Bombay,* 

With regard to the iKinple of India, it must be 
confessed that Europeans had, up to the period which 
this narrative has reached, exercised an evil influence 
upon thorn* A man who was highly esteomed in his 
generation and Iisul much experience of Indian Mte-^ 
rresident Pitt of Madra:^-Hleclarod this; tracing the 
cimningi suspicion, anil disobliging behaiiour foi 
which the natives whom he Imd observed wore distin' 
gulshed, to the example of Europeans.f Bat id 
other respects the people of the country gained much 
by European connection. Encouragement was given 
to the labour and skill of their operalivfss. The 
manufactures of England could not compete with 
those of India. Woollens from the former cunntry 
were not in sufficient demand to pay for the calicsoas of 
the latter, and conscqaently ao much bullion was

It wuiilil be well if discontented natives coaid be 
brought to compare their position under British rule 
with that of the English imdor native mkv Tlierc 
is now at least Bccurity for life ami prfnsertj% The 
tax which the subject pays for the supjRjrt of Govern¬ 
ment is small — 'when we conricier that really it is the 
rent of bk land^ — and its rate ia being fixed. He has 
the most absolute control over his own tnovements* 
Ilfl may travel north, sonth, east, or west^ and be safe 
frorii injury and insult. If his journey be on land, 
the tribesj such as Ebik anil Eiilisj which formerly 
would have plundered him, arc now ibo police which 
protect him; if his course be over the sea, he no 
longer fears lest behind each headland there should 
Inrk &c:niie ferocious rover ^ and that to doublo it wili 
be his death or ruin. His religion is tolerated, and 
his j>erson respected. The oppressions of petty tyrants 
are restrained by equitable laws, and he meets with 
considemtion and politeness fimm that dDminnut people, 
w*boni he still reganls as outcasts and unfit to share 
bk social enjoyments. 

How Widely different was the life of an Englislimati 
under Native Go v eminent I There w^aa no pi^wer 
suifieient to protect the merchant either hy land or 
eca* If he wished to convey hia gooils frcitu Surat to 
Agra, he could only hope to defend them against 
plunderer?* hy mustering a strong pwrtv, and setting 
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mgulur jriianls at uouh tatnping plac:o, aa tfaaiigh ho 
H'oFo iu lui enemy's couatt')'. Kvan then he might bo 
ovorpow'creil by the free lancos of Hindufitan. Still 
mom dangoruus were the paths of the ocean. There 
lie must entirely depend upon bis o«ti resources, for 
it would Im vain to seek protection from the law. 
Nay, the proud Emporor jippoalcd to the despised 
strangers that his shipping might bo protected, and 
they wore expected not only to defend tbemselvi's, but 
also the marinniis and traders of a vast Empire. Yet 
lie and his subjects, helplces Itaughty barbarians, 
affected to despise the English, wronged them iucea- 
aantly, imprlsonod their Chieift, insulted their envoys, 
fleeced their merchants, and drove them to turn upon 
their oppressors in despair. Thus the evils of native 
rule compelled English merchanta to protect their 
warehouses with battlements, and nil the munimente 
of war. Then, as they stiU suffered injuries, the 
facility with which they manageti to defend themselvea 
suggested offensive operations, and these led to terri¬ 
torial aggrandisement- Some piditicianu now think, 
or rather say, that bocausc it is an age of commereo 
it cannot bo an age of conmiCBt. But the fact is, the 
necessities of commerce thrO'W open the door to 
eoiiqucst, and the defenco of their trade first suggested 
to the EngUsh a jiolicy which ondod in the subjugation 
of Imlia. 

Short os this liistory is, it yet seems a labyrinth of 
human follies and errors. Religion, however, which is 
the only solid basis of all knowledge, enables us to 
trace timough it all a mysterious clue of Divino 
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PruviiLmw iitui Divbe direeiian. Eurojtciui viceu 
and native vices bear an overwhelming proportion uti 
the record, and the catalogue is relieved hv few Items 
of virtue. But as two negatiiina make an affirmative, 
so the vicea of Eoropcans and Natives have prodnceil 
u positive good. The thirst for riches, the unscru¬ 
pulous efforts of ambition, the reckless violeiav whieh 
often struck Hindoos with terror—all these wore the 
disgrace of the English ; but yet they hurried them on 
to Empire. The perfidy, the cunning which over* 
reached itself, the cowardice, the exclusive bigotiy, 
which disgraced the natives, smoothed the way to 
their subjection; and surely these two results are 
beuig directed by the Universal Benefactor to good. 
Wo know of no other way in which India could have 
been regenerated. Had the English in India been a 
set of peaceful saintly emigrants, what impression 
would they have made upon the country? Had the 
natives placed confiflence in each other, and been 
unitod under a common faith, how could they have 
given way to the encroachments of a few foreignere ? 

But, although Providence has thus brought good 
out of evH, wo have certain imUcatiotis that for the 
future Ihs^ who sow vices will not reap a harvest of 
blessings. Aloreover, all history Leaches one certain 
truth, which is this, that between eonijuering and 
cotmuitrcil peoples there must be (nutnal forbearance, 
frmikncss, and liberality, or there is no hope of 
{leimaneoce, much less of progress and improvemetit. 
M here these are wanting, good policy, energy, atid 
courage cannot long he of any iivalL We may take a 
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tossoo from Sparta in anciont, and Spain in modern 
times. The Spartans would admit no crcniquered 
people to tho righta of naturalization, and the consc-' 
qucncc WHS, that as their jJAwer spread, tlio boughs 
Boon became too heavy for the trunk, and It was 
uprooted by a tempest- Tlie Spaniards treated most 
illiberally the natives of South America, and conse¬ 
quently their conquered torritoriea were wrested from 
them. Widely different was the manner in which tho 
Romans discharged their duties towards tho people 
which they subdued. ^Vhole families, cities, even 
nations, wora admitted to all the riglita of Roman 
citizenship;* so that, as has been said, “it was not 
the Romans that spread upon the world, hut it was 
the worhl that spread upon the Boinans,'* Hence 
eonquerers and conquered rose in company to great¬ 
ness. Amalgnmation like tbeira canntd, indeed, take 
place between European and Oriental races; the 
example of the Portuguese has satisfied us that it is 
not desirable. But there can be no reason why there 
^hould not be mutual esteem and regard. These, 
hoivcver, can never be built up aecurely unless they 
have for a foondation growing intelligence, a more 
fervent and disinterested love of truth, a nobler 
moralitv, a juster appreciation of immutable principles 
than formerly tlisttnguished Natives or Europeans. 
Wlien truth is represented on both sides witii 
intoUectual vigomr as a living principle. Natives will 
have a claim to nsocive, tmd Europeans will have a
